Mrs McDole Murdered In a Brutal 
Manner by Her Own Son. 


Disapproved of His Mother’s 
Second Marriage. 


Murderer Filed to a Swamp, Where He Tried 
to Commit Suicide. 


PROVIDENCE, Nov. 1.—Mrs. Mary Mc 
Dole of Johnston was shot and killed last 
night at her home by her son, Thomas 
McLoughlin. The woman was lying sick 
in bed, and was terribly kicked and 
beaten before a bullet through her right 
temple put an end to her suffering. 

The woman was married two weeks ago 
to James McDole, a blacksmith. She was 
56 years old, and up to a short time before 
her marriage her son, Thomas McLough- 
lin, who is about 26 years old, and his wife 
lived with herina large tenement house. 


| Thomas ang his mother quarreled when 


the latter announced her contemplated 
marriage, and the son and his wife moved 
away. Last Sunday Thomas called to see 
his mother, but as he had been drinking 
he was at first refused admittance, and 
struck a woman named Mrs, Mary Mc- 
Elroy, who lived up stairs, for refusing to 
allow him to enter. After calling his 
mother vile names he left. 

Last night, just before 7 o’clock, while 
James McDole was eating his supper, Mo- 
Loughlin entered the house. He said he 
wished to apologize for his actions of Sun- 
day, and on being informed that his 
mother was sick in bed, he asked to be al- 
lowed to see her. He then went into the 
bedroom and locked the door, 

McDole was soon startled by loud cries 
and the sound of blows. He attempted to 
gain an entrance to the room, but could 
not. He rushed out of the house, and 
after notifying James McElroy, the oc- 
cupant of the flat above, he went after the 
police. As McElroy reached McDole's 
apartments, he heard cries of murder and 
the sound of four shots fired in rapid suc- 
cession, followed by a crash of glass. 

McElroy was just in time to see’ Mo- 
Loughlin leaving the house by the bed- 
room window. The sash was still hang- 
ing about his shoulders. McBlroy and a

drew his revolver, and afterward fled in

KATAHDIN’S TRIAL TRIP. 


Belief That the Boat Will Come Up to Govern- 
ment’s Requirements.

PITEZEL BOY'S BONES! 


Will Not Be Brought Into Court, as 
Desired by the Prosecution, 


Counsel For Defense Jubilant 
Over the Decision. 


Miss Yoke’s Testimony Strengthens Holmes 
Chanoss For the Gallows. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 1.—The Holmes 
case progressed so swiftly yesterday that 
but few witnesses remain to be heard be- 
fore the closing of the commonwealth’s 
case. 

Then the defense will open, and, in 
spite of Holmes’ statement that he would 
himself testify and also call Miss Yoke, 
his counsel privately stated last night that 
the defense would offer no evidence, but 
submit the case on argument alone. And 
they expressed supreme confidence in his 
acquittal. 

Their first victory was gained last night, 
and it disappointed those morbid listeners 
who had counted on viewing the bones of 
the dead boy, Howard. The defense 
strenuously objected to the introduction 
of any further evidence touching the al- 
leged murder of the children. 

The jury were temporarily taken to 
their room and elaborate arguments fol- 
lowed, at the end of which Judge Arnold 
sustained the contention. This was evi- 
dently a blow to the commonwealth, and 
District Attorney Graham fought against 
it with great vigor. Holmes showed no 
elation at the triumph, but his lawyers 
were unfeignedly jubilant, 

For about 80 minutes yesterday the 
nerve at which all men have marveled 
forsook Holmes, and bowed and broken 
he sank his head into his hands and 

Sobbea Like a Child, 

Meanwhile, the woman he persists in 
calling his wife, and upon whom he had 
pinned his highest hope, sat two yards 
away, relating a story that slowly but 
surely tightened the noose on his neck. 

For one hour and forty minutes she 
whispered to the court crier the words 
that told how Pitezel had come to the 
Eleventh street house, where they were 
stopping the night before the murder; and 
how Holmes had been away for five hours 
of the next day, coming back flushed and 
excited, and carrying her hurriedly off to 
Indianapolis. It was the day after this 
that the corpse was found in the Callow- 
hill street house. 

At the close of herexamination, Holmes 
asked to conduct the cross-examination 
himself, and standing in a corner of the 
dock, nervously wringing his hands, he 
put a few questivns. Then he said he 
would reserve the right to call herasa 
witness for the defense. 

Throughout her testimony, Miss Georgi- 
anna Yoke, for so she calls herself, never 
once bestowed a passing glance upon the 
man she once had loved. 

During the greater part of it, she kept 
her blue eyes riveted on the floor, and 
when it became necessary to raise them, 
she was careful to shift them so that the 
pale, shrunken figurein the dock should 
not come in their path. 

Miss Yoke is a tall, slender blonde of 
the subdued type, and demeaned herself 


| like a woman of refinement and intel- 


ligence. She was tastefully dressed in 
deep black.

| Sports Experience another Busy Day 
In the Bear State. 


Corbett Didn’t Show Up to, 
Claim Championship. 


Looks as Though Julian and Fitz Are Showing 
the White Feather. 


Hort Sprines, Ark., Noy. 1.—The big 
fight is put over until next Monday, and 
the chance for Corbett and Fitzsimmons 
meeting in the ring before Tuesday at the 
very earliest is small, 

There will, however, be a fight on Mon- 
day afternoon, when Maherand O'Donnell 
will meet with five-ounce gloves in Whit- 
tington park. This match has been finally ; 
settled, and unless the state interferes in | 
avery forcible manner it will be fought! 
out according tu program. Smith and} 
Ryan will probably be given a chance , 
Tuesday. The fight committee came to 

-the conclusion to have the Maher-O’Don- | 
nell fight on the receipt of the information 
from Little Rock that it would be im-' 
possible to get Fitzsimmons out of his 
legal entunglements and have him in Hot 
Springs for a fight this week. 

Corbett was scheduled to appear in the 
ring at Whittington park at high noon, | 
throw off his cap and sweater and an-! 
pounce to such people as were present | 
that he was the champion of the world, | 
and that as Fitzsimmons was not there} 
he was ready, willing and anxious to de- 
fend his title aagainst all comers. This 
was the program, according to the state- 
ments of Manager Brady. 

At the appointed time a crowd of.men 
and boys gathered in the park to see Cor- 
bett and hear his vocal exercise as he in- | 
vited Fitzsimmons to tread on the tail of 
his coat. Men were busy stretching the 
ropes of the ring and in swathing the posts 
with cotton batting, and Peter Maher, in 
the company of two friends, was walking 
briskly around the bicycle track, the sole 
representative of the brilliant but descend- 
ent art of pugilism. 

Maher declined to say much—he is not 
@ talker at any time—but he expressed 
himself as being willing to fight Corbett 
if the Fitzsimmons match fell through! 
and the O'Donnell fight could be post-| 
poned. The crowd waited and waited, | 
and finally abandoned all hope of hearing 
the champion defy the world, and piled 
into the street cars and went home again. 

Sullivan's Meditations. 

John L. Sullivan is the great center of 
attraction. ‘I don’t see,’’ he said, “why | 
these fellows cannot get together if they! 
are anxious to fight. If they were dead 


set on fighting, they could do it—gov- | 
ernor or no governor. It looks to me as 
though Corbett don't care about fighting, | 


and Fitzsimmons don't want to. When I 
fought Kilrain, we had a worse time than! 
this. We were chased into the woods. | 
We had no special trains or no deputy 
sheriffs to help us, and, more than that, 
there was a $10,000 price over our heads 
and a prison wall before us. In spite of 
all that, Jake and I found the ring and 
had our little trouble out. Now, if we 
did it under such circumstances these 
fellows can do it, too, and anybody need 
not tell us they can’t, particularly if they | 
want to get at each other.”’ 

It was the unanimous opinion of lawyers 
present at a conference yesterday after- | 
noon that the state law would not permit | 
the governor to go further than placing! 
Fitzsimmons under a peace bond. That | 
accomplished, he would be at liberty to} 
fighv if he wished, the penalty being the 
forfeit of hisbond. ‘The report was started 
that Governor Clarke would not be con- | 
tent with a peace bond, but would place} 
the prize fighter under restraint and pre- 
vent him leaving. This the lawyers de- 
cided was an assumption of authority | 
which could not be countenanced. 

There is some talk of matters which 
would practically amount to the kidnap- 
ping of Fitzsimmons and _ his guards, but 
such action was not seriously considered, 
asit was the desire of the attorneys to 
stand strictly by the law. A hurried mes- 
sage was sent to Little Rock, asking if an 
immediate session of the district court 
could be heldthere. An affirmative answer 
was received, and it was decided to take 
the matter there immediately on the re- 
ceipt of the word that the governor had 
placed Fitzsimmons under restraint other 
than bonds. 

The proceedings by Fitzsimmons in the 
event of such action will probably be 
habeas corpus, but the attorneys posi- 
tively refuse to divulge their plans. 

Governor Clarke telephoned to Attorney 
General Kinsworthy yesterday afternoon, 
instructing him to remain in Hot Springs 
until today, at which time he is expected 
to appear before Chancellor Martin at 
Little Rock to represent the state in the 
proceedings instituted against Corbett 
and his party 

Backing Down ? 

“I am perfectly willing that this case 
be continued until tomorrow,” said Martin 
Julian in Judge Martin’s court at Little 
Rock yesterday. 

A disappointed crowd filed out of the 
courtroom close upon the heels of Martin 
Julian and Robert Fitzsimmons as they 
made their way back to their suite of 
rooms in the Capital hotelin custody of 
two deputy sheriffs of Pulaskicounty, and 
many were the expressions of anger and 
disgust. 

Julian had told every newspaper man 
who came within hailing distance that he

AN IMPASSIONED APPEAL

For the Conviction of the Alleged Murderer ot 
Blanche Lamont. 

San Francisco, Nov. 1.—District At 
torney Barnes didnot finish his speech in 
the Theodore Durrant trial yesterday. He 
spoke until time for court to adjourn, and 
then announced that he would not finish 
until today. As Judge Murphy's charge 
is understood to be very long, it is be- 
lieved the jury will not retire before this 
evening. 

That Durrant is not only a monster, 


| but a criminal whose actions both before 
; and since April 8 haye been in keeping 


with the actions of other great criminals, 
Were the statements that the district at- 
torney endeavored to keep before the jury. 
As the attorney dwelt upon the ghoulish 
nature of a man who would steal the 
rings from the body of an innocent girl 
that he had murdered, his denunciation of 
the defendant became so bitter that Mrs. 
Durrant was unable to retain her com- 
posure. She burst into tears, and flung 
her arms about the neck of her son as if 
to shield him from the torrent of invective 
of which he was being made the object. 
Durrant remained measureably calm, but 
his mother, although she made several 
efforts, could not control her emotion. 

In the meantime the district attorney, 
who did not notice her state, his face being 
turned away, continued his scathing argu- 
ment, until Juror Smythe finally brought 
the incident toa close by asking for five 
minutes’ recess, The request was granted, 
and when the proceedings were resumed 
Mrs. Durrant had recovered herself. The 
merciless arraignment of the defendant 
continued, however. 

“Theodore Darrant,’’ said Mr. Barnes, 
“stands forth in American jurisprudence 
today as the most brutal criminal of the 
age. He is a creature beside whom 
Holmes is a perfect gentleman, beside 
whom Professor Webster was a king, and 
compared with whom Cain was a George 
Washington. 

“He took this child into the church alone, 
and enticed her by what means we know 
not up to the belfry. She was alone with 
himin the great building, this weak and 
sickly child, unable physically to cope 
with this monster. No one was there to 
come to her aid, no one could hear her cry 
for mercy as it fell on his calloused ears. 
She stood alone.the prospective victim of 
a lustful murderer, a murderer that shall 
be spoken of by our children, your chil- 
dren's children, until the end of history of 
jurisprudence. 

“There are no witnesses to tell us the 
details of the awful struggle between vir- 
tue and vice, but there are circumstances 
fraught with more meaning than words 
that tell the whole story, and declare 
Theodore Durrant the murderer.” 

Pleading For Her Husband. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Mrs. Waller, ac- 
companied by her counsel, Mr. Langston, 
calied at the state department by appoint- 
ment yesterday, and had along interview 
with Assistant Secretary Uhl respecting 
the case of her husband, during the course 
of which she gave all the facts connected 
with his arrest, and supplemented her 
statements by affidavits. She showed that 
he could not have stopped at Tamatave 
for the purpose of becoming a spy upon 
the French in the interest of the Hovas, 
His detention there, she intimated, wag 
due entirely to Counsel Wetter, and the 
latter, she declared, was actuated by un- 
friendliness to her husband. 


Fears of a Massacre. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 1. — Advices 
from Moosh are to the effect that the Ar- 
menian and Turkish notables here have 
been conferring as to the best means to be 
adopted to prevent an outbreak. The 
Turks stipulated that the American mis- 
sionaries who are disbursing relief in 
Sassoun should withdraw in three days, 
otherwise, they said, the Bitlis affair was 
likely to be re-enacted. In view of the 
critical situation, A. W. Terrell, the 
American minister, has advised the mis- 
sionaries to comply at present with the 

demand for their withdrawal. 


Reports Were Groundless. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—In respect to re- 
ports that the battleship Indiana was in- 
jured by touching bottom on her way 
to her trial course, and that she has de- 
veloped grave defects, mainly in carrying 
herarmor belt too low, it can be stated 
that a thorough examination by an expert 
has failed to show the slightest injury to 
her hull, and as the inspection board has 
declared her to be a model man-of-war, 
the department is entirely satisfied with 
the location of her armor belt. 


Revolt In San Domingo. 
KINGSTON, Jam., Noy. 1.—The attempt 
to organize a revolt against the govern- 
ment was made a fortnight ago on the 
eastern frontier. Prompt and severe 
measures were taken by the government, 
and the revolt was quickly crushed. Nu- 
merous arrests have been made, and many 
persons have been court-martialed and 

shot. Order has been restored. 


Bombs For Priests. 


MADRID, Noy. 1.—A bomb was exploded 
yesterday in a monastery in the province 
of Biscay, resulting in great damage. 
Several of the monks died of the fright 
caused by the explosion. The authors of 
the outrage are unknown. At Chelva, a 
mob stoned a rosary procession, and a por- 
tion of the image of the Virgin was 
broken. Several persons were wounded. 


Jenkins’ Decision Upheld, 

NEw York, Noy. 1.—In the action of the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company against 
the Northern Pacific Railroad company 
Judge Lacombe yesterday concurred in 
the decision of Judge Jenkins permitting 
the second and third mortgage bondhold- 
ers to become parties to the suit.

If a favorable reply is re- 
ceived, Dr. Lorimer will receive a formal 
call from the congregation.

M.ke-Up of the Cabinet Which Will Conduct! 
the Affairs of France. 

Paris, Nov. 1.—M. Bourgeois has suc- 
ceeded in forming a cabinet, all the port- 
folios having been accepted, with the ex- 
ception of that of the foreign ministry. 

The new ministry, so far as formed, is as 
follows: M. Bourgeois, minister of the 
interior and president of the council of 
ministers; M. Ricard, minister of justice 
and worship; M. Cavaignac, minister of 
war; M. Lockroy, minister of marine; M. 
Berthelot, minister of education; M. 
Doumer, minister of finance; M. Guyot 
d’Essaigne, minister of public works; M. 
Mesureur, minister of commerce; M. 
Combes, minister for the colonies. 

The new cabinet held a meeting last 
evening lasting late into the night, at 
which several question of policy were for- 
mulated which it has been determined 
to pursue. 

It was resolved that there ‘should be a 
thorough investigation of the affairs of 
the Southern railway, a motion to do 
which was the technical cause of the fall 
of the Ribot cabinet. 

An endeavor will be made to secure a 
modification of the Madagascar treaty 
without sending out a new expedition. 
The cabinet also decided to favor the cre- 
ation of a colonial army and the introduc- 
tion of an income tax into the budget for 
1896. The foreign portfolio will be offered 
to Baron de Courcel, present ambassador 
in London, =

Soria, Noy. 1.—In the speech from the 
throne last evening, Prince Ferdinand did 
not refer tothe baptism of his son, Boris, 
in the Orthodox Greek faith.

Jury Took but a Few Minutes to, 
Convict Durrant of Murder, 


Sensational Scene When Ver- 
dict Was Rendered. 


Famous Case Will Now Be Dragged Before 
the Supreme Court. 


San FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—The people of 
this city are almost as excited over the 
verdict in the Durrant case as they were 
when the horrible Emanuel church mur- 
ders were first discovered. 

For months the Durrant case has been 
an all-absorbing topic here, and every 
phase of the most sensational trial in the 
history of the Pacific coast has been fol- 
lowed with close attention. While some 
few of Durrant’s friends profess to believe 
that 1t was impossible for him to commit 
the crimes, the general verdict is that he 
is guilty and should hang. 

The verdict of the jury was announced | 
justin time for the evening papers, and 
in an incredibly short time extra editions 
were on the streets. Crowds gathered 
about the bulletin boards in various parts 
of the city, and general satisfaction was 
expressed that the arch-criminal of the 
country had been convicted. 


THEODORE DURRANT. 

Theodore Durrant, assistant superin- 
tendent of Emanuel Baptist church Sun- 
day school, was convicted of the murder 
of Blanche Lamont, for which he has been | 
on trial since July 22 last. 

It was exactly 21 minutes from the tim 
the courtroom to the time! 
the verdict was announced, but that time 
was not all taken up in deliberation. In 
fact, there was no deliberation at all. 
The jury had evidently decided upon a| 
verdict before they left the box. It was | 
8:34 when they filed out of the courtroom 
into the grand jury room, which had 
been placed at their disposal, 

It took the 12 men until 3:50 o'clock be- 
fore they settled themselves comfortably, | 
and at 3:55 a knock on the door announced | 
to the anxious waiters that a verdict had 
been found. It took just five minutes of | 
actual time to elect a foreman and take} 
the one ballot necessary. As there was no | 
tecomniendation of mercy, the punish-| 
ment was fixed at death.

Judge Murphy finished his charge | 
8:30, and the jury at once retired. Al- 
though there was supposed to be little 
prospect of a verdict belng returned be- 
fore late in the evening, the throng of 
spectators who had remajned in the over- 
crowded courtroom to hear the judge's | 
charge settled themselves back in their 
seats to await the return ofthe jury. Mrs. 
Durrant and the prisoner talked and 
laughed together as if an acquittal were a | 
foregone conclusion. ‘They were sur- 
rounded by half adozen friends, and the 
conversation was animated when it be- 
came whispered about that the jury had | 
agreed upon a verdict. 

In an instant « hush fell upon the little 
circle that had gathered around the | 
prisoner. Durrant’s face, always pallid, 
assumed a ghastly hue, and his mother 
was speechless. ‘Then the door at the 
rear of the room opened and the jury filed 
in and took their seats in the box. In- 
tense excitement followed. The room, 
although filled to its utmost capacity, was 
almost as quiet as if it had been vacant. 

Judge Murphy was summoned, and took 
his place on the bench. Clerk Morris | 
asked the usual question as to whether 
the jury had agreed upon a verdict. Fore- 
man Warren Dutton arose and replied in 
the affirmative. ‘We, the jury,” he said, 


course of construction were blown down. 


the trial had completely shattered her self- 
control, and it was some time before she 
could leave the courtroom. 

By common consent, District Attorney 
Barnes is given most of the credit for con- 
viction of the greatest murderer ever tried 
in California. While the police depart- 
ment did excellent work, it is believed 
that Mr. Barnes’ address, which consumed 
two days and ahalf in its delivery, had 
much to do with removing any lingering 
doubt from the minds of the jurors, if at 
any time there was a juror who was not 
convinced of Durrant’s guilt. 

Barnes’ address is considered one of the 
most logical and eloquent efforts that was 
ever made before a California jury. He is 
given greater credit for the verdict from 
the fact that the evidence was entirely 
circumstantial. The case will be appealed 
to the supreme court, and it is expected 
that nearly a year will elapse before a de- 
cision will be obtained. 

While it is not thought that any error 
has been committed, the defense has em- 
braced every opportunity to take excep- 
tions to the rulings of the court. Gen- 
eral Dickinson took exceptions to three 
features of the district attorney’s argu- 
ment yesterday. He also took an excep- 
tion tothe charge of the judge. 

Mystery Explained. 

Miss Carrie Cunningham, the reporter 
who testified in the Durrant trial that 
Durrant had told her he saw Blanche 
Lamont murdered in the belfry of Eman- 
uel church, and who said that Durrant 
showed her an envelope containing 4 
statement to be opened after he was con- 
victed, has made public her side of the 
story. 

She said that when she visited Durrant 
at the jail he told her a remarkable tale, 
with the idea that she was to be a-witness 
for the defense. He said he had been 
sworn to secrecy by the murderers, but 
felt that if Miss Cunningham first gave 
an inkling of what the story was, he 
would be released from his oath. Miss 
Cunningham agreed to this, and Durrant 
told her the following story: 

“While I was fixing the sunburners of 
Emanuel church I heard a noise. I fol- 
lowed the sound to the belfry and ascer- 
tained that Blanche Lamont was mur- 
dered on the second landing. I encoun- 
tered the murderers, promised never to re- 
veal what I had discovered and rushed 
down stairs to George King. I had an ap- 
pointment with King and feared that he 
might go searching for me. I was much 
distressed over what I had seen, and I felt 
nauseated, but I did not send King for 
bromo seltzer because I wanted the medi- 
cine. Isent him out of the church in or- 
der to give the guilty men a chance to 
escape.”’ 

Miss Cunningham said Durrant told her 
that the murderers exercised an unac- 
countable influence over him, and swore to 
spirit his mother away if he told what he 
had seen. He said that he had given the 
statement to his attorneys, but that they 
had decided not to use it He said that 
the story related to Miss Cunningham was 
practically the same as that contained in 
the statement, with the exception that the 
names of the murderers-and a few details 
were omitted.

THE LAST GUN FIRED. 


Largely Attended Noon Rallies 
in Boston Today. 


Senator Hoar Speass at Faneuil and 
Music Halls. 


The Republican Party Never in 
Better Condition He Says. 


Boston, Nov. 4.—Senator George F. 
Hoar was the star attraction at the closing 
rallies of the campaign at Faneuil hall and 
Music hall today. Both meetings were 
largely attended and were addressed by 
the leading Republicans of the state. Mr. 


Hoar’s speech follows: 

lam sprry that severe illness has kept ma 
from taking part in the present campaign 
With one exception, I have contributed my 
humble share to the discussion of the political 
issues which were before the people of Massa- 
chusetts, in the years when there has been 
sucha discussion, ever since 1850. But cer- 
tainly the campaign is going well enough 
Nothing more has been needed than the gov- 
ernor and lisutanant governor have supplied. 
They have been alike candidates, platform 
and advocates, admirable as all three. 

I believe the Republican party was never in 
better condition than today. The Republicans 
of Massachusetts are true to the principles 
they have maintained against their ancient 
adversaries, the Democratic party, for nearly 
50 years: 

1, The rights of American citizenship, all 
over the country, without distinction of race, 
or birthplace, or creed. 

2. Sound, honest, wise, economic adminis- 
tration, which has made Massachusetts the 
model commonwealth among the states, and 
has made the United States the foremost 
manufacturing and commercial nation on 
earth.

—but which cost this country, measured in 
money, 

More Than the Rebellion Itself, 

But to whom is it due that the times are 
better than they were when the Democratic 
rebellion was floarishing, or during the Cleve- 
land times of the first years of this administra- 
tion? They attribute it to the present tariff. 
The present tariff, according to the president, 
is a measure of dishonor and perfidy. If there 
be any one thing more than another which the 
honor of the president and his Democratio 
supporters in New England is pledged, it is to 
the revision of the present tariif, whenever 
they get the power and the overthrow of so 
much protection as is left in it. 

If the Democratic party propose to leave the 
Gorman tariff unchanged, either in principle 
or detail, it must withdraw from political life. 
When men who are to exercisec onstitutional 
functions take an oath to support the consti- 
tution, when men who are to be trusted with 
political power declare protection robbery, 
plunder, monoply; a robbery of the many for 
the few,no doctrine of expediency—if they 
are men of honor—can withhold them from 
attempting the complete overthrow of the 
Gorman tariff, or they must acknowledge that 
they have been mistaken and are now converted 
to the Republican doctrins, or they must admit 
themselves perjured and mansworn. 

They congratulate you on your escape from 
the odious, sectional, clumsy and socialistic 
inoome tax. But that you owe to the decision 
of the supreme court. But who was the politi- 
cal champion to the opposition to the income 
tax to which President Cleveland submitted, 
and which he allowed to become astatute? It 
was Senator Hill. So our Democratic ad- 
mirers of the president are trying to get a 
little respect for him,and for themselves, by 
coolly appropriating to his glory the labors of 
Mr. Gorman and the principles of Mr. Hill. 

Here is the matter of civil service reform. 
The Massachusetts friends of the president are 
nothing if not civil service reformers. But 
they and their organs have denounced Josiah 
Quincy in unmeasured terms for what they 
are pleased to call “looting” the consular serv 
ice of the United States. Mr. Quincy has 
lately declared, if correctly reported, that 
every removal from the Republican consular 
service was the personal act and at the per- 
sonal direction of President Cleveland. Our 
Democratic civil service reformers must either 
condemn the president or must accept Mr. 
Quincy as their congenial champion and ex- 
ponent. 

Isee that some of our friendson both sides 
are disposed to thrust into this campaign 
some matter which does not seem to me to 
belong to it, or be a profitable subject for 
party or political discussion. One side takes 
as its emblem the little red schoolhouse of our 
grandfathers’ day. The Democratic candidate 
for governor;not to be behindhand, says he 
goes for the little schoolhouse, but he wants a 
white one. Now,lam not much disposed to 
agree with either, butI think I can suggest a 
compromise which will satisfy both. I do not 
care about taking for my emblem an empty 
building.

EGG HATCHING IN EGYPT, 


A Method of Incubation Which Is as Old 
as the Christian Era. 


has been handed down from antiquity, 
| perhaps from the time of Diodorus, who, 
40 years before the Christian era, said 
| that the Egyptians brought eggs to ma- 
| turity with their own hands and that 
| the ‘chickens hatched thus were not in- 


| ferior to those hatched in the usual way. 


| The process is described in Nature. 

| Ovens are built, consisting of a cham- 
| ber about 11 feet square and 4 feet high, 
|} with a flat roof. Above this another 
| chamber, 9 feet high, it built, with a 


| vaulted roof, haying a small opening in | 


|} the middle to admit light. Below a 
larger opening communicates with the 
room underneath. In cold weather both 
rooms are kept closed and a lamp is left 
burning in each, entrance then being 
through the lower chamber. 

When the oven is ready, the proprie- 
tor goes to the neighboring villages and 
collects eggs. They are placed%n mats, 
strewn With bran, in the lower chamber. 
| Fires are then lighted in troughs along 
| the sides of the upper room, the eggs be- 
ing in two lines immediately below. 
The fires are lighted twice a day, the 


| burning from 8 to 8intheevening. The 
first batch of eggs is left for half a day 
in the warmest place and then it makes 
way for the next, until all have been 
warmed. This process is kept up for six 


days, when the eggs are examined care- |

i fully in a strong light. 
clear are cast aside. Those that are 
cloudy are put back in the oven for an- 


for five days to another chamber, where 
there are no fires, but the air is excluded. 
| After this they are placed an inch or two 
| apart and continually turned, this last 
stage taking six or seven days. 

The eggs are examined constantly by 
| being held against the upper eyelid to 
reveal if they are warmer than the hu- 
| man skin. The whole process lasts 21 
days, but the thin shelled eggs often 
hatch in 18. The heat required is 86 F. 
Excessive heat is undesirable.

THE ARMENIAN TANGLE 


Much-Talked-of Reform Has Failed 
to Materialize as Yet. 


Turkey’s Move In the Matter 
Came Too Late. 


Disturbances in Various Parts of the Empire 
Have In No Wise Abated. 


Lonpon, Noy. 4.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says that the sultan has sum- 
moned Tewfik Pasha from Berlin to dis- 
cuss the Armenian question. 

The papers this morning are full of 
Turkish treubles, and have columns of 
special correspondence from Constantino- 
ple. The Daily News (Liberal) in an ed- 
itorial complains of the want of agree- 
ment among the powers as encouraging 
the sultan to withhold the imperial order 
enforcing the Armenian reforms. It is 
most regrettable, The Daily News con- 
siders, that Sir Philip Qurrie (the British 
ambassador to Turkey¥should have left 
Constantinople at such a critical time. 

The Chronicle (Liberal) argues that the 
question only really concerns England 
and Russia, who can do virtually as they 
like if they will only agree. The Chroni- 
cle suggests the constituting of Constanti- 
nople as a free city, with 60 miles of 
borderland on both sides of the streets. 

The Times says editorially: Turkish 
news is of a grave and disquieting char- 
acter. Like other things Turkish, the 
Armenian commission of control comes 
too late. The porte seems to hope that 
the summoning of the reserves will restore 
order, but at best the process of restora- 
tion is likely to be a rough one. The edi- 
torial then proceeds to argue that the Arme- 
nians, by their revolutionary tactics, have 
forfeited. the sympathy of the English 
government, who has already, in their in- 
terest, gone as near provokinga disastrous 
disagreement with the European powers 
as would befpermissible to a prudent na- 
tion. Therefore, concludes The Times, 
we are disinclined to risk reopening the 
whole Eastern question for their sake. 

Far From Settlement. 

Official telegrams received here state 
that several persons were killed and 
wounded at Direbirkar on Friday during 
some riots from an Armenian attack upon 
the mosques. 

Some Zeitoun Armenians attacked Lieu- 
tenant Hassan Agha, who, with his wife 
and children, were traveling through 
Marash, and killed the whole family and 
rifled the bodies of the victims. 


The American missionaries in Bitlis 


| have again complained to United States 


Minister Terrell that they are in imminent 
danger. Mr. Terrell and Michael Herbert, 


| the British charge d'affaires, have, there- 


fore, again made a demand upon the porte 
to insure the protection of the Americans. 

The report which has been published of 
Turkish attacks upon the Bulanik, Khar- 
put, Sivas, Urfa and elsewhere are not 
fully confirmed, but both the grand vizier 
and the Armenian patriarch have sent 
telegrams enjoining upon the people to 
put forth efforts to calm the excitement. 

It is rumored that the Turks are still 
pillaging the Armenian shops in Erzroom, 
where the riots are found to have been 
more serious than was at first reported. 
It is now said that 200 corpses have al- 
ready been counted. 

The Armenian population of Anatolia 
are sending delegates to petition M. Nelid- 
off, the Russian ambassador, to request 
Russia to temporarily occupy the Arme- 
nian provinces. 


No Fight. 

Hot SpriNGs, Ark., Nov. 4.—Not only is 
the Corbett-Fitzsimmons match dead and 
buried, but the Maher-O’Donnell and 
Smith-Ryan contests are yet in the future.

NOVEMBER 65, 
JAPAN'S SOLE OBJECT 


Declared to Be the Maintenance of | 
Korean Independence, 


Much of the Mischief Due to 
Chinese Agents. 


Troops Will Be Withdrawn When Reforms Have 
Been Accomplished. 


WasHINeToN, Nov. 5.—Diplomatic cir- 
cles are greatly interested in the official | 
announcement of Japan’s attitude toward 
Korea, which can only be construed as an 
indication of the earnest desire of the | 
Japanese government to remove all possi- 
ble cause for misapprehension upon the 
subject. In an interview yesterday Minis- 
ter Kurino said: ‘Recent events in 
Korea have, unfortunately, given rise to 
the impression in some quarters that 
Japan is seeking to exercise exclusive con- 
trol over that country; in other words, to 
establish a protectorate. Nothing could 
be further from the truth than this sup- 

tion. 

“In dealing with Korea, Japan has but 
one object—the establishment and main- 
tenance of the independence of the Ko- 
rean kingdom. In holding this purpose, 
the Japanese are not actuated by any 
wish to control Korea, or by any motive 
of purely altruistic benevolence. Her own 
interests demang that Korea shall be in- 
dependent, and that the Korean govern- 
ment shall be strong enough to maintain | 
order within the kingdom and to protect 
foreigners residing there. 

“Eighty per cent of Korea’s trade is with 
Japan; the regular lines of communica- 
tion between Korea and other countries | 
are entirely under Japanese control, while 
large numbers of Japanese reside in Korea 
for purposes of business. Through the 
weak and vacillating policy of the Korean | 
government, largely due formerly to the 
mischievous influence exerted by Chinese 
agents, all of these interests were con- 
stantly endangered. Internal disorder be- 
came the rule rather than the exception in 
Korea, and atevery fresh outbreak it was |

“Korean affairs are still unhappily in a 
most chaotic condition, and the best ef- | 
forts for improving the governinent and | 
the people are beset by obstacles which 
seem well nigh insurmountable. Conse- | 
quently there has been some misunder- | 
standing in Europe and America concern- 
ing the real situation in Korea and the 
true designs of Japan. Al! such doubts 
should be removed by the declaration of

government, which isa clear and at the 

same time a very frank statement of its 

true designs. The presence of a large force 

of Japanese troops in Korea has, doubtless, 

been one reason why the impression has 

gained ground that the Japanese govern- | 
ment desires to establish a protectorate | 
there. 

“The declaration of Japan does not 
mean that all of the Japanese troops will | 
be withdrawn from Korea when Port 
Arthur is evacuated, for the retention of a

DEALING DEATH TO BUGS. 


The Warfare Which Men of Science Are 
Waging Against Noxious Insecta. 
[Special Correspondence. } 

Lawrence, Kan., Oct. 28.—Most val- 
iant fighter of bugs is Chancellor F. H 
Snow of the University of Kansas, lo- 
cated at this place. Panoplied in scien- 
tific knowledge, he went forth against 
the chinch bug, and the chinch bug is 
his. And now, while he holds in check 
with one hand vast armies of that foe 
of the farmer, with the other he brings 
scientific tactics to bear upon hop lice, 
bedbugs and other insect enemies to the 
peace of man. 

It all seems very simple, as impor- 
tant things always do after they have 
once been done. And Chancellor Snow's 
work has already proved its vast impor- 
tance to the farmer and through him to 
all the rest of the world. For to the 
western farmer the chinch bug is a 
scourge whose unhindered visitation 
means poverty, mortgeges and despair, 
and the stopping of its ravages an in- 
crease of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in his income, prosperity and hap- 
piness. 

But it is all exceedingly simple. 
Watching some chinch bugsina field 
one day some seven or eight years ago, 
Professor Snow, who @en held the 
chair of entomology in the state uni- 
versity, decided that some of them look- 
ed ill So he took some of the sick ones 
to his laboratory, and after long and 
patient watching, experimenting and 
testing of results he found that a fun- 
Sporotrichum globuliferam by 


caused them to burst into powder. And 
this powder, flying through the air, car- 
ried the infection to other bugs in the 
neighborhood. 

Now there is a ‘‘chinch bag burean,’’ 
supported by its own special legislative 
appropriation, connected with the ento- 


| mological department of the university, 


in which Chancellor Snow's corps of 


| half a dozen assistants are kept busy at- 


tending to their chinch bug pesthouse, 
seuding out boxes of infected bugs and 
traveling about among the farmers of 
the state, giving directions, making ob- 
servations and experiments. During 
the summer of 1894 25,000 farmers 
were furnished with boxes of infected 
bugs, and last summer the bores, each 
containing a dozen or more sick bugs, 
were sent out at the rate of 2,500 per 
week. 

Professor Snow experimented long and 


| lovingly with his Sporotrichum globnu- 


that by taking 


gated upon potatoes, turnips and such 
things. Then he turned his attention to 
the hop louse, which is as much of a 
pest to the hop grower as the chinch 
bug is to the farmer. As the hop is not 
grown in Kansas, he had difficulty in 
procuring enough of the insects to make 
his laboratory experiments of value. 
But he found that the body of the louse 
offered a congenial resting place to the 
spores of the fungus and that the results 
were the same as they were in the case 
of thechinch bugs. The fungous growth 
penetrated the entire bodily substance 
of the little insect, which soon died, 
and its body exploded into powder. But 
it was practical results and not mere 
laboratory success that he desired, and 
so he made some hop lice sick unto 
death with sporo, as the fungns is dis- 
respectfully called in the chinch bug 


| bureau, pot them in a box and sent 
| them to certain hop growers in Wash- 
| ington and Oregon. There they received 


@ glad welcome, for the hop louse had 
been making deep inroads into crops 
The growers gave the in- 
fection a careful trial and have written 
to Chancellor Snow that it has been en- 
tirely successful They are enthusiastic 


| over its results, and were able by its 


means to keep their hopfields clear of 
this costly pest. 

Chancellor Snow has found that in 
carrying on war against insects by this 
method his tactics do not work well un- 


| less the enemy is present in large num- 


bers. The bug population must be a 
dense one or the plague will not spread 
with sufficient rapidity to make its use 
of value. 

Chancellor Snow’s success in dealing 
with chinch bugs started a scientific 
War against them in the surrounding 
states, and plague factories have been 
set going in Nebraska, Missouri, Iowa, 
Illinois, Minnesota, Texas, Wisconsin 
and the Indian Territory. 

Men of science in Europe have also 
been moved to try the same tactics in 
warfare against insect pesta. M. Girard 
of the Sorbonne, Paris, has been paying 
particular attention to the May beetle, 
which in Europe isso great a pest that 
the annual damage which it inflicts is 
estimated at many hundred million 
francs. 

M. Jean Danysz of the Pasteur insti- 
tute turned his malevolent attentions 
toward mice instead of insects and 


| thinks he has found a much better way 
| Of dealing with them than setting a 


deadfall over a water pailor baiting a 
trap with cheese. He has discovered a 
bacillus that has a deadly effect upon 
all species of moles, domestic mice, 
wood and garden mice and black rats. 
Trials on a large scale have been made 
in different parts of France and all 
with complete success. 

All these and many other scientific 
men have been engaged for the last 
twoor three years with laboratory ex-

Then there is the 
net result of the elections in its relation to 
the administration and anti-administra- 
tion wings of the party, with all the issues 
involved. 

These four states about monopolize the 
-aterest which this city feels in the elec- 
tions of today. Four years ago interest 
centered in New York, Massachusetts, 
Ohio and Iowa, and the Democrats met 
defeat only in Uhio. 

If Ohio on a sound money platform does 
no better by the Democracy than on its 
free silver declarations of the past, the in- 
fluence of the sound currency men will be 
somewhat weakened. 

If Blackburn and Hardin are the final 
winners in Kentucky, it will show that 
the border state Democracy does not really 
care much about the silver issue, and that

A Glance Over the Field. 


The hopes of the friends of female suf- 
frage have been buried beneath an ava- 
lanche of ballots. Hardly a town that has 
voted shows a majority in favor of the prop- 
osition to grant suffrage to women in 
municipal affairs. A fair estimate of the 
result would be 8 votes against female 
suffrage to 1 in its favor. 

The A. P. A. vote was not perceptible in 
the result, as indicated on the face of 
the returns, while on the other hand Gov- 
ernor Greenhalge made gains in the strong 
Democratic wards of Boston. 

Williams failed to carry his own town— 
Dedham—Greenhalge winning by 115 
votes. 

Greenhalge carried T.owell by about 600 
votes, whereas last ear his plurality in 
his home city was over 1000. 

The question from the first was one of 
majority, since the Democratic leader ad- 
mitted the re-election of Governor Green- 
halge. How strong his endorsement 
would be was the point upon which the 
two parties differed. 

Claims Fally Justified. 

Results show that the claims of the 
Republicans, made prior to the election, 
were well grounded, since Governor Green- 
halge and the entire Republioan tioket is 
endorsed by 4 plurality practically the 
same as that of 1894. 

The legislative department of the gov- 
ernment is also solidly Republican, 33 of 
the 40 senators elected being of that politi- 
cal belief. Thisis a slight gain for the 
Democratic party, the senate last year 
having stood 36 Republicans and 4 Demo- 
crats, 

In the house of representatives the Re- 
publicans have practically the same ma- 
jority as last year, which was an over- 
whelming one. 

The governor’s council will contain but 
one Democrat as an adviser in the execu- 
tive chamber. 


ROGER WOLOOTT. 


In brief, the result 1s @ clean sweep for 
the Republican party in the state, it 
having suffered in no material way from 
the supposed defection caused by the 
A. P. A. movement. 

Boston's Vote. 


This city helped to pile up Governor 
Greenhalge’s plurality, and although 
Williams carried the city by 2501, the gov- 
ernor received 755 more votes than he did 
in 1894, and the Democratic plurality was 
reduced by 611. The total vote was: 
Greenhalge, 30,785; Williams, 33,287. That 
of last year was: Greenhalge, 30,031; Rus- 
sell, 83,143 

Governor Greenhalge made gains in 
almost every section of the city, and even 
ward 13, which is known as the ‘‘Demo- 
cratic pride,” polled 482 votes for him, 
against 323 in 1844. In fact, the only ward 
in which he suffered any appreciable loss 
was ward 3, where he received 649 votes, 
against 752 in 1894—a dowaward slide of 


103. 

Asa whole, the Republican leaders ex- 
press themselves as being perfectly satis- 
fied with the result, as far as Boston is 


concerned.

Goes to the Newly Wedded Duchess 
of Marlborough, 


Nuptials at Noon Today In 
St. Thomas’ Church. 


Young Couple Will Begin Their Honeymoon In 
the South. 


New Yors, Nov. 6.—At noon today in 
St. Thomas’ church, Miss Consuelo Van- 
derbilt became the Duchess of Marl- 
borough. 

At noon sharp Dr. Brown, the organist 
of St. Thomas, begun the Lohengrin wed- 
ding march, and the bridesmaids, who 
gathered in the vestibule, started up the 
middle aisle in pairs. The first two were 
Miss Duer and Miss Bronson; the second 
pair, Miss Jay and Miss Goelet; then 
come Miss Post and Miss Winthrop, and 
last Miss Burden and Miss Morton,

Then came Miss Vanderbilt, leaning on 
the armof her father. They were met at 
the altar by the duke and his best man, 
Mr. Guest, who entered from a vestry 
door. The ushers, who reached the altar 
by the side aisles, were at either side of 
the bridal party. Miss Duer, as first 
bridesmaid, held Miss Vanderbilt's bou- 
quet during the ceremony, and returned it 
to her at the pronunciation of the pene- 
diction

After the young couple were pronounced 
man and wife they went to the vestry 
room, on the left of the chancel, looking 


from the altar. Whils they were there 
each of the bridesmaids took a basket of 
flowers, and bearing the baskets the brides- 
maids passed down the middle aisle in 
regular order and distributed the flowers 
oneither side to the guests seated in the 
pews. When the baskets were emptied 
the bridesmaids returned to their respect- 
ive positions on the chancel steps and the 
bride and groom left the vestry room, 
walked across the chancel and down the 
aisle tothe door. The bridesmaids then 
followed. 
Marriage Contract Signed. 

The ante-nuptial contracts were signed 
at Mrs. Vanderbilt's residence. Mr. Van- 
derbilt and his lawyer, J. Henry Ander- 
son, the Duke of Marlborough and his 
solicitor, Mr. Milward, and Miss Consuelo 
Vanderbilt formed the party. It was the 
first time Mr. Vanderbilt had entered the 
house of his former wife, who was not pres- 
entat the meeting. It was announced after 
the meeting that the bride’s dowry was 
$5,000,000. 

Mr. Milward brought the formidable 
looking document usually called the deed 
of the Blenheim estate. This is a volume 
about four feet square, made up of the 
finest parchment and covered with heavy 
oilcloth. Everything in it is written in 
the most beautiful penmanship. 

First comes the deed itself, showing 
when the property was conferred upon the 
firsts Duke of Marlborough by Queen 
Anne. Then comes the schedule of lands. 
The schedule of paintings, which follows, 
filis 9or 10 of the big pages. The third 
schedule is of the plate in the castle, and 
its total weight is over two tons. The 
fourth schedule is of the heirlooms. 

In addition there is an exquisitely 
painted catalogue of the paintings and 
china. It contains 100 pages. Half the 
400 paintings and half the china were sold 
by the former duke. The sale of the 
china alone realized £400,000.

RICHMOND, Nov. 6.—The Duke of Marl- 
borough has engaged a suite of rooms here, 
and will shortly visit Richmond. The 
object of the duke’s visit here has not been 
announced, but it is presumed he will 
spend a while here sightseeing before re- 
turning to England with his bride.

A Column of Echoes From the Battle 
of the Ballots. 


Tuesday’s vote was another landslide 
and the straight Republican ticket, with 
the exception of sheriff, was successful in 
Quincy by overwhelming majorities. 

The plurality for Governor Greenhalge is 
very nearly 800 in this city, or nearly 200 
larger than last year. The Democratic 
vote was over 100 smaller while the Repub- 
lican vote was some larger. 

The greatest interest centred in the 
Representative vote, but none of the 
Democratic candidates appear to have been 
‘sin it”? Not even Dr, Everett. Those 
who expected to find Mr. Thompson the 
lowest Republican are doubtless surprised 
to see him ontop. He not only led hand- 
somely all the other Representative candi- 
dates, but he also received more votes than 
Governor Greenhalge. He also led in the 
Representative district but the totals for 
the three Republicans is surprisingly uni’ 
form. 

Dr. Everett’s vote in Quincy was less 
than fifty ahead of Candidate Williams for 
Governor, and in some wards it was less, 
He was the !eading Democrat in both 
Quincy and Weymouth but is over 800 be- 
hind each of the Republicans in the dis- 
trict. Truly, he is ‘‘deposited in a 
cavity.” 

Sheriff Endicott, who failed of a re- 
nomination at the hands of the Republican 
party, received the support of a great many 
Republicans, and went out of Quincy with 
flying colors. He is handsomely re-elected 
in the county, which is two to one Re- 
publican. 

At City Hall. 

The first returns to be received at City 
Hall was those from Precinct 2, Ward 
Four, which arrived at 6.26; this was fol- 
lowed at 7.30 by Precinct 1, Ward Three. 
Then came Ward One, which was followed 
by Wards Four precinct 1, Ward Five, 
Ward Three precinct 2, Ward Six and 
Ward Two, the latter ward arriving at 
about 10.30. 

The returns were received in the Council 
chamber at City Hall after 7.30, and as fast 
asthe different wards arrived City Clerk 
Keith promptly placed them on a bulletin 
board. Manager Dozier of the Telephone 
Co., was present and received returns 
through a special line, and they were an- 
nounced by ex-Councilman Lester M. 
Pratt. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock those present 
were evidently satisfield with the result 
and went home so that at 11 o'clock the 
hall was deserted, except for the Com- 
mittee on Elections and the newspaper 
men. There was but little enthusiasm. 

All the ward returns were straight except 
Ward Three, precinct 2, which had so 
many errors in it that it was not officially 
announced, 

The police report everything about the 
city as having been very quiet Tuesday 
evening, not an arrest of any kind having 
been made,

The election returns were promptly re- 
ceived at the LEDGER office and a large 
crowd assembled between 7 and 9 P. M. 
The vote of Ward Four, Precinct 2, was 
announced at 6.40 and was followed with 
the vote for Governor in several towns. 
At 7.30 the vote of Ward Three, Precinct 2, 
was given and before 8 that of the other 
West Quincy precinct. The defeat of Dr. 
Everett was early announced, and the 
election of the three Republican candidates 
for Representatives. Also an increased 
plurality for Greenhalge and the re-election 
of Sheriff Endicott. 

The returns from the other wards were 
slow, and there being no doubt as to the 
result in any case, the crowd dispersed be- 
fore 10 o'clock. Before 11 o’clock the 
LEDGER had received all the city returns 
and they were in type shortly after. It 
was useless to print an extra however at 
that hour, so that the oftice was closed be- 
fore midnight. 

Before sunrise this morning the press 
was started however, and LEDGERS were 
for sale in all parts of the city shortly 
after 6 A. M.

One man in Ward Five marked for two 
candidates for each oftice,— two governors, 
two lieutenant governors and so on, and 
still this is supposed to be one of the most 
enlightened wards in the city. 

That was a handsome vote which Mr. 
Thompson received in his home, Ward 
Three. 

Now for the city election.

The Water Suppl y. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

Dear Str: In your space of the 25th 
ult., you give the dimensions of the grand 
reservoir of the new Metropolitan system 
of water supply, and the superficial area is 
set down as 4,194 acres. This appears to 
writer as rather diminutive for a stowage 
basin from which so much is expected, 
and it may be well for communities which 
contemplate . entering the Metropolitan 
system to give the matter of such con- 
nection more thought than is usually given, 
to public projects in general, before they 
definately join therein, The lake to be 
created under the work now being prose- 
cuted may, probably have an average 
depth of twenty (20) feet, possibly of thirty 
(30) feet. If the former, the foot average 
would be 4194x20 or 83,880 acres, and as, 
in round numbers it requires three (3) acres 
of one foot in depth to hold one million 
gallons—the stored water woald be practi- 
cally 28,000,000,000. Ifthe average depth 
be thirty (39) feet the stowed water would 
be one half greater, or 42,000,000, 900. 

Seemingly a large body of water, and so 
it is for a small place like Quincy or any 
one of the smaller cities outlying Boston 
and in the Metropolitan district. 

It should, however, be remembered that 
the large bodies of water created under the 
various works of the Boston Water Board 
are, practically, found too smajl for the 
requirements of that city, just as soon as 
they are in a condition to be used, and her 
engineers are immediately on the lookout 
for some other source of supply. 

If this condition of affairs has prevailed 
in the past, what reason is there to expect 
it will not characterize the present attempt 
to furnish Boston with a water supply that 
will be tolerably permanent ? 

In all probability the same story will be 
told of this reservoir, as has been told of 
all that have preceded it; and as soon as 
the lake is full we shall have a statement 
that *‘ the future needs of Boston, saddled 
as she is with balf a score of lusty, lively 
young cities, all crying four more water 
actually necessitates the looking for an in- 
creased supply.” 

At 100 gallons per head per day, Boston 


with one million population will have 
in the new reservoir a stored supply 
of water for one year provided the 


average depth is thirty feet, if the aver- 
age depth is only twenty feet there will not 
be a year’s supply. On this basis let us 
find out why Quincy should join Boston 
now. As

New Yorks, Nov. 6.—Returns thus far 
from districts north of the Harlem river 
give Palmer, R., for secretary of state, 
821,478; King, D., 207,587, a Republican 
plurality of 118,891, showing a Republican 
gain of 25,152, compared with the vote of 
1898. The same relative gain will give 
the Republicans a plurality of 118,500 
north of the Harlem. Deducting the 
Democratic plurality of 41,612 for the head 
of the state ticket in New York city and 
the estimated Democratic plurality of 6000 
in Brooklyn, the Republican plurality in 
the state at large will be in excess of 70,-

The election to the assembly, as near as 
can be estimated, is 98 Republicans and 
49 Democrats. King, D., candidate for 
secretary of state, received 57,950. Palmer, 
R., received 135,790. Republican plurality 
in the state, 77,480. These latest figures 
are complied from official and unofficial 
sources, being estimated in a very few in- 
stances, 


NEW JERSEY.

WRECK WAS COMPLETE 


Many Victims of an Explosion In 
Detroit Journal Building, 


Fifty People Buried When the 
Structure Collapsed. 


But Few of the Unfortunate Ones Taken From 
the Ruins Alive. 


DETROIT, Nov. 7.—The battery of boilers 
in the building of The Evening Journal 
exploded yesterday, wrecking the build 
ings 45 and 47 West Larned street. 

A gaping rent nearly 40 feet wide, from 
top to bottom of a five-story business 
block, a number of dead bodies recovered, 
a score of persons injured and more than 
that number missing, with a certainty 
that many more dead bodies are beneath 
the ruins—such is the result of the ex- 
plosion. 

At 10 o’elock yesterday morning the 
whole neighborhood was terrified by a 
fearful shock, caused by the exploding of 
the boilers in the basement of The Jour- 
nal building. Plate-glass windows across 
the street, and some of those farther away, 
were shattered by the concussion, and 
several persons were cut by falling glass. 
At the same instant, the five floors and 
roof of that section of the building col- 
lapsed and fell to the basement, carrying 
with them at least 50 persons, who had not 
the slightest warning of their danger. The 
cloud of dust, which blinded the eyes of 
the amazed spectators of the horror, was 
quickly succeeded by smoke from the fires 
which started in the ruins. The work of 
rescue was rushed to the utmost, but prog- 
ress has necessarily been slow. 

The debris and bricks are dumped into 
an almost solid mass, upon which quanti- 
ties of water have Leen poured and into 
which comparatively little headway has 
been made. 

Sixteen dead bodies have thus far been 
taken from the ruins, and some 30 tenants 
and employes in the building are still 
missing, and there can be no doubt that 
most of these are lying djad 

Under the Debris. 

The wrecked portion of the building, 
which is owned by the Newberry estate, 
was separated froin the rest of the struc- 
ture by a fire wall. The first floor of that 
section was occupied by the John Davis 
company, dealers in druggists’ specialties, 
and by The Journal mailing department. 
The second, third and fourth floors were 
occupied by the Davis company, W. W. 
Dunlap & Co., machinists, and Hillier’s 
book bindery. The editorial rooms of The 
Journal are on the fourth floor, but situ- 
ated beyond the fire wall, and the staff 
escaped injury. The Journal stereotyping 
room on the fourth floor was directly in 
the path of the explosion and went down 
in the wreck. A few had miraculous es- 
capes, and came staggering from the ruins 
after the awful wreck, scarce knowing 
themselves what had befallen them. 

From the lists of tenants and employes 
secured it seems certain that 50 people in 
all were in the collapsed section. There 
are still 27 persons unaccounted for, and it 
is more than fair to presume that most of 
them are among the dead. At every hour 
reports are received of others who are 
missing, and whose relatives and friends 
have been unable to find any trace of them. 

‘Two of the injured, who are in the hos- 
pital, will probably not recover. Of those 
who are now in the ruins, it is not 
thought any will be rescued alive. Those 
who were not killed outright have un- 
doubtedly perished, either from suffoca- 
tion or exhaustion. The only hope is 
that some of those who are reported miss- 
ing may be safe with friends. 

The total death rate will not be known 
before tonight. It may be even longer be- 
fore the workmen reach the basement 
floors of the ill-fated building and the 
total number of lives lost known to a cer- 
tainty. 

Due to Carclessness, 

Carelessness is undoubtedly the cause of 
this disaster, but who the responsibility 
rests oD yet problematical. Thomas 
Thompson, the engineer, was painfully in- 
jured. He said he conld assign no reason 
for the explosion. City Boiler Inspector 
McGregor says he inspected the boilers last 
August and had found them up to the re- 
quirements. Some of the employes in the 
building assert that the boilers were old 
and known to be unsafe. Still others 
have a theory that the explosion was 
caused by chemicals, owned by the Davis 
company, stored in the basement. 

Another circumstance is also considered 
significant, namely, that carpenters were 
engaged in shoring up the floors of the 
second story, directly over the boilers, in 
order to sustain the weight of a heavy 
machine which had been placed in Dun- 
lap’s machine shop. The men who were 
at this job were buried in the ruins. 
Little credence is given to any theory, 
however, excepting the original one, viz., 
that the boilers exploded, demolishing the 
lower floors and knocking away the sup- 
ports from the upper ones, which fell 
with the weight of the machinery, etc., 
which they supported.

Gibbs. The latter clung to a stretcher 
while a body was being carried out 


through the crowd. As the spectators were 
beconiing excited over the ghoulish scene, 
the police, in the interest of order, rushed 
Gibbs outside the fire lines, and would 
not permit him to return. : 
Arthur D. Lynch, a stereotyper, who 
went down with the wreck from the top 
floor, was pulled from the ruins entirely 
conscious. He was under a steam table 
preparing & mutrix. When he fell he was 
protected by the great iron table, and 
sould plainly hear the rescuers at work 
antil they reached him. M. Jacobs, s 
saper dealer. who had been in Hillier’s 


dindery, had just ‘eft the building when 
the crash cauuie. He thoycht there must 
have been 20 girls and fou or five boys in 
the bindery, besides George J. Hillier, the 
proprietor, of whom nothing has beeu 
seen or heard since the accident. 

Charles Hergert, a packer, employed by 
John Davis & Co., was on the third floor 
when the explosion occurred. He said: 
“I felt the crash and was surrounded by 
flying debris before I could realize what 
happened. The vinegar barrels and acid 
carbons came down on us. I don’t know 
how I got out. I know I breathed the 
fresh air after a scramble among the ruins, 
and knew I[ had estaped.”’ 

Charles Hackett was found in the ruins 
in the rear, to which approach was had 
through the alley. Before he was removed 
inthe ambulance he reported there had

LIVES OF CHRISTIANS} “ 


Are Now In More Danger In Turkey 
Than Ever Before, 


Reports of Wholesale Massa- 
eres In All Directions. 


Belief That Suitan Has Ordered Extermination 
of Armenian Race. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—The Standard has a 
dispatch from Constantinople saying that 
a fresh crop of revolutionary placards were 
scattered broadcast yesterday. Even at 
the porte a letter was found on the sul- 
tan’s table giving him the alcernative of 
abdication or assassination, 

Reports are reaching the embassies from 
all directions of wholesale massacres, and 
the victims now include Greeks and 
Maronites. The report is gaining ground, 
even in diplognatic circles, that the sultan 
has ordered the extermination of the Ar- 
menian race. The excitement is spreading 
to Syria, Bagdad and Mosul. 

A gréat Moslem demonstration was 
announced for last Friday, but the sultan, 
fearing the consequence, notified the 
Turkish newspapers of his intention to 
proclaim a constitution, whereupon the 
demonstration was countermanded. Ths 
sultan then ordered the papers not to 
publish the announcement, and arrests be- 
gan to be made. Monday evening the 
police raided the Turkish quarter of Sedik 
Pasha. A fightensued and several persons 
were killed. 

Reports Must Be Truthful. 

A dispatch to The Daily News from 
Constantinople fully confirms the fore- 
going, and adds that the British consul, 
Hampson, telegraphs from Sassoun that 
the distribution of relief has ceased there 
and that the mission societies have been 
compelled to leave. The embassies do not 
make any secret ‘of the fact, The Daily 
News’ correspondent adds, that through- 
out Armenia fanatical disorder is rampant, 
and that the lives of the Christians are in 
danger. 

The Chronicle’s Constantinople ecorre- 
spondent claims similar serious state- 
ments, and says: One of the oldest Eng- 
lish residents, who has business agents 
throughout the empire, informs me that 
the situation is worse than anything he 
has known for the past 40 years, 

The numbers of the killed must not be 
reckoned by hundreds or by thousands, 
but by tens of thousands, and reports 
from Syria declare that the Armenians 
have been massacred under direct orders 
from the government. 

A Berlin dispatch to The Daily Tele- 
graph says that news has been received of 
an important success by the Armenian 
rebels, they havingin one place defeated 
the Turks and captured 400 prisoners. 

The Armenian committee in London 
| have received a cablegram confirming the 
| stoppage of relief, which was forwarded 
by them to be distributed in Armenia. 


Distress Prevails. 

St. Joun’s, N. F., Nov. 7.—Dire distress 
prevails along the south and west coasts.

Informal Jollification at the Re- 
publican Headquarters. 


Fire Never Touched Them; If was 
Nothing But Smoke. 


Mayoralty Gossip—Nominations Must 
be in Tomorrow in Ward One. 


It was a happy crowd of Republicans 
that gathered at headquarters in Ward One 
Wednesday evening, in fact a kind of 
Democratic wake or it would have been if 
a Democrat could have been found. 
Souvenir T. D’s, were brought in early in 
the evening and everybody smoked. As 
the evening wore on Representative-elect 
Thompson sent down a box of cigars and 
later came himself, and he received an 
ovation as he entered the rooms, He said 
he felt tip-top and he looked it. Ex- 
Councilman Moxon also looked in for a 
little while as did also Representative 
Hammond. There was nothing formal 
about the gathering but everybody made 
himself at home and the overwhelming 
victory of Tuesday came in for a good 
share of the conversation. 

The large Republican majority does not 
count for much in the city election, at least 
it bas not in the past, because of the in- 
dependence in voting. But the Re- 
publicans are enthused by the majority, 
and this, together witb the desire generally 
for a change, may stir them on to victory 
this year. There is also an effort to unite 
upon some candidate before the conven- 
tion. 

Although the Democrats will nomi- 
nate a popular young man, the Repubii- 
cans do not appear in the least dismayed 
and there is no lack of candidates. A 
quartette of names are prominently 
mentioned, Messrs. Moxon, Hall, Bass and 
Hammcnd. The caucus in Ward One will 
probably decide the fate of one, if not two 
of these, Unless Mr. Hall or Mr. Bass 
withdraw, the Ward One delegates will be 
divided among two or more, and without 
the united support of their home ward 
neither Mr. Bass or Mr. Hall can expect to 
pull out the nomination. If Mr. Moxon 
or Mr. Hammond secure delegates in 
Ward One their prospects would be greatly 
enhanced, for each claim to have almost 
enough. 

Between Messrs. Moxon and Hammond 
in Ward One the choice is decidedly in 
favor of the former; in fact there is a 
stropg opposition to Mr. Hammond from 
the representative men of the party. 

The convention is entitled to 72 delegates, 
as follows: Ward One, 16; Ward Two, 10; 
Ward Three, 15; Ward Four, 11; Ward 
Five, 13; and Ward Six, 7. 

No two wards are strong enough to make 
a nomination, and in some combinations 
it would require more than three wards. 

Ward Six and probably Ward Five are 
for Moxon, which would give him 20, 

Ward Four is for Hammond and perhaps 
a majority of Ward Three, but the total 
would be only 26. 

The contest will come in Wards One and 
Two, and it is said, if Mr. Hammond can- 
not secure a majority for himself he will 
throw his strength for a Ward One man. 

It looks as if the main contest was com- 
ing between ex-Councilman Moxon and 
Representative Hammond, with chances in 
favor of the former.

Kentuckians Elected a Full 
Republican Ticket. 


Returns From Other States Furnish Some In- 
teresting Reading. 


Boston, Nov. 7.—The Republicans are a 
happy lot, for with a total vote of 307,297, 
which was 5940 less than last year’s total, 
Governor Greenhalge carried the state by 
about the same plurality. Last year’s 
vote was: Greenhalge, 189,307; Russell, 
123,930; total, 313,237; Greenhalge’s plural- 
ity, 65,877. This year’s vote was: Green-

The house will contain 53 Dem- 
ocrats, a gain of seven over last year, and 
these seven all come from districts outside 
of Boston. 

On the woman suffrage question the 
vote in the state was as follows: Yes, 
107,870; No, 184,810; a majority for No of 
76,040.

Democrats’ Free Silver Gubernatorial Candi- 
date Routed In Kentucky. 


LOUISVILLE, Noy. 7.—Republican claims 
and Democratic concessions show that not 
only has Kentucky elected the full Re- 
publican state ticket, but that the com- 
plexion of the legislature assures a Re- 
publican successor to United States Sena- 
tor Biackburn. State Auditor Norman, 
the Democratic campaign chairman, says 
that Blackburn's defeav is assured. 

“The Republicans, with the help of the 
Populists, will assuredly control the legis- 
lature,”’ he said, ‘and Blackburn is sure 
to bedefeated. Kentucky is now a Repub- 
lican state. The public wanted a change 
and they took it, the Republicans be- 
ing aided by both Populistsand A. P. A.’s, 
No Democrat could have carried Kentucky 
at this election, not even Carlisle.” 

Colonel Bradley was the choice of his 
state for the presidency, and his friends 
claim that he will have the support of 
southern Republicans. Itisa significant 
fact that the friends of Governor Morton, 
as well as the political champions of Gov- 
ernor McKinley, have been in constant 
correspondence with the friends of Colonel 
Bradley, and have urged them to push his 
claims for the second place on the ticket.

in the Empire State. 

New York, Noy. 7.—Latest returns 
from all sections of the state do not 
lessen the extent of the Republican vic- 
tory in New York. The total vote, unofti- 
cially compiled, gives Palmer, the candi- 
date for secretary at the head of the Re- 
publican ticket, a total of 572,525, while 
his Democratic opponent, King, polled 
605,590, making the Republican plurality 
66,935. While this is, of course, a falling 
off from the phenomenal plurality of 156,- 
108 given to Governor Morton in 1894, it 
shows a large gain over Palmer’s plurality 
of 24,484 in 1893, the last off year. Both 
branches of the legislature will be Repub- 
lican by 4 majority of more than 2 to 1.

Yesterday William 
Sohmer, the strongest man on the Tam- 
many county ticket, polled in round num- 
bers 122,000, or only 1000 more than Grant, 
and was elected by more than 16,000. Had 
Grant polled the number of votes given to 
Sohmer, he would still haye been defeated 
by more than 20,000. 


Nebraska In Doubt. 

OMAHA, Nov. 7.—Returns from the sevy- 
eral countiesin the state upon the yote 
cast for judge of supreme court are being 
received with unusual slowness. The 
partial returns indicate the election of 
Judge Norval, R, by a safe plurality. 
Upon the other hand, Governor Holcomb 
and J. W. Edgerton, chairman of the 
Populist state central committee, assert 
that Judge Maxwell has been elected.

HOTEL DEADBEATS. 


SHARP RASCALS WHO ARE TOO MUCH 
FOR THE SHREWDEST CLERKS. 


Some of the Tricks by Which They Obtain 
Accommodations Without Paying and 
Also Borrow Money—Empty Trunks and 


Bogus Packages. 


Despite every precaution taken by 
shrewd hotel clerks a large number of 
persons are constantly engaged in secur- 
ing board and lodging by fraud. 

It is usually supposed that when a 
guest arrives at a hotel without bag- 
gage he cannot secure accommoda- 
tions unless he pays in advance, but the 
tricky ‘‘deadbeut’’ not only will live 
in the hotel free for a week, but in 
many cases will secure a loan from the 
nususpecting gentleman behind the desk. 

The ‘‘deadbeat’’ constantly evolves 
new tricks to ‘‘do up’’ the hotel man, 
and it was not many days ago that a 
well known hotel was defrauded in a 
very skillful manner of a week’s board 
and some of the cash in the till. The 
“deadbeat”? walked into the hotel lob- 
by and in a confident manner placed his 
name on the register as hailing from 
Chicago. He was neatly dressed and 
carried a small grip. He informed the 
clerk that he was a traveling man on 
his first trip to the coast. 

Traveling men are good customers, 80 
the new arrival was assigned to a good 
room. He handed two baggage checks 
to the clerk and requested that his 
trunks be sent for from the depot. In 
an hour or two he inquired why his 
baggage had not been sent up to his 
room. The porter was sent for and ex- 
plained that the tramsfer company had 
not been able to find it. Inquiries were 
made by telephone, but the railroad 
people could give no information of the 
missing baggage. 

‘“‘Well, I am ina nice fix,’’ said the 
new guest to the hotel clerk, ‘‘for all 
my clothes are in my trunks, and I sup- 
pose the things have gone astray.’’ 

The clerk was very sympathetic, for 
a traveling man without his clothes is 
indeed to be pitied. The fellow man- 
aged to borrow $20 to buy some shirts, 
collars, ties, ete., and went out of the 
hotel vowing vengeance against the rail- 
road company. He even had the hotel 
clerk pay for a telegram to Chicago in- 
quiring at the depot there as to where 
the trunks bearing certain numbered 
checks had been sent to. The reply came 
back that they would look the matter 
up, and pending the information the 
new guest had a royal good time at the 
hotel. In a few days he disappeared, 
and it then dawned upon the hotel men 
that they had been neatly swindled by 
the means of two baggage checks which 
evidently had been stolen at some time 
in Chicago or elsewhere. 

Another favorite trick to defraud a 
hotel is done by means of a confederate. 
One man will go to a first class house 
and secure a good room. About the sec- 
ond day he will be in the office, and 
while there the hotel clerk will receive 
a telephone message purporting to come 
from a well known store asking if Mr. 
So-and-so desires the goods he ordered 
sent up to the hotel. Theclerk will nat- 
urally ask the guest the question, and 
he will reply that he desires the goods 
sent up. When the package arrives, there 
is always $10 to $25 to be paid. The 
hotel man is requested by the guest to 
“settle the amount and charge it up in 
my bill.’’ It does not pay to offend 
a guest whose appearance indicates 
wealth, so the money is handed out in 
payment. The guest now disappears, 
and his trunk is found to be a cheap 
one and generally full of paper, while 
the package which has been paid for 
by the hotel people is also worthless. 

Bogus telegrams and letterheads are 
frequently used by ‘‘deadbeats’’ in or- 
der to secure a little ready cash until 
“my monby arrives,’’ and very often 
the scheme works all right, for a hotel 
clerk is always afraid of offending a 
guest in these matters, for should he 
mistrust an honest man he will injure 
the hotel’s reputation. While most ho- 
tels make it a rule not to cash drafts or 
checks or loan money, still very often 
the ‘‘deadbeat’’ will make them break it. 

A scheme which has recently been 
worked all over the country was for the 
“‘deadbeat’’ to send by express a pack- 
age to a hotel tn another city. It would 
be heavily sealed and marked, ‘‘ Value 
$200,”’ and the hotel man, thinking 
that it contained jewelry intended for 
& guest soon to arrive, would put it in 
the safe. In a few days the ‘‘deadbeat”' 
would turn up at the hotel, register and 
inquire if a package had arrived for 
him. He would be told that it was in 
the safe, and he would tell them it con- 
tained watches and valuables. Thesame 
night a loan of $20 would be asked for, 
and the hotel man, remembering the 
valuable package in the safe, would in 
nine cases out of ten hand out the ein. 
The guest would disappear, and when 
the package was opened it was found to 
be of no value. 

As all accounts in hotels are rendered 
weekly it is impossible for fishonest 
persons to obtain free living for longer 
than a week, for they will be requested 
to pay or vacate. 

A man and his wife, by placing asup- 
posed jewel case in a hotel safe, man- 
&ged, some time ago, # secure over six 
weeks’ living in a well known hotel in 
this city. The landlord; who had geen 
the woman wearing a quantity of jew- 
els, naturally supposed they were in the 
jewel case in hissafe. When the guests 
disappeared and the package was opened, 
it was found to be a trunk strap, care- 
fully coiled up and tied with string. — 
San Francisco Chronicle.

The Boys’ Delight. 


After some delay the Sloyd school for 
boys, at Wollaston, under the auspices of 
of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation has opened and promises to be a de- 
light to the boys who are so fortunate as 
to be members. The school is divided into 
two schools, the younger boys meeting 
Tuesday and Saturday afternoons at 4,15, 
and the boys of fifteen and sixteen years 
of age on the evenings of the same day, 
from 7 to 9 0’clock. The schoo] occupies 
the room in the Taylor block, just over 
Loring’s drug store. It is fitted up with 
twelve Sloyd outfits, consisting of benches 
and tools, al] of the best make, provided 
through the generosity of Mr. Wendell G. 
Corthell. The instructor is Mr. J. M. 
Nowland, who for the past three years 
has been attending the Sloyd Normal 
school. 

The Sloyd classes not only keep the boys 
off the street, but prove a very effective 
means of education. Its formative aim3 
are to instil a taste for, and a love of labor 
in general; to inspire respect for rough, 
honest, bodily labor; to develop indepen- 
dence and self-reliance; to train in habits 
of order, exactness, cleanliness and neat- 
ness; to train the eye and sense of form; 
apd tq give a general dexterity of band, 
and to develop touch; to accustom to 
attention, industry, perseverance and 
patience; and to promote the develop- 
ment of the physical power. The utilita- 
rian aim are, first, to directly give dexterity 
in the use of tools; second, to execute 
exact work. 

In Sloyd the boys do not spend their time 
in making useless articles, but every article 
will be useful, from the boy’s standpoint, 
each a little more difficult than the previous 
one. Such articles as a letter opener, pen 
rest, paper knife, pen tray, clothes rack, 
flower stand, foot stool, knife box, picture 
frame, book shelves. Al! articles made 
will beloug to the boy. ;

THE DETROIT DISASTER. 


Number of Lives Lost In Explosion Wil! Be Not 
Less Than Forty. 

DeETRoIT, Nov. 8.—The work of rescuing 
bodies of the victims of Wednesday’s ex- 
plosion in The Journal building went 
steadily on all day and last night. The 
list of missing decreases about correspond- 
ingly with the number of dead bodies 
taken out. 

Over 80 dead bodies have now been re- 
covered and identified, but the number 
changes frequently on account of the new 
and ghastly discoveries brought to light 
in the ruins. The number killed will ap- 
proximate 40. 

Yesterday’s developments demonstrate 
conclusively that negligent care of the 
boilers was the cause of the disaster. Of- 
ficial inspectors and competent engineers 
examined portions of the wrecked boilers, 
and pronounce the cause as low water, 
causing a superheated condition of the 
flues, which was followed by the danger- 
ous injection of cold water. 

Engineer Thompson’s carelessness is 
strongly 2sondemned. ‘The engineer of 
The Free Press states that he had pre- 
viously warned Thompson against leav- 
ing his boilers without an assistant to 
watch them. Some occupants of the 
building give similar testimony. Thomp- 
son insists that he saw both boilers 10 
minutes before the explosion and that 
they contained plenty of water and 65 
pounds pressure of steam. 

The portion of the building still stand- 
ing was officially examined yesterday, and 
found to be out of plumb, wrenched by 
the shock and otherwise defective. Is 
will doubtless be condemned. 


Fought In Earnest. 

HABANA, Nov. 8.—An important en- 
gagement occurred Wednesday at Cayo 
Espino in the southern part of the island. 
A column of troops commanded by Colonel 
Luis Molina, the forces of the civil guard 
and a battalion of Maria Cristinia regi- 
ment had an engagement with the insur- 
gent bands of Lacret Nunez and Pere- 
quito Parez. The action was flercely con- 
tested. Officials state that under cover of 
the darkness the insurgents fled. Yester- 
day morning it was found that they had 
left on the field 30 killed and a large num- 
ber of wounded. The reports state that 
the troops lost, on their side, one officer 
and seven soldiers killed and a number 
wounded. Details of the fight are very 
meager. 

No Change In Policy. 

New Yorks, Nov. 8.—Mayor Strong yes- 
terday settled any doubts that may have 
arisen from the statement of Dr. Park- 
hurst that the mayor would attempt to in- 
fluence Commissioner Roosevelt to “go 
easy’’ on the matter of enforcement of the 
liquor law, and, failing in this, would at- 
tempt to oust him, The mayor said: 
“Mr. Roosevelt will hold the office he 
holds now just as long as he wants to.” 


An Alabama Tragedy. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 8 — J. H. 
Hayes, a prominent farmer, yesterday 
shot and killed Michael and Henry Har- 
per, brothers and tenants of his planta- 
tion, near Roxana. Twice before when 
Hayes attempted to collect overdue rent 
he was driven from his field by the Har- 
pers with shotguns, they claiming that he 
had not lived up to his contract. Yester- 
day he visited them a third time and de- 
manded the rent, and when they attempted 
to again drive him off, he shot them. 
Hayes has not been arrested. Heclaims 
self-defense. 


The Durrant Case. 

San FRAnNcIsco, Nov. 8.—Theodore Dur- 
rant will be taken to court this afternoon, 
ostensibly to be sentenced for the murder 
of Blanche Lamont. Attorneys for the 
defense, however, will move fora new trial, 
and this motion will entail a continuance. 
They will be entitled to two weeks in 
which to prepare their brief, and it is 
understood that they will avail them- 
selves of the full period. 


Murder Suspected. 

BALTIMORE, Noy. &—John H. Messner 
of Middle Run, a suburb of Baltimore, is 
charged with the murder of Hezekiah Jolly, 
whoitis said, is the father of an illegitimate 
child of Messner’s 15-year-old daughter. 
Jolly’s body was found on the railroad 
tracks, and it was thought to be a case of 
accidental death until yesterday, when 
facts came out which led to Messner’s ar- 
rest. 


Methodist Extension Finances. 
CuicaGo, Nov. 8.—The Church Exten- 
sion society of the Methodist Episcopal 
church began its session here yesterday. 
The report of the board of extension 
showed the receiptson the general fund 
available for donations to needy churches 
during the past year to have been $171,- 
837. On the loan fund the receipts were 
$245,438. Loans returned by churshes 
which had had_ been helped amounted to 

$51,000. - 


Fine Reduced to $500.

FISHERMEN’S NETS, 


Most of Them Made by Machine News- 
days—Their Many Uses, 
Mos fishermen’s nets nowadays are 


|

made by machinery, excepting the small | 


round crab nets and dip nets, and bait 


nets that sportsmen use. These are made | 


by hand, for the machines cannot make 


anything but a straight flat web. Many | 


larger circular nets, however, are con- 
structed from machine made netting, 
cut up. 

Machines have been used generally in 
netmaking for about 80 years. Before 
that nets were knitted in the families of 
the fishermen. Some fishermen on the 
Atlantic coast still make their own nets, 
and onone part of the Pacific coast 
there is a close union of fishermen using 
nets made by hand, but factory made 
nets have displaced most nets of do- 
mestic make. 

There are six netting factories in the 
United States, all on the Atlantic coast. 
Carload lots of nets are not uncommon 
shipments from this coast to the Pacific, 
and the same is true of netting twine. 

Nets are made of varions sizes of 
thread or twine, in any size mesh de- 
sired, and they can be made of any 
length, but nets of certain kinds are 
made commonly in certain lengths, and 
then joined together if greater length be 
desired. In this way nets have been set 
in the great lakes in one straight string 
of 11 miles. Nets three or four miles 
long are not unusual there. Such nets 
are fished with steamboats. 

A pound net, 100 feet in depth, has 
been set in Lake Superior. It was neces- 
sary to splice the poles for it. The aver- 
age depth of pound nets on the lakes is 
40 feet. On the Atlantic coast the aver- 
age depth of pound nets is 35 feet. Lead- 
ers are made 15 to 70 rods in length. 

In the sounds of North Carolina very 
long hauling seines are used, some of 
them about a mile long. They are oper- 
ated by steamt@ats. Formerly, hauling 
seines were used generally. Within the 
last 15 years the use of pound nets has 
increased rapidly. Purse seines are made 
200 to 250 fathoms long and perhaps 100 
feet deep. 

A pound net, complete, costs $200 to 
$1,200; a purse net, $400 to $800; a 
lake gill net outfit, $2,000 to $3,000, 
although it might not all be used at one 
time; ashore seine, from $10 to $400. 
There are other kinds of nets and seines. 
The life of a net depends on the water 
it is used in and circumstances. A heavy 
pound net might get thrashed out in a 
season. Some nets and seines last three 
or four years or longer. 

Nets are made for various uses other 
than for fishing. They are made for use 
on horses, in laundries to hold collars 
and cuffs, for decorative purposes, for 
lawn tennis, and all sorts of backstops, 
for banners and for hammocks, for poul- 
try yards and for fruit trees and straw- 
berry beds. Some bird traps are made 
with nets. There are steamboat nets, 
which, however, are not knotted, but 
sized.—New York Sun.

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HOW THE FUTURE {S READ BY CHF 
NESE SOOTHSAYERS. 


A Simple Way of Telling Fortunes With 
Sticks at a Coat of 1 Cent—More Elab- 
orate and Proportionately More Expen- 


|* sive Methods. 


In every Chinese commanity there 
will be found one or more soothsayer: 
or fortune tellers, who, in return for s 
small coim, will send a fate seeking 
Chinaman away either happy or miser- 
able. The Chinese quarter in New York 
support three of these fortune jugglers, 
who manage to make a fairly good liv- 
ing out of their patrons. In this country 
the soothsayer is not so important a 
personagé among Chinamen as he is in 
China, for the influence of ‘‘Melican” 
man has affected even stolid John. 
Many of them boast of their indifference 
to the anguries of the ‘‘luck”’ sticks. 

In China the lower classes never 
take any step of importance without 
consulting their favorite soothsayer, s¢ 
that he exercises considerable influence 
among his customers. The Chinese fes- 
tival on their New Year’s day is the 
great day to take a peep into the futare, 
and the’Chinese come into New York 
from all the neighboring towns which 
are not strong enough in Chinamen tc 
support a fortune teller. One of the 
soothsayers plies his trade on the side- 
walk in hot weather. Another has his 
headquarters close to the Chinese the- 
ater, while the third is in the josshouse 
in Mott street. Every josshouse has its 
fortune telling appliances, which are 
kept in front of the altar ready for the 
use of the worshipers. There are sev- 
eral kinds cf apparatus used to tell for- 
tunes. One of them consists of twe 
pieces of wood, which are round on one 
side and figt on the other. 

When some superstitious Chinaman de- 
sires to have his fortune told, he pays 10 
cents to the soothsayer, and asks the seer 
what prospect there is for him in the 
near future. The man of fate mumbles 
an incantation over the two pieces of 
wood, end then throws them upon the 
grouna. Upon their position depends the 
fate of the anxious customer. If they 
both lie with flat side up, it is a mod- 
erately bad sign and calls for great canu- 
tion on the part of the fortune seeker in 
his conduct during the coming year. 
When one is round side up and the other 
flat side up, the augury is extremely 
favorable, and the Chinaman goes on 
his way rejoicing. If both turn round 
side up, the outlook is exceedingly 
gloomy and something terrible may be 
expected to happen soon. The idea is to 
so frame the question that the position 
of the sticks will give an angwer one 
way or another. The customer asks, for 
instance, whether tomorrow will be a 
good day or not to open a laundry busi- 
ness. If the answer is unfavorable, he 
names a month ahead and awaits the 
verdict of the sticks upon that proposi- 
tion. He continues until he gets one up 
round and one flat and makes his plans 
accordingly. 

The instruments found in the joss- 
house are those most generally used and 
consist of a large number of bamboo 
strips in a handsomely carved cylindric- 
al box. Each strip is about ten inches 
long and a quarter of an inch wide. 
They are all polished to a high degree 
of smoothness and squared off at one 
end, the other end being round. The 
strips are all numbered from one up- 
ward, generally running aa far as 50. 
Sometimes there are 100 in a box, bat 
rarely more. In this case the augury 
costs 50 cents, but a fan and some joss- 
sticks are thrown in. 

The Chinaman wishing to learn his 
fate chooses at random one of the little 
sticks, and reads aloud the number on 
it. The soothsayer then goes to a board 
upon which are strung a number of red 
slips of paper, numbered in the same 
way as the bamboo sticks. Upon each 
ticket is written the fate of the cus- 
tomer and the one corresponding in 
number with the number on the stick 
which he has drawn is detached from 
the board. When translated, a lucky 
ticket will read something like this: 
**Though dark clouds now roll over your 


| head, the fates will ultimately smile 


upon you. All your undertakings will 
prosper and your path through life will 
be strewn with the flowers of peace.”’ 
A Tribune reporter drew one which 
was intrepreted as meaning: ‘‘Riches 
and good fortune will be your torch- 
bearers throughout your career, and in 
the smile of Buddha shall you bask.

Will Oceupy Armenia Unless Present 
Disorders Soon Cease. 


Situation Grows More Critical 
Day by Day. 


Another Story Fromthe Porte Throwing Blame 
Upon Armenians. 


Lownpon, Nov. 8.—A Vienna dispatch to 
The Daily News from its correspondent 
there says that he hears that unless there 
is an amelioration in the condition of af- 
fairs Russia will occupy Armenia simul- 
taneously with the holding of the Euro- 
pean conference. 

A cipher letter, received from Erzin- 
gen, headquarters of the notorious Zekki 
Pasha, commander of the troops at the 
time of the Sassoun massacres, states that 
2000 Armenians have been killed during 
the late disturbances. 

The new ministry was officially an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon as follows: 
Said Pasha, minister of the council; Ab- 
durrahman Pasha, minister of justice; 
Muduh Pasha, minister of the interior; 
Gareid Pasha, minister of worship; Zuhdi 
Pasha, minister of education; Mahmud 
Djelaliedin Pasha, minister of commerce 
and works; Sabri Pasha, minister of 
finance; Aarifi Pasha, minister without 
portfolio. 

About Tewfik Pasha, 

The Berlin correspondent of The Timés 
says of Tewfik Pasha, the new Turkish 
minister of foreign affairs: While here 
Tewfik displayed no qualities fitting him 
to be a good foreign minister. He has 
won the sultan’s confidence by the timely 
detection of palace plots, and he is likely 
to be a docile palace instrument. It looks, 
therefore, as if the sultan was thinking 
more of his own safety than of the gravity 
of the political situation. 

A dispatch to The Standard from Vienna 
says that it is believed that the changes 
in the Turkish ministry are intended to 
appease Mohammedan disaffection, and 
are not a demonstration against England, 
although Kiamil Pasha, the out-going 
grand vizier, was the most pro-English of 
the pashas. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
The Standard sends an interview with 
Said Pasha, in which he says he could not 
claim that the Turkish administration 
was snow-white, but it was certainly not 
as black as it was painted.

SOME FINE RACING 


Marks the Closing of the international Regatta 
at Austin. 

AusTIN, Noy. 8.—Jake Gaudaur is still 
champion of the aquatic world. The con- 
test was over a 134-miles course, and 
the trophies were the championship chal- 
lenge cup and a purse of $1000. The start- 
ers were Bubear and Haines of England, 
Jake Gaudaur and 'Ras Rogers of Amer- 
ica. Before the quarter flags were reached 
on the upper course Haines quit the race, 
and Bubear also dropped out 10 lengths 
below the 1!4-miles flag, leaving Gaudaur 
and Rogers to finish the race. Gaudaur 
won with five boat lengths lead. 

The great four-oared race followed on 
the heels of the single sculls, The race 
was over a 134-miles course, with a turn, 
three in all, for the championship of the 
world and a purse of $1300. The starters 
were Bubear, Barry, Haines and Win- 
gate for England, and Teemer, Rogers, 
Charley Gaudaur and Jake Gaudaur for 
America. . 

The English crew gained the lead in the 
first 10 boat lengths and kept it on the up 
course by about three boat lengths, though 
the American crew closed the gap some 
when near the 1!4-miles flag. The English 
team turned first. From the half flags to 
the finish line, the English crew had three 
lengths lead, and the two boats passed 
over the line in that position. 


Did Not Obey Demand. 

New York, Noy. 8.—Richard Pope, 36 
years old, was shot and instantly killed 
early this morning by one of three masked 
men in the saloon of Thomas and Richard 
Walton.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Lesson For the Week Beginning Nov. 10, 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Top1o.—My favorite promise and why it is 
dear to me.—I Pet. iii, 8-i4. (A memory meet- 
ing suggested.) 

The Bible is said to contain over 80,- 
000 promises. These would necessarily 
cover every phase of life in this world 
and also in the world ta come. Some of 
these promises are naturally dearer to 
us than others, because perhaps they 
may have had a stronger influence upon 
our lives than others. It may have been 
a precious promise that lead us to 
Christ, that comforted us in affliction 
or that sustained us in temptation. 

God’s promises are always beneficial 
to His people. In our topical reference 
Peter, in writing to the Jews of Asia 
Minor, appeals to a promise of God to 
sustain them in the midst of doubt and 
skepticism. They are being tempted to 
doubt Christ because His second coming 
bas not been fulfilled. But Peter re- 
minds them of the promise of His com- 
ing, and also of the fact that with the 
Lord one day is as a thousand years 
and a thousand years as one day. That 
Christ had not yet come was no proof 
that He would not. God was only long 
suffering to those to whom His coming 
would prove disastrous. God always 
keeps His promises. The time may be 
long, humanly speaking, but He never 
fails. The first coming of Christ was 
promised thousands of years before He 
came, and yet at last it was fulfilled. 
The promise of His second coming will 
also be fulfilled in God’s own time. It 
was hundreds of years after the promise 
of Canaan to Abraham that the promise 
was fulfilled, when the Israelites, under 
Joshua, entered the promised land. But 
notwithstanding these intervening years 
the promise was at last fulfilled. God 
will fulfill all His promises. They are 
great and wonderful and precious, and 
yet they will all be fulfilled, for ‘‘He 
is faithful who hath promised.”’ 

The fact that we look forward to the 
fulfillment ‘of such precious promises as 
God has given us should make us dili- 
gent in our service of God. ‘‘Wherefore, 
beloved, seeing that ye look for such 
things, be diligent, that ye may be 
found of Him in peace, without spot 
and without blame.’’ ‘‘Let us therefore 
fear lest a promise being left us of en- 
tering into His rest, any of you should 
seem to come short of it.’’ To receive 
the blessings contained in the promises 
of God we must be faithful in our servy- 
ice of Him, we must be steadfast and 
immovable in our faith and trust in God 
and all His promises.

The 
food was passed in, and, after Mr. Billings 
had placed it in a trough, he climbed out 
He had no sooner reached the outside than 
the bear leaped out also.

On an after Sunday Novy. 16, a person 
can board an electric car at Quincy centre 
and ride without change of cars to Cam- 
pello although the conductor will visit you 
four times during the trip and collect five 
cents each time which will make the 
fare from Quincy to Brockton or Campello 
twenty cents. 

The new line, if such it can be called, 
will be operated jointly by the Braintree 
street railway and the Brockton street rail- 
way and they will use the tracks of the 
Quincy and Boston from Braintree to 
Quincy centre.

Nominations for Ward One Re- 
publican Caucus. 


One List Unpledged and One Ezch 
for Hall and Bass. 


None of the Councilmen Renominated 
—Two Ex’s in List of Eight. 


The nominations for the Republican 
caucus in Ward One have all been made 
and the Australian ballot is in the hands of 
the printers. The nominations were 
opened last night by the Ward One Re- 
publican committee and include three full 
lists for Mayoralty delegates, eight names 
for Councilmen from Ward, and one list for 
a Ward Committee, 

The first list filed will be the first on the 
ticket and the preference is not stated; 
some say it is a Hammond list, others that 
it is an A. P. A. delegation. The second 
list is for President E. W. Henry Bass of 
the City Council, and the third and last 
for City Auditor John O. Hail. 

Eight names are proposed for Council- 
man from the ward, none of whom are in 
the present Council. President Bass and 
Horace F. Spear represent the ward this 
year. The former after a long service is 
willing to retire, but he may be induced to 
run at large if he is not the Mayoralty con- 
didate. Councilman Spear has had all the 
honors in that line that he wants. 

It will be noticed that the list for Mr. 
Bass is one short, anda rumor has been 
started that this throws him out of the race. 
But this cannot be. It may cost him one 
delegate unless his friends can unite on 
some one name and write itin.

“EXOOUNCILMAN DEAD. 


Was a Well-Known Boot and Shoe 
Manufactur r. 


Mr. John E. Drake, for many years one 

of Quincy’s largest manufacturers and suc- 
cessful business men, died at-his home on 
Washington street this morning aged 50 
years. 
About two months ago Mr. Drake had a 
shock which was followed later by a sec- 
ond. He went away for a short time seek- 
ing to better his health but not improving 
he returned. He continued to fail until a 
few weeks ago when typhoid fever de- 
veloped. The attending physiciaus who 
had previous to that time given him up, 
were of the opinion that his chances were 
then much better. f 

He was apparently getting along nicely 
until Friday when his malady took a turn 
for the worse, and he breathed his last 
early this morning. 

Mr. Drake was born in Quincy, and re- 
ceived his education here. Leaving school 
he mastered the shoemaker’s trade, and at 
the age of 21 years was engaged as superin- 
tendent of the shoe manufactory of J. D. 
Whicher & Co. He remained with Messrs. 
Whicher some ten years, when he connected 
himself with Rice & Hutchins, with whom 
he remained ten years, and then purchased 
their interest and commenced business for 
himself. His manufactory by frequent ad- 
ditions became the largest in the city and 
gave employment at one time to 250 men, 
He continued to carry on business at the 
shop on Baxter street until 1894, when the 
general depression in business forced him 
to assign. He did not lose heart, how- 
ever, and shortly after again commenced 
business with his sons in a factory on 
Sumner street. Failing health, however, 
obliged him to withdraw from active busi- 
ness, 

He was at one time a large real estate 
owner, and his estate on Washington 
street, which was sold recently, was one of 
the finest in the city. 

Mr. Drake served Ward Two in the City 
Council in the years 1891 and 1893. He 
was at one time appointed assistant assess- 
or but did not serve. 

He leaves a widow, three sons and a 


daughter.

A TOTTERING THRONE, 


Speedy Reform Necessary to Avoid 
the Downfall of Turkey, 


Kiamil Pasha’s “Exile” and 
What It May Mean. 


Italy and France Give Gut Some Highly Signifi- 
cant Statements. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 9.—The ambas- 
sadors of the powers do not regard the 
new Turkish ministry with favor; it is 
not expected to last long,and it is not 
thought that it will be allowed to do any- 
thing worth mentioning toward clearing 
the political atmosphere. 

The rumors of palace conspiracies which 
have been in circulation for months past 
continue to be spread about. The name 
of the deposed sultan, Mohammed Mu- 
rad, removed from the throne, as he 
was alleged to be suffering from idiocy, 
is once more mentioned as being a 
likely candidate for the throne. There 
are many people who believe the deposed 
sultan is quite as sane as the present ruler 
of the Ottoman empire, Abdul Medjid. 

Then, of course, the name of the heir- 
apparent, Mohammed Reshad, is heard 
mentioned as likely to shortly succeed his 
uncle, the present sultan; but the report 
has been in circulation for months past. 
In fact, it was said some time ago that the 
present sultan had half offered to resign 
in favor of Mohammed Reshad; but, it is 
added, the representatives of the powers 
did not look upon this as likely to prove 
any solution of the complicated situation, 
and the matter was allowed to drop. 

The difficulty does not rest in individ- 
uals—one sultan is about as bad or good 
as another—it is the system of govern- 
ment in the Turkish empire which is to 
blame for all the trouble, and unless there 
is a decided change in that direction there 
will be no improvement in the condition 
of the Armenians or Turks. 

Corruption In High Places. 

The appointment of Grand Vizier 
Kiamil Pasha, decidedly a well-meaning 
man, of Aleppo, is regarded here as being 
only another way of sending him into 
exile. He may not be exiled, but he will 
not be allowed to return from Aleppo un- 
til it suits the porte. He is charged with 
many things, but the sum and substance 
of it seems to be that he has been made a 
scapegoat for the sin and lack of energy of 
others. The sultan has hed todo some- 
thing; so, he changed his grand vizier 
and turned over his cabinet. He may have 
gained some time by so doing; but that 
seems to be about all. 

It would be as difficult to conceive the 
condition of mind which brought the sul- 
tan to appoint sucha deplorable cabinet 
as to describe the consternation it has pro- 
duced everywhere. 

The grand vizier is perhaps the least 
objectionable. His intentions are honest 
but his capabilities are small. Tewfik 
Pasha is anonentity. Abdur Rahman and 
Memdukh are a couple of fanatics. 
Munir’s attitude for unclean work has 
raised him high in the esteem of the sul- 
tan, and places him facile princeps at the 
head of the political spies. 

In addition to the exile of Kiamil Pasha, 
it is reported that a number of person- 
ages have been exiled to Anatoli, but it is 


- difficult to get at the truth in such mat- 


ters, as people reported “‘exiled’’ some- 
times find their way to the bottom of the 
Bosphorus. 

The Turkish troops are being concen- 
trated at Marash for an advance on 
Zeitoun as soon as the military prepara- 
tions are completed. 

Further private reports received here 
from Diarbekir estimate the number 
of Armenian victims of the recent mas- 
sacres there at 5000. It is believed that 
this number is in excess of the actual total 
of those killed, but there seems to be no 
doubt that the victims are numbered by 
the thousands. 


Ominous Utterances. 

Lonpon, Noy. 9.— A dispatch to The 
Times from Rome, referring to the gravity 
of Turkish affairs, says that Italy is in 
perfect accord with England, and that the 
Italian fleet is ready to co-operate with the 
English fleet wherever the interests of 
European peace may need it. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
The Daily News, writing of the interven- 
tion of the French ambassador in the 
matter of the Diarbekir riot, says: Hear- 
ing that the French subjects in Diarbekir 
were in danger, M. Cambon, French am- 
bassador, sent to the porte in the middle 
of the night to say that if any French 
citizen was killed he would insist upon 
having the governor's head. It is alleged 
that Kiamil Pasha’s dismissal from the 
office of grand vizier was due to his hay- 
ing demanded certain administrative 
powers formerly pertaining to the grand 
vizier, but long in abeyance. 

A dispatch to The Chronicle from 
Rome says that the Corriere del Mattino 
of Naples has advices to the effect that 
the Marquis of Salisbury has confidentially 
proposed to the powers the dismemberment 
of Turkey. 

A Berlin dispatch to The Chronicle says 
that The Vossische Zeitung has news 
from Bucharest that fresh massacres have 
occurred in the villayet of Erzroom, and 
that many villages have been burned and 
pillaged, and enormous numbers killed.

New York, Nov. 9.—Seargent John 
Hatton of the Delancey street police sta- 
tion believes that one of the three masked 
men who entered Walters Bros.’ saloon 
early yesterday morning, and one of 
whom shot Pope, has been arrested. The 
wrisoner gave his name as Raymond 
tlroy, 18 years old, of Boston.

New York, Nov. 9.—Two lepers have 
been discovered in Chinatown. They are 
said to be Nip Shing and Shen Fook. 
Nip Shing, it is stated, has been in the 
country for 20 years. He has been in New 
York only three weeks, having come from 
Pittsburg. Fook is said to have come 
from Pittsburg also.

Dunraven Has-More to Say Regarding the 
America Cup Races. 

LoNpoN, Nov. 9.—The Times this morn- 
ing publishes an extract which fills 834 of 
its columns froma pamphlet which the 
Ear! of Dunraven is just issuing, giving 4 
complete history and an explanation from 
his standpoint of the America cup races. 
Most of the matter contained in the 
pamphlet and appendix has already been 
published. Lord Dunraven’s statement 
of the case concludes with the following 
language: “On the whole, my belief is 
that Defender is the better of the twe ves- 
sels on the reach, and that Valkyrie III 
is the better in turni to windward.

The Times contains an editorial on Lord 
Dunraven's statement, which says: The 
statement repeats many things which 
have been heard before, and is largely 
technical, but as affording the first con- 
nected and authoritative account from 
Lord Dunraven himself, it deserves the at- 
tention of everyone interested. The gen- 
eral impression it leaves is that no effort, 
however strenuous, on the part of the 
trustees of the America oup can possibly 
secure a4 fair race on the conditions upon 
which they apparently hold themselves 
bound to insist. 

The Daily Telegraph says: Lord Dun- 
raven's plain statement cannot fail to leave 
& most unpleasant impression as to the 
conditions which resulted in the lament- 
able fiasco. 


WEEKLY FRADE REVIEW 


Shows the Leather Trust to Be a Prominent 
Factor In Business. 

New York, Noy. 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: It has been 
a broken week, and just before and after 
elections in the most important states op- 
erations rarely have much significance. 
Business may be largely affected in time, 
but as yet there is scarcely any indications 
what the effect will be. 

The United States Leather company, 
holding great quantities produced from 
high-priced hides, find outside concerns 
reducing prices of leather, and have stopped 
production for 60 days, in order to control 
the market. Rough calf is 2 cents lower 
this week, with other kinds unchanged. 
Meanwhile the great boot and shoe manu- 
facture is embarrassed, even to the stop- 
page of very many works, by the refusal 
of jobbers to purchass, in the belief that 
leather and shoes must decline in accord 
with hides. Manufacturers have offered 
concessions, ranging from 5 to 10 cents & 
pair—only increasing the indisposition to 
buy. Retailers still hold large stocks of 
shoes bought at high prices, and jobbers 
think it safer to wait. Shipments from 
Boston are nearly 26 per. cent less than & 
year ago. 

Many woolen mills are also closing to 
wait for orders, though the demand is 
fairly satisfactory for some dress goods 
and worsteds, and the Washington mills 
open clay worsted at 10 cents advance. 

Cotton mills do well, as the halt and 
hesitation in cotton do stop buying of 
goods, and many believe goods safe at cur- 
rent prices, even if cotton is not.

METRUPOLITAN WATER. 


Councilman Parker Also Replies to| 
“A” on the Water Question. 
ATLANTIC, Nov. 9, 1895. 
To the Editor Quincy Daily Ledger : 

Drg4R Stk: I um very glad the matter 
of a Metropolitan Water Supply has been 
brought upin your paper. Your corres- | 
pondent is somewhat misiaken as to the | 
amount of water io be stowed at the pro- 
posed dam. The figures given by the State | 
Board of Health are as follows: “A dam 
is to be built just above the Lancaster 
Mills in Clinton, which will raise the water | 
107 feet above the surface of existing mill | 
pond, flowing to an average depth of 46 feet 
(not 20 or 30 fee') an area of 6 1-2 square | 
miles (4,160 acres ) The reservoir will | 
have a capacity of 63,(00,000,000 gallons; | 
this with what is obtainable from the Sud- |} 
bury and Cochituste watersheds wi!! make} 
a total capacity of 173,000,000 gallons per | 
day. The State board gives an estimated | 
population for 1915 for the Metropolitan | 
district 1,743,510, and the estimated con-| 
sumption 99 gallons per inhabitant. After | 
twenty years, addition can be made if 
necessary by going to the Anabet or Ware | 
river at a comparatively smal! cost. As to 
whether the above supply will last until 
1915, is of course problemetical, but it is 
the best our experis in these matters can 
give us. The Chief Engineer in his report 
to the Board said: “ li is obvious, however 
that the future growth of population may | 
be governed by many circumstances which 
cannot be foreseen, so that the future 
population may differ from the best esti-| 
mate that can be made, It is also true! 
that the amount of water which will 
used per inhabitant in the future is liable 
to differ from any present estimate, as the 
future *population— he amount of water

| required at any future period may be more 


or less than the estimated amount.” I 
have had occasion to look into our own 
supply, somewhat, recently. I of course 
went to our Water Commissioners for the 
needed information, but I found they had 
no plans showing the outline of the 
reserveir or the land owned. I was also

| unable to get the capacity of the reservoir 


for different depths below the overflow. I 
was told bis information could be obtained 


| from Mr. Whitman, but his office was, un- 


fortunately, closed. The State Board of 
Health gave me what! desired; why this 
data, which can be obtained so readily, is} 
not on file in the Water Board’s office, I do 
understand. Whether the City of 

Quincy can use the Blue Hill river as a 
supply under the terms of the Metropolitan 
Act, passed this year, is doubtful; special 
legislation may be needed, and it would be 
difficult to obtain it while the Metropolitan 
works are under construction. The State 
Board says if another reservoir is built 
near the present one and the 
river, at a point below the outlet from 
Great Pond, was diverted into it and the} 
present reservoir we would only have a 
supply to last us until 1905. If we enter 
the Metropolitan System our cost unti! 1905 
would be as follows:

OUR NAVY. 


Important Suggestions In the Annual Report of 
Chief Constructor Hichborn. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11. — Commodore 

Philip Hichborn, chief of the bureau of 
construction and repair of the navy, has 
completed his report for the year. The 
report includes estimates for appropri- 
| ations for next year, the most important 
| of which is $5,895,679 to be expended on 
vessels authorized by congress for the in- 
crease of the navy. He also asks for §1,- 
500,000 for the general repairs of vessels 
and the purchase of stores and machinery; 
$528,000 for continuance of work already 
authorized on the Hartford, the Chicago 
and other vessels, and $500,000 for two 
composite sailing vessels. 

He dwells especially upon the necessity 
of adequate money for the repair of ves- 
sels, covering: Modern steel ships, with 
their extreme sub-division and elaborate 
systems of ventilation, drainage and me- 
chanical auxiliaries of all kinds, require 
much greater care, both when in commis- 
sion andin ordinary, than was formerly 
the case with the old wooden ships. . 

It is now more than nine years since the 
first vessel of the new navy was put in 
commission, and the necessity for general 
repairs and renewal of fittings and equip- 
ments is becoming more and more press- 
ing. The policy of extreme economy has 
about reached its limit, and unless more 
ample appropriations are made for the 
care and preservation of ships and the 
general maintenance of the yard plants, 

the efficiency of the fleet will be de- 
molished and government property will 
suffer serious deterioration. 


Iselin Is Angry. 

New York, Nov. 11.—C. O. Iselin will 
ask the New York Yacht club to take ac- 
tion on the charges that Lord Dunraven 
makes that the ballast of the Defender 
was tampered with at Erie basin in order 
to secure advantages im time allowance. 
“Lord Dunraven may rest assured,’’ said 
Mr. Iselin last night, “that his outrageous 
accusations will be fully investigated. I 
am not accustomed to being placed in the 
light of a thief, whichis the inference of 
Lord Dunraven’s words. Either he is tell- 
ing an untruth in this matter or I am, 
andI shall demand of the New York 
Yacht club which of us it is.”’ 


Murdered by Bandits. 

Stockton, Cal., Nov. 11.—While the 
stage from Oakdale was changing horses 
at Chinese Camp, George Morris, the as- 
sistant postmaster and express agent, was 
shot to death by two robbers. Five thou- 
sand dollars in coin was shipped from 
Oakdale on the stage, and the robbers 
were evidently aware of the fact. Morris 
had no money with him at the time, and 
when called upon to surrender, opened 
fire. One of the men had a shotgun, and 
returned the fire, riddling Morris’ body 
with buckshot. They they left without 
taking the money. 


Bad For Shipping. 

Lonpon, Noy. 11.—A violent southwest- 
erly gale prevailed at Queenstown through- 
out Saturday and Sunday, accompanied 
by heavy seas. While anchoring in the 
harbor the Cunard steamship Campania 
met with aslight accident. After repairs 
the Campania proceeded last evening. 
The gale was still so severe that the tender 
could not come alongside the steamer at 
Cork, and the pilot was taken to New 
York. The British ship St. Mungo broke 
from her moorings and was blown into 
he eastern bank, where she grounded.

NO LACK OF FUNDS, 


Cuban Insurgents Are Well Supplied 
With Sinews of War. 


De Campos‘ Headquarters Will 
Surely Be Invested. 


Activity of insurgents Causing Considerable 
Worriment to Spaniards. 


HABANA, Nov. 11.—All the insurgents’ 
great leaders, including Maximo Gomez, 
are sending messengers and circulars to 
the big farmers and planters, ordering 
them to contribute to the treasury of the 
Cuban republic, under penalty of having 
their property destroyed by fire. 

The result is that the insurgents are 
really better provided with funds than 
are the Spanish government officlals here. 
The money thus obtained from the gov- 
ernment’s friends, the planters and big 
farmers, is in time forwarded to New 
York or other American ports, where it is 
used for the purchase of arms and am- 
munition, and the equipping of additional 
expeditions. 

The Spanish government is well aware 
of this fact and has done everything pos- 
sible to prevent the insurgents from rais- 
ing funds, as well as trying to capture the 
messengers which they send to the Unitod 
States and elsewhere. But in spite of the 
Spanish blockades of the coast, the in- 
surgents’ expeditions find little or no diffi- 
culty in landing, and they have hitherto 
succeeded in maintaining an uninterrupted 
line of communication with their friends 
in the United States. 


CARLOS M. CESPEDES, 


A rumor has reached here,that a strong 
force of insurgents has inyaded the proy- 
ince of Matanzas from the province of 
Santa Clara, with the intention of joining 
issue with the Cubans already in arms in 
Matanzas for a series of operations against 
the cities of Colon, Cardenas and the cap- 
italof Matanzas itself. If this is true, 
there must be quite a number of insur- 
gents between Santa Clara and Habana, 
should a retreat be necessary from the 
former place, which is not anticipated by 
the government officials. 

In face of all preparation for bloodshed, 
it is satisfactory to know that General de 
Campos is in fayor of granting some form 
of home rule to Cuba, and hopes are ex- 
pressed that his advice will be taken be- 
fore it is too late. He is known to have 
made strong representations of this sub- 
ject to the Spanish government, but he is 
strongly opposed by the wealthy and most 
influential classes on the island. 


MAXIMO GOMEZ. 

It is now admitted, even in official cir- 
cles, that the insurgents have recently 
made such progress in the different proy- 
inces they are operating in, and that they 
have received a quantity of arms, ammu- 
nition and dynamite, that affairs may be 
said to be reaching a crisis. 

There is no doubt that the headquarters 
of General de Campos, the city of Santa 
Clara, is being slowly but surely invested 
by the insurgent forces. They are advano- 
ing from all sides, but mainly from the 
province of Puerto Principe. 

Gomez Advancing. 

General Maximo Gomez, the insurgent 
commander-in-chief, has crossed the bor- 
ders with a considerable body of men, and 
is atthis writing encamped near Siguanea, 
south of the important town of Sancti 
Spiritus, which is occupied by a considera- 
ble body of Spanish troops, and which is 
one of the points where the captain gen- 
eral recently established a heliograph sta- 
tion to try and keep up communication 
between the cities of Santa Clara and 
Puerto Principe. 


But that route is now occupied by the | 


insurgents, and every road recently tra- 


versed by the captain general, when he so | 
narrowly escaped death or capture, are | 
| now in possession of the insurgents, and 


it will be very difficult, if not impossible, 
forthe Spanish commander to maintain 
communication with Puerto Principe. 

In addition, the Roloff and Cespedes ex- 
peditions, well-armed and equipped, have 
joined forces and are preparing to enter 
into active co-operation with Maximo 
Gomez in Santa Clara. Then, again, the 
insurgent commander, Serafin Sanchez, 
is in strong force encamped at Abrous, 
near Cienfuegos, the most important port 
of the province of Santa Clara and one of 
the most important cities of the island of 
Cuba. He is openly recruiting his fol- 


, lowers, and just burned all houses of Lab- 


arinto, Estados Unidos and Heseras, val- 
uable farms and the property of the Mar- 
quis Apezeteguia. 

Roloff and Cespedes are making thie 
very lively for the captain general in 
province of Santa Clara, where most 


the insurgent activity is now being dis- 
played. They are driving the farmers 
away from the towns, under penalty of 
being shot, and the latter cannot be in- 
duced to return even under the promises 
of land and protection held out to them 
by De Campos. 

In the direction of Remedios and Sagua 
La Grande, the insurgents are also active, 
and it will thus be seen that they are 
moving from four different points upon 
the city of Santa Clara, which is garri- 
soned by some of the best troops of Spain 
and the most reliable yolunteers. 


Plain Talk From Clergymen. 

OMARA, Noy. 11.—An injunction was on 
Saturday refused Bishop Bonacum in the 
First Nebraska court against Fathers Fitz- 
gerald and Murphy to force them to sur- 
render their church property at Tecumseh. 
These priests represent the element op- 
posed to the bishop, and yesterday made 
public an open letter to the editor of The 
Bee, replying to the communication of last 
week from Mgr. Satolli’s private secretary. 
The letter asserts that when Dr. Rooker 
said nothing was known officially at 
Washington of the situation in the Ne- 
braska church, he deliberately misrepre- 
sented the case. Fathers Fitzgerald and 
Murphy claim to have Dr. Rooker’s re- 
port for a nuinber of years filed in the 
case. They demand an explanation.

Evidence That Armenian Massacres 
Were Carried Out by Order. 


Armenian Towns and Villages 
Laid In Ruins. 


Central European Powers Will Soon Employ 
Energetic Measures. 


Lonpox, Nov. 11.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Constantinople says that 
proof that the Armenian massacres are 
ordered from the Yildiz kiosk—not neces- 
sarily with the sultan’s knowledge, but by 
influential men of the palace party, anxi- 
ous to discredit the administration of 
Kiamil Pasha, recently grand vizier—is 
shown in the instance of Diarbekir, which 
is worth citing. 

M. Cambon, the French ambassador, 
after learning of the two days’ rioting at 
Diarbekir, threatened to hold Alexan- 
dretta with the French squadron until 
the resignation of the governor had been 
brought about. Two hours after this 
threat reached the Yildiz kiosk Diarbekir 
was tranquil. The Times’ correspondent 
says that this is an eloquent fact explain- 
ing the situation, and that many similar 
instances point the same way. 

The diplomatic corps consider the lives 
of Christians endangered throughout all 
the Asiatic provinces, but it is not be- 
lieved that they are in any special danger at 
Constantinople, because the members of 
the palace clique are not likely to initiate 
any anti-Christian movements, and the 
members of the Mohammedan constitu- 
tional party advocate the adoption of a 
policy giving Christians a share in the 
government. The natural tendency in 
consequence is the coalition of the Moham- 
medan constitutional party with the Ar- 
menians, and, in fact, there are signs in- 
dicating that such a coalition would be 
likely to occur under circumstances in any 
degree favorable. 

It is believed at Constantinople that the 
new ministry will not live over tomorrow. 

Scenes of Ruin. 


Advices received by The Chronicle from 
Constantinople are to the effect that a 
consul has just arrived there, and he de- 
scribes the whole country from Erzroom 
to Trebizond as being completely devas 
tated. Every Armenian town and village 
isinruins. Heaps of unburied bodies are 
found every where. 

A Turkish official states that the trouble 
originated at Erzroum with an attack on 
the government house, caused by the tor- 
ture of prisoners. Petroleum was freely 
used for the purpose of setting fire to the 
houses of the Armeniaus, 

According to The Chronicle advices the 
patriarch intends to send a pastoral letter 
to the churches to be read tomorrow, an- 
nouncing the sultan’s promised reforms 
and counseling patience on the part of all 
of his Armenian followers. 

A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 
stantinople says that rumors are already 
in existence to the effect that a change 
may be expected in the office of grand 
vizier and that Hali Rifat Pasha may soon 
be expected to step down and out. 

The Vienna correspondent of The Tele- 
graph says that news from Constantinople 
indicates that even the foreigners are in 
danger and that the central European 
powers have decided to employ energetio 
measures to defend the lives and the prop- 
erty of their subjects. 

Kliamil Pasha’s Case. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says: 
Kiamil Pasha, appointed vali of Aidin, 
has started for Smyrna. 

Aidin, the post to which Kiami! Pasha, 
recently distatssed from the office of grand 
vizier, because the sultan objected to his 
policy of conciliation toward Armenia, 
has been assigned, is @ villayet or province 
of Turkey, in Asta Minor, containing 
about 20,000 square miles. The principal 
towns are Smyrna (the capital), Manecesa 
and Aidin. The populgtidn of the pro- 
vince is a little more thén 1,000,000. 

Kiamil Pasha left the cabinet council 
last Wednesday before the conolusion of 
the meeting, and the presidency was then 
assumed by Hali Rifat. Upon arriving at 
his home, Kiamil Pasha was taken sud- 
denly sick, but on the following day he 
was ordered to immediately take up the 
valiship of Aleppo, and a special steamer 
was prepared to convey him to his post 
that day. Kiamil, however, refused to go 
on board the steamer, declaring that he 
was too sick to travel. The commander 
of the steamer threatened to remove him 
by force to the boat, and Kiamil appealed 
to the powers. 

Aleppo, the post to which Kiamil Pasha 
was first assigned, isa villayet of Asiatic 
Turkey, forming the northern extremity 
of Syria. It is not considered a desirable 
place of residence, and the refusal of 
Kiamil Pasha to accept the valiship un- 
doubtedly caused the porte to offer him 
the better place, as vali of Aidin. 


The Next Ablegate. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 11.—Cardinal Gibbons 
was asked last evening in regard to the 
report that Pope Leo had determined 
upon the recommendation of the cardinal 
to appoint Mgr. Laurengelli, at present 
internuncio at The Hague, the successor 
of Satolli as ablegate, after the latter has 
been raised to the cardinalate. The car- 
dinal said he knew nothing about the 
matter, and that he did not recommend 
Mer. Laurenzelli, of whose ability he 
spoke in the highest terms,

BARRETT’S BIG BOOTY, 


Btolen Property Worth Thousands 
Captured by Boston Police, 


Found In the Possession of 
James S. Chaffee. 


Says it Was Given to Him by Barrett, Now 
in State Prison. 


Boston, Nov. 12.—The largest smount 
of stolen property recovered at one time by 
the Boston police for many years is locked 
up in the vault in the inspectors’ office in 
Pemberton square. According to the 
story of James S. Chaffee, in whose pos- 
session the property was found, it was 
brought from New York city a week ago 
and was given to him by William Barrett, 
® notorious criminal, who is now serving 
alife sentence for the murder ofa con- 
stable at Weston in the spring of 1893. 
The plunder, which is valued at $20,000, 
consists of ivory, bric-a-brac, silverware, 
furs and rare postage stamps, and was 
found at Chaffee’s house, $31 Mount Vernon 
street, West Roxbury. 

The arrest of Chaffee and the discovery 
of the goods grew out of an attempt made 
by him to sell a collection of postage 
stamps to Ferdinand Trifet, a stamp 
dealer. Mr. Trifet at once recognized the 
collection as one seld by him seven or 
eight years ago to Nathaniel Kidder of 
Milton, and which was subsequently 
stolen from Mr. Kidder by burglars. The 
collection was valued at over $4000. Mr. 


Trifet notified the police, with the result | 


that Chaffee was arrested last night and 
brought to headquarters. 

Before his arrival, however, several 
trunks and bores full of goods were found 
about his premises. These were taken to 
headquarters and when opened a vast 
assortment of valuable goods was dis cov- 
ered. Beside large quantities of seal skins, 
cloaks, bric-a-brac, ivory ornaments and 
rare stamps, several hundred souvenir 


spoons and alarge quantity of silverware j 


were found. The police estimate the 
value of the find as 
At Least $20,000. 

Chaffee was closely questioned, but at 
first refused to answer. Finally he broke 
down and gave, what he claimed to be, 
the true story of how the property came 
into his possession. He said he did not 
know who owned the property, but 
claimed it was given to him by William 
Barrett. Chaffee says he was introduced 
to Barrett years ago by a mutual friend, 
and supposed at the time that Barrett was 
# horse dealer. 

When Barrett was arrested for murder, 
Chaffee hastened to see him. He hired 
counsel and assisted him to make as 
complete a defense as was possible. 
He spent considerable money in helping 
him, and in return, he claims, Bar- 
rett informed him where to find valu- 
able property, which was deposited in 
a storage warehouse in New York city. 
This property was toreimburse him for 
his services to Barrett in case an un- 
favorable verdict was rendered at the trial. 

The property was in Mrs. Barrett's 
name. After the trial Chaffee went to 
New York and found taat Mrs. Barrett 
knew nothing of her husband's true char- 
acter previous to the trial. She was in 
ignorance of the contents of the trunks 
and boxes in the warehouse, and turned 
them over to Chaffee. Chaffee says he re- 
moved the goods to another warehouse, 
where they remained until a week ago, 
when, he says, he had them sent here, as 
he was out of work and hard up, 

A thorough examination of the property 
will be made, when it is expected more of 
it will be identified. From thedates on a 
number of souvenir spoons it is evident 
the collection began several years ago. 
Notwithstanding Chaffee’s statement, he 
will be arraigned on the charge of larceny 
outlined in the warrant issued for his 
arrest.

AN UPRISING OF ARABS 


Furnishes the Ottoman Empire With 
a New Source of Alarm. 


Ignorant Turks Fear Mas- 
sacre by Armenians. 


Kiamil Pasha’s Boldness Incurred Wrath of 
the Sultan. 


Lonpon, Nov. 12.—Reports have been 
received at Constantinople of the new dis- 
turbances at Moosh. The British em- 
bassy at Constantinople is in possession 
of the reports, but so far no details have 
been received. 

A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 
stantinople says that the sultan is 
alarmed because of the present critical 
state of affairs. From Arabia, the most 
vulnerable point of the Turkish empire, 
news has arrived of a conflict between the 
Turkish troops and the Arabs near Senha, 
in which 30 persons were killed. Despite 
the report of trouble in the Arabian 
provinces, the last detachment of troops 
sent to Arabia were detained five days at 
Port Said for lack of money to pay canal 
dues, 

The iimes this morning publishes a let- 
ter from Constantinople explaining the 
situation throughout the Turkish empire. 
The writer says that owing to the rigid 
censorship exercised by the Turkish offi- 
cials, the lower classes among the Turks | 
are quite ignorant. and they believe that | 
the sultan inaugurated the policy of op-| 
pression, but to some extent it is stated 
that the Armenians believe to the con- 
trary. 

The Turks think the Armenians will be 
treated as they were 20 years ago, and be- 
sides this they entertain the idea that the | 
Armenians are ungrateful, thus a feeling 
of hatred toward the Armenians prevails, | 
and the ignorant Turks really appear to | 
fear being massacred by the Armenians. 
The government's officers, according to} 
this letter, are directly responsible for dis- | 
seminating the idea that it is the duty of | 
the people to kill and plunder the Arme- | 
nians. | 

There is no reasonable hope that any | 
improvement will take place through a 
change of public opinion. Turks and | 
Christians aiike seem doomed to endure | 
such scenes of unspeakable suffering as 
marked that of the Roman empire.

‘This firm’s factory is fitted with first class 
machinery and today they are manufac- 
turing a full line of cooking utensils, flasks, 
also a full line of novelties of this material 
which is fast superceeding copper, tin and 
brass. 

First class workmen only are empl oyed 
and besides giving employment to a 
number of men is bringing into Quincy a 
most desirable class of citizens. But 
fourteen men are now employed but when 
the additions to the present building are 
completed and the plant in full running 
order, employment will be given to 100 
men. 

The metal is received here in ingots, 
tubing and sheets from which it is made 
into the many useful and fancy articles 
which are now being placed in the market, 

In the rear of the main building is a 
small building in which the casting is done, 
the metal melting at 1160 degrees, The 
firm are obliged to work nights in order to 
keep up with their orders in this depart- 
ment. 

On the first, or ground floor, of the main 
building are the office of the manager Mr. 
Leon Ward, and several lathes, dies, etc. 
On the second floor are also several lathes 
and here the kitchen goods are made. 
The polishing and soldering is also done 
bere. On the third floor is the store room 
for raw material and the manufactured 
goods, as well as the designers and en- 
gravers rooms, and even today while but 
comparatively few met are’ employed a 
scene of activity prevails. 

One advantage in working this material 
is that nothing is wasted, the scraps and 
odds and ends all being collected and 
worked over io the foundry building. 

A representative of the LEDGER was 
shown through the manufactory recently 
by the manager and the various processes 
of manufacture witnessed, and it was very 
interesting. 

As stated above the company desire to 
enlarge their plant immediately and in 
order to do this 3000 shares of its stock 
will be sold, preference being given to 
citizens of Quincy. Several well known 
Quincy gentlemen have already become 
interested in the plant and a good part of 
the shares have been subscribed, and a 
meeting of those interested is to be held 
this week. 

In closing this article it might be well to 
cite some of the many advantages of 
aluminum especially in cooking utensils, 
among which are its freedom from poison, 
light to handle, high and equal heat con- 
ductively, no loss of heat in radiators, no 
tendency to scorch food or fruit, no joints 
to leak, no rust, easy of cleaning and no 
cracking.

BUT LITTLE PROGRESS 


Made by the Middle States Toward 
Strengthening Coast Defenses, 


We Should Not Be Led Into 
False Security. 


Needs In Case of War Discussed In General 
Miles’ Annua! Report. 


WaAsHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The report of 
Major General Miles, commanding the 
United States army, was made public yes- 
terday. 

Under the head of coast defense General 
Miles states the condition of these defenses 
is such as to require decided and immedi- 
ate action for their improvement. The 
unguarded condition of our coast is 
known by every first-class power, and our 
people should not be led into false se- 
curity. He quotes from his report of 
1884 a strong argument for the defense of 
Puget Sound, shows that since that time 
new Canadian railroad connections 
have been established there, yet not a sin- 
gle gun has been placed in position for 
defense, while those at the entrance of the 
Columbia are absolete and of little value. 
It is true that some progress has been 
made toward defending San Francisco, 
andafew modern guns and rifles have 
been placed. These, however, are buta 
small part of the general plan for the de- 
fense of the harbor, while San Diego is in 
the same condition as Puget Sound, en- 
tirely at the mercy of any foreign fleet. 

General Miles recalls what he said in his 
report of 1889 upon the absolute import- 
ance of the defense of the entire Pacific 
coast, in view of the fact that it was pos- 
sible for any naval power to blockade any 
important port within 90 days, while it 
would take many years to make a success- 
ful resistance, and the country might be 
required to pay an indemnity of $5,000,000,- 
000. While the railroads might trans- 
port 1,000,000 brave men to the coast, they 
would be useless without appliances to 
cope with the modern engines of war, and 
with all our intelligence, pride, inventive 
genius and enterprise we are as far behind 
in the modern gppliances of war 

As China or Japan. 

Such were the conditions six years ago, 
says General Miles, and such are the con- 
ditions today, with the exception of the 
slight progress made at San Francisco. 
The entire gulf coast and all the great 
cities of the Atlantic coast, northward to 
Philadelphia, are entirely without modern 
guns. In position are a few obsolete guns, 
and none of these batteries could stop a 
single first-class warship, much less a fleet. 

General Miles, in support of his recom- 
mendation for adequate coast defenses, 
points to the fact that the batteries at 
Moultrie and Sumter kept at bay for four 
years the most powerful navy of the 
world. He says that our people cherish 
two misleading delusions—first, that tor- 
pedoes can be depended upon to protect 
our coasts, and, second, that its 4000 miles 
of coast can be defended by a navy. 

He shows that torpedo plants are useless 
without protective batteries, and that. the 
water in our principal harbors is so deep 
that light draft war vessels might pass 
over torpedo mines without danger. He 
asserts that the recent maneuvers in Eng. 
land have shown that even the powerful 
British navy is unable to defend the Brit- 
ish coast against a foreign fleet, therefore 
he argues that the main reliance must be 

Upon Coast Batteries, 

While he does not anticipate war in the 
near future, he shows that in the last 200 
years, in less than 10 per cent of the wars 
have there been any formal warning or 
declaration before hostilities, and it would 
require years of time to construct modern 
weapons of war; it would be unwise to 
disregard the lessons of history. In our 
own country for nearly 200 years there has 
never been a period of 85 years in which it 
has not been involved in war. 

He points to the case of China, which 
made the fatal mistake of relying upon its 
vastly superior numbers for safety, and 
argues that the best guarantee of peace is 
a condition of readiness for war. There- 
fore he strongly recommends the construc- 
tion of all the higher power guns and sys- 
tems of defense called for in the general 
plan of the board of ordnance and fortifi- 
cations and other boards, 

General Miles believes that the peace- 
able conditions now existing among the 
various Indian tribes is largely attribu- 
table to the presence of troops at suitable 
points, and to the admirable conduct of 
the experienced army officers who have 
been placed in charge of the principal 
agencies. While itis economical and de- 
sirable to have the reserve forces of the 
army near the great centers of communi- 
cation, General Miles urgently contends 
that these points should be selected solely 
for their strategic value, and that the ten- 
dency towards concentration should not 
be carried to the point of depriving the 
western settlements of proper protection. 

General Miles concludes his report with 
several recommendations intended to 
benefit the condition of the officers and 
men and attract to the military service the 
best element in the community. 


Passengers Were Scared. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 12.—Secretary Her- 
bert has received a complaint from certain 
passengers on the steamer Warrimo 
against the conduct of the commander of 
the U.S. S. Bennington at Honolulu, in 
anchoring his ship near the merchant 
steamer when she had acase of cholera 
aboard.

Berliner Case Reopened. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The supreme 
court yesterday denied the motion of the 
Bell Telephone company to dismiss the 
suit of the United States against that 
company and Emile Berliner, involving 
the invention of the speaking microphone. 
The importance of this decision can 
scarcely be overestimated. Upon the de- 
termination of this case depends the con- 
tinuance of the monopoly which the Bell 
company now enjoys, for if the patent 
be annulled numerous competitive corpora- 
tions will spring into being to dispute the 
field, and the liveliest kind of rivalry may 
be expected. 

Isn't This Bribery ? 

New York, Noy. 12.—Commissioners 
of Accounts Terry and Dennis yesterday 
afternoon took up the investigation of 
some of the alleged acts of ex-Police Chief 
Thomas Byrnes.

Five Seamen Drowned. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—News of the 
sinking at sea and the loss of a portion of 
the crew of the American bark William 
Hales by a collision on Nov. 8, during a 
dense fog, with the steamship Niagara, 
was contained in a cablegram received 
here yesterday from Nassau, N. Y., where 
Captain Coombs, Mate Kimmette and five 
seamen had just been landed by the 
Niagara. Five of the crew were drowned, 
every possible effort to save them having 
failed.

PAPIER- MACHE PRESENTS. 


Simple Methods of Applying This Ready 
Made Carving. 

Papier mache is a compound of paper 
and glue worked into a pulp. While 
soft it is pressed into molds, mold- 
ed beadings, ‘‘pearls,’’ ‘‘buds,’’ wreaths, 
ribbons or rosettes are at first pliable 
and easily manipulated. They become 
bard on exposure to the air, The dry pa- 
pier mache ornaments may be obtained 
of dealers in cabinet makers’ supplies 
and art materials. 

Most of the ornaments used in the 
making of large or @mall designs come 
in sections and of several sizes, also in 
some cases graduated, thus giving the 
home decorators ample opportunity to 
carry out almost any scheme of decora- 
tion they may fancg or which the article 
to be enriched may demand, 

The method of applying this ready 
made carving is very simple. The 
‘‘working tools’’ are a pan of hot wa- 
ter, a pair of tweezers and a pad of soft 
cotton. If a large object is to be deco- 
rated, it may be foung convenient to 
work by a stove, where the pan of hot 
water may be kept hot. 

Having decided on the design and se- 
lected the papier mache omaments, drop 
into the hot water as many of the 
**pearls,’’ ‘‘buds,’’ or whatever you may 
be using, as you require or as the pan 
will conveniently hold. In a few min- 
utes they will become soft and pliable. 
These softened ornaments should be kept 
in the pan while working and taken 
quickly from it as used. 

It is best, of course, to have the de- 
sign lightly sketched directly upon the 
working object, whatever it may be, as 
the position of the ornaments must be 
decided before beginning to apply them, 
to insure the accurate placing of each. 

Now, with a pair of tweezers take one 
piece at a time directly from the hot 
water and place it carefully in position,

pressing it firmly but gently down with 
the soft wad of cotton, at the same time 
being careful not to mar or efface the 
contour or delicate modeling of the or- 
nament. 

This is all that is necessary to secure 
it firmly to the object being decorated, 
as the heated and softened glue in the 
composition adheres closely, and noth- 
ing short of a hard blow will dislodge 
it when dry and hard. 

Papier mache ornaments may be ap- 
plied to almost any materig], such as 
wood, stone, marble or glass, also heavy 
cardboard, and even to such fabrics as 
velour or velvet, bat the beginner is 
likely to get the best results in using 
wooden articles as the basis of decora- 
tion. 

When the applied ornaments are dry, 
the work may be finished in various 
ways. If, for instance, you have deco- 
rated a glovebox of walnut or oak, the 
ornaments may be finished with stain 
to closely imitate the natural wood of 
the box. If this staining is carefully 
done, the raised work will have the ef- 
fect of the most delicate oak carving. 

If you make your box of whitewood, 
give the box and the ornaments also 
two coats of white or ivory tinted paint 
and finish with a light coat of white 
varnish over all. 

You can ‘‘pick out’’ the design in 
gold if you like. The prepared gold 
paint is easier to use and looks well for 
awhile, but for durability and real rich- 
ness of effect gold leaf is best. The 
gilding may be over or under the var- 
nish.

WOMAN'S RIGHTS PIONEER. 


Notable Demonsiration In Honor of Mrs. Stan- 
ton’s Eightieth Birthday. 

New York, Noy. 18.—A grand celebra- 
tion was held last night at the Metropoll- 
tan Opera House in honor of the 80th 
birthday of Mrs. Elizapeth Cady Stanton, 
the pioneer of woman's rights movement. 


ELIZABETH CADY STANTON, 


The celebration was conducted under 
the auspices of the National Council of 
Women of the United States—a council 
embracing 20 organizations, and including 
a membership of 700,000 women, The 
boxes were gorgeously decorated with 
flowers. 

When Mrs. Stanton appeared on the 
stage, she sat while a photographer took 
her picture by searchlight. On being es- 
corted to the front of the stage, she was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm by the occu- 
pants of the brilliantly decorated boxes. 

Mrs. Dickinson, president of the council, 
said there never had been predicted such a 
day as this, when women should rise from 
the north and the south, the east and the 
west, and countries over the seas, to make 
their mutual recognition of each other's 
work and worth, and unitedly to bring 
their tribute to women like Mrs, Stanton 
and Miss Anthony. 

Mayor Strong’s private secretary, Job 
EK. Hedges, said the mayor had bade him 
express his most profound respect for 
the life-work and services of the distin- 
guished woman whom they were gathered 
to honor there, also to express his deepest 
sympathy with the object of the gather- 
Mr. Hedges then delivered a brief 
eulogy of Mrs. Stanton, 

Miss Susan B. Anthony read greetings 
from sympathizers all over the country. 

Mrs. Stanton’s speech was read by Miss 
Helen Potter. Among other things, she 
said: “I would say to one and all that in 
demanding justice and equality for others, 
Ihave found new liberty myself. I am 
aware that these demonstrations are not 
so any tributes to me as an individual 
as the great idea present—the enfran- 
chisement of women.” 

Addresses were also delivered by several 


other women prominent in woman's 
rights work. 
China About to Settle Up. . 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The state de- 
partment is informed that the purpose of 
Japan is to evacuate Port Arthur and the 
Liao-Tung peninsula by Feb. 16 next, 
whichis three months from the date of 
the payment by China of the 80,000,000 
taels agreed upon for the evacuation. 
While three months is fixed as the time 
within which the evacuation may be 
made, it is probable that the Japanese will 
not teke the limit of time, but will set 
about retiring from Port Arthur imme- 
diately on the payment of the 30,000,000 
tuels (about $22,500,000) on next Tuesday, 
as the cost of the maintenance of an army 
there is very heavy,

weighs 2455 ounces, and is valued at

section, a gold brick weighing 1511 ounces, 
valued at $26,150. The metal is virgin 
gold of a greenish tint, similar to Austra- 
lian gold.

Quiney of Quincy. 


The city of Quincy is bonored by the 
bomination of Hon. Josiah Quincy for 
Mayor of Boston. Until a year or two 
ago Mr. Quincy was a resident of this city, 
where be was born Oct. 15, 1859. He is 
still interested in our city as a large land 
owner, as director of the Quincy & Boston 
In 1872 
he entered Adams Academy preparatory to 
a course at Harvard, where he graduated in 
the class of *80, taking a commencement 
part. After a six-montb's tour in Europe 
he spent about a year and a half in the 
Harvard Law Sch. o', and was admitted to 


| the Suffolk bar in 1884, but has never yet 


practised in the courts. 

His service in the House of Representa- 
tives, though short, was of conspicuous 
honor apd usefulness. Elected from 
Quincy in 1887, he was clerk of the com- 
mittee on labor and also served on the cow- 
mittee on woman suffrage. 
1888 he again served as clerk of the com- 
mittee on labor, drafting nearly al! bills 
reported by that committee, besides taking 
part in most of the debates on labor 
measures. In the summer of 1887, when & 
special! committee was appointed by the 
Legislature to consider measures ip the in- 
terest of child labor Mr. Quincy was made 
clerk of the committee, and drafted and 
reported the bill regulating the employ- 
ment of child labor which was passed. 
He was at one time secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Tariff Reform League and later 
chairman of the executive committee in 
that organization. 

In 1888 be was the Democratic candidate 


| for Congress in the old second district, but | 


the odds were too great against a Democrat. 
From s member of the Democratic com 
mittee of Quincy he rose to chairman of the 
State committee, and this together with 
bis position of Assistant Secretary of State 
at Washington has made him a conspica- 
ous figure in Massachusetts and Nationa 


politics.

FAULTS OF THE TEXAS 


nea ta . 
Appear to Be Much Greater Than Were Antici- 
pated by Naval Men. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 13.—The battleship 
Texas has come to grief in the drydock at 
New York, and has sustained injuries, the 
exact extent of which are not known here 
at present. The ship went into the dock a 
week ago to be cleaned and painted and to 
remove an accumulation of seaweeds 
which had grown in the pipe gratings 
leading to the circulating pumps. 

It appears from later reports that about 
21 of the bottom frames and brackets of 
| the Texas are now buckled from \ to 1}¢ 
jnoches, while the cement lining of the 
double bottom is cracked in many places. 
Whether it will be necessary to undertake 
to repair these frames and remove the 
dents in the bottom cannot be told until 
a further examination is made, and to do 
this it may be necessary to remove all of 
the weights of the ship in order to draw 
off the 11 feet of water, otherwise the 
strain might again become excessive and 
irreparable injury follow.

A TALK ABOUT METALS AND MINERALS 


Something About Their Differences—Rusts 
et the Former. 

Professor Skidmore of Philadelphia, 
in a course of laboratory lessons to su- 
pervising principals and teachers of the 
Philadelphia public schools, took up the 
subjegt of metals recently. In the course 
of his lecture he made some interesting 
remarks in regard to the distinction be- 
tween minerals and metals. It is not 
possible, he observed, to define exactly 
what a metal is, yet there is little lia- 
bility of mistake in distinguishing a 
metal from a nonmetal The metallic 
properties of luster, toughness, fusibili- 
ty, opaqueness, conductivity and rust 
may be possessed separately by nonmet- 
als, but they are not associated as they 
are with metals. Most metals may be 
bent, twisted, drawn and hammered to 
an extent far beyond what any mineral 
not a metal could endure. 

Taking up the matter of the rusts of 
different metals, he showed by a series 
of interesting experiments that sodium, 
potassium, Jithium and, in a lesser de- 
gree, calcium, strontium and barium 
rust instantly when exposed to moist 
air, their white rusts quickly gissolv- 
ing in water and forming alkalies. Oth- 
er experiments demonstrated the fact 
that another group of metals, in which 
are zinc, lead, magnesium and antimo- 
ny, have white rusts which are not sol- 
uble in water. These rusts form a thin 
adherent coating, which only half con- 
ceals the metal and gives to it a dull, 
tarnished appearance. It was shown 
that at higher temperatures than the 
ordinary, and especially if the metals 
are finely divided, the chemical energy 
of rusting is so great that the metals 
buru with a vivid light and emit a 
dense white smoke. The permanency of 
these rusts and their protective charac- 
ter are utilized in white paints. 

Professor Skidmore then directed at- 
tention to a third group of metals, 
which includes those which have dark 
or colored rusts, as with copper, iron 
and silver. A series of experiments fol- 
lowed to show how these rusts were 
formed, and the changes which iron un- 
dergoes in appearance in the tempering 
process were carefully noted. Attention 
was directed finally to the fourth group 
of metals, which never rust. These are 
gold and platinum, and it was noted 
that they are also the metals which are 
found as metals in the earth, and not 
as ores from which the metal must be 
manufactured. In the case of the other 
metals, it is an advantage that they are 
found in the rust or ore condition, as 
they can be manufactured much more 
easily than they could be cut from 
ledges of the pure metal.—Iron Age. 


The Man In the Iron Mask. 

The registry of the Bastille contains 
the entry: ‘‘On Thursday, Sept. 18, 
1689, at 8 o’clock in the afternoon, M. 
de Saint-Mars, governor of the castle 
of the Bastille, arrived to take up his 
duties, coming from his post at the Iles 
Sainte Marguerite, and having brought 
with him in his litter a former prisoner, 
whom he had in his custody at Pignerol. 
The latter he keeps invariably masked, 
and his name is never mentioned.’’ M. 
de Saint-Mars, in the years in question, 
had only five prisoners in his charge at 
PigneroL The fate of four has been 
clearly traeed. The fifth must be Mat- 
tioli. The prisoner died in 1708, and 
was buried on Noy. 80 in the cemetery 
of St. Paul. M. Bertrand of the French 
foreign office has examined the registry 
of burials and finds the name Mattioli 
under that date. Louis XV told Mine. 
Pompadour that the prisoner was an 
Italian minister. 

Louis XVI assured Marie Antoinette, 
on the authority of Maurepas, that the 
man was a dangerous intriguer, a sub- 
ject of the Duke of Mantua, who had 
been arrested at the frontier and impris- 
oned first at Pignerol and then in the 
Bastille. The evidence seems conclusive, 
and puts an end to all other theories, 
including Voltaire’s bold invention that 
the man in the iron mask was a supposed 
brother of Louis XVI, which Dumas has 
taken up and immortalized in his 
‘Three Guardsmen’’ romances, Matti- 
oli’s crime was giving information to 
Austria, Spain, Savoy and Veuice of 
negotiations into which Louis XVI had 
entered with him to induce him to sell 
the important fortress of Casale to the 
French.—Revue Historique. 


Ravages of Locusts In Cyprus. 

One reads of plagues of locusts, but 
it is difficult to realize what a terrible 
infliction an invasion of these ravenous 
pests can be. Mr. J. E. Mavrocordato 
of the civil service, Cyprus, has made 
the subject of how best to destroy, or at 
least to decrease, their numbers, a spe- 
cial study, and the very graphio ac- 
count of his experiences as related at 
the Colonial institute is full of interest. 
Cyprus in past years has suffered sorely 
from the ravages of locusts, and the in- 
habitants have at times been reduced to 
famine. The locust, one of the grass- 
hopper family, is about two inches in 
length and increases at the rate of 
about 50 to 1 annually. When the eggs 
are hatched, the breeding ground is coy- 
ered with a densely packed mass of in- 
sects, not much Jarger than an ordinary 
ant. This mass eventually marches for- 
ward, consuming every green blade on 
its route. This goes on till, arriving at 
their full size, the creatures take to their 
wings, and wherever they settle devas- 
tation is complete.—Westminster Ga- 
vette. 


Everybody Ready to Dicker.

NOT ALL RECOVERED, 


Chaffey Believed to Have Much More 
Plunder Hidden Away, 


Said to Have Been a Convict 
In Michigan. 


Possible Clew to His Record Which May Un- 
ravel the Mystery. 


Boston, Nov. 14.—James S. Chaffey was 
arraigned in the municipal court yester- 
day charged with receiving property stolen 
from persons unknown. Chaffey waived 
examination, and bail was fixed at $25,000. 

The Boston police, under the direction 
of Chief Inspector Watts, are doing every- 
thing in their power to straighten out the 
tangle which was presented by the arrest 
of Chaffey and the discovery of $160,000 
worth of plunder, which had been gathered 
by the convict William Barrett- or any 
confederate that might have been working 
with him. The interest in the case, which 
is one of the most famous in the criminal 
history of Massachusetts, is still great, 
and further startling developments are 
looked for. 

Chief Watts believes that there is a 
large amount of stolen property not yet 
brought to light, and strong pressure is 
being brought to bear on Chaffey to tell 
anything that he might have left untold. 
Little confidence is placed in the state- 
ments made by Barrett. Itis known that 
he was connected with many of the rob- 
berries which alarmed Massachusetts a few 
years ago, and that there was a larger 
amount of property taken than has been 
recovered. 

Chaffey’s Past. 

Chief Inspector Watts yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from s man residing in 
Somerville, in which the latter said that 
he knew a James S. Chaffey out tn Michi- 
gan away back in the ’7Us, and from the 
description that he has read in the news- 
papers he is inclined to believe that the 
prisoner is the same one. 

In his letter the man, whose name is 
withheld at the request of Chief Watts, 
states that he used to attend the same 
Sabbath school with Chaffey. One day, 
either in ‘76 or ’77, he was surprised to 
learn that Jim, as he called him, been 
arrested and held for burglary. “He was 
convicted of that charge and was sent to 
the state prison at Jackson, Mich., fora 
term of four years. 

The letter writer informed the chief that 
about that time he and his family came 
back to the east, and since that time he 
has never had any trace of Chaffey. He 
describes the man as being rather small, 
having light eyes,and says that at that 
time he wore a full red beard. 

The description of the man tallies well 
with that of the prisoner, with the excep- 
tion that.he has no beard at this time, al- 
though he is of a rather sandy complexion 
and would be likely to have that color 
beard should he allow it to grow out. 

The fact is considered by Chief Watts to 
be rather ap important one, and he in- 
tends to give the man achance to look at 
Chaffey in the Charles street jall to see if 
he can recognize the man. 


Socialist Arguments. 

Boston, Nov. 14.—Over 1500 people as- 
sembled in Faneuil hall last night and 
welcomed J. K. Hardie and Frank Smith, 
the English socialists. Mr. Hardie sai’ 
that a hendred years ago his grandsin 
had been hanged, drawn and quartered for 
being s Radical and being opposed to roy- 
alty. He admired and respected true roy- 
alty wherever it was to be found, and the 
true independence of mind was the king 
to which he showed his fealty. He then 
surveyed the condition of the working 
people in Europe and this country, and 
said that the wealth of all countries was 
being concentrated into fewer hands year 
by year. He claimed that socialism was 
the only panacea which went to the roo! 
of the evils of our present economic sys 
tem. Frank Smith portrayed the result 
of the threat of the capitalists that if so- 
cialism got control of the country the 
wealth would leaveit. He was especially 
bitter on the Vanderbilts, Carnegies and 
other multi-millionaires, and claimed that 
they were little better than robbers. 


Nominating Board Won. 

Boston, Nov. 14.—A lively meeting of 
the Massachusetts division of the League 
of American Wheelmen was held last 
night, at which officers were elected. The 
opponents of the men who have been in 
control of the division for some time suf- 
fered a severe defeat. The following is the 
result of the election: Chief consul, Ster- 
ling Elliott; vice consul, D. E. Miller; 
secretary-treasurer, Alonzo D. Peck, Jr. 
The election of Peck was hotly contested, 
and was really the termination of the dif- 
ferences between the nominating com- 
mittee and the Consolidated cycling clubs. 
The latter were badly beaten. 


Preparing For a Crusade. 

Boston, Nov. 14.—The Greater Boston 
No-License league was formed here last 
night. Itis composed of representatives 
of the Christian Endeavor, Epworth 
league and temperance societies. Its plat- 
form cites the corrupting and demoraliz- 
ing effects of the saloon, and its moral 
and political debasement of the city’s in- 
terests, until there is an alarming menace 
to the welfare, progress and security of 
the city, and urges the support of one 
compact, non-sectarian, non-partisan body 
to conduct acampsign of temperance agi- 
tation, education and organization. 


Rum and the Law. 

BROCETON, Mass., Nov. 14.—The police 
investigation was resumed last night, 
when additional testimony on the alleged 
laxity of enforcing the liquor law was 
given. Officer Case had considerable to 
say about raids and the alleged failure on 
the part of the city marshal to do any-

Anthony, urging the convention to speak 
upon woman suffrage vith no uncertain 
voiwe. The legislative committee re 
ported progress and a probable conference 
with similar committees of other bodies 
for the purpose of considering the tariff 
and the money question. The national 
master announced his committees for the 
convention, and at the close of the first 
day the work for the week was planned 
and laid out. 


Wanted to Die. 

AMESBURY, Mass., Nov. 14—A man 
with maniacal tendencies was caught 
while roaming about Newton, N. H., and 
brought here for confinement until his 
identity could be learned.

Graduated Seventy-Five Years Aqo. 

Botton, Mass., Nov. 14.—Rev. Thomas 
Treadwell Stone, D.D., the oldest grad- 
uate of Bowdoin college, and one of the 
oldest ministers in the country, is dead. 
Dr. Stone was born ip Maine in 1800, and 
graduated from Bowdoin at the age of 20 
years. In spite of his age, he had enjoyed 
good health, and last year took part in the 
abuiversary exercises of Bowdoin college.

ATTITUDE OF WOOLLEY 


Explatmed In an Open Letter to Chris- 
tian Endeavor Hosts, 


Will Fight to a Finish on 
Christian Lines. 


Alieged Boss Rule and Suppression Furnish 
Weapons of Altack 


Bostoy, Nov. 14.—The following letter 
from John G. Woolley “to the Christian 
Endeavor society at large” is self-explana- 
tory: 

“The president of the corporation that 
controls the United Societies of Christian 
Endeavor,” Mr. Woolley writes, “is also 
chief owner of The Golden Rule. The 
corporation consists of some 600 members. 
I have never heard of any of the rank and 
file being asked, oreven having an oppor- 
tunity, to join. 

“There are some 8,000,00C of us ‘pri- 
vates.’ As united societies, we have 
never voted for anything, nor been con- 
sulted about anything. We have no presi- 
dent, no trustees, no secretary nor treas- 
urer, hO hewapaper, no voice; and so I am 
forced to address you individually by the 
mail, or submit to the injustice and 
tyranny of boss rule, which I refuse to do— 
for your sake no less than my own. I 
have nothing to gain by this contention, 
but you have; and however I may fare, 
the society we love will havea great profit 
bit. 

“On Oct. 17 The Voices newspaper pub- 
lished an article containing portions of 
two speeches of mine, one delivered before 
the Genesee M. E. conference at Roches- 
ter, and the other before the Central New 
York M. E. conference at Newark, N. J., 
on Oct. 15, in which I alluded to Francis 
E. Clarkin terms derogatory to his lead- 
ership of the Christian citizenship move- 
ment in our society, but not otherwise.

Ido not even 
suspect that there is any conscious selfish- 
ness in the management of our organ. It 
would doubtless be an advantage if the 
3,000,000 had less chaperoning and more 
responsibility. 

His Proposition, 

“Oct. 28 I sent to the secretary of the 
United society a scheme of conciliation, 
in substance as follows: 

Iam ready to fight this thing to a finish, but 
must be a Christian, and possibly here isa 
chance for us to show our young people an ob- 
ject lesson in Christianity. 

First, lapologize to Mr. Clark for the sharp 
language of my Newark speech, and suppress 
so much of itas relates to him, it being still 
under my contro! and not having been as yet 
issued in pamphlet form. 

Second, Mr. Clark to apologize to me for his 
conduct in the corridor of the Brunswick, and 
print my Boston Common speech, as written, 
with his comments upon its points seriatim, so 
us to show exactly his objections and his own 
position upon the matters treated in it. 

Third, Mr. Baer to write a brief statement 
of the difficulty and its settlement, this state 
ment to be signed by himself, Mr. Clark, Mr. 
Shaw and me, and printed in The Golden Rule. 

Fourth, the whole matter to end there, as to 
all its personal features. 

“This proposition was also rejected, and 
so, having done all that I could, I ‘stand’ 
and write you this for truth’s sake and 
conscience sake. Nothing could induce 
me tolead a division of our society. I 
have been literally deluged in letters re- 
cently, declaring for a forward movement, 
but not one contains a word of disloyalty 
to the society. 

“We ought to be loyal and respectful to 
our leaders, but leaders are very prone to 
forget that they owe us loyalty also. And 
apresident of our society, whose attitude 
toward the saloon is indefinite in its ordi- 
nary details, is deficient in loyalty, or 
bravery, or capacity. My thought in that 
speech was infinitely bigger than the Pro- 
hibition party, as you will see when you 
read it prayerfully. 

“Finally, I confess myself baffled and 
beaten in this last effort. Mr. Clark’s 
exact whereabouts remain undiscovered, 
but the effort has value for what it did not 
accomplish 

“After such a trial one feels like a re- 
turned polar expedition—as if he had been 
close to a place Which has neither latitude 
nor longitude—but not quite. I will meet 
you at the equator.”

WHITES AND BLACKS. 


“GEORGIA, THE ATLANTA FAIR ANC 
THE SOUTH. 


Rampant Americanism—The Militia and 
the Negro—A Serious Problem—Reason- 
ing of a Jury—Where the Anglo-Saxon 
Is an Exotic. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

Attanta, Noy. 12.—Atlanta has 
many distinguished citizens in every 
walk of life, and in the city and near 
vicinity is a surprisingly large number 
of men who have been of national note 
at une time or another. In the Fifth 
United States regiment at Fort McPher- 
son, for instance, is Major John 8. 
Clem, whose title was long ago estab- 
lished to have been the youngest soldier 
who served in the war for the Union. 
In the supply department at the same 
post ig a gentleman who claims to be 
the sole survivor of the Custer massacre 
and has his claim allowed by the com- 
munity, but I shall not celebrate him 
by name jast yet, as, according to my 
recollection, there was no survivor of 
the companies which went into action

with General Custer, while nearly all 


those with Major Reno survived. The 
Captain Benteen who commanded one 
of those companies, and was the subject 
of such a fierce controversy, lives some 
four miles from town in honorable re- 
tirement. General James Longstreet is 
often claimed as an Atlanta man, but 
his home is at Gainesville, some 40 
miles away, and I am sorry to add that 
the old animosity agaius him has been 
somewhat revived by the criticism of 
General Lee in his book. 
The Monroe Doctrine Again. 

Hon. W. L. Sernggs is perhaps the 
most quoted man in Atlanta just now, 
as his service in Venezuela as United 
States minister and his work on the 
British aggressions are very much in 
evidence. His talk is warlike, and all 
Atlanta is with him. I doubt if there is 
another city in the Union where there 
is so much rampant Americanism as 
there, and the slightest favorable allu- 
sion in a speech to Cuban independence 
is sure to evoke a storm of applause. I 
have my suspicions as to the underlying 
causes of the fierce sentiment here for 
the Monroe doctrine and Spanish-Amer- 
icans, but it is well to encourage pa- 
triotism without inquiring too closely. 
Another highly honored citizen is ex- 
Governor Northen, now at the head of 
the Immigration society for Georgia, 
and though ex-Governor and Senator 
Joseph Brown is dead the citizens point 
with pride to his queer old family car- 
riage us it rolls in every day along 
Washington street. ‘‘Atlantaism’’ coy- 
ers a multitude of sins here. The man 
who is for the city may be against al- 
most anything he pleases. 

Military Matters. 

The most picturesque figure among 
the men of the past is Colonel John Mc- 
Intosh Kell, adjutant general of the 
state. He was executive officer of the 
privateer Alabama, and when she went 
down under the heavy shots of the 
Kearsarge he jumped overboard with a 
package containing her important pa- 
pers, holding it by a string in his teeth. 
He reached the friendly British vessel 
near by, and so got to England with the 
documents. He is a native of Liberty, 
Ga., and is 78 years old, a wonderfully 
well preserved and vigorous man, stiil 
a fine specimen of manhood. In an hour 
at his office in the state capitol I learned 
that the immediately available troops 
of Georgia are 4,700 well armed and 
well drilled volunteer militia, 8,500 
white and 1,200 colored. The names 
and locations of the colored companies 
are significant. At Macon are the Lin- 
coln guards, the show company of the 
state, as in that county—Bibb—are 
rather the most tony and wealthy ne- 
groes. 

The state also has three independent 
battalions of colored infantry. Thus the 
negroes have almost as large a propor-

They are 
perfectly free agents and exposed toa 
thousand temptations, while their mora] 
strength is still much as it was in slavery 
and barbarism. All we can do is tc 
make allowances, educate and trust tc 
time and experience.” 

Governor Atkinson looks every inch 
& governor, with his tall and graceful 
form, clear complexion, expressive eyes 
and half Greek, half aquiline profile, 
and one would never suspect that he 
but recently left his bed after one of the 
most trying operations in surgery. Con- 
sulting a document to which he referred 
me, I found the figures even more star- 
tling than he had intimated. According 
to the official statement for October of 
Principal Keeper Turney of the peniten- 
tiary, convicts increased 42 per cent in 
1880-90, while population increased but 
19 per cent. Crime among the colored 
has increased almost in the exact ratio 
that illiteracy has decreased, the white 
convicts are less than 10 per cent of the 
whole—that is, there is one convict in 
each 388 colored and but one in 4,671 
whites—and of the colored 763 were 
sentenced when under the age of 21 and 
156 under the age of 17!

They certainly 
demand the attention of students of 
crime.

Officials at Washington Strangely Silent Con- 
cerning the Turkish Crisis. 


statements made regarding the prear 
ranged nature of the outrages. 

He asserts that a bugle was sounded be- 
fore the soldiers commenced their mur- 
derous work throughout the city. At 
first the Turkish troops refrained from in- 
juring women and children, but these 
bounds were soon passed, and on the 30th 
of last month the disorders lasted fully 
six hours. Four hundred refugees were 
sheltered at the governor’s house and 
fully 800 Armenians concealed themselves 
in the homes of the Europeans. Two 
hundred and four horribly mutilated 
corpses have been collected in the Ar- 
menian quarter, and the plundering went 
on at a wholesale rate, according to the ac- 
count of this witness, who adds: 

I heard of acts of the basest treachery. 
The next day passed quietly, but on the 
following day the massacre was resumed. 
Thirty-six bodies wé&te collected, and 
nearly all had bullet, sword and bayonet 
wounds. I saw the bodies of several 
women who died in defense of their 
honor. Some of the bodies had been 
skinned, other bodies had been partly 
burned through the use of petroleum. 
Many women are missing, and it is sup- 
posed that they were carried off by the 
Turks. 

A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 
stantinople says that every day brings 

News of Fresh Massacres. 
It is quite clear, if the powers waste the 
additional time in negotiations, the need 
for the negotiations will be passed. 

The Standard’s Constantinople cor- 
respondent also says that if the rumor 
should be confirmed that French and 
American missionaries have been injured 
in any of these outrages, it is believed that 
these powers will no longer confine them- 
selves to protests. The American fleet, 
the correspondent thinks, id only too anx- 
ious to commence active operations. 

Continuing, the correspondent says that 
recent details received from Erzroom indi- 
cate that the massacre there is worse than 
at first reported. The outrages were or- 
ganized and planned days beforehand, 
and the pillage was on a colossal scale. 
The Armenians who escaped were liter- 
ally naked. 

Reports continue to arrive of troubles 
at Malitich, Arabkir, Kharput and Moosh. 
It is reported that innocent persons are 
being slain with the sword and their 
buildings destroyed by fire in all these 
towns. 

The End Fast Approaching. 

Lord Salisbury’s speech last Saturday at 
the lord imayor’s dinner has thrown the 
sultan and the members ef his court into 
& state of panic. Abdul Hamid enter- 
tains the greatest fears of a declaration by 
the powers extending their jurisdiction 
over a portion of the Turkish empire by 
the calling of a general European confer- 
ence. It is generally agreed, however, 
that the end is not far distant. 

The sultan is conscious of the weakness 
of the present cabinet, and he is trying to 
coax some of the members of his former 
cabinet to return, but they have so far re- 
jected his overtures, and refused to set 
their foot within the doors of the palace. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
The Times says: Official reports blaming 
Armenians for the disorders at Diarbekir 
are groundless, and although the actions 
of the Armenians elsewhere have not al- 
ways been judicious, the only region in 
which it can be truly sald that the Ar- 
menians have risen against the author- 
ities is in the Zeitoun and Marash country. 


AT WASHINGTON. 


Officials Evidently Have No News of a Re- 
assuring Nature. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 14.—Disquieting ru- 
mors regarding the security of Christian 
teachers in Turkey between Trebizond 
and Erzroom were about the state depart- 
ment yesterday, but the officials refused 
to allay the popular apprehension. 

There is ground for belief that the de- 
partment has heard from Minister Ter- 
rell, and that his advices, while showing 
thata perilous state of affairs confronts the 
American missionaries and teachers in 
that section, do uot state that actual 
measures have been resorted to by him. 

Admiral Selfridge arrived at Marseilles 
Tuesday, and has relieved Admiral Kirk- 
land of the command of the European sta- 
tion and hoisted his flag on the San Fran- 
cisco, under orders from the secretary of 
the navy to proceed at once to join the 
Marblehead in Turkish waters. With 
these two vessels present, it is felt that 
our government will have done all pos- 
sible to protect the Americans in the in- 
terior of Turkey, taken in connection with 
& most vigorous notice from Minister Ter- 
rell that the United States will hold the 
porte responMble for any injury they may 
sustain. 

The state department has received a cir- 
cular prepared for publication by Rev. H. 
O. Dwight, who is specially charged with 
watching over the interests of our mis- 
sionaries in Turkey, 

The circular came unsolicited to Mr. 
Terrell, and its purpose is to explain cer- 
tain misapprehensions and misstatements 
concerning Minister Terrell’s course, 

In the circular, Dr. Dwight says that 
the general allegation that Mr. Terrell 
has been careless in protecting American 
citizens in Turkey rests on no foundation 
whatever, for Mr. Terrell has freely con- 
sulted thei in every important crisis and 
has shown great willingness to give weight 
to their opinions, 

Mr. Terrell, the circular says, has car- 
ried on his heart as a burden that permits 
no escape and allows no rest, anxiety for 
the safety of American citizens in Turkey 
during all of the vicissitudes of the pres- 
ent year. There is not the shadow of a 
doubt that the maintenance of the Bitiis 
station during the flery trials of the past 
year, theexemption of its members from 
molestation, and perhaps the saving of 
their very liv-s, have been due to the sus- 
tained and vigorous action of Mr. Terre}! 
atthe sublime porte. And in every case 
where an Armenian naturalized citizen 
has been moi ited Mr. Terrell has inter 
fered sharpl, and effectively to preven 
unlawful peoishment, 


Negro Responsibility. 

A recent occurrence illustrates the 
general thought of the whites on negro 
responsibility. A negro hired to drive a 
coal cart was trusted to come and go 
Without close scrutiny, and, when occa- 
sion served, hauled a few lumps to his 
own house. His employer was very in- 
dignant on discovering the theft—he 
had not lived long in the sonth—and 
prosecuted with vigor. The proof was 
direct and abundant, and no defense 
could be made, yet, to the employer’s 
disgust and amazement, the jury acquit- 
ted. One of them, when asked the rea- 
son, broke forth somewhat indignantly: 
‘“*What! Send a good nigger like that to 
the chain gang for six months for 
stealin a dollar’s worth of coal? 
*Twou!ld be ridiculous! The man know- 
ed he was a nigger and oughtn’t to have 
trusted him that way. In fact, the man 
ought to be punished a little himself for 
the temptation. Suppose we sent our 
cooks to jail for takin coffee and sugar 
and so on from our kitchens—why, they 
ain’t jailsenough! Ridiculous—perfect- 
ly ridiculons!’’ : 

Per contra be it noted that in 1879, 
when first separately assessed, the ne- 
groes of this state owned property valued 
at $5,182,398; while in 1890 it was 
$12,322,008 and in 1893 $14,960,675. 
But this year it is only $12,941,280. 
The whites show an equal loss, and all 
that and much more is on the farms, for 
city property has increased in value, 
Country editors attending the exposition 
complain bitterly that the farmers have 
no money. How can they have money 
in a country which averages but 22 
bushels of corn and nine of wheat per 
acre, aud other food crops in proportion, 
when cotton is but half a crop and the 
grass burned up by drought so that 
stockmen had to buy feed early in Sep- 
tember?

By the way, it may in- 
terest some people to know that Georgia 
pensions indigent Confederate soldiers 
and the widows of such, and the amount 
paid the last year was $190,000 to vet- 
erans, $236,000 to widows, the average 
being $60 per year each.

A Review. 

The first is a grand success as an ex- 
hibit and an average success as to at- 
tendance, but there are some sad disap- 
pointments. Of the concessionnaires all 
but three or four will lose money; too 
many concessions were granted for the 
biggest crowd possible in times like 
these. With the sole exception of the 
Egyptian theater (‘‘coochee coochee,”’ 
“danse du ventre’’ and that sort of 
thing) and the ‘‘shooting the chute,” 
every show on the Midway was losing 
money down to the first of this month. 
There are twice as many as there should 
be. The support of an exposition neces- 
sarily comes chiefly from a region with- 
in a 200 mile circuit, and to the south- 
ern farmer this year a silver quarter 
looks as big as a cart wheel. Otherwise 
the affair is a brilliant success, especial- 
ly the Negro building, the fireworks, 
the electric fountains and the govern- 
ment exhibit. 

As to the south, Isee no cause to 
change my oft expressed opinion that, 
while this central highland will main- 
tain a fair rate of progress for many 
years or even centuries, the south, as a 
whole, can never have a boom in the 
least resembling those of the pew states 
in the northwest. The soil is not here. 
In all the world there is no other con- 
tinuous body of fertile land like that 
which stretches from Pennsylvania to 
middle Kansas and from the Ohio to the 
Saskatchewan. Furthermore, as soon as 
one goes down the slope to where the 
streams run sluggishly and form bayous 
he strikes a region where the white race 
is at an immense disadvantage. Where 
wheat does not grow and grass does not 
form a firm sod the Anglo-Saxon is an 
exotic. All that region will be given up 
to the negroes. In half of it they al- 
ready outuumber the whites four to one,

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GARRISON IS DOUBLED. 


Measures Taken by the Sultan to 
Guard the Dardanelles, 


Intervention of the Great 
Powers Now Probable. 


Number of Persons Killed Outright In Massa- 
cres Estimated at 15,000. 


Lonpon, Nov. 15.—A Times dispatch 
from Constantinople contains the state- 
ment that the Dardanelles garrison has 
been doubled and that a lookout and 
searchlight have been established on the 
summit of Mt. Elias, on the island of 
Tenedos, off the western coast of Asia 
Minor. 

The Chronicle says this morning: We 
are inclined to believe in the imminence 
of the intervention of the six powers and 
America in Turkish affairs. The nearly 
simultaneous movements of all of the 
squadrons of the different countries can 
have no other meaning. Probably Smyrna 
and Salonica will be occupied first. 

A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 
stantinople says that Kutchuk Pasha has 
been repeatedly summoned to the palace 
of the sultan, but he steadily refuses to be 
grand vizier. While the sultan is thus 
unable to form a respectable cabinet, pub- 
lic opinion everywhere openly clamors for 
the proclamation of a constitution. 

A dispatch to the London Daily News 
from Constantinople says that a careful 
estimate makes the total number of per- 
sons killed outrightin the massacres 15,000, 
and itis probable that 80,000 will die of 
starvation during the coming semester. 
It cannot be realized ia Europe how awful 
is the situation. 

A member of the diplomatic corps, the 
correspondent of The Standard continues, 
remarked to me yesterday that wherever 
foreign ambassadors had established con- 
suls, the allegation that the Armenians 
had commenced the disorders has been 
disproved. Much can be done to stop the 
massacres, and it is believed that the sul- 
tan now recognizes that he must do some- 
thing. 

“Official,” According to Turks. 

Official dispatches from the disturbed 
districts published at Constantinople yes- 
terday say that the Armenians in every 
case have been the aggressors, and at- 
tacked the Mussulmans, who were obliged 
to defend themselves against the ferocity 
of the Armenians. At Arabkir, on Oct. 
26 and 27, the official reports add, the Ar- 
menians set fire to a mosque, school and 
bazaar with bombs and massacred a num- 
ber of Mohammedans, The authorities, 
it is claimed, afterward discovered 40 
bombs which the Armenians intended to 
explode in the local barracks and govern- 
ment offices. On Noy. 2, still accord- 
ing to the official announcements, the 
Armenians of Erzingen attacked the 
government offices, barracks and other 
buildings, but were dispersed by the mili- 
tary Over 5000 revyolutionists are said to 
be assembled at Tchoukmerzen and Adana 
prepared to fight the Turkish troops. 

A dispatch to The Times from Constan- 
tinople says that a report is current ofa 
conflict Wednesday evening between the 
Albanian members of the palace guard, 
and the negroes, subjects of the sublimo 
porte in Africa, also members of the per- 
sonal guard of the sultan. The ocorre- 
spondent adds that the details seem un- 
worthy of belief, however. 


The Cabmen’s Strike. 

New York, Noy. 15.—The cab drivers 
employed by the stable of Seaich & Son 
all went on astrike Monday, and yester- 
day all the Liberty Dawn association cab- 
men, and stablemen of the Rising Sun 
association, were ordered to stop work 
and inaugurate a sympathetie strike to 
support the demands of their fellows. 
The cab business of the city is nearly ata 
standstill. The original cause of the 
strike was the employment of non-union 
men at the stables where the trouble 
started. 


Dan Stuart’s Latest. 

Et Paso, Tex., Nov. 15.—Dan Stuart 
last night sent the following telegram to 
Martin Julian, Fitzsimmons’ manager, at 
San Antonio, and Brady, Corbett’s mana- 
ger, now in New York: “Have secured 
battle ground and will give $20,000 for a 
finish contest between Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons, they to take entire purse if I 
fail to bring contest off on date named in 
articles,” 


Tim Healy Out. 

DuB.tn, Nov. 15.—Representatives of the 
Irish parliamentary party yesterday 
adopted a motion to expel Timothy M. 
Healy and Arthur O'Connor from the 
governing committeé of the party. A 
motion looking toward carrying out the 
suggestion favoring the holding of a na- 
tional convention of the representatives of 
the Irish race throughout the world was 
carried. 


Distillers Burned Out. 

Boston, Noy. 15.—Fire in the five-story 
brick building on Congress street, occu- 
pied by the Empire Distilling company, 
yesterday destroyed the building and its 
contents. The total loss will reach $145,- 
000. The fire was caused by the explosion 
ofs vat of alcohol. Four persons were 
more or less seriously injured. 


A Fancy For Confectionery. 

Nasuua, N. H., Nov. 15.—Seven boys 
are locked up at the police station on the 
charges of breaking and entering and the 
larceny of confectionery from Charles 
Holman’s storehouse. Overa half dozen 
breaks have been made at this storehouse 
within the last two weeks. 


Righteous indignation. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., Nov. 15.—The share- 
holders of the Union bank yesterday voted 
to resist the payment of assessments on 
their shares called for by the receiver until 
the directors have surrendered all of their 
property for the benefit of the creditors of 
the bank. 


Gold In Plenty. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 15. — Gold is 
pouring in from abroad, and it is esti- 
mated that by the end of the week £1,500,- 
000 will have arrived. The run on the 
Ottoman bank has completely ceased.

American Proprietor of a Cuban Hotel Wants 
Damages From Spain, 

DANBURY, Conn., Noy. 15.—A claim for 
$200,000 against the Spanish government 
will be filed at the state department In 
Washington by Attorney Walsh of this 
city, who will ask that it be recognized as 
aciaim ofa citizen of the United States. 
It is claimed the case will involve ques- 
tions of international law, and as such 
will be an important one. 

It will be set forth that John Repko, 
the claimant, Italian by birth, but a 
naturalized American citizen, under 
papers granted in New York state, is the 
proprietor of the Roma Grand Continent 
hotel in Habana, one of the largest hotels 
in Cuba. The officers of several Spanish 
regiments, sent there from Spain to quell 
the revolution, made the hotel their head- 
quarters for six months, living in high 
style and contracting large bills, on which 
they paid nothing. 

Repko claims that one night he and his 
family were driven from the hotel, which 
was confiscated on the protest that he 
was a sympathizer with the revolutionists, 
and obliged to seek safety in this country. 
The family are now in New York, while 
Repko is in Tampa, Fla. 

Repko’s claim will be that as he was a 
United States citizen confiscation was un- 
just and a breach of international law. 
He wants the hotel restored to his posses- 
sion, and, being reduced to poverty, claims 
€200,000 damages. 


May Be Accepted, After AIL 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The chiefs of 
the naval bureaus of construction and of 
steam engineering recommend that the 
ram Katahdin be accepted by the govern- 
ment, despite the contract requirement 
that if the vessel failed to develop an aver- 
age speed of 17 knotsan hour during her 
trial trip she should stand rejected. The 
ground for this recommendation is that 
the arbitrary contract requirement was 
not made undera provision of law, but 
at the volition of the secretary of the navy, 
and that, therefore, the secretary {s not 
bound to compel adherence to the letter of 
the contract, but may modify it as he 
pleases,

New York, Nov. 15.—The regatta and 
cup committee of the New York Yacht 
club metin joint session yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of considering the 
charges made by Lord Dunraven against 
the Defender-Valkyrie III contest and to 
get thingsin such shape that the entire 
matter in its every aspect may be laid be- 
fore the next general meeting of the club. 
The genera! feeling of the members seemed 
to be for ousting the Britisher from the 
club. What action the conference had de- 
cided upon those who participated would 
not say. 


A Son’s Awful Discovery. 

LAREDO, Tex., Nov. 15.—Mark O’ Harold, 
who says he is the son of the woman mur- 
dered here Tuesday, has arrived from Fort 
Worth and identified the woman as 
his mother and the child as that of Mrs. 
Fisher of East St. Louis, who is the step- 
daughter of Mrs, Menn, the murdered 
woman. He said Kuntz, alias Schuler, 
was his best friend. Further than this 
nothing has been learned of Kuntz of any 
importance. Mr. Menn, husband of Mrs. 
Menn, died on Sept. 26, 1895. Mrs. Fisher, 
mother of the girl, Clara, has been sent 
for. 


Dundee Fleet Frozen Up. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., Nev. 15.—The steamer 
Aurora returned yesterday from the whale 
fisheries of Davis straits. No blackfish 
were killed, but 720 porpoises were cap- 
tured. The Aurora reports that the Dun- 
dee fleet met with equally poor success in 
fishing, having but th: whales among 
them. The Dundee t hgve probably 
been caught in the ice, and the boats will 
be compelled to remain frozen up all 
winter. 


Young Still at the Head. 

New York, Noy. 18.—Shortly after 7 
o’clock last night the delegates to the an- 
nual fall convention of the National Base- 
ball League concluded their business and 
adjourned until Feb. 24, 1896. The num- 
ber of officers to constitute the national 
board was increased by one. The follow- 
ing were elected: N. EB.

THE NEXT CONGRESS. 


Figuring Already Begun on Coveted 
Ways and Means Chairmanship. 


Payne, Dalzell and Hopkins 
In the Field. 


Possible Appointments Which Mean Ultimate 
House Leadership. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 15.—By a sort of un- 
written law, the chairman of the ways 
and means committee becomes the party 
leader on the floor of the house, and the 
subordinate places on that important 
committee are regarded as about equiv- 
alents to the chairmanships of other com- 
mittees, 

McKinley, Springer and Wilson have 
been, respectively, the chairmen of this 
committee in the last three congresses, 
and it now Yooks as though Sereno Payne 
of Auburn, N. Y., would enjoy that honor 
in the Fifty-fifth congress, so soon to as- 
semble, and any new revenue measure 
would be known as the Payne bill. 

Of the 17 members of the committee, 11 
in the last congress were Democrats and 6 
Republicans—Reed, Burrows, Payne, Dal- 
zell, Hopkins and Gear. Of Reed’s elec- 
tion as speaker of the house there is no 
doubt. Burrows and Gear are likewise off 
the eligible list for this committee chair- 
manship by reason of their election to the 
senate from the states of Michigan and 
Iowa, respectively. 

Three possible chairmen remain— Payne, 
Dalzell and Hopkins—and there is little 
reason to believe that the priority claim of 
Mr. Payne will be ignored. He has been 
for years a close personal friend of Mr. 
Reed, and Dalzell, the next ranking mem- 
ber, has incurred the hostility of Mr. Quay 
during the recent fractional struggle in 
Pennsylvania, where Dalzell was one of 
the leaders of the opposition to the junior 
senator of that state. 

Payne is, moreover, pretty well fitted 
for the responsibilities of house leadership. 
He is 52 years old, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, and has been a mem- 
ber of the Forty-eight, Forty-ninth, Fifty- 
first, Fifty-second and Fifty-third con- 
gresses, and was triumphantly re-elected 
to the Fifty-fourth. 

Bay State Possibilities. 

Some speculation exists as to the possi- 
ble Massachusetts representative on the 
ways and means committee. Joseph H. 
Walker of Worcester will probably prefer 
to take the chairmanship of the commit- 
tee on. banking and currency, of which he 
is the ranking member. Many believe 
that the choice lies between McCall, 
Draper and Barrett. 

The objection might be raised that this 
would be Mr. Barrett’s first term in the 
house, buta similar honor was accorded 
to Moses T. Stevens of North Andover, 
Mass., upon his entry into public life 
Certainly Massachusetts deserves a place 
in a committee of 14 members by reason 
of her large business interests, with which 
this committee deals so closely. 

Of the 11 Democrats on this committee 
in the last house, but four have lived tw 
tell the tale, politically speaking. They 
are McMillan, Turner, Tarsney and 
Wheeler, and it is probable that they will 
retain their places, with possibly one or 
two more Democrats added. 

There will then be room for five or more 
new Republicans on this much coyeteu 
committee, and the appointments now 
made may serve someone as a stepping 
stone to house leadership a few years from 
now, with all that it implies. 


Indians Refused. 

DENISON, Tex., Noy. 15.—In the council 
chamber at Tuskahoma there were pres- 
ent the Chickasaw and Choctaw delega- 
tions to meet Senator Dawes and the other 
commissioners. The question was sub- 
mitted to the Indian delegations whsther 
they would abandon their tribal relations 
and allot their land. They replied: ‘We 
will never allot our lands or trade away 
our national existence.’”’ The Dawes com- 
mission will report their mission a failure, 
and ask congress to intervene. 

A Short Honeymoon. 

Cuicaco, Noy. 15. — Raymond D. 
Pochelu, a theatrical manager, returned 
to his hotel here and was surprised to find 
a note from his wife of five weeks, saying 
she had unceremoniously disappeared.

“A PROGRESSIVE POLICY 


Will Be Adopted by Quincey If Elected 


Mayor of Boston, 


Would Seek Co-operation of 
Business Men. 


Democratic Nomination. 


Boston, Nov. 16.—Josiah Quincy today 
| formally accepted the Democratic nomina- 
| tion for msyor in a letter of considerable 
| length, in which he reviews the scope of 
power and responsibilities incumbent 
upon the mayor of Boston. He states that 
he would not weaken the powers or divide 
the responsibilities of the mayor's office; 
moreover, the mayor should be more than 
the head of the administration depart- 
ment of the city. He should promote the 
| commercial development of Boston and 
its industrial development as a center of 
manufacturing and mercantile trades 

He deals with the increased importance 
ofthe impending first biennial election 
and declares that whatever advantages 
there may be from an administrative 
standpoint in lengthening the term, they 
will be more than neutralized if the result 
isto weaken the interest of the citizens 
generally in municipal affairs and their 
sense of participation in them. Our city 
government, whether in its executive or 
legislative branches, cannot in the long 
run be better than the citizens of Boston 
make ft. 

No concentration of power and responsi- 
bility in the hands of a single official oan 
take the place of public spirit. Good 
municipal government cannot be pur- 
chased by the citizens at so cheap a price 

as that of going to the polls once in two 
years to vote for a mayor. 

Policy Outlined. 

In his declaration of policy, he says that 
ifelected he will endeavor to secure co- 
operation by inviting the important busi- 
ness orgs ations of the city to choose a 
joint representative committee, whose ad- 
vice and cou ] shall be available to the 
mayor, and through him to the city coun- 
cil, the legislature and the public, on 
busi ness qt ms generally, and espe- 
cially those relating to commerce, trans- 
P wrtati on, manufactures and taxation. 

“Tam opposed to incurring any further 
loans outside of the debt limit for under- 
takings not self-supporting. My inclina- 
tions are decidedly in favor of imposing a 
constitutional limitation upon municipal 
indebtedness in this state.”’ 

He analyzes the administration of vari- 
departments, and emphasizes 
needs of ref on many lines, reforms 
which rest upon the mayor, and his ocon- 
cluding promise is that, ifglected, he will 
heartily support the movement to secure 
larger appropriations for Boston harbor 
from the federal government.

Mr. Hammond's Chances Re-

Three reasons are given for this; namely, 
dissatisfaction on the part of the Demo- 
crats, that Ward Four would like to see a 
Mayor from that ward, and that Ham- 
mond is very popular with all. 

If he can carry Ward Four he wil) do 
more than any Republican candidate has 
been able to do, and wonld goa great way 
towards electing him. 

Ward One, although a Republican ward, 
will probably not give him a majority, and 
it is very doubtful if he can get a majority 
in Wards Two, Three or Six. 

Ward Five is sure to give a Republican 
majority, and this with the aid of Ward 
Four is looked upon as being sufficient to 
offset any Democratic majority that there 
may be in any of the other wards, which 
is generally admitted is small. 

Mr. Hammond owes his success in se- 
curing a majority of the delegates to the 
work done by the young men of the city, 
who during the past few weeks have 
worked early and late in his behalf. They 
certainly have been successful in what 
they undertook thus far, and if Mr. Ham- 
mond receives the nomination and they 
continue their faithful work with as much 
zeal as in the past, they can land Mr. 
Hammond at City Hall.

We have not dared to go to the quar- 
ters of the city where the Turks are too 
numerous. It might be said of the tithes 
of Christians who have been victims thus 
far, and I have not had the opportunity of 
investigating more than one-tenth of the 
cases, I have yet to hear of a single dead 
Turk in this struggle. This, I think, dis- 
proves the charge of the aggressions 
brought up against the Armenians.

With the coming of win- 
ter the misery in store for the remaining 
Armenians will be terrible. 

The correspondent quoted, who was 
staying at the American mission, says 
that he has heard testimony in various 
quarters that the government ordered the 
massacre, which was to be executed ac- 
cording to preconcerted signals. As a 


proof of the suddenness, he says that an | 


American missionary named Chambers 
had just gone to the postoffice in order to 
telegraph to Bitlis that everything was 
quiet, and before he got back to the mis- 
sion the firing had begun in deadly earn- 
est. Bullets were whizzing close by him 

Mr. Chambers told the correspondent 
that Shakir Pasha had promised, in the 
event of riots, to place soldiers at each 
end of the street in the locality of the for- 
eign consulates and of the American mis- 
sion, and, whether for this reason or be- 
cause they feared a warm reception, the 
rioters avoided this part of the city. All 
the looting, it was claimed, was done by 
regulars soldiers at the command of the 
officers. Many women hung around the 
soldiers for the purpose of carrying off the 
plunder. 

Mr. Chambers attended to the wounded 
refugees, and during the night the mission 
house was as crowded and as foul smell- 
ing as a menagerie or an opiam den. 

The English consul saw Shakir Pasha, 
who said he was angry when he heard that 
the soldiers had been looting the residences 
and shops of the Armenians. He declared 
that the valiand Raouff Pasha had been 
compelled to go out to beat their own 
soldiers before they could stem the torrent 
and prevent further outrages. 

The correspondent gives numerous and 
detailed stories from Armenians and 
others amply confirming the previous ac- 
count of the butcheries and horrors. The 
correspondent says that 3000 soldiers were 
ordered out, but that Shakir Pasha was 
powerless to control them. 

A Tottering Empire. 

The Vienna correspondent of The Daily 
News says that a Constantinople dispatch 
received there reports that the ambassa- 
dors will today give notice to the sultan 
of the intention to arrange for a joint 
naval demonstration. 

A dispatch to The Times from Constan- 
tinople says the intermediary who per- 
suaded the sultan to grant the moratorium 
Was aman named Izzet. The sultan had 
never heard of a moratorium, but the 
Turkish mind takes kin to any pro- 
gram providing for a postponement of the 
payment of debts, and the plan was ac- 
cepted without loss of time. It was Izzet 
who denounced Kiamil Pasha, and he 
will probably be appointed first chamber- 
lain of the palace. 

Several palace officials will probably be 
dismissed in the near future. Among 
them are the first and second chamber- 
lains of the palace. These officials were 
among the few respectable men connected 
with the household of the sultan. Both 
are reputed to have been fond of money, 
but neither official had the ravenous appe- 
tite and easy moral digestion of Izzet. 

The ministers were in session almost 
the entire day Thursday, the sultan 
awakening to the serious nature of the 
position which he occupies at the present 
time, but he isso impressionable that all 
that would be required would be for some 
palace spy to divulge some imaginary plot 
and turn all his majesty’s thoughts into 
enother channel. 


Armenians, as Usual. 

JONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 16.—Official dis- 
patches received here contain additional 
accounts of Armenian lawlessness. It is 
reported that the Armenians have at- 
tacked the villages of Forsakh, Bitchli 
and Bechansis, near Zeitoun, firing 57 
housesin all. They also burned the vil- 
lage of Kurbel, and one Mohammedan 
was burnedalive. Eighteen Mussulmans 
of both sexes were killed and 15 wounded 
by the rioters at Tchoukourhissar. The 
town of Tchoukourhissar was totally de- 
stroyed by the rioters. Several Mussul- 
man villages have -been sacked in the 
Azirlon and Tchokmerzemenk districts. 
The sultan has sent fresh peremptory in- 
structions to the valis of the different dis- 
tricte where the disorders have occurred, 
as well as to the military commanders, 
telling them that they must promptly re- 
store order by the just and equitable treat- 
ment of both Christians and Mohamme- 
dans. 


Fleeing From Turks. 

ObEssA, Noy. 16.—Nearly every steamer 
from the ports of Asiatiz Turkey has on 
board large numbers of destitute Arme- 
bians, who have fled from the scenes of 
the massacres. Crowds of refugees are 
also crossing the frontier into Russia,

President Collier and 
Mayor King, on behalf of the exposition 
and city, made excellent talks, after 
which President Guild introduced Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, who delivered an address 
on behalf of the state. Governor-elect 
Bradley of Kentucky made a short and 
stirring speech. Governor Greenhalge 
saidin part: ‘Your cordial greeting is a 
most inspiring prelude of the performance 
of a delightful duty. I came here charged 
with a message as lofty and loving, as full 
of affection and respect, as the ancient 
commonwealth of Massachusetts can send, 
or the imperial state of Georgia can re- 
ceive.” 

interesting Developments Expected. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16.—It is reported 
that there is on board the Norwegian fruit 
steamship Leon, which will reach this 
port today, a delegation of officers of the 
Cuban republic. There is no law by 
which the customs authorities can prevent 
the landing of the officers from the Cuban 
republic at this port, as the allegation of 
the purpose of their mission, that is to se- 
cure arms and recruits to aid in the re- 
bellion, is based only on surmise. It is 
stated that Captain Svanoe, commanding 
this ship, upon his arrival here, will be 
arrested by the officers of the revenue 
marine on the charge of having violated 
the neutrality laws in landing, about 
three trips ago, on the south coast of 
Cuba, a filibustering expedition.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 16.—The question

The 
Belgian law knows no such offense as an 
attempt to break into and rob a postoffice.

tion treaty. 


An Improbable Yarn. 

City OF MEXICO, Nov. 16.—A prominent 
Spaniard here, who is in touch with the 
Spanish government, says that before 
Spain will concede Cuban independence 
or permit the island to come under a 
United States protectorate or rule, she 
will throw Cuba into the hands of Eng- 
land, conceding to England ostensible 
possession for a number of years until 
England collects the sum of money which 
is due her from Spain for advances made 
to Spain to carry on the war with Cuba.

of rheumatism under my left shoulder, 
which defied liniments and plasters, 
sent me to the Hot Springs, seven miles 
north of Boonopolis, southern Califor- 
nia. 

To reach the Hot Springs the traveler 
crosses five miles of desert country, 
where the cactus figurishes like the 
green bay tree, and the coyote shrills 
at night his peculiar lay. Then he 
climbs ‘‘the grade,’’ a rise of 1,000 feet 
in two miles. This part of the way is 
over a mountain road which skirts pre- 
cipices and winds in and out among 
canyons in a way that makes timid peo- 
ple dizzy. 

One beautiful winter afternoon Dea- 
con Hardwicke started for the hotel. 
That morning he had procured at Boon- 
opolis a livery team and a driver, and 
had been taken to different points about 
the valley, looking at lands which were 
offered for sale. Having completed his 
inspection, he was driven to the foot of 
the grade, and there he dismissed the 
team. 

He had in his hands a little black 
leather wallet containing deeds, and, 
as he walked along in his slow and dig- 
nified fashion, his eyes bent on the 
ground, he looked like a gentleman of 
leisure, perhaps a wealthy eastern tour- 
ist out for an airing.

The deacon halted and shook his fist 
atthe man. What he said is not mate- 
rial to this recital. Then he turned and 
ran down the grade. 

The highwayman fired twice, and the 
deacon afterward stated that the balls 
whistled by in close proximity to his 
head. The shots flustered him. He 
stumbled, tripped and fell He bruised 
his shins and tore the skin from his 
wrists. The wallet flew from his hand, 
and he lay in the road, howling with 
rage and pain. 

The marauder advanced leisurely and 
picked up the wallet. Just then the 
stage, which was a trifle late, as usual, 
rolled slowly around the turn in the 
road. 

The deacon’s assailant leaped down 
the steep bank of the canyon and rolled 
headlong among the chaparral. 

The remarks of the passengers on the 
stage, which picked him up and brought 
him to the hotel, did not tend to make 
him better natured.

LonpoN, Nov. 16.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg announces that the czarina 
was safely delivered of a daughter at 9 
o'clock last evening. 


CZARINA OF RUSSIA. 


Court physicians in attendance at the 
accouchement of the czarina report the 
child to be a handsome girl, and they add 
that the mother is rapidly recovering. 
Services connected with the birth of the 
infant were held in accordance with the 
rites of the Orthodox Greek church. ‘The 
baby has been named Olga. 

The crerine— Arad Feodorovna at 
her betrothal to Nicholas of Russia, Oct. 
21-Nov. 2, 1894—was born, at Darmstadt, 
Princess Alix Victoria Helen Louise Bea- 
trice of Hesse-bei-Rhein, June 6, 1872. 
The reigning Grand Duke of Hesse, Ernest 
Louis Karl Albert Wilhelm, born at 
Darmstadt in 1868, is her brother. Their 
parents were Louis IV and Alice, Princess 
of Great Britain and Ireland. Both are 
dead. Princess Alice was the most be- 
loved of the daughters of Queen Victoria; 
Princess Alix has her firmness of char- 
acter. 

She met Nicholas at the wedding of her 
sister, Elizabeth, to the Grand Duke 
Serge, in 1834. Princess Alix was 12 years 
old, and Nicholas 16. The children fell in 
love, but the czar and the anti-German 
faction at the court were opposed to an 
alliance which threatened tie intruding 
of German influence into Russian diplo- 
macy, and the czarewitch’s affection was 
diverted for some years. 

Princess Alix made a visit to the Rus- 
sian court with her father when she was 
18 years old. The czarewitch renewed his 
wooing, but Princess Alix was then zeal- 
ously attentive to her duties as a Luth- 
eran, and the national exaction that she 
should become a member of the Orthodox 
church at her betrothal to the czarewitch 
alarmed her. She would not listen to the 
ezarewitch. He saw the world with the 
eyes of his father. He had the latter's 
contempt for other nations. But when he 
went to Coburg he said to his parents, so 
the court chronicler says: “I am deter- 
mined at last to have an answer from her 
own mouth.” 

Loyal te Her Faith. 

Princess Alix learned of this resolution 
from her brother-in-law. ‘Do you love 
him?” he asked. She said, “Yes.’”’ The 
death of the czar hastened the marriage 
which skeptics said could never occur, be- 
cause the court was opposed to it because 
Princess Alix would not abjure her faith, 
and because a Russian crown was not a 
tempting promise toa German princess. 
Then, Princess Alix was in delicate 
health. She often went into seclusion 
under the care of physicians who were ex- 
pertain nervous troubles, and there were 
rumors that the dread of nihilists affected 
her intensely. 

Princess Alix, renamed Alexandra Feo- 
dorovna, in accordance with the Russian 
law, was married to the Czar Nicholas II 
Noy. 26, 1894. The @ay was cloudy and 
cheerless. Troops barred all the avenues 
to the winter palace at an early hour; the 
King of Denmark, the King of the Hel- 
lenes, the Prince of Wales, the grand 
dukes of Russia, diplomats and high offi- 
cials of all nations were at the sumptuous 
ceremony; the Archpriest Janyscheff, 
chaplain to Alexander, gave the benedic- 
tion. 

Gossip has made little of Princess Alix’s 
life since her marriage. In political cir- 
cles it was rumored for a time that the 
ezar was under German influence, the 
kaiser having always had authority over 
Princess Alix; later it was rumored that 
the czar was under the influence of Eng- 
land, through friendship for the Duke of 
York, whom he resembles, and that this 
influence was not agreeable to Princess 
Alix. 

But the most plausible of all the ru- 
mors that connected the czarina’s name 
with affairs of state was the one provoked 
by M. de Blowitz’s interview with Count 
Lobanoff, printed in the London Times. 
Count Lobanoff said that the czar was too 
gravely preoccupied by his wife's condi- 
tion and too apprehensive about the birth 
of an heir to think of a war. 


Gross Carelessness. j 
DETROIT, Nov. 16.—At the opening of 
the grand jury's investigation into The 
Journal building explosion yesterday, 
strong evidence was adduced tending to 
show that Engineer Thompson left his 
boilers often to be watched by inex- 
perienced persons, and that the steam 
pressure and height of water were at times 
illy looked after. 


In Captain’s Quarters. 

New York, Nov. 16.—The Duke and 
Duchess of Marlborough will occupy the 
captain’s apartments on the Fulda, 
which sailed today for Gibraltar and 
Genoa. These apartments consist of two 
rooms on the starboard side of the main 
or saloon deck, just forward of the boilers 
and abaft the forward first cabin saloon. 


But Four Bids. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The bids for the 

roposed new battleships to be built will 
Se opened on the 80th inst. It is expected 
that there will be only four bids, which 
will be submitted by the Bath (Me.) iron 
works, the Union iron works of San Fran- 
cisco, the Newport News Shipbuilding 
company and the Cramps. 


WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Shows @ Dumpish Feeling In the General 
Business World. 

New York, Nov. 16.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review says: The scare about 
gold exports had no real significance, and 
although $2,500,000 more will go out to- 
day, the stock market has been recovering. 

The government monthly crop report 
has caused, as usual, rather more upcer- 
tainty as to its interpretation than pre- 
viously existed as to crops. The cotton 
statement, lacking account of acreage on 
which it is based was of only speculative 
value, and the mere rumor that Mr. Neill 
had reduced his estimate of the crop a0c- 
tually weighed more than the official esti- 
mate. 

The demand for products of iron and 
steel falls off. Prices are sinking, having 
declined 2.7 per cent for the week and 6.4 
per cent from the highest point. 

Shipments of boots and shoes are 58,818 
cases for the week, against 72,452 last year. 
Because buyers expect lower prices, many 
of the works have closed, and man- 
ufacturers are offering considerable reduc- 
tions. 

The woolen manufacture has to meet 
this year with two difficulties, the remark- 
able demand for clay worsteds, which has 
encouraged an advance of 10 per cent in 
price, and the heavy imports of woolen 
goods. But sales of wool continue large, 
in spite of the fact that part of the works 
are closed or working only part force. 


Business Looking Up. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 16.—The monthly 
statement of imports and exports issued 
by the bureau of statistics shows the total 
amount of domestic merchandise exported 
during October was $85,092,383, as against 
$52,482,422 during October of last year. 
The imports of dutiable merchandise dur- 
ing October aggregated $87,306,720, as com- 
pared with $29,404,818 during the same 
month in 1894. The exports of gold dur- 
ing October amounted to $1,873,897, and 
the imports $1,787,776. Silver was ex- 
ported to the amount of $4,504,447, while 
the imports aggregated $1,825,127. 


Dividing Mission Funds. 

DENVER, Nov. 16.—The missionary com- 
mittee of the Methodist church devoted 
yesterday apportioning the $1,000,000 ap- 
propriated for missions. Most of the ap- 
propriations are 7 per cent less than those 
of last year, but the appropriations for 
Nebraska and Wyoming were increased 
on account of the difficulties with which 
the churches had to contend last year, 
owing to the drought. 


Across the Continent In Four Days. 

NEw York, Noy. 16.—Beginning to- 
morrow night, the Northwestern railroad, 
in connection with the Union Pacific and 
its western connections, will send a train 
from Chicago through to San Francisco in 
three days. This, in connection with the 
fast trains from New York, makes the 
run from New York to San Francisco 
four days, as against a run of 10 days 10 
years ago. 


The Union Bank Scandal. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., Nov. 16.—Harvey, 
Green, Donnelly and Thurbern, the Union 
bank directors, were yesterday committed 
for trial. Eight charges were found 
against them for publishing false and 
fraudulent annual statements of the 
bank, and declaring dividends to the 
shareholders when uo profits were earned. 


Irwin's Find. 

New York, Nov. 16.—Manager Irwin of 
the New York Baseball club has signed 
James B. Seymour, a pitcher, of Albany. 
Seymour is 18 years old, 6 feet tall and 
weighs about 170 pounds. He is left- 
handed. Seymour’s record last year shows 
that in all games played his average of 
strike-outs was 16 men a game. 


Ina New Field. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 16.—Rey. B. F. L. 
Whitman, formerly president of Colby 
university, Maine, was inaugurated last 
night as president of the Columbian uni- 
versity. The subject of Rev. Mr. Whit- 
man’s inaugural was “The Mission of 
Culture.” 


Robbed the County. 

IkonTON, O., Nov. 16.—Ex-Secretary M. 
G. Clay of Lawrence county was yester- 
day sentenced to five years’ imprisonment 
in the Ohio penitentiary and to pay a fine 
of $11,000, he having pleaded guilty to em- 
bezzlement of the county’s funds. 


Rum and Jealousy. 

CINCINNATI, Nov. 16.—John Koch, while 
drunk and jealous, shot his wife and then 
himself. Both are in a dangerous condi- 
tion.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Lesson For the Week Beginning Nov. 17. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topric.—Rejecting Christ—the consequences. 

—Math. x, 11-15, 82, 88. 

When we consider who Christ is and 
what He is it seems almost incredible 
that any one would reject Him. Christ 
came into the world not to condemn the 
world, but to save the world. He 1s 
man’s best friend, and yet in our igno- 
rance, our arrogance and our selfishness 
we sometimes deny and reject our best 
friends. But if we do, sooner or later we 
discover our mistake and suffer in con- 
sequence of it. This is true particularly 
in the rejection of Christ, for awful con- 
sequences follow the rejection,of Christ 
in this life, but especially in the life to 
come. % 

If we reject Christ, we receive as 4 
consequence suffering in the life to 
come. To His disciples Christ said it 
would be more tolerable in the day of 
judgment for Sodom and Gomorrah 
than for those who would reject Him. 
We know the awful judgments that 
came upon Sodom and Gomorrah for 
their sins, and if it is to be less toler- 
able in the day of judgment for one who 
rejects Christ than for them the judg- 
ments laid up for the Christless must 
be awful to contemplate, and still more 
awful to experience. The doctrine of 
future punishment for sin may be an 
unpleasant one, but there is no question 
but what the Bible teaches it, and, more 
than that, the severest punishment shall 
come to those who have had the oppor- 
tunity of aceepting Christ and yet have 
denied and rejected Him. 

If we deny Christ, we also suffer in 
consequence the loss of heaven and all 
its eternal joys. If we deny Him here, 
He cannot but deny us in the day of 
judgment, and that means that the eter- 
nal joys of heaven are forever lost to 
us, for it is the all powerful name of 
Christ alone that will cause the gate of 
heaven to open to us. We not only 
suffer by what we gain as a consequence 
of rejecting Christ, but also by what we 
lose. 

How truly terrible are these conse- 
quences of rejecting Christ we cannot 
fully realize in this life. We are in- 
clined at times to underrate them. If 
we had ever tasted for a single moment 
of the joys of heaven, or if we had ever 
listened to the groan of anguish from a 
lost soul in perdition, we might realize 
it. And yet God has revealed enough to 
us to warn us against the great danger 
of rejecting Christ. Nor can we even 
neglect Christ, for if we simply neglect 
so great salvation we cannot escape.

The latest adition of ‘‘The Gospel In 
Many Tongues’’ gives a single verse 
(John iii, 16), printed in the 320 lan- 
guages which the Bible society embraces 
in its issues, and itshould be noted that 
from their number versions no longer 
in circulation have been carefully ex- 
cluded. It is impossible to look without 
emotion on so striking an illustration of 
worldwide devotion and self sacrfiice. 
How meager even the greatest linguistic 
gifts are found to be before this gallery 
of alphabets, so diversified that the 
same verse occupies in some cases an 
entire page, in others two or three lines 
only, while the words which it com- 
prises vary from the terrific agglutina- 
tion of the Iroquois to the monosyllabic 
brevity of the Chinese vernacular. 

How strangely divergent the develop- 
ment which evolved 2,000 separate 
forms from one primeval tongue and 
now tends to revert to its aboriginal 
unity once more! How inscrutable the 
destiny ordained for the sacred books of 
Christianity that they should be trans- 
latable into every known type of human 
speech and should even at times stand 
out as solitary beacons, the sole memo- 
rials of dead tongues and peoples!—

REV, DR. SMITH DEAD, 


Author of “America” Expires Sud- 
denly In a Railway Station, 


He Achieved Fame as a Poet 
and Linguist. 


New England Loses One of Her Oldest and 
Most Revered Sons. 


Boston, Nov. 18.— Rey. Samuel F. 
Smith, D.D., the author of the world- 
famous song, “America,” was stricken 
with heart disease in the New York and 
New England railroad depot Saturday 
afternoon at 4:45 o’clock. He was about 
to go to Readyille, where he was to preach 
yesterday. 

Life ebbed away without any apparent 
agony, and gradually the eyes of ‘‘Amer- 
ica’s’’ writer closed as he lay surrounded 
by strangers, as far as acquaintance goes, 
but all of his death-watchers knew full 
well the ever-sacred and popular song 
penned by his hand.

General A. P. Martin, who had just ar- 
rived at the depot, was one of the first to 
notice Mr. Smith’s condition. He did all 
he could to revive him, while others sum- 
moned an Emergency hospital ambulance 
by Dr. Smith, however, was 
dead when the ambulance arrived at the 
hospital. He had evidently expired within 
five minutes after the attack. He had 
been very for some time, but was 
able to appear out as usual.

A Long and Honorable Career. 

Rey. Samuel Francis Smith, D.D., 
author, poet and linguist, was born Oct. 
21, 1808, at Boston. He attended the Eliot 
school and won the Franklin scholarship 
in 1825. He was graduated from Harvard 
college in 1829, and immediately began 
studying for the ministry at Andover 
Theological seminary, from which insti- 
tution he was graduated in 1832. During 
his course at college he acquired four 
different languages. 

In 1884 he was ordained a minister in 
the Baptist church, and became pastor of 
and professor of languages at Waterville 
academy, now Cotby university, at Water- 
ville, Me. He returned to Boston in 1842 
and edited The Christian Review, a lead- 
ing Baptist organ. Soon after this, how- 
ever, he gave up the editorial chair, and 
was for several years pastor of the First 
Baptist church at Newton. Following 
this he was the editorial secretary of the 
Missionary Union. 

From 1875 to 1850 he visited foreign 
lands in company with his wife. He 
was received everywhere with notable 
tokens of regard. He made a careful tour 
of nearly all the mission fields in the 
world. 

His published volumes have been many 
and his articles for standard reviews with- 
out count. He became proficient in 15 
languages, from which he absorbed the 
sentimental spirit of the best poets, as well 
as prose and literature. He became ac- 
quainted with Lowell Mason, and sup- 
plied the words of many songs and hymns 
for music of that well-known composer. 
As every child knows, the national an- 
them, which made him famous, is by far 
the most popular and best of his produc- 
tions. 

Dr. Smith lived for many years in New- 
ton Centre, where Mrs. Smith, now & 
years of age, survives him.

A CLEVELAND HORROR, 


Motor Car Made an Awful Plunge 
Into a River, 


Fifteen Dead Bodies Recov- 
ered Thus Far. 


Four More Victims Believed to Be Pinned 
Beneath the Wreck. 


CLEVELAND, Noy. 18.—The people of 
this city stood appalled yesterday, when 
they realized the full horror of the terri- 
accident which occurred Saturday 
evening on the big central viaduct and the 
story of how a motor-car, loaded with men, 
women and children, had plunged through 
the open draw, straight down 100 feet into 
the river, was told over and over again. 

Thousands of people remained by the 
river bank all last night, and thousands 
more were there early this morning. 
Great crowds stood on the bridge above 
the wrecked car and about the place 
where the wreckage is buried in the river, 
eagerly discussing every detail of the acci- 
dent. 

The scenes about the river while the 
work of rescue was being prosecuted were 
patheticin the extreme. The thousands 
of people who had assembled waited with 
bated breath for the discovery of bodies. 
It was a sad crowd, and, out of respect for 
the unfortunate dead, but very little noise 
was made; occasionally the wild scream 
of some frantic woman, who believed 
some one dear to her was among the un- 
fortunate ones, would echo over the flats, 
only to be taken up at a distance by some 
other woman, whose heart was breaking 
over her loss, 

The bodies, when recovered, were passed 
from the tireboat to the willing hands on 
shore, an was made and the bodies 
passed along. Every few feet some woman 
would step out from the crowd, peer into 
the face of a body as it passed, and “It’s 
not him, thank God!” she would say, and 

So the Sad Procession Moved On, 

The number of victims thus far is 15. 
All of the dead have been identifled, but 
four persons, who were supposed to have 
been on the ill-fated car as it made the 
awful plunge, are still missing, and there 
seems to be no doubt that their bodies 
will be taken from the bottom of the 
river when the heavy iron trucks of the 
wrecked motor are raised.

England Shows an Inclination to Be Lenient

Lonpon, Noy. 18.—A dispatch from 
Constantinople states that later advices 
received there from Alexandretta, north- 
ern Syria, confirm the accounts of a mas- 
sacre of Christians in that town in the 
presence of 800 Turkish soldiers, who did 
not render any assistance in the suppres- 
sion of the disorders. 

Armenians and Mussulmans accuse each 
other of burning the villages. 

The sultan has prohibited the entry into 
Turkey of all papers containing the pub- 
lished account of Lord Salisbury’s speech 
at the lord mayor's dinner in London. 

A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 
stantinople says that French official re- 
ports insist that there are at least 5000 vic- 
tims as a result of the three-day massacre 
at Sivas, but this seems incredible. It is 
noteworthy that the wave of Turkish vio- 
Jlence is now sweeping westward. The 
idea prevails that when the inhabitants of 
the Zeitoun district haye been wiped out 
the massacres will temporarily ce: leav- 
ing winter and famine to complete the 
extermination of the Armenians.

HOLDEN IS STILL FREE. 


Hot Reception Awaits Him if He 
Again Visits Lowell, 


Had Mania of “Jack the Rip- 
per” Order. 


Miss Heslin Is Still Lingering Between Lite 
and Death. 


LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 19—From what 
the police here have learned of the career 
of Henry Holden, since his murderous as- 
sault upon Miss Sadie T. Heslin last Mon- 
day, he seems to be gifted with all the 
brutal instincts accredited to London’s 
famous “Jack the Ripper.” 

In one instance they have found that 
the head of a household and the father of 
a large family was obliged to remain up 
all night armed with a loaded revolver 
anda winchester rifle to help to prevent 
Holden from forcibly effecting an entrance 
into the house. 

Holden was enamored of a young 
woman employed by the family, but she 
rejected his advances. Thereupon he 
armed himself with an ax and a huge 
carving knife and swore he would cut her 
in pieces. Only for the courage of her em- 
ployer he might have executed his threats. 
Later she was spirited out of that section 
of the country, and her would-be assail- 
ant 

Disappeared For a Time. 

When he reappeared he paid his atten- 
tions to a respectable young woman resid- 
ing in the central portion of the city, and, 
in order to win her favor, declared that he 
intended to become a Catholic, of which 
religious denomination she is a member. 

For a time she was disposed to receive 
his advances, until she learned of his es- 
capades with other women. ‘Then she re- 
jected him and went to his boarding- 
house to get a picture of herself which she 
had given him in their earlier acquaint- 
anceship. He tore it in pieces, flung it in 
her face, and then tore his prayer book 
and a string of beads which she had given 
him into fragments. Then he swore a 
frightful oath and declared that he would

at the first opportunity which he deemed 
safe. 

The girl fled screaming from the house, 
and her friends tried to have Holden ar- 
rested, but when search was made for him 
it was found that he had again disap- 
peared. 

Twice after that heis known to have 
threatened young women who preferred 
honor to his attentions, and then in an 
unfortunate hour Miss Heslin was intro- 
duced to him. 

She never encouraged the attentions 
which he showed her from the first, and 
the result isthat she lies in a plain white 
cot in St. John’s hospital, hovering be- 
tween life and death. 

The bullets which Holden fired into her 
body have not yet been extracted, owing 
to her weak condition. Holden, with the 
remarkable luck that has ever attended 
his crimes against women, has so far suc- 
cessfully eluded capture. 

In the present excited condition of the 
people it is probable that he would be 
promptly lynched if caught, 


SITUATION IN KOREA 


As Observed by an American Missionary In 
That Disturbed Country. 

PoRTLAND, Me., Nov. 19.—The follow- 
ing letter, dated Oct. 25, was received here 
yesterday from Miss A. M. Soule of this 
city, who is a missionary at Seoul, Korea, 
and explains the situation In that country 
since its subjugation by Japan: 

“Tt is dreadful here, and has been so for 
the past two weeks. We feel safe on the 
streets in the day time, but do not go out 
nights. The palace was taken by the 
Japanese and the king is a prisoner in his 
own house. His father is the one who has 
made the trouble. The queen was killed, 
rolled up in a mat and burned. The 
Japanese will not tell it, but it is true. 
They killed four of the higher women, to 
be sure that they got the queen. From 10 
to 18 officials were killed. 

“The king does not dare to eat anything 
but what is brought in a locked box from 
the foreigners. The prince lives with one 
of the missionaries, Mr. Underwood. 
They are hoping to get him off to Amer- 
ica. His grandfather is trying to kill him, 
but does not dare to enter the American 
house. 

“We are waiting, expecting any time to 
be called into the American legation for 
protection. We fear Russia will step in 
and take the whole | country, and, if so, it 
will go hard for us.’

LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 19.—Seven Prot- 
estant churches of this city have entered 
protests against paying. taxes levied on 
their parsonages, and the First Congre- 
gational chureh has demanded a hearing. 
The churches in question claim that a 
total of $254,550 worth of plrochial resi- 
dence property of Cathollv churches has 
been exempted from taxation by the asses- 
sors, It is expected that all the churches 
will unite to emphasize their protests.

RUSSIA HOLDS ALOOF, 


Will Act Indepe ee ntly In Dealing 
With the Turkish Question, 


Mobilization of Troops Con- 
templated by Sultan. 


Turks Again Deny Responsibility For the 
Recent Outrages. 


Lonpon, Noy. 19.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Rome says that it is officially 
declared there that Russia has declined 
Austria’s proposals regarding the settle- 
ment of the Turkish question, and will 
take independent action in the matter. 

A dispatch to The Chronicle from Rome 
says that the information has reached its 
correspondent to the effect that when the 
combined fleets of the powers have as- 
sembledin the Turkish waters an ulti- 
matum will be sent to the sublime porte, 
and that only a short time will be allowed 
in which to make a reply. 

A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 
stantinople says that the sultan yesterday 
called the ministers to devise plans for 
mobilizing 500,000 troops. It being hinted 
that the treasury was empty, the 
Aultan Flew Into a Passion, 
and as a result, several ministers tendered 
their resignations, which were not ac- 
cepted. 

A dispatch from Vienna to The Standard 
says that the sultan is now negotiating for 
the purpose of granting the Turkish to- 
bacco monopoly to a company, giving an 
extended concession in exchange for tho 
loan of £1,000,000. The sultan, according 
to the Vienna correspondent of The Stand- 

ard, also talk of asking the powers to as- 
sist in raising a loan for military expenses, 
hoping thereby to suppress prevailing dis- 
orders. 

Customary Denials. 

The Turkish government yesterday 
issued a notice officially «Joying in the 
most positive terms that four Jesuits have 
been killed or that the Protestant mission- 
aries have been maltreated at Malatiah.

among the White mountains during the 
past season I have not detailed. It is so 
grotesque, 80 ridiculous, that many to 
whom cycling came naturally may be 
entertained and others to whom it comes 
hard may be induced to persevere by 
reading of it. 

In the neighborhood where I was 
there are scarcely two square feet of soil 
on the same level. When I went there, 
I had taken some lessons in an academy 
in town, enabling me to make the cir- 
cuit of the hall several times in succes- 
sion. The place was most unpromising 
for a novice and I had taken an old 
heavy decrepit wheel there conscious 
that I should have rongh work and that 
it might serve me, an inapt neophyte, 
nearly as well as a better machine, 

Mounting with assistance the crazy 
bicycle I could not move the pedals a 
whit. The uneven surfacé held the 
wheel fast. I could scarcely believe that 
[ had propelled it, a few weeks preyi- 
ous, On a smooth floor which, I perceiy- 
ed, was altogether different. Then I was 
pushed along and held up, as at the very 
beginning. Almost as soon as the hold 
was released over I went, and the ma- 
chine on top of me. The attempt was 
made repeatedly, with the same result. 
To have seen my awkwardness, my in- 
adaptibility, one would have sworn that 
I had never laid eyes, much less put 
body, on a wheel. I began to doubt that 
I had ever taken a lesson. My actually 
going round alone in a hall must have 
been a dream. I tried and tried and 
tried in the country. I tumbled and 
tumbled and tumbled. I could only go, 
like a dumb watch, when I was carried. 
But I deterinined to persevere so long 
as the bicycle and myself should hold 
together—longer, indeed. If the bicycle 
should break, I would get it mended. If 
my bones should be fractured, I would 
have them set and continue my clumsy 
practice. Nothing save the dislocation 
of my neck should interfere with my 
obstinate purpose. 

After some days of uninterrupted 
failure I resolved to depend wholly on 
myself. I was inexpressibly chagrined 
and mortified at my slow progress. I 
called myself an ass, a dolt, a double 
distilled idiot. I firmly believed myself 
to be the one American out of the 65,- 
000,000 or more of the republic’s popn- 
lation that could not learn to ride. Lib- 
eral allowance should have been made, 
I suppose, for the hilly, rough, sandy, 
unequal soil and the fact that I was a 
simple tyro wholly apart from the cir- 
cumstance that cycling was plainly not 
my vocation. I grew morbid, disorder- 
ed, monomaniacal. I saw the world 
throngh the spokes of the wheel. I re- 
garded the springs of human action as 
closely connected with the handle bars. 

If I had ever been vain, hopeful, ego- 
tistic, confident, I was no longer so. I 
was reduced, I fancied, to the lowest 
terms of abject self depreciation. I 
thoughtt, breathed, throbbed, talked bi- 
cycle. The bicycle pursued, worried, tor- 
tured me. I lost my appetite, my ca- 
pacity for sleep, never particularly good. 
Iran down in flesh below what I had 
weighed for 20 years. Still my physical 
health, which has never been affected, 
was excellent, whatever might be said 
of my mental health. My wrath at my- 
self declined by degrees. I began to be 
satirical, sarcastic, at my Own expense. 
I perpetrated a hundred mordant jokes 
an hour on my blundering, nonbicycling 
self. But, as the person satirized did 
not seem to mind it, I speedily gave it 
up. 

The old machine played various tricks 
on me. It was very malicious too. It 
took advantage of my lack of skill and 
experience. The chain would slip off, 
the tire would slip off, likewise; the 
handles would get twisted; the pedals 
would get bent by sharp collisions with 
the earth. I was thrown in every variety 
of manner—forward, backward, side- 
wise. One time, the handle bars would 
strike me; at another, the pedals; at 
another, the forward wheel. I would 
fall, sometimes, every minute or two. I 
was bruised (not really burt) from hip 
to heel. My legs and thighs were cover- 
ed with yellow, blue, purple and black 
spots, as I found on preparing for the 
morning bath. I looked as if I had been 
tattooed by a highly accomplished Poly- 
nesian artist. 

I have discovered that the bicycle, like 
a wild beast or brutal human being, is 
a malignant thing until it has been 
properly tamed. While it worried me, 
tortured me, struck me, bruised me, ap- 
peared to scoff at my annoyance and dis- 
comfiture, it was simply untamed. 
When I can mount it, guide it, control 
it, it is the same machine, but subdued, 
domesticated, made subservient to man’s 
will and pleasure. The general public 
knows the wheel in its tamed aspect. 
The beginner knows it in its savagery. 
You must master it or it will master 
you. Like many other things, material 
and sentient, it is as you choose to make 
it, either good angel or bad devil.

HOLDUP IN 1 MINNESOTA,

Gross Carelessness Somewhere. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 19.—It was definitely 
settled yesterday that one of the safe- 
guards provided by the street railway 
company at the central viaduct draw- 
bridge to prevent accidents has been out 
of order for three weeks, It was a device 
of levers, so arranged that when the safety 
gates atthe approaches to the draw were 
closed, the current would be shut off for a 
distance of 500 feet on each side of the 
river, The wires remained dead until the 
drawbridge was closed and the gates were 
swung back tothe sides of the roadway. 
With the cutoff in working order, a motor- 
mancould not run his car to the river, 
and the absence of power would be an in- 
fallible warning of danger. Why the 
cutoff has been allowed to remain out of 
order is unexplained by the street car 
company as yet. 

Must Wait Awhile. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Admiral Car- 
penter reports to the navy department 
that the Petrel, which has now been two 
years away from home ports in Behring 
seaand onthe Asiatio station, needs ex- 
tensive repairs. Rather than weaken the 
naval force now on the station, the de- 
partment has directed that temporary re- 
pairs be made on the station that will en- 
able the vessel to remain in active service 
for six months longer, when Jt is -hoped 
that she can be relieved and be brought to 
Mare island for an overhauling. 


Landed In Cuba. 

KIncstTon, Jam., Nov. 19.—The steamer 
Horsa, from Philadelphia for Jamaica, 
meta tug and a steamer at sea, which 
took 40 filibusters and contraband of war, 
the filibusters opening the boxes and arm- 
ingthemselves. They unpacked a wheeled 
cannon, and on Novy, 15 sailed without 
lights. When off Santiago the passengers 
and ammunition were transferred. The 
steamer’s name was obliterated. At mid- 
night the filibusters were chased by a gun- 
boat, but the boats and the 40 men suc- 
ceeded in effecting an escape. 


A Far-Reaching Decision. 

ToLEDO, Nov. 19.—The receiver of the 
Columbia National bank of Chicago, 
which failed in 1893, began suit against 
two of the stockholders to recover on 
their stock the assessment of $75 a share, 
levied by the comptroller of the cur- 


rency. The case was a test suit to de- 
termine the liability of all the stock- 
holders. Judge Ricks of the United 


States circuit court holds that the comp- 
troller can make the assessment and that 
it can be recovered by a suit at law. 


A Quiet Opening. 

SPOKANE, Wash., Nov. 19.—The Nez 
Perces Indians’ reservation, Ida., was 
opened at noon yesterday. There was no 
firing of guns or any other signals given. 
No excitement of a serious character has 
been reported. There was no lining up 
for a grand rush, but the people at noon 
were all over the reservation, and work 
was commenced by the establishment of 
corners and laying of foundations, 


Cold-Blooded Murder. 

Wicnita, Kan., Nov. 19.—Henry H. 
Leonard, aged 62 years, was murdered, 
and Mrs. Leonard, his second wife, and 
her son Orville, are under arrest, charged 
with the crime. John Carter yesterday 
found the body of Leonard, horribly man- 
gled and lying in a pool of blood, halt 
covered up ina manure pile back of the 
farmer's barn. 

More About the Texas, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Instead of re- 
lying upon the regular inspection board, 
the navy department will probably ap- 
point a special board to examine the 
battleship Texas, with reference to 
changes proposed to be made in the fa- 
ternal arrangements, especially with ref- 
erence to the damages sustained in the re- 
cent docking.

WALKED INTO A TRAP, 


Counsel Shoemaker Becomes a Pris- 
oner on Perjury Charge. 


Manufactured Evidence in 
Behalf of Holmes. 


Sensational Story From Chicago Stating That 
Pitezel ts Alive. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 19,—The argument 
for a new trial in the case of H. H. Holmes 
was heard yesterday in the criminal court, 
and during its progress the senior counsel 
for the defense became a prisoner at the 
bar. 

William A. Shoemaker, the young at- 
torney, whose first association with the 
case is obscuredin the mystery which en- 
velops its every detail, passed through an 
ordeal yesterday as severeas any his client 
has been called to face, and the crisis 
came when he was held under $1500 bail 
to answer to the serious charge of sub- 
ornation. This means that manufactured 
evidence, tending to prove that Benjamin 
¥. Pitezel, whose murder Holmes was 
convicted two weeks ago, committed sui- 
cide, and that he, Shoemaker, paid a 
woman $20 to sign and swear to this. 

But the commonwealth had supplied 
the woman, although Shoemaker was ig- 
norant of this, and after he had produced 
this ‘‘after-discovered evidence” and read 
it, with great empressement to the court, 
he asked that the argument on the motion 
for a new trial, which had been fixed for 
yesterday, be postponed, to give him and 
his associate counsel, Samuel P. Rotan, 
time to run out this and other clews re- 
cently obtained. 

Then it was that District Attorney 
Graham arose and exposed the plot. His 
declaration came like a thunderbolt, The 
court stared in wide-eyed amazement; the 
spectators turned in their chairs and 
gasped; the accused lawyer sank back in 
his seat, livid and trembling, while his in- 
nocent associate glared at him with un- 
veiled horror; but the prisoner in the dock 
rested his cold blue eyes on the shrinking 
figure of his legal representative and 
smiled with scorn, 

Briefly told, the details of the charge 
are these: The trial for the Pitezel mur- 
der was not two days old when Shoe- 
maker approached a private detective 
named John Schweichler and asked him 
to procure a woman, who lived around 
Twelfth or Thirteenth streets and Callow- 
hill or Vine streets, who would swear to 
certain facts in connection with the find- 
ing of Pitezel’s body at 1316 Callowhill 
street. 


Gave the Snap Away. 

Schweichler assented, but instead of 
straightway getting the woman, he told 
his story to Detective Geyer, who, for the 
commonwealth, brought to light Holmes’ 
murder of the children. Geyer submitted 
it to District Attorney Graham, and a 
most skillful trap was prepared, a trap 
which has brought about the ruin of the 
opposing attorney.

On each bill she marked 
the initials “B. A. H.,” and yesterday she 
exhibited them in court. 

Shoemaker walked into the trap blind- 
fold. When he read the affidavit to the 
court he declared that its contents had 
been dictated to him by the woman. A 
moment afterward irrefutable testimony 
was produced, showing that he had him- 
self made up the affidavit, and dictated it 
to a stenographer before he had even 
asked Schweichler to procure a woman to 
sign it, and that he had not so much as 
read or explained its purport to Mrs, Han- 
nigan. 

Shoemaker had nothing to say. He was 
stunned and shocked beyond measure, but 
said this was not the time for him to talk. 
Rotan, his associate, expressed his con- 
fidence in his colleague's final exonera- 
tion, but he admitted that the evidence of 
his guilt was overwhelming. 

Is Pitezel Alive?

A Very Peculiar One. 
The point at issue is not whether or not 
Mr. Smith was. insane at the time it is 
alleged the postal cards were written, but 
whether he was so at the time he pleaded 
and at the present time.

TWO MEN KILLED 
In a Wreck Caused by Youngsters For the 
Purpose of Robbery. 

Rome, N. Y., Nov. 20.—The deliberate 
wrecking of fast mail train No. 6, east- 
bound, on the New York Central railroad, 
was accomplished about three miles west 
of this city at 4.20 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Allthe spikes and fishplates from 
two opposite rails on the southerly track 
had been removed. The two released rails 
were left in their places on the track. As 
the train comprising four mail cars and 
three sleeping cars came along at the rate 
of about 40 miles an hour, the locomotive 
left the track, bounded over the ties and 
fell sideways into the ditch, 12 feet deep, 
on the south side of the track. 

The first two mail cars shot by the en- 
gine, the first one landing fully 75 feet 
from the point where the engine left the 
track. The second and third mall car: 
came together in V-shape, and the wreck 
of the engine lay in the open space be 
tween them. There were about 50 passen- 
gersinthe three sleepers and not one of 
them was hurt. 

Nathan N. Hager, engineer, and a 
tramp, riding on the platform between 
first and second mail cars, were killed. 
The wounded numbered eight. The tools 
with which the spikes were pulled were 
found on the track after the wreck. 

Three boys have been arrested for wreck- 
ing the train. They are J. W. Hildreth, 
Fred Bristol and Herbert Plato. Hildreth 
has made a confession implicating the 
other two, and one Theodore Hibbard. 

Hildreth said they intended to rob the 
passengers when the wreck occurred, but 
that it belmg more disastrous than they ex 
pected, they became frightened and ran 
away. These boys have also acknow! 
edged that they are the ones who at 
tempted the wreck of a week ago last 
Sunday night. 


When Policemen Can KilL 

New York, Nov. 20.—When Patrick 
Kehoe, a 'longshoreman, was arraigned ip 
Jefferson Market police court on a charge 
of assaulting two policemen, he was an 
example of the deadly work of the night 
stick. In remanding him in $1000 bail fo:

McKenna. 

This committee reported the number of 
delegates present to be 63 as follows: 
Ward One, 12; Ward Two, 12; Ward 
Three, 15; Ward Four, 12; Ward Five, 6; 
Ward Six, 6. 

The temporary organization, was made 
permanent. 


W. G. A. Pattee then addressed the 
convention. He said as citizens of a com- 
munity there are certain duties which we 
owe to ourselves as well as citizens, and 
one of these is to use our best endeavors 
to see that men are placed at our mu- 
nicipal head who are honest, upright 
and capable. He regarded these duties 
as standing above everything.

All caucus and conven‘iov nominations 
by both parties must tlerefure be filed 
before 5 Pp. M. today, and they were nearly 
all in the bands of City Clerk Keith when 
the LEDGER went to press, the only miss 
ing ones being the Ward Three Republican, 
Ward Four Democratic and the Demo- 
cratic convention nominations. 

There will be others, however, Mr. 
Adams will receive a citizens’ nomination 
by nomination papers which are being 
circulated by C. M. Bryant and others, and 
are being largely signed by Republicans. 
The feeling at Wollaston is very bitter 
against the Republican nominee, and it is 
said some of the recognized leaders of the 
party there will make a determined effort 
to carry the ward for Candidate Adams. 

In Ward One there will be a split too, as 
Henry H. Faxon is circulating a paper 
nominating Horace F. Spear, as a citizens’ 
candidate for the Council.

Shall Drake Bros. be Encouraged ? 


The removal of the large boot and shoe 
manufacturing plant of T, A. Whicher & 
Co. from Quincy is a sad blow to the 
business interests of the city and has 
awakened many of our business men to 
the realization that something should be 
done in the way of keeping whatever in- 
dustries we have with us. 

Aside from the granite business, Quincy 
has but few manufactures and with all the 
advantages little has ever been done before 
to encourage firms to establish here. ‘'T. 
A. Whicher & Co. move to Whitman, 
Mass., on the invitation of the Board . of 
Trade of that town, which has offered 
liberal inducements to this firm to come 
there. Several of our leading business 
men have tried to induce Mr. Whicher to 
remain but their efforts were of no avail. 

The death of John E, Drake was another 
blow to the boot and shoe workers of this 
city for in his thirty years of active 
business life he had given work to many 
hundreds of citizens, His long sickness 
preceding his death and the heavy debt 
that he was carrying was the cause of the 
last business troubles that befell him and 
it was unfortunate, coming as it did, for 
in his new factory there-was a very bright 
prospect before him. 

His two sons Frederick E. and Herbert 
T. Drake encouraged now by the sympathy 
and interest taken in them by a few of our 
leading businessmen, are endeavoring to 
again open up the factory and they are 
receiving the well wishes of everybody in 
their efforts. 

The factory is fitted up with the latest 
improved machinery and everything is 
ready to begin operations. Capital is what 
the young men need and the Boston shoe 
merchants are ready to go behind them if 
they receive the right encouragement from 
our Quincy businessmen. 

This is the situation of things if business 
can be resumed. But if there is a forced 
sale the machinery will go at a great 
sacrifice and Quincy will lose another boot 
and shoe firm. It is sincerely hoped that 
this will not be the case and that every 
encouragement will be given the Drake 
Brothers. -

Those 
on the skirt were set in-a very close row 
along the pocket fly and the opening 
where there was another fiy. Pockets 
are not ashamed to be seen of men now, 
only one must have fancy fiys (or flies?). 

After this I was shown several other 
garments—jackets, waists and jaunty 
little capes—and all had buttons used 
so obviously for their ornamental value 
that Iwas quite taken aback. These 
buttons are of bone, smoked pearl, and, 
ip some cases, oxidized silver. When I 
say bone, I mean those buttons called 
that, and of them the greater part are 
made of colored celluloid and rubber. 
They are smooth and generally convex. 
They are produced in black, dark green, 
gray and one or two minor tints. The 
buttons are not ornamental in them- 
selves, but become so when placed in 
unneeded places upon garments. They 
go well with the strap trimmings now 
so fashionable. Such buttons as are em- 
ployed to fasten jackets are very large, 
and when not of polished bone are quite 
tichly carved. Deftly placed, they give 
distinction to a garment. 

Some of the shapes for the new hats 
are really very handsome, and some of 
them are fearful things to look at, bent 
as they are into so many quirks and 
angles. Still every one of these angles 
is intended to form the abiding 
place of some undiscovered bird or a 
point d’appui for a bow or a towering 
plume. Every face requires a different 
shaped hat; therefore the many varie- 
ties. The crowns are, generally speak- 
ing, quite high. Some are ‘‘beefeater’’ 
shape and some decidedly bell crowned. 
These are in felt and in lustrous beaver. 
One fancy in a flat crown of gray silky 
beaver has a quintuple plaiting of brown 
felt laid all around the edge. The trim- 
ming tothis should be of wings or close 
bows of plush or velyet. There is one 
very becoming style of round hat with 
upturned brim called the ‘‘beretta.’’ 
This is sometimes trimmed with an 
ornament of spread wings or more often 
three silk pompons. Made up devices in 
fancy feathers are very popular for run-

LAST NIGHT'S FIRE.|A Good Time. 


A Dead Body in the House Await- 


ing Burial Remeved to Safety. 


The alarm from Box 152 at 8.40 Tuesday 
evening called the department to a hot fire 
in the small stable of Henry Marshall at 
Norfolk Downs. It was an unusually hot 
fire and the stable with its contents, con- 
sisting of a quantity of hay and a wagon, 
were destroyed. The house adjoining also 
took fire but prompt and efficient work 
saved it. 

At the time of the fire the body of Mr, 
Marshal! lay in the house awaiting burial, 
and almost the first thing done was to re- 
move it to a place of safety. 

Henry Errickson, the lamp lighter, oc- 
cupied the stable and he lost hay, grain, 
carriages and harnesses to the value of 
about $250 on which he had a little 
insurance, he had two horses in the stable 
when the fire started but they were re- 
eased and escaped the flames. 

The hennery adjoining the stable was 
badly damaged. Loss on the stable is 
estimated at about $300, on the house 
about $50, which is said to be covered by 
insurance. 

This place has been exceedingly un- 
fortunate in regard to fires, for it was but 
two years ago when on one of the coldest 
and stormiest nights in winter this same 
house, then owned by John Brennan, was 
badly gutted by fire, and the night follow- 
ing the stable was destroyed. 

The origin of the fire Tuesday night evi- 
dently was caused by carelessness of some 
kind, as a few minutes before the fire a 
man was seen at work in the stable with a 
lantern, 

This fire served to add another argument 
to the wisdom of Chief Williams’ recom- 
mendation to locate acentral fire station 
in this vicinity. The roads were very 
muddy Tuesday night and besides very 
dark and the central station apparatus 
could not make the time that it is capable 
of doing.

some remarks, in the course of which I 
said that the disposition and ability of the 
government to maintain its own credit at 
the highest standard, and to preserve the 
integrity of all the forms of currency in 
circulation among the people, could not 
be reasonably @oubted, and ought not to 
be the subject of further controversy. 

“Since that declaration was made here, 
interest bearing bonds to the amount of 
$162,315,400 have been issued to procure gold 
for the redemption of United States notes 
and treasury notes, and obligations of the 
government on account of the notes still 
remain the same as in the beginning. 
The notes are redeemed, but they are un- 
paid, and if our legislation is not changed, 
no matter how often they be presented 
and redeemed hereafter, they will still re- 
main unpaid. 

“If this policy of redemption and reissue 
is continued, the interest bearing debt will 
be greatly increased, while the non-inter- 
est bearing debt will not be in the least 
diminished. The disadvantages of such a 
system are so obvious that it is hardly 
necessary to enumerate them. The gov- 
ernment has andertaken to keep an un- 
limited amount of circulating notes in 
value equal to gold coin, and, at the same 
time, it has no legal authority to compel 
anybody to give it gold in exchange for 
the notes, orto pay gold on any demand 
due toit. The obligation is all on one side 

And the Power Is All on the Other. 

“Our legal standard of value is assound 
as that of any country in the world, and 
if we had such a currency system as would 
certainly guarantee its permanent main-

“The fundamental vice in our currency 
system is the legal tender note redeemable 
in coin by the government and reissuable 
under the law. There are other defects, 
but this is fundamental and radical, and 
threatens the stability of the whole vol- 
ume of our currency. So long as these 
notes are outstanding, the slightest dim 
inution of the coin reserve authorized 
by law for their redemption at once ex- 
cites a feeling of apprehension and mis- 
trust in the public mind, affects the values 
of all our securitigs, curtails investments 
and, more or less, seriously embarrasses 
all the business affairs of the people. 

“In attempting to provide a circulating 
medium consisting of its own notes re- 
deemable in coin on presentation and re- 
issuable after redemption the government 
of the United States is engaged in a busi- 
ness for which it is wholly unfitted and 
which was never for & moment contem- 
plated by its founders. It was never con- 
templated that it should convert itself 
int&a bank of issue and furnish a legal 
tender paper currency for the use of the 
people. 

“Nochange that can be made in our 
currepcy system will afford the relief to 
which the government and people are en- 
titled unless it provides for the retire- 
ment and cancellation of the legal tender 
United States notes, Anything less than 
this will be simply a palliative and nota 
cure for the financial ills to which the 

Country Is Now Subject. 


“While the pecuniary loss to which the 
people have been subjected by the issue 
and continued circulation of legal tender 
paper has been almost incalculable, this 
has not been by any means the only in- 
jury inflicted upon the country. The 
widespread demoralization of public senti- 
ment resulting from the false theories 
which such # system necessarily engen- 
ders has been, and still is, one of the great- 
est sources of our financial difficulties, 

“The proposition that a promise of the 
government to pay is money is just as ab- 
surd as a proposition that a promise to de- 
liver a horse is a horse. And yet there are 
eminent men high in the public councils 
who believe that the United States prom- 
issory note is actual money, and that the 
statute which compels all the people to re- 
ceive it as actual money is constitutional 
and ought to be continued in force. 

“The pound sterling has made London 
not only the principal market, but the 
clearing house of the world. England not 
only realizes great profits from her own 
trade, but the international trade of all 
our countries, for the simple reason that 
the balances are settled upon the basis of 
her standard of value, and the credits 
which represent them almost necessarily 
pass through the hands of her merchants 
and bankers. 

“With an inferior currency, we could 
never successfully contest her supremacy, 
and the belief that we can punish her or 
enrich ourselves by destroying the value 
of our own money is one of the most re- 
markable delusions of the age. We are 
great enough and strong enough to main- 
tain our commercial and financial inde- 
pendence in opposition to any country in 
the world, but in order todo so we must 
be allowed to use as effective instrumen- 
tality as are enjoyed by our rivals. We 
must have as good money as they have 
and as good credit as they have. 

“It cannot be possible that the interest 
of any part of our people, no matter what 
may be theiroccupation, can be promoted 
by the use of a cheap and inferior money, 
and I confidently believe that a large num- 
ber of our citizens will sustain every in- 
telligent effort to improve the condition of 
our currency.” 

Secretary Carlisle’s speech was fre- 
quently applauded. He was followed by 
United States Senator Burrows of Michi- 
gan, who spoke on “Our Democratic Com: 
merce.”’

Republican Gathering at New York Has 2 Po- 
litical Lock, ievertheless.

Prominent in the lobby are ex-President 
Harrison, Senator Sherman of Ohio, Sen- 
ator Burrows of Michigan, Congressman 
Grow of Pennsylvania, General Clarkson 
of Iowa, Congressman Cannon of Illinois, 
ex-Senator Warner Miller of New York, 
Joseph H. Manley of Maine, Charles W. 
Hackett of Utah, Senator-elect Krum of 
New York, ex-Senator Fassett, ex-Senator 
Vedder of New York, egSenator Hen- 
dricks of Syracuse, and eX*Mayor Oliver 
of Pittsburg. 

Senator Burrows, when asked his opin- 
ion in regard to Republican presidential 
candidates, said: “The woods are full of 
able Republican candidates. I only wish 
it were so we could elect 15 presidents at 
once, in order to gratify the ambition of 
every one. A four-years’ term will not 
permit every one to serve as president.” 

The senator, then referring to the Dem- 
ocratic party, said that he thought Grover 
Cleveland would be renominated. 

Congressman Galusha A. Grow was de- 
cidedly in favor of recognizing the strug- 

ling Cubans as soon as possible, Hesaid 
f> would not be surprised to see a joint 
resolution passed soon after congress met 
expressing sympathy for Cuba and asking 
that the patriots there be recognized as 
belligerents.

PLEADING OF SULTAN 


Induced Salisbury to Make Another 
Address on Turkish Affairs, 


Great Britain Cannot Act 
Alone In the Matter. 


Responsibility Rests Upon All the Powers 
in Common. 


Lonpoy, Nov. 20.—An incident that is 
unparalleled in the annals of English 
diplomacy occurred last evcning at the 
conference of the colonial agents in Lon- 
don. 

This was the reading of a letter from 
the Sultan of Turkey to Lord Salisbury, 
begging him to make a speech that would 
offset the one he delivered on the occasion 
of the banquet given by the new lord 
mayor of London. 

Lord Salisbury referred to the impropri- 
ety of reading the letter at the conference, 
but he took advantage of the occasion sim- 
ply to grant, so far as he could, the re- | 
quest made by the sultan. At the outset 
of his speech the prime minister said: 

“Allow me to say a word inanswer toa 
very distinguished, distant correspondent, 
if I may term him so, who requested me to 
make a statement in a speech to the coun- 
try. This correspondent is no less a person 
than the Sultan of Turkey. Nothing 
would have induced,me to read this au- 
gust message here except the distinct com- 
mands of the sender. 

“In that speech on the occasion of the 
Lord Mayor’s day dinner I expressed the 
opinion and said that I had little con- 
fidence that the reforms promised for the 
Turkish empire would be carried into exe- 
cution. The sultan sends me a messaze | 
saying that this statement has pained him 
very much, as the carrying out of these 
reforms is a matter already decided upon 
by him, and, furthermore, he is desirous of 
executing them as soon as possible. 

Frantic Declarations, 

“The message then proceeds, after some | 
intermediary observations: ‘I repeat I} 
will execute these reforms. I will take 
the papers containing them and see my- 
self that every article is put into force. 
This is my earnest determination, and [| 
give you my word of honor. I wish Lord | 
Salisbury to know this, and I beg and de- 
sire that his lordship, having confidence | 
in these declarations, will make another 
speech by virtue of the friendly feeling and | 
disposition he has for me and my country. 
Ishall await the result of this with the | 
greatest anxiety.’ ” 

Lord Salisbury then continued: ‘These

last words will acquit me of any impro- 
priety in which I acknowledge to be a 
very unprecedented course—the reading of | 


a communication of that kind at a public} 
meeting. 

“T could not abstain from doing what I 
have done without discourtesy to the dis- 
tinguished potentate from which this 
message issued, but of course it would not 
be seemly for me to comment directly 
upon these words. Great Britain forms 
part of aconcerted Enrope, which has re- 
sulted, so far as it acts, to act with unan- 
imity. 

“Some persons seem toimagine that we, 
the people of Great Britain, can dispose of 
all the decisions of all the European pow- 
ers. This is crediting us with more in-| 
fluence than we possess. Whatever is 
done must be done with unanimity, and 
wecan only speak in behalf of one of the | 
powers which will concur, if they concur, 
in any action which may be taken. I will 
not admit that the responsibility of any 
of the decisions taken rests entirely or 
mainly on this country. | 

“The responsibility is upon us and upon | 
all the powers in common. All those who | 
have this responsibilty must act together, 
so if there are others who cannot agree with 
the powers, those others cannot have their | 
own way. ButIam in no wise desirous | 
of intimating that the slightest shade of 
disappointment up to this moment has | 
arisen between the powers.” 

What Might Have Been. 

Lord Salisbury then proceeded to extol | 
Rustem Pasha. He said that he was con- 
vinced if men like Rustem Pasha had been | 
placed in charge of the districts where all | 
these horrors have occurred the con- 
science of Europe would have never been 
racked by all these tales of suffering and 
terror. If there had been men around the 
sultan like Rustem Pasha, present condi- | 
tions would not exist. The present prob- 
lem could not be solved by the external 
action of the advising powers. This, Lord 
Salisbury pronounced a clumsy device at 
best. Continuing, he said the problem | 
should have been solyed by the natural 
operation of the working councillors of 
an enlightened monarchy, acting through 
efficient and competent instruments. 

Lord Salisbury added: “I do not see 
who the men are who are to stand as rep- 
resentatives of the Rustem Pasha type of 
officials at the sublime porte. I exhort 
you to consider that this terrible Arme- 
nian problem is quite as much a one of | 
competent men as adequate law; that the | 
mere writing of new provisions upon fresh 
decrees cannot supply the place of goy- 
ernors who know how, and, what is equally 
important, who have the courage and in- 
tegrity to do their duty. I have no doubt 
but the powers will do their best. But do 
not imagine that deep-seated disease in an 
empire can be cured by the whve of a/| 
magician’s wand. The results of long 
years of error will have to be paid for, 
and cruel and inexorable is the law that 
those will pay who were not original!~ 
guiltyof the offense. » 

“I have taken you for the moment into 
the unaccustomed field of foreign policy. | 
Nothing but the circumstances which I | 
have explained would have persuaded me 
todo so, for I maintain that a foreign | 
minister, above all others, is bound to| 
value and cherish the virtues of silence,” |

THE CUBAN WAR. 


Spaniards Reported to Have Been Defeated 
In Two Battles. 


Key WEST, Nov. 21.—Passengers by the 
steamer Olivette, from Habana, last 
night, report that General Antonio Maceo 
with 1800 men had a battle with General 
Navarro on the 17th, near Santa Clara, 
which lasted 17 hours. 

The Spanish were defeated, with a loss 
of 500 killed and wounded. General Na- 
varro, having been wounded, narrowly es- 
caped being captured. 

The patriots’ loss is sald to have been 
very small. Habana advices also state 
that on Tuesflay General Maximo Gomez 
fought a battle with @-ncral Suarez Val- 
dez in the Santa Clara province. 

The battle lasted several hours, the 
patriots finally defeating the troops, se- 
siously wounding General Valdez and 
killing Colonel Aldave, 


France on Her Dignity. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 21.—Although the 
state department absolutely refuses to 
confirm or deny a report that the French 
government has refused to furnish the rec- 
ordin the Waller case, some difficulties, 
it is known, have been encountered in 
procuring this indispensable document. 
Just what the nature of the trouble is 
cannot be learned, but it is understood 
that the application for the record is not 
regarded by the French government as a 
matter of rightin the United States, and 
it is assumed thatif our application takes 
more the shape of a request than a de- 
mand, the necessary documents may be 
forthcoming. 


Wandered Away. 

NEw Yorks, Nov. 21.—Calvert Vaux, the 
famous landscape architect of the park de- 
partment, is missing. The police have 
been requested to look for him. Mr. 
Vaux’s health has not been good for sume 
time. He is feeble, and it was feared he 
was overcome and is now in some institu- 
tion or hotel. Calvert Vaux is a land- 
scape architect of national reputation. He 
designed Central park in this city and 
Prospect park in Brooklyn, and was as- 
sociated with F. L. Olmstead in laying 
out Riverside and Morningside parks. 
He also assisted in laying out Smithsonian 
institution grounds in Washington. 


A Sensational Turn. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Some very hard 
criticisms have been passed upon various 
local assemblies by the general officers of 
the Knights of Labor. Yesterday after- 
noon, in executive session, assembly 49 of 
New York retaliated with charges of gen- 
eral mismanagement against Grand Mas- 
ter Workman Sovereign, whereupon the 
latter resigned. But the great majority of 
the delegates sided with Sovereign, and 
after a heated debate he was triumphantly 
re-elected. 


Run Out of Town. 

TALLAHASSEE, Fila., Nov. 21.—Elders 
Nebreker and Rogers, who came here on 
Monday to sow seeds of the Mormon faith, 
were arrested yesterday, charged with 
being a menace to the peace, dignity and 
good morals of the city, and were fined 
$200 or 60 days in jail. Execution of judg- 
ment was held in abeyance for one hour to 
give them time to leave the city. They 
immediately left town, and said they 
would leave the state. 


Solicitous About Jews. 

BERLIN, Nov. 21.—Prince Bismarck re- 
cently received Congressman Richard Bar- 
tholdt of St. Louis. The ex-chancellor 
asked many questions of the member of 
the American house of representatives, 
making special inquiry as to whether the 
Jews who bave left the Old World and 
settled in America are ever persecuted to 
any extent.

TIS ONLY A. TRUCE, 


No Compromise Has Been Arranged 
In the Colt Divorce Case, 


Colonel Has by No Means 
Abandoned Hostilities, 


Intends That Van Alen Shall Make Amends 
For Alleged Injury. 


PROVIDENCE, Nov, 22. — Authoritative 
information is given out to the effect that 
the Colt divorce case has not been settled, 
and that the reports that had gained cre- 
dence are misleading, although such was 
probably not the intention of the parties 
interested. 

In the first place, all of Mrs. Colt’s coun- 
sel flatly deny to Colonel Colt’s counsel 
that either of them had anything to do 
with the story sent out that Colonel Colt 
had capitulated and asked for a cessation 
of hostilities upon any terms his wife’s 
counsel might make, 

The fact was that friends of both the 
principals got together after the collapse 
of the North Conway (N. H.) proceedings 
and suggested not a compromise, buta 
halt tantamount to a flag of truce. 

When the overture came to Colonel Colt 
he consented to stop all proceedings tem- 
porarily, and no further efforts were made 
by him or his counsel to take the affidavits 
which were to be made use of in Colonel 
Colt’s suit against James J. Van Alen for 
$200,000 damages for 

Alienating the Wife's Affections. 

Since this truce it is declared that Mrs. 
Colt’s counsel have dropped back to their 
original position, and have, while express- 
ing the idea that they understood that the 
Van Alen case was dropped for good, 
asked what amount Colonel Colt is to set 
aside in the form of a yearly allowance to 
Mrs. Colt. 4 

It is further declared that Colonel Colt 
does not fall in with any such plan. He 
does not wish forany of Mr. Van Alen’s 
fortune asa mere dollar and cent yalua- 
tion of his domestic peace, but rather that 
Mr. Van Alen shall make good in some 
form the injury which he is declared to 
have inflicted. 

Calonel Colt has not, by any means, 
abandoned his suit against Mr. Van Alen.

THE ROESSLER MYSTERY. 


Peculiar Circumstances Which Make It Look 
Dark For His Daughter. 
PROVIDENCE, Nov. 22.—Whether the 
death of John Roessler was the result of 
murder or not is now the sole topic of 
conversation in the western part of the 
state. The warrant issued for the arrest 
of Mrs. Caroline Valois has not yet been 
served, as the officer charged with the 
serving of it has not yet been able to find 

her. 

It-has been found that a deed of sale of 
all of Roessler’s property, which was made 
out to Mrs. Valois, was not in Roessler’s 
handwriting. Mrs. Valois swore that the 
deed was in her father’s handwriting. 
Other evidence came to light yester- 
day of the two revolvers found in the 
Roessler house. One was borrowed be- 
fore Roessler’s death by Mrs. Valois in 
Providence. She claimed that the other 
one had been purchased by her father in 
Providence the day before his death, but 
the police are unable to learn of any sale 
being made here to a man of Roessler’s 
description on the day in question. 

According to Coroner Woods, Mrs. 
Valois exclaimed to him before anyone 
suggested that her acts were suspicious, 
that she was not responsible for the death 
of her father.

A $100,000 Fire at Danbury. 

Dansury, Conn., Nov. 22.—Fire caused 
a property loss roughly estimated at §$100,- 
000 in this place yesterday. The cause 
was the explosion of an oillamp. Haw- 
ley’s block was totally destroyed, the fire 
starting in Coburn’s millinery establish- 
ment on the street floor. So rapidly did the 
flames spread to the adjoining stores and 
the tenements overhead that the tenants 
had little warning, resulting in two nar- 
row escapes from death. Among the firms 
burned out are the Hawley pharmacy, 
Vroom’s grocery, Good's market, Mazen- 
backer, barber; Duane, plumber; Dike- 
man, saloon keeper, and Coburn, mil- 
linery. 


Home Marketers Dine. 

Boston, Nov. 22.—The Home Market 
club had its annual banquet last evening.

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A REPLY TO SHERMAN 


In Which Alger Reviews Incidents In 
Convention of 1888, 


General Says Himself and 
Friends Were Insulted. 


No Foundation For the Charge That Certain 
Votes Were Purchased. 


DeEtTrRoIT, Nov. 22.—The Tribune pub- 
lishes a lengthy letter from General Alger 
in reply to certain charges contained in 
Senator Sherman's new book. 


RUSSELL A. ALGER. 

The writer quotes Senator Sherman’s 
language, in which Sherman, in referring 
to the circumstances of the contest in the 
Republican national convention of 1883, 


wrote: “I believe, and had, as I thought, 
conclusive proof that the friends of Gen- 
eral Alger substantially purchased the 
votes of many of the delegates from the 
southern states who had been instructed 
by their conventions to vote for me.” 

He also quotes Senator Sherman’s asser- 
tion to the effect that, although he had 
learned with complaisance of the explana- 
tions of the wavering of the Ohio and 
New York delegations from his (Sher- 
man’s) support, “the only feeling of 
resentment I entertained was in regard to 
the action of the friends of General Alger 
in tempting with money poor negroes to 
violate the instructions of their constitu- 
ents.” 

In reply to these quotations, General 
Alger saysthat he should not have in- 
truded this matter upon the public were 
it not for the fact that it appeared that 
General Sherman had gone out of his way 
to insult his (Alger’s) friends, as well as 
himself. ‘‘What he writes,” says Alger, 
“would be less objectionable were it not 
that the second word in the first para- 
graph is written in the present tense.” 

Interesting Correspondence, 

General Alger says that when the sen- 
ator’s charges were first made—immedi- 
ately after the convention—he was espe- 
cially distressed, because of the warm 
friendship existing between himself and 
family with General Sherman and family. 
In view of this, he wrote General Sher- 
man, assuring him that there was no 
foundation for the charges, and that he 
had not replied to them on account, first, 
of the age of the senator; second, of his 
great name, and third, because of the in- 
jury such talk would do the party. 

General Sherman, in reply, wrote: 

Iassure you that I entertain for you the 
same sentiment of respect and affection as al- 
ways. If anything ever shook my faith in 
you, itwas that you stooped to the level ofa 
politician. A soldier of repute, a gentleman, 
and one who has such a family and business 
as General Alger ought to hold himself above 
that level. But this is eminently a free coun- 
try, and you had a: gooda right to enter the 
race as had John Sherman. You made a good 
show of votes, and if you bought some, accord- 
ing to universal usage, surely Idon’t blame you. 

I laughed at John Sherman for trying to 
throw off on anybody. He was fairly beaten 
at the convention, and I congratulated him on 
his escape. I frankly answer your inquiry by 
saying that my friendship toward you has not 
been shaken in the least, thatl wish you all 
honor and happiness and during my short re- 
mainder we may often meet here or on the 
Pacific. With great respect, etc., 

W. T. SHERMAN. 

Continuing, General Alger says that 
during the excitement of ’83 he paid little 
attention to the reports in question, as 
nothing had appeared over Senator Sher- 
man’s name, but that now the case is dif- 
ferent. 

An Explanation. 

He then gives an analysis of the south- 
ern votes received by Sherman and him- 
self at the Chicago convention. Accord- 
ing to this showing, Senator Sherman, on 
the fifth ballot (the one in which Alger 
received the highest number of votes), re- 
ceived 109 votes from southern states, 
against Alger’s 60, not including, how- 
ever, 28 votes from Arkansas and Missouri 
which were voluntarily pledged to Alger 
under the leadership, respectively, of Gen- 
eral Powell Clayton and Chauncey IL 
Filley. 

Of the other 60, General Alger writes 
that more than half of them “had served 
in the Union or southern armies during 
the war, and it was not unnatural that 
they should prefer a soldier to a civillan. 
Many of these people I know personally." 
The general mentions a list of soldiers 
and other friends of his among these dele- 
gates whom he concludes naturally used 
their utmost endeavors with their respec- 
tive delegates in his behalf, and adds: 

“No delegate or friend who went to 
Chicago in my behalf, or voted for me at 
the convention, ever asked for or received 
a single pledge from me for money or for 
any office.”’ 

General Alger relates instances of the 
friendship between himself and the sen- 
ator of late years, and of assurances given 
him by Sherman that while his disap- 
pointment had been great, he did not be- 
lieve that Alger had any part in the 
scramble for votes, etc., in 88. Alger also 
quotes an autograph letter written hip 
by Senator Sherman in 1892, in which the 
latter reasserts: ‘I cherish no prejudice 
or unkindness for the incident of the na- 
tional convention of 1883. 

“In conclusion,” writes General Alger, 
“] will only add that if Senator Sherman 
is willing to leave a record made uj 
largely of adverse criticisms of the public 
men of his day. many of whom have

Miller For Mayor. 


LOWELL, Mass., Nov. 22.—The Republi- 
can caucuses held last night were carried 


by Joseph Miller, the accredited A. P. A.

After touching upon the important in- 
fluence of yachting upon a seafaring na- 
tion, Lord Dunraven said: ‘Yacht rac- 
ing is a glorious game, and, like all other 
games, it must be playedin strict accord- 
ance with . strict rules. Again and again 
I tried to impress this upon those man- 
aging the races,and I venture to think 
that if they had listened a little more se- 
riously, it would have been better for all, 
certainly better for me, and I should never 
have been compelled to act in a way 
which was most distasteful to me, and 
many 8 hard word and some bitter feeling 

Would Have Been Obviated, 

“It is due to you, who have paid me the 
highest possible compliment in expressing 
confidence in the belief that I actgd ina 
way not unworthy of the honorable tradi- 
tions of British sport, that I should say a 
few words on the subject of the complaint 
I made that Defender sailed the first race 
more deeply immersed, and consequently 
with a longer water line, than according 
to the measurement she was entitled to 
sail with. 

“T have not made an accusation against 
anybody. I mentioned a fact that De- 
fender sailed the first race more deeply im- 
mersed than when she was measured the 
day previously, and I gave my reusons for 
sothinking. Of that fact I have not had 
and have notthe slightest doubt. Whether 
Iam right or wrong is a matter of opin- 
ion, and must, I fear, always remain so, 
seeing that the only possible opportunity 
of absolutely proving or disproving the 
justice of my complaint was not utilized. 

“It is absurd to pretend that I was ac- 
tuated by spite or pique, because my ves- 
sel was beaten, for I made the complaint 
before the first race was started, and I 
made it to Latham Fish, a member of the 
committee, who was also Defender’s rep- 
resentative on Valkyrie. I asked that 
both vessels be remeasured immediately, 
marked externally, and that the commit- 
tee take charge of them until they were 
remeasured, that being—surely every man 
of sense must see —the only possible means 
for efficient investigation and authorita- 
tive decision upon the question. 

Complaint Not Made In Secret. 

“TI, myself, in the presence of three or 
four other gentlemen, hada long talk on 
the subject with the official measurer of 

, the New York Yacht club. There was no 
| concealmentin the matter. The official 
| measurer, all the people belonging to 
Valkyrie, all those on Defender and the 
committee knew about my complaint, and 
yet the attemptis now made to prejudice 
me in the eyes of twocountries by accus- 
ing me of making from the security of 
my home an entirely new charge which I 
did ngt dare to make on the other side of 
the Atlantic, and acharge stigmatized as 
almost a gross and deliberate insult. 

‘“‘Why those interested in Defender did 
not insist that immediate steps be taken 
to prove the groundlessness of my com- 
plaint, Ido not know. The fact remains 
that the necessary steps were not taken. 
Icouid not prove my case. It could only 
be proved by the committee, and the com- 
mittee having neglected to secure proot 
one way or the other, there was nothing 
left for me to do. 

“Asa matter of fact, I believed the sub- 
ject would not be publicly mentioned in 
New York, andI took measures to pre- 
vent its publicly being mentioned here. 
But, to my surprise, the committee re- 
ported upon it to the New York Yacht 
club, and the club gave the report to the 
public press. Reading the facts as they 
are set outin that report, anyone would 
suppose that my complaint was disproved 
by the results of the remeasurements, 
though, obviously, that was not the case, 
and I could not by silence appear to coun- 
tenance such an erroneous conclusion. 

Wouldn't Disappoint Crowd. 

“It has been said that I should have:re- 
fused to start in the first race until the 
vessels were remeasured, and have broken 
off the contest altogether. The race was 
about to be started, some 60,000 people 
were out on some 200 steamers, and I 
should have had to get my boat out, pull 
aboard the committee’s vessel, refuse to 
start, and should have been accused by the 
public and press of unwillingness to sail 
because the weather was not suited to me, 
and deliberate rudeness toward a great 
multitude of people, who had paid to see 
the race. 

“Bear in mind that I have gained the 
great point that the vessels were ordered 
to be plainly and visibly marked exter- 
j nally. Now, isit not strange that if my 
complaint can legitimately bear the hein- 
ous complexion now placed upon it no 
indignation was expressed when it was 
made in September? 

‘As I have already offered, I will at any 
inconvenience to myself do the best to as- 
sist the club, even if it involves visiting 

| America. The club will do its utmost to 
sift the matter thoroughly and impartially. 

That is quite certain. 

“Iam also-accused of desiring to insult 
the American nation. My ideas are not so

BETTER LATE THAN NEVER. 


Sultan at Last Gives Evidence of Intentions 
of Fulfilling Promises. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Noy. 22.—The com- 
plete text of the recent instructions of 
the sultan to the military commanders 
and the provincial authorities has just 
been published. 

These instructions are intended to pre- 
vent troubles and quell disorders. Ac- 
cording to the published text of the in- 
structions, the valis are held responsible 
for the outbreaks, and they are exhorted 
to use the utmost vigilance for the protec- 
tion of foreign subjects and foreign con- 
sulates. It is further announced that 
they must telegraph a report of the state 
of affairs in their respective districts to 
the government at Constantinople every 
24 hours. 

Chicaao’s Big Fire. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—The Excelsior build- 
ing, at Canal and Jackson streets, and an 
eight-story brick structure immediately 
adjoining iton South Canal street, were 
completely destroyed by fire yesterday 
afternoon. Not less than 13 valuable 
manufacturing plants, located in the two 
buildings, were lost. Total loss is not 
less than $620,000. The fire was a hard 
one to subdue, and attended with no little 
danger. The escape of several hundred 
girls was made possible only by coolness 
and decision. A number of girls suffered 
from fright, and sustained slight bruises. 
Before the fight with the fire was ended, 
Fire Chief Sweeney had exhausted the 
regular calls for engines, and had to spe- 
cially summon 20 more. The fire was 
started by a dust explosion.

A PLEA OF INSANITY 


Prevents the Smith Case Being 
Brought Up For Trial. 


Clergyman to Be Sent to Asy- 
lum at Washington. 


Virtual Admission That He Wrote the Scurrilous 
Postal Cards. 


Boston, Nov. 28.—Rey. Frank H. Smith, 
pastor of the North Avenue Congrega- 
tional church of Cambridge, was, after a 
protracted hearing in the United States 
equity courtroom, yesterday, before Judge 
Nelson of the United States district court, 
pronounced insane, and will be committed 
to the government hospital for the insane 
at Washington as soon as the requisite 
permission can be obtained from the sec- 
retary of the interior. Meantime Mr. 
Smith will remain in the custody of his 
bondsmen, who will produce him when- 
ever called upon to do so, 

The announcement that the issue of in- 
sanity would be tried yesterday, and that 
there were many surprises in store, to- 
gether with the magnitude of the case, 
served to draw a crowd that not only com- 
pletely filled the little courtroom, but 
blocked all the approaches to the doors, 

Colonel Hopkins, counsel for the defense, 
in addressing the court in support of his 
plea that the defendant was insane at the 
time he made his recent plea of “not 
guilty” to the indictment charging him 
with having sent scurrilous postal cards 
through the mail, said he did not propose 
to stop there. 

“We propose,”’ he continued, “to prove 
further that he was insane at the time 
the postal cards were written. I shall 
make no opening, and shall refer to but 
one matter which involves the mental 
condition of the defendant and is im- 
portant in the consideration of the case. 

“The government is in possession of evi- 
dence which almost incontrovertibly 

Establishes the Truth of Its Charge 
that the defendant wrote the postal cards 
referred to in the indictment. We are 
cognizant of some of this evidence. 

“We have thoroughly discussed with 
the government the weight of the evi- 
dence it is prepared to produce, and we 
have obtained for ourselves the opinions 
ofexperts in handwriting in New York 
and other places, and the consensus of 
their opinion is that the writing on the 
cards is his, 

“Our client, we believe, and are prepared 
to prove, is of unbalanced mind, and we 
speak for him with his knowledge and 
consent, so far as he is able to give his 
consent to anything. Weadmit that the 
evidence in the possession of the govern- 
ment regarding the defendant's guilt can- 
not be controverted, and we have no desire 
to do anything to prolong the hearing.” 

Several witnesses were examined, and 
at the conclusion of the testimony Judge 
Nelson said that it appeared from the 
statements of the medical experts called 
by the defendant and the government that 
the defendant is insane and made that re- 
turn to the secretary of the interior, to 
ask that the defendant be confined in the 
hospital for the insane at Washington. 


Important Changes. 

Boston, Nov. 23.—At a meeting of the 
Boston and Maine directors, William G. 
Bean of Concord was elected superin- 
tendent of the southern division, and he 
will be transferred to this city. Horace E. 
Chamberlain, superintendent of the Con- 
cord division, will have control of affairs 
at Concord when Mr. Bean leaves that 
city. George F. Evans of this city, the 
present superintendent of the southern 
division, has been made assistant general 
manager, and will be second to T. A. Mc- 
Kinnon, the first vice president of the 
company, who was re-elected general 
manager. The second vice president, 
William F. Berry, of Winchester, was re- 
appointed general traffic manager. It is 
expected minor transfers will be made 
when the chances in division management 
go into effect. 

Quite a Curiosity. 

PORTLAND, Me., Noy. 23.—The residents 
of Cool Kiln Corner saw smoke issuing 
from the barn of Lewis Knight yesterday, 
and on examination found a man, dressed 
in a queer costume, with long matted hair 
and beard of several years’ growth, sitting 
over a fire built in the center of the barn 
floor, cooking the carcass of a cat. He was 
brought to this city, but proved a mystery 
tothe police. In the bag which he car- 
ried were found two cats on which he had 
been feasting. He is thought to be the 
wild man of Scarboro marsh, of whom so 
much has been heard during the past two 
years. The fellow looks like ap Arab, but 
will not talk. 


Curtis Accepts. 

Boston, Nov. 23.—Mayor Curtis has 
formally accepted the Republican renomi- 
nation for mayor in a letter expressing 
his deep regard for the confidence reposed 
in him for recoguizing his endeavors to 
promote an efficient, economical, progres- 
sive municipal government, and review- 
ing the special manner in which, in each 
department, he has endeayored to direct 
the administration, so that the citizens 
of Boston received the best possible re- 
sults for the taxes paid. If honored by a 
re-election, he promises to continue his 
business administration without fear or 
favor. 

At Pastor Smith’s Church. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 23.—A meeting 
of the members of the North Avenue Bap- 
tist church was held yesterday, at which 
the verdict of insanity in the case against 
Rey. Frank H. Smith was discussed. A 
request was read from Mrs. Smith asking 
that the members refrain from passing a 
vote of sympathy with her husband, and 
her wishes were respected. Many ex-

NO LACK OF FRIENDS. 


Remarkable Ovation Tendered Debs 
by Chicago Labor Men. 


Hugged and Even Kissed by 
Many Admirers. 


Released President of the A. R. U. Has Begun 
His Speechmaking. 


Cuicaco, Nov. 23.—At midnight Thurs- 
day night Eugene V. Debs’ six months’ 
term of imprisonment ended. He did not 
leave his cell, preferring to remain a 
prisoner until morning. Debs spent yes- 
terday in paying social visits to local 
ents until 5 p.m., when he left for this 

ty. 

Debs spoke in Central Music hall last 
night to an audience that taxed the seat- 
ing and standing capacity of the hall. 
Most of the leading labor organizations 
were represented, and the reception a0- 
corded to the leader of the American Rail- 
way union was enthusiastic in the ex- 
treme. 

Eight carloads of Debs’ friends went 
down to Woodstock to greet him on his re- 
lease from jail yesterday, and several 
thousand men were at the station of the 
Northwestern road when the train bear- 
ing Debs and his friends arrived at 7:30 
o'clock. 

The reception given Débs as he stepped 
from the train bordered on the frantic. 
Hundreds of men pushed and struggled 
to geta grasp of his hand, many of them 
hugged him and some went to the extent 
of kissing him. Finally he was tossed 
upon the shoulders of four men, and, fol- 
lowed by a dense throng that never for an 
instant stopped its shouting, he was es- 
corted to the hall, about a mile distant. 

The warmth of the reception at the 
depot was repeated when he ertered the 
hall, with the exception that the men were 
unable to get close to him, and contented 
themselves with cheering and waving 
their hats. 

The speech delivered by Mr. Debs, which 
was received with great applause by his 
audience, was in substance as follows: 

Rights of American Citizens. 
He commenced by saying that, in the 


-light of recent judicial proceedings, he 


stood stripped of his constitutional rights 
as a free man, and shorn of the most 
sacred prerogative of American citizens, 
and what was true of himself was true of 
every other cit'zen who had the temerity 
to protest against corporation rule, or 
question the absoluteness of the money 
power. 

It was not the law or the administration 
of the law of which he complained, but the 
flagrant violation of the constitution, the 
total abrogation of law and the usurpation 
of judicial and despotic powers by virtue 
of which he and his colleagues were com- 
mitted to jail, against which he entered his 
protest, and any honest analysis of the 
proceedings must sustain the haggard 
truth of the indictment. He had been de- 
nied a trial. He was charged now with 
conspiracy, and if guilty should go to the 
penitentiary. He wanted to be tried by a 
jury of his peers, and all he asked was a 
fair trial and no favor. [The conspiracy 
case is still undisposed of in the United 
States court. —Ep.]} 

He then spoke at great length of per- 
sonal liberty, and in defense of the Ameri- 
can Railway union, saying it would have 
triumphed but for the interference of the 
federal authorities, which he characterized 
as “an exhibition of the debauching 
power of money.” 

Liberty of the People In Danger. 

The present demonstration, he said, 
meant that the American lovers of liberty 
were setting in operation forces to rescue 
their constitutional liberty from the grasp 
of monopoly and its mercenary hirelings; 
that the people were aroused in view of 
the impending perils, and that agitation, 
organization and unification were to be 
the future battle cries of men who would 
not part with their birthright, and who, 
like Patrick Henry, had the courage to 
exclaim: “Give me liberty or give me 
death!” 

Were he a criminal guilty of crimes 
meriting a prison cell; had he ever lifted 
his hand against the life or liberty of his 
fellow-men; had he ever sought to filch 
their good name, he would not be on the 
platform. He would have fled from the 
haunts of civilization, and lived in a 
cave where the voice of his kindred was 
never heard. But he was standing before 
his hearers without a self-accusation of 
crime or criminal intent festering in L.s 
conscience, in the sunlight once more, 
contributing as best he could to make his 
“liberation day’? a memorial day, realiz- 
ing that, as Lowell sang: 

He’s true to God who is true to man, where- 
ever wrong is done; 

To the humblest and weakest, ‘neath the all- 
beholding sun; 

That wrong is also done to us, and they are 
slaves most base, 

Whose love of right is for themselves and not 
for all their race. 

The following telegram from Washing- 
ton was received by Debs at the reception 
last night: **The general assembly Knights 
of Labor hails the celebration of your re- 
lease for illegal imprisonment as an upris- 
ing of the general public against the intro- 
duction of autocratic czarism into repabli- 
can institutions.” 

Naaaing French Finances. 

Paris, Nov. 23.—A semi-official warn- 
ing of an unusual nature has been issued 
on the bourse to the effect that a group of 
foreign speculators are attacking success- 
ively each of- the large French credit es- 
tablishments, with a view to damaging 
the public credit.

A Royal Good Time for Soldier 
Boys and Guests. 


The eighth an nual supper of the Braio- 
tree Light Infantry, company K, 5th Regi 
ment, M. V. M., occured last evening in 
Armory Hall, and to say it was the 
pleasantest occasion in the history of the 
company would be none too strong. 

Company K was organized as an inde- 
pendent company in 1883, but on Novem- 
ber 21, 1887, it become a part of the 5th 
Regiment, W. E. Morrison, the present 
able captain has held that position since 
the organization of the company. 

Henry L. Kincaide was elected 2d Lieut.

The company started with about 30 
members, but since it become a State 
company has had a full enrollment of 58 
men, besides 3 officers.

We have seen the Sultan of Turkey with 
his standing army, throwing himself at the 
feet of England, asking her not to interfere 
actively in behalf of that government. 

Spain today is struggling to keep within 
her domains the brightest star in her crown. 
We hear and see in the newspapers about 
recognizing the insurgents in Cuba as 
beligerants,”’ 

The speaker then alluded tothe times 
of Grant, Sherman and Sheridan and was 
warmly applauded. We have seen crit- 
icisms on our President and Secretary of 
State because they have done all in their 
power to prevent going to assist insurgents 
in Cuba, and I desire to say here for my- 
self alone, that this government has only 
done its duty towards a friendly power. 
We are at peace with all the world and 
war upon’ any trivial matter would be a 
crime, I trust we shall not be called upon 
to engage in war. nevertheless, it may 
come. The time may be when appearances 
are all contrary but whenever that time } 
does come, long may the day he prolonged, | 
organizations like this, constituted of 
such troops as these, may be relied on to 
repel any invasion. 

I never intend to come here and say any 
thing to tire you. You have my best 
wishes, May Company K exist as long as 
necessary for any company, and may every 
company, wherever it is, bear as good a 
reputation as company K.—{ Applause.

CONGRESSMAN IN WASHINGTON. 


poblic Men Who Own Their Homes and 
ghose Who Rent—Many Men Live In 
Hotels—Exorbitant Rates For the Fur- 
pished Houses.

WasuincTonN, Noy. 19.—Much of 
Washington’s population is vagrant, 
Men come to the capital for ashort time 
and return to their homes in the east or 
west, or Wherever they may live, to 
give way to some one who has won the 
favor of their constituencies. ‘The mem- 
per of the house has seldom so strong a 
claim op his district that he can feel 
any security in the tenure of his office. 
So it is that most of the members of the 
lower house of congress belong to the 
grmy of ‘‘renters’’ or livein hotels. Mr. 
Holman of Indiana, who broke the rec- 
ord for congressional service just before 
be retired to private life last March, 
bad spent 80 years of his public career

in boarding houses and hotels at Wash- 
ington. Speaker Reed (he is really ex- 
Speaker Reed now, but he will be Speak- 
er Reed in December) has spent his con- 
gressional life in hotels. Mr. Reed’s 
winter home since he was first elected 
speaker has been the Shoreham hotel, 
the house which was built and is owned 
now by Governor Morton of New York. 
Mr. Reed could not afford to live in the 
Shoreham until he received the extra 
compensation allowed the speaker. 
Since his term in the speaker’s chair he 
bas increased his income by writing for 
magazines. Thecongressman’s $5,000 a 
year will not go far toward maintaining 
a home in Washington even during the 
winter months, 
Where Senators Live. 

Senators are less likely to live at ho- 
tels than are members of the house. Un- 
less he is chosen to fill out a ‘‘short’’ 
term—made brief by the admission of a 
new state or by the death or resignation 
of a senator while in office—the senator 
is pretty sure of six years in Washing- 
ton, and his service will average 12 
years. Many men serve 24 years in the 
senate, and some have been there an 
even greater length of time. In 12 or 18 
years a senator develops the feeling that 
W gton is his home, and while he 

tains a residence in his state for 
the purpose of keeping his hold on the 
voters more than for any other reason 
he has a permanent establishment in 
Washington and most of his time is 
spent there. Still there are many sena- 
tors too poor to keep up Washington es- 
tablishments who live in boarding 
houses and at hotels, and some of them 
do not even bring their wives and fam- 
ilies tothecapital. Senator Vest of Mis- 
souri lived for many years in a little 
frame house near the capitol, which he 
ehared with the then sergeant-at-arms 
of the senate. He was too poor then to 
rent a house and bring his family from 
Missouri. Mr. Vest now has a home in 
Washington, but it is a modest one. 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, who 
bids fair to become well to do through 
his investments in street railroad prop- 
erties in his state, has lived in boarding 
houses or at hotels during the congres- 
sional season ever since he came to 
Washington. Senator Hoar of Massachu- 
setts has lived for mapy years in a big 
boarding house on K street, very near 
the magnificent stone mansion which 
Senator John Sherman built for himself. 
Mr. Sherman is one of the wealthiest 
men in the senate, and he has made 
most of his money since he entered pub- 
lio life. Much of it is the result of suc- 
cessful real estate speculation at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Sherman, though, has been 
a property owner fora great many years, 
and before he built his present dwelling 

e had another on the adjacent lot, 
which was of brick and much more mod- 
est in appearance. Mr. Sherman was in- 
duced to become a householder because 
the proprietor of Willard’s hotel refused 

give him a home in exchange for the 
whole of his salary as & congressman, 
then $250 a month. 

Live In Boarding Houses. 

Mr. Peffer is another modest senator 
who lives in a boarding house. He is 
one of the few men who takeaway from 
Washington more money than they 

ronght there at the end of a congres- 
tional career. Mr. Peffer’s predecessor, 
Mr. Ingalls, who is now a candidate for | 

selection to the senate, lived in a | 

rding house opposite the capitol. Mr. 
Ingalls was reckoned a poor man, but 
with some he has the reputation of be- 
ing worth from $50,000 to $100,000 
now. Senator Gray of Delaware, who 
succeeded Mr. Bayard, has lived in 
boarding houses during his stay in 
Washington. He has a handsome, old 
fashioned home in Wilmington, which 
is only 24% hours ride from Washington. 

Gorman of Maryland, who lives 
éven nearer Washington, keeps up & 
town and country house. His country 
e is near Laurel, Md. There he | 
raises fine stock, which he gives to his | 
friends. His town house is on fashiona- | 
bie K street. 

Mr. Oarlisle, the secretary of the 
‘easury, is another resident of K street. 
“6 lived at hotels for most of the years 
of bis experience in the house, and when 
he did take a house he made a combina- 
‘on with Representative Steele of Indi- 
“na by which they shared a home. 
"Len Mr. Steele left Washington, Mr. 
“Tiisle managed to maintain his own 
home in the house which he and Mr. 
Steele had rented in common, but the 
Carlisles make no bones of the fact that 
‘lg all they can doto keep up their 


ome Blackburn, has been a ho- 
iver all through his public career. 
He has a fine home in Kentucky, but he 
and his daughters have lived in hotels 
or boarding houses in Washington from 
the time he came to the house of repre- 
sentatives. Mr. Vest’s colleague, Mr. 
Cockrell, was a boarding honse fre- 
quenter for many years. Then he bought 
® little house, which was made bright 
by the good taste of Mrs. Cockrell and 
which was paid for by degrees. 

Some senators live in hotels because 
they find it more independent. Senator 
Hiscock of New York used to havea 
suit of rooms at the Arlington hotel, 
just beneath those oceupied by Dr. Tal- 
mage now, for which he paid more than 
his senatorial salary. Senator Hill of 
New York has lived at hotels during his 
stay in Washington, first at the Arling- 
ton and then atthe Normandie. Senator 
Hill has one of the finest houses in the 
suburbs of Albany, and he could afford 
to keep up a handsome establishment in 
Washington if he cared to doso. His 
colleague, Senatur Murphy, lives in the 
old Stanford house on K street, opposite 
Farragut square. It is one of the finest 
houses in Washington, thongh it was 
one of the first built in what is now the 
fashionable northwest section. It is of 
the row built by Governor Alex Shepherd 
when the improvement of the northwest 
section was planned. Mr. Stanford spent 
a great deal of money on it. One of the 
extravagances in which he indulged was 
a big dining room. It was added to the 
house because he could not find a dining 
room in Washington which was adapted 
exactly to the demands of a dinner he 
wanted to give in honor of the Pacific 
coast delegation at the time the seleo- 
tion of asite for the World’s fair was 
under consideration. The dinner was 
not given after all, but other entertain- 
ments were held in the big dining room, 
for the Stanfords were very hospitable 
people. 

Very few senators build new honses 
for their occupancy. The Gorman house 
is the one which was occupied by Mr. 
Evarts of New York when he was in the 
senate, and Mr. Evarts rented it from 
the owner. Mr. Brice, when he brought 
his millions to Washington, bought the 
historic mansion in which W. W. Cor- 
coran had died—once the home of Daniel 
Webster—and spent the cost of a new 
dwelling improving it within and with- 
out. It has been the scene of lavish en- 
tertaining since he took possession of 
it. Senator Stockbridge of Michigan, 
who was a millionaire, occupied a rent- 
ed house on Connecticut avenue until 
he took possession of the magnificent 
home which had been built by Senator 
Sawyer for his daughter, Mrs. White. 
Senator Proctor of Vermont lived in 
rented houses for atime, then built a 
handsome house on Rhode Island ave- 
nue, and then, for some mysterious rea- 
son, moved out of that house and into a 
rented house again. Senator Cameron 
built a very fine house for himself some 
years ago, but another man lives in it 
now, and Mr. Cameron lives in an old 
colonial house on Lafayette square. Sen- 
ator Quay lives in a rented house. 

A Senatorial Palace. 

The costliest house ever built by a 
senator in Washington was the mansion 
of Senator Sawyer on Connecticut ave- 
nue just above Dupont circle. It was 
built on a triangle of land, commanding 
a fine view of the avenue. Its exterior 
was of cut granite. Its interior was dec- 
orated in the most lavish manner. This 
was not at all in accordance with the 
senator’s taste, which was of the sim- 
plest. In fact, he had a den built for 
himself in a corner of one of the upper 
floors, where he could be surrounded 
with the simplicity he had known when 
as a young man he worked in a logging 
camp. 

Senator Spooner of Wisconsin used to 
live in a rented house on Capitol hill. 
In fact, the tendency of the senator from 
the near west is to live in rented houses, 
and not very expensive houses either. 
Few of them are wealthy. The senators 
from the far west are usually the most 
lavish in their style of living. When 
Mr. Stewart of Nevada was first a mem- 
ber of the senate, he built what has bern 
known since as Stewart castle. It was 
considered a magnificent building at the 
time. The senator dropped out of the 
senate, lost most of his large fortune and 
found himself with an elephant dwell- 
ing on his hands. He leased it finally to 
the Chinese legation, and it was famous 
for a long time as the home of the al- 
mond eyed and silk petticoated Celes- 
tials. After some years Mr. Stewart 
came back to the senate, and by some 
fortunate investments he regained his 
wealth. Then he determined to take 
possession of the castle again and the 
Chinese had to seek other quarters. 
They lefi the custle in such condition 
that the Stewarts filed a claim for dam- 
ages with the state department. The 
matter is still indispute. Senator Jones 
of Nevada adapts his style of living to 
the needs of his family. When his wife 
spent the winters in Washington, he 
used to rent a house in the northwest 
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SENATOR STEWART’S CASTLE. 
quarter of the city, where she gave fine 
entertainments to the fashionable set. 
Now that his wife is not with him for 
the entire winter he lives at Chamber- 
lin’s bachelor apartment house in her 


absence. 
Fine Quarters. 


Senator Perkins of California is a 
very rich man, but he lives at a hotel 
because he does not care to be bothered 
with the cares of housekeeping when he 
isin Washington. His colleague, Sena- 


‘tor White, is not wealthy, and he lives 


at the Ebbitt House from necessi i 
haps, as much as choice. wear 

Senator Davis of Mianesota has a 
very fine house, which he bonght after 
he had been in Washington some time, 
His wife entertains a great deal. Sena- 
tor Allison has his own home, a fine old 
brick house of three stories on Vermont 
avenue, near Thomas circle. He occn- 
pies it alone. Directly behind it is the 
red brick house which Senator Morrill 
the ‘‘father of the senate,’ has occupied 
for many years, 

More than one-half of the members of 
the senate live in rented bonses or in 
hotels. As to the members of the house, 
they are usually inhabitants of boarding 
houses or hotels of great or small pre- 
tensions. Most of the southerners will 
be found at the Metropolitan (once 
Brown’s hotel) or the National. Speak- 
er Crisp lives at the Metropolitan, and 
Senator Ransom, now minister to Mex- 
ico, was @ familiar figure there for 
many years. Stilla fair proportion of 
the representatives live in rented houses, 
and at this season the Wastngton honuse- 
holder is getting his house in readiness 
for the congressional renter. There are 
many people in Washington who seldom 
if ever occupy their own houses in win- 
ter. They spend the winters abroad or in 
New York, or in some cheap boarding 
house perhaps. They rent their houses 
furnished to congressmen during the 
winter for enough to pay their own win- 
ter expenses and the maintenance of the 
house during the summer. 

A sample of the rents charged in 
Washington was the rate asked by the 
proprietor of an apartment house for a 
very small suit of diminutive rooms. 
For the fashionable season—six months 
—these rooms would be $600; for the en- 
tire year they would be $700. Some- 
times the congressional renter makes a 
bargain for the usé of a house for the 
session of congress for a lump sum. 
This is a lottery, for congress in the 
long session may remain in Washington 
five months or nine. Usually the con- 
gressman rents by the month for a fixed 
period, and the rate he pays varies from 
$150 to $500 a month. With the high 
rents, the exaggerated prices charged 
for food in this city and the constant 
demands made on official people for en- 
tertaining $5,000 a year does not go 
very far toward paying a congressman’s 
expenses at the capital.

Visit to the Country Residence of the Ven- 
erable Senator Morrill. 
[Special Correspondence. ] 

STRAFFORD, Vt., Nov. 19.—A crisp 
morning recently found me on a train of 
the, Central Vermont railway en route 
to Sharon. This is the nearest station to 
the little village of Strafford, where the 
‘‘father of congress,’? Senator Justin S. 
Morrill, lives. A quick drive by way of 
a bridge below the town brings me to 
the double row of white cottages and 
stores and to the little hotel at the end 
of the single street. A three-quarter 
langgy and a moth eaten colt are hitched 
up for me, and, with brief instructions 
to ‘‘follow the telephone line,’’ I start 
for Strafford. 

The road across the hill from Sharon 
to South Strafford skirts for a time the 
rocky bed of a tiny stream which pours 
its miniature cascades over big bow]lders. 
Trees shade the drive through part of 
the journey, and in places where they 
no longer overhang the road they arch 
above the little stream and magnify the 
plash and tinkle of its waters. 

Now and then the little river broadens 
where a dam shnts off its course, and 
you find a sawmill just beyond. There 
is not enough water for the flour mill, 
and its busy rattle responds to the puff- 
ing of a steam engine. 

Above and beyond all are the hills, 
slope after slope, and behind you the 
long stretch of abrupt road. They do 
have bicycles in Vermont. I saw one, 
but I think that the owners push them 
up the hills and carry them down the 
farther slope, fur the roadway is much 
too rough for coasting. 

The road between the upper and low- 
er parts of Strafford village has its ups 
and downs, too, and the ‘‘river,’’ as the 
natives call the tiny stream, flows be- 
side it, but not so picturesquely. At the 
end of an hcur anda half from the time 
I left Sharon Icame to the upper village 
of Strafford and drove past a brown 
house almost lost in the trees. The 
house—it is almost a pink, but they call 
it brown in Strafford—was Senator Mor-

In this one hundred and sixteenth 
psalm there are three divisions. In the 
first part (verses 1-11) the psalmist re- 
calls the times in which the Lord had 
graciously helped him, how he had de- 
livered his soul from death, his eyes 
from tears and his feet from falling, all 
of which was cause for gratitude and 
thanksgiving. But in this thanksgiving 
he desired to be practical, to have a pur- 
pose, and hence in the second division 
(verse 12), which is a transition from 
the cause to the effect, he asks, ‘‘Wha 
shall I render unto the Lord for all His 
benefits toward me?’’ In the third part 
of the psalm (verses 18-19) he answers 
this question by saying among other 
things that he would pay his vows unto 
the Lord in the presence of all the peo- 
ple, that he would offer to the Lord sac- 
rifices of thanksgiving, and that he 
would call upon the name of the Lord. 

In this psalm wecertainly have placed 
before us a model way in which to ob- 
serve Thanksgiving day, and also what 
it requires to make a successful thanks- 
giving meeting. 

1. We should recount the blessings 
that have come to us io the year gone 
by, blessings in the nation, in the 
church, in the home and in our individ- 
ual lives. How manifold all these are! 
Our nation is prosperous and prospering. 
The blight of the recent hard times is 
fast disappearing. Crops are abundant. 
We are at peace with all the world, and 
have been. In the church, too, we have 
been blessed. The church of Christ is 
rapidly advancing and progressing. In 
the home and in our individual lives we 
have also been blessed. But some one 
may recall afflictions, bereavements, ca- 
lamities that have come in the past year, 
and ask, Are these blessings? Yes, they 
may be blessings in disguise. Our great- 
est afflictions often prove to be our 
greatest blessings. 

2. We should inquire, ‘‘What shall I 
render unto the Lord forall His benefits 
toward me?’’ It isnot enough to recount 
the blessings coming from the Lord? We 
must also consider what effect they 
should have upon us. Blessings being 
debt and obligation, there is something 
expected of us in return. What it is we 
should inquire. 

8. We should praise the Lord for all 
His benefits.

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A SOLDIER'S 
THANKSGIVING. 


BY LIEUTENANT TRIGG, 


(Copyright, 1896, by we Press Associa- 
tion. 

We started to dig our way out of the 
prison pen at Salisbury, N. C., on the 
2d day of August, 1863. There were five 
of us, all of whom had been captured at 
the same time, and we reached the pris- 
on in May. 

In all prison pens the inmates paired 
off at least, and in many instances four, 
five or six men formed a sort of close 
corporation. All clothing, blankets, 
money and other articles went into a 
common fund, and the men shared alike 
in the comforts and discomforts. It so 
happened that none of us was despoiled 
when captured, and on entering the 
gates of Salisbury we had $90 in cash, 
each a good blanket and a full uniform, 
and we were thus enabled to live in far 
greater comfort than the great majority. 
We had a choice of ground on which to 
pitch our tent, and having an eye toa 
tunnel we got as near the dead line and 
the fence as possible. The distance to 
the dead line was 6 feet and to the 
fence about 23. 

Up to this time a score of prisoners 
had escaped by means of tunnels, and 
dozens of tunnels had been discovered 
while being dug. The Confederates en- 
tered the pen almost daily through the 
months of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember and made a close search for dig- 
gers. Such vigilance acted to discourage 
the prisoners, and I believe our tunnel 
was the only ove begun in the month of 
October. Onur tent was a roomy one, 
and we began operations, sinking a 
shaft five feet deep and large enough to 
allow a man to workin. This hole was 
in the middle of our tent, and when not 
in use was covered with four sticks and 
a blanket. All the dirt was carried 
away in our pockets and flung into 
abandoned wells or scattered over the 
ground. A spoon, the two halves of a 
canteen and the handles of a skillet 
were our tools for digging. As we had 
noticed that every visit of the searchers 
Was made in the afternoon or evening 
we began and prosecuted our work in 
the forenoon. After a couple of weeks 
some digging was made after 10 o’clock 
at night, but we never feit safe while 
thus engaged. When the tunnel proper 
was begun, two men were working at 
the same time below grcund. A third 
stood watch at the door, and the fourth 
and fifth carried away the dirt. 

The tunnel was three feet below the 
surface and but a trifle larger than a 
man’s body. The digger had to pull 
himself in by using his elbows, and he 
drew after him atin basin and a string. 
The dirt was placed in the basin and 
drawn out by the man in the shaft. 
Crawling into a hollow log is fun com- 
pared to wriggling in and out of such a 
tunnel. The body shuts ont all the air, 
the place is stifling hot, and after half 
an hour’s work the strongest man is used 
up 


When our tonnel had reached the 
fence, we had to go down four feet to 
work under the ends of the logs, and the 
air became so foul that we made but 
slow headway and some days did not 
work at all. We had planned to run the 
tunnel close to the dispensary, and after 
passing the fence the digging became 
easier, but delay from one cause or an- 
other prevented the completion of our 
enterprise until the 20th of November. 
At noon of that date we had dug our 
full distance and had only to break 
through a foot of crust to be in the open 
air outside the fence. We must wait for 
night, of course. The weather was fine, 
with a promise of a starlight night, but 
during the afternoon we made all our 
arrangements to go. Twice during the 
afternoon alarms were given that search- 
ing parties were coming in, but they 
proved to be false. Night finally came 
with our plan undetected, and about 8 
o’clock the first of the five entered the 
tunnel, crept to the far end and broke 
throngh the crust. We had dug within 
12 inches of the wall of the dispensary. 
The building was used as sleeping quar- 
ters for two or three men connected with 
the hospital department, and as we pass- 
ed out of the tunnel in turn each of us 
heard them talking and moving abont. 
Each man crept away to the left, climb- 
ed over a fence and followed it for 20 
rods, and then made for a certain tree 
which could be seen from the stockade 
and which had been agreed upon as-the 
rendezvous. We encountered no guards 
and raised no alarm, and within half an 
hour from the time the first man enter- 
ed the tunnel the five of us were gath- 
ered under the tree. 

We traveled all night, with only 
brief stops for rest, and when daylight 
came we judged that we had made a 
good 25 miles. We had followed the 
highway on and off, but without en- 
countering any one, and as the day 
broke we sought the cover of a thicket 
and lay down to rest and sleep. It wes 
afternoon before any one awoke, and 
then the first move was to look for 
water. We soon found that, and then! 
the question of food came up. Keeping 
all together, we moved to the west, 
knowing that we should come to a plan- 
tation sooner or later. The best we 
could do in the way of weapons was for 
each man to arm himself with a club. 
The highway was on our left as we 
went forward, and we had proceeded 
for about a mile when we broke out of 
the cover of a thicket and found our- 
selves upon the road, which took a 
turn there toavoid ahill It was only 
& narrow road, and a couple of jumps} 
would have given us cover on the other | 
side, but as we left the bushes we came 
face to face with a soldier in Confeder- 
ate uniform. He was sitting down on a 
stone to rest and was without weapons 
of any sort. Had the soldier remained 
quiet a tragedy would have been avoid- | 
ed. At first sight of us he sprang to his 
feet, and instead of ronning away when 
he recognized us as escaped prisoners, 
which I am sure he did, he called on us 
to surrender and seized a man with each | 
band. He was only a boy, being less | 


than 20 vears old, and not baving even 


thing for him todo. Having a brave 
heart in him, he acted.on impulse. The 
idea with all of us was that we had 
blundered upon a party of soldiers sent 
out in search, and. no one hesitated to 
use his club. 


had gone down under our blows that 
we found he was alone and unarmed. 
Two men lifted up his body and bore it 
into a thicket across the road, and when 
at a safe distance we examined his in- 
juries and did all that was possible un- 
der the circumstances to revive him. 
Some of the blows had fractured his 
skull, and at the end of two hours he 
was dead. When I tell you that we were 
sorely grieved over the matter, I do not 
half express our feelings. In one sense 
we had the moral and legal right to at- 
tack him and defend ourselves, but when | 
we saw him lying dead we could not 
help but feel that there was innocent 
blood on our hands. On an envelope in 
his pocket was his name, George Wil- 
liamson, and he also had with him a ten 
days’ furlough, granted by the com- 
mander of the post at Salisbury nine 
days before. He was one of the guards 
at the prison pen, then, and had been 
home on a furlough and was making 
his way back. 

We found a spot where a tree had 
been overturned and buried the body as 
well as we could, and during the re- 
mainder of the day no one seemed to 
think of food. As night came we started 
on again, but we had not made a dis-

when the man returned. 10 our surprise 
he was alone and had a basket on his 
arm and a jug in his hand. The basket 
contuined meat, bread, pickles, pie and 
other good things, and the jug held 
cider. He placed them before us and

‘Boys, I don’t know who yo’ are. I 
shall never own up that I ever saw yo’. 
The s’arch far yo’ is now about over, 
and Ireckon yo’d better move slowly on 
by tomorrer.’’ 

‘‘But why do you do this for an ene- 
my?” was asked. 

“They no enemies on Thanksgiving 
day!’’ he replied as he uncovered his 
head. ‘‘Besides I’ve got a son who is a 
soldier. War’ he in the hands of his 
enemies on this day I should hope fur 
them to treat him as I treat yo’.”’ 

‘‘Will you give us your name?”’ 

“James Williamson, and my boy ar’ 
named George! He was home on fur- 
longh a few days ago, but has gone back 
to the prison pen. I shan’t see yo’ agin. 
Jest leave the basket and jug alongside 
the tree, and I’ll get ’em tomorrer. Good 
luck to yo’.”’ 

We sat there staring into each other’s 
faces and never thanked him nor said 
goodby. We could not speak for several 
minutes after the sound of his footsteps 
had died out of our ears. It was his son 
—his soldier boby—we had encountered 
on the highway and killed—his son ly- 
ing dead in a shallow grave in the for- 
est a few miles away! We had slain his 
only child perhaps, and he repaid us 
with food and succor and kind words! 
No man touched food or drink. No man 
felt hunger or thirst. We sat there for: 


PRESENTS OF CELLULOID. 


How to Make Wall Pockets, Brush Trays 
and Photograph Frames. 

Sheet celluloid is one of the best ma- 
terials that can be employed in fancy 
work. Itcan be purchased in all delicate 
colors, can be cut with the scissors, 
sewed and punched, 

With a steel punch, for making small, 
perfect holes in paper, etc., wonders can 
be done with. celluloid, whether you 
can paint or not. These punches cost 
about half a dollar. 

First, various trays can be made of 
sheet celluloid, A comb and brush tray 
is made by cutting a piece of cream col- 
ored celluloid, 8 by 12 inches, and bend- 
ing the edges up an inch all around to 
form the sides. The corners must be cut 
so that the sides will turn,up at an ob- 
tuse angle. Where the corhers join the 
celluloid is pierced with holes made by 
the punch. These are to be laced with 
cord or ribbon when the tray is com- 
plete. Now, if you can paint or can get 
some one to do it for you, lay on a rich 
yellow along the edges, shading it down 
toward the center unti] it merges into 
the cream of the celluloid. While the 
paint is wet dust it with diamond dust, 
then allow it to dry. The tray can be 
washed, even rubbed with a brush, to 
cleanse it, but neither the paint nor the 
diamond dust will come off.

PerLaps ‘‘taken’’ would | 
be the better term, as one of the men 
went to the shanty to beg for something 
and found no one at home. 

The five of us sat in a circle eating 
this Thanksgiving dinner when a stran- 
ger suddenly appeared among us. That 
he was a native could be told ata glance, 
and that he was the owner of the nearest 
farm on the west we soon ascertained. 
He was ont hunting, and had been led 
to us by his dog. He knewin a moment 
that we were Union soldiers-who had 
“cut stick,’’ and he must have been cog- 
nizant of the fact that there was a stand- 
ing reward of $50 for the capture of any 
prisoner seeking to make his escape. 
For a long time no one spoke. The man

Granite Industry. 


A fellow representing himself to be F. 
M. Barlow, a granite dealer at 54 East 123d 
street, New York, has been trying to 
swindle Quincy granite firms, but as far 
as can be learned has been unsuccessful. - 

A few days ago he visited E. J. Qualey 
and purchased several monumentswhich he 
ordered shipped by the Metropolitan line, 
He gave his note for the monuments but 
ashe seemed somewhat ignorant of the 
granite business Mr, Qualey became sus- 
Picious and asked for references, 

Barlow then gave the name‘of Golding, 
& well known New York firm. 

Mr. Qualey wrote Chief Conlin of New 
York as well as Mr. Golding. The former 
Sent.an officer to the address given but no 
trace of Mr. Barlow’s stone yard could be 
found, and Mr, Golding also disclaimed all 
all knowledge of Barlow. 

It is unnecessary to add that the monu- 
ments were not shipped by Mr. Qualey or 
the other firms of whom Barlow had 
purchased monuments, 

But little marble is now cut in Quincy 
whet only a few years ago it was quite an 
industry, granite which in many ways is 
much better adapted for monumental work 
baving superceded it in all the more mod- 
ern cemetaries. Marble turns yellow with 
age and in time the inscriptions are al- 
most unreadable whereas with the granite 
shafts the stand for ages and the inscrip 
tion are easily read. 

The N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. has placed 
& permanent engine} at West Quincy to 
take care of the Quarry railroad. 

Richards & Trowbridge are drawing a 
design for $25,000 mausoleum. 

The large derrick in Vogel’s yard at 
Quincy Adams has been taken down. 
These sheds have not been used for many 
months. 

A. M. Dean & Co. are opening a new 
quarry to the east of their present location. 

The shipment of granite from West 
Quincy during the month of October was 
8,374,101 pounds and during the same 
period the Quincy Quarry railroad shipped 
761 cars loaded with 27,903,363 pounds of 
rough and finished granite requiring a 
day and night crew, 

The pedestal of the South Hadley soldiers’ 
monument will be of Quincy granite. 

The Quincy Quarry Co. has contracts 
Uhat cover several hundred thousand dollars 
for filling and railroad bridges, 

It is reported that a well-known Quincy 
firm was fined $300 by the Manufacturers’ 
association for having too many apprentices 
and as they refused to pay the fine they 
were dropped from the membership roll. 

Badger Bros. have recently completed 
and shipped the Rochelle Soldiers’ monu- 
ment, 

Ellis & Clark of Plymouth have recently 
placed several orders with Quincy manu- 
facturers for monuments. 


{From the Granite Producer and Builder.} 


A beautiful granite and bronze memo- 
rial is shortly to be erected to Gov. 
Morris at the junction of Morris, Third 
and Lincoln avenues and 138th street, 
New York city. The desigu selected has 
just been completed by Architect Albert E 
Davis. The proposed memorial will stand 
seventy-five feet in height, the plan calling 
for a circular shaft of granite to rest upon 
a@ square pedestal, carved upon the four 
sides of which will be the name of the 
patriot. Eight American eagles in bronze 
will occupy conspicuous positions above 
the name. Surmounting the circular shaft 
a buge bronze globe set on a sub-pedestal 
will support a mammoth bronze figure of 
Gov. Morris, the right hand to be raised 
aloft and the left clasping an open scroll, 

The Craig & Richards Granite Co., at 
the request of the Harry McGlennen 
monument committee, recently constructed 
a full size model of the memorial, as 
designed for erection in Mt, Hope cemetery. 
A frame, corresponding with the design, 
was covered with cotton cloth and set upon 
the lot selected near the main entrance 
adjoining the Elks’ plot, 

William T. Spargo bas secured the con- 
tract on the new soldiers’ memorial to be 
erected at Middleboro, Mass. The design, 
as furnished by him ia the competition, 
and accepted by the committee, consists of 
a Quincy granite monument with five 
bases, die, column and capital, embellished 
with appropriate emblems and surmounted 
by a granite figure of the ‘* Standard 
Bearer,” 10-6 in height. The bottom base 
is 9x9, with rise of 1-4. The decrease in 
bases is uniform to tbe fourth, which is 
octagon in shape with stacks of cannon 
balls at the corners. The bases are all 
hammered, with the words Liberty and 
Union in polished block letters on the face 
of the fifth. The column and cap are 
round, the former 2 7x13, fluted at the top 
and bottom and the latter 54xl-1, with 
raised dentils,

» GREAT RELAY RIDE. 


Message to Be Taken From Washington 
to New York. 

The military cyclists have just com- 
pleted arrangements for their great re- 
lay ride between Washington and New 
York, the preparations of which have 
been going on for the last four months. 
After numerous delays it has at last 
been decided to begin the race at noon 
on Dec. 1, which will be. Sunday. 
Nothing in the way of natural elements 
will stop the ride unless there is snow 
on the ground, which will be too deep 
for the bicyclists to ride throngh on 
their machines. Barring this, the start 
will be made, rain or shine, though 
good weather is earnestly hoped for on 
the occasion, as it will materially tend 
toward having a quick ride. 

According to the schedule of the ride 
prepared by Captain 8S. H. Wiggins and 
Lieutenant Frank Libbey, who have 
been in charge of the ride, the distance 
is 2491¢ miles, and 28 hours is allowed 
in which to cover it. This is the maxi- 
mum of time and allows plenty of mar- 
gin for improvement. In some cases the 
men will probably take up all of the 
time allotted to them for their relay, 
but in other cases, where the roads are 
good, the ride will probably be made 
much lower than the scheduled time. 
Only 20 men in the company will be 
used in the ride, and they will be sta- 
tioned at the beginning of each relay. 
In all there will be ten relays between 
the two points, the shortest of which 
will be 164¢ miles, while the longest 
will be 35 miles. —Washington Star. 


ALL BORN WITH SCALES. 


Miss Sheets, the Last of Her Family, Near 
the End of Her Life. 

Miss Lizzie Sheets, 50 years of age, 
who is dying near Rochester, Ind., has 
been a hermit for the past 40 years, ow- 
ing to a deformity at birth, which was 
characteristic of other children born to 
her parents. 

There were three girls and one boy, 
and at birth each showed a covering of 
distinctly marked scales over all parts 
of the body, the face, neck and hands of 
each being more thickly covered than 
other parts of the body. 

The scales were comparatively soft, 
and of a delicate flesh color. As the 
children grew up the scales of the ex- 
posed parts of the body became hard 
and firm aud of a darker hue. 

Miss Lizzie is the last member of the 
family. When 10 years of age, she be- 
came s0 sensitive concerning her con- 
dition that she refused to be seen by 
any one, and has lived a secluded life 
ever since. She did nearly all the work 
upon the farm herself. When she hired 
& man, her communications with him 
were always from a room where she 
could not be seen.—New York World. 


England’s Trade With Her Colonies. 

Lonpoy, Noy. 23.—Sir Charles Tupper, 
speaking at Newcastle-on-Tyne yesterday, 
defended the fiscal policy adopted by Can- 
ada in her relation with England. He 
contended that Canada’s system of in- 
cidental protection is immensely increas- 
ing, instead of decreasing, her trade with 
Great Britain. England, he said, was the 
only-country which in respect to trade 
treated her colonies as foreigners, and he 
thought the time had arrived when this 
subject should be dealt with in a manner 
likely to prove to the advantage of both 
England and her colonies. 


Murdered In Her Room. * 

POTTSVILLE, Pa., Noy. 23.—Mrs. Cather 
ine Gorman, aged 74 years, was found 
dead in ther room at her home in Mill 
Creek yesterday, having been strangled to 
death. The wounds about her neck and 
head showed plainly that she had hada 
severe struggle with her slayers. It is be- 
lieved that the murder was committed by 
some persons who knew that the old lady 
kept considerable money about the house. 
It is not knbwn how much money the 
thieves secured. 


Large Town In Ruins 

HABANA, Noy. 23.—The town of Guinia 
de Miranda, the most important in the 
district, has been entirely burned by the 
insurgents commanded by Roloff. A ma- 
jority of the brick houses of the place and 
50 palm huts were destroyed. Before the 
revolution there were 4500 inhabitants 
there. The main wealth of the place was 
tobacco, coffee and cattle. The small 
garrison defending Guinia de Miranda 
made a heroic defense. 


Another Blind Minister. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 23.—Rey. Mr. Con- 
den of Michigan, who is here seeking the 
nomination of the Republicans to the 
chaplaincy of the house, is blind, and is 
getting a good deal of support because of 
that fact. If he should be elected, both 
houses of congress would have blind chap- 
lains, for Dr. Milburn will be continued 
as chaplain of the senate, no matter what 
changes may be made in the other offices 
of the senate. 


Destructive Fire at Chicago. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 23.—The interior of the 
Exchange building, a seven-story struct- 
ure at the corner of Van Buren and 
Franklin streets, was destroyed by fire 
yesterday, entailing a loss of $375,000 upon 
the owners and tenants of the building, 
and causing the loss of five lives, the fatal 
injury of two others, and the injury of six 
other people, all of whom are expected to 
recover. 


Keeping Sharp Lookout. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The deputy col- 
lector of cus.oms at Lewes, Del., has been 
instructed to watch the John W. Foster, 
which has cleared down the Delaware, 
and is expected to take aboarda party of 
Cuban sympathizers, which she will de- 
liver on board the Norwegian vessel Leon, 
now lying off shore. The Leon is ex- 

pected to take the men to Cuba. 


Baseball Men In a Tangle. 

CHICAGO, Noy. 23.—The Western Base- 
ball league isin a deadlock over the Co- 
lumbus franchise. There are four appli- 
cants. J. W. Gunnells refused the Toledo 
franchise because he could not get a five- 
year agreement, and it is likely that 
Omaha may yet get into the league. 


Mrs. Stanton on the Horse Show. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton was in- 
terviewed recently and asked to give 
her opinion as to the horse show recent- 
ly held in New York. This is what she 
said: 

“‘T regard the horse show as a demor- 
alizing exhibition. That society women 
will deliberately gown themselves for 
the purpose of being gazed at by the 
public seems incredible, and yet the 
horse show proves that they do. Not 
only is their attitude in regard to their 
own personality and privacy an incredi- 
ble one, but the horse show which they 
attend is in itself demoralizing. I re- 
gard it as on a level with acock fight or 
a dog fight. The climax of shows seemed 
to be reached. First and lowest, we 
have the cock fight, then the dog fight, 
then this horse show, and finally the 
exhibition of women, with which the 
horse show has become merged. But not 
until we can get society women to re- 
spect themselves will the horse shows 
cease, ” 


Gave Officers the Slip. 
WASHINGTON, Noy. 28.—News has 
reached here that A. K. Ward, the Mem- 
phis embezzler and forger, has slipped 
away from the officers who were watching 
him in Honduras, and has gone to some 
other country with which the United 

States has no extradition treaty. 


Two Lives Lost. 

SAN FRANcisco, Noy. 23.—The steamer 
Bandorille, running between Oregon 
points, is ashore at Empire City, Or. 
The vessel stranded while in a disabled 
condition. Captain Wimant and one pas- 
senger were swept overboard and drowned. 
The other passengers are safe. 


Using Coins For Advertising. 

Kalamazoo and Muskegon merchants 
are using silver dollars for advertising 
purposes. They are not giving away the 
dollars, but are using them as billboards. 
They paste labels on the big silver cart 
wheels reading: ‘‘Take me back to 
Biank’s store and get one dollar and five 
cents’ worth of groceries for me.’ Citi- 
zens are complaining that the labels 
come off and stick to their pockets and 
that the gum makes the money unpleas- 
ant to handle. The United States dis- 
trict attorney was appealed to, but he 
Says it is not against the law to so use 
coins, but he thought, from experience 
and from all he heard, that public opin- 
ion would indorse a law making such a 
use of the national coinage a crime.— 
New York Sun

Sultan Appears to Be Taking Active 


Measures In Constantinople, 


Courts In Armenia Need Care- 


ful Supervision. 


Kurds Reported to Have Destrayed Villages In 


Neighborhood of Van. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 23.—The sultan 
has offered rewards for the discovery o! 


the persons who recently posted revolu- 


tionary placards at the mosques, and ip 
many other public places, exciting the 
Armenians against the Mussulmans. A 
special committee has also been appointed 
to watch day and night until adequate re- 


sults are obtained in the restoration of or- 
der among the Armenians. 
A large number of Turks were arrested 


in this city at daybreak yesterday. They 
were hurried to the harbor and placed on 
board a ship. Their destination, and the 


reason for the arrests, cannot now be de 
termined. 


Russia’s Diplomatic Move. 


Lonpon, Nov. 28.—A dispatch from 
Sebastopol says that the Black sea fleet, 
which 10 days ago was ordered to lay up 
for the winter, has been recommissioned, 
and that the troops stationed at Odessa 
have been warned to be in readiness for 


active service. 


The sultan has consented to allow the 
passage in through the Dardanelles of a 
second guardship for each pofver, in ac- 
cordance with the requests of the Aus 
trian, Italian, Russian and British ships. 

The Daily News this morning publishes 
a telegram from Van, which states that 
the Kurds have destroyed five villages in 
the neighborhood of that town, and that 
out of the 13,000 villagers driven away at 


the time of the attacks only 3000 can now 
be found. 


The correspondent of The Daily News 
at Constantinople telegraphs that unless 
the courts which the sultan promised to 
establish in Armenia are carefully super- 


vised there will be a bloody assize after 


the massacres. Some of these courts to be 


established have the right of rendering 
final decisions upon all questions arising, 


and itis feared that many of the Turks 


will take advantage of this fact for the 
purpose of securing a speedy and suré 
vengeance, while ostensibly complyin 
with all the forms of the law. 

The correspondent of The Daily News 
also announces that all the foreign and 
American papers giving accounts of the 
revolt of the Arabs in the province of 
Yemen, Arabia, have been forbidden ad- 
mission to all towns of the Turkish em- 
pire. 


Missionaries In Danger. 

Boston, Noy. 23.—The press dispatches 
state that the missionaries at Marash are 
n the greatest danger, notwithstanding 
assurances of protection given to United 
States Minister Terrell by the porte. 
Marash is a city of northern Syria at the 


foot of the Taurus mountaius, 90 miles 


northwest of Aleppo. It has a population 
of about 40,000 Turks and Armenians. 
The mission station of the A. B. C. F. M., 
consists of three large churches, with fine 
buildings and over 2000 church members. 
Here are located the theological seminary 
of the Central Turkey mission, estab- 


lished in 1865, and a flourishing college for 


girls. 


One Warship Enough. 
Lonpon, Noy. 24.—The Standard’s Ber- 


lin correspondent says that Germany has 
decided that it will not be necessary to 
senda second warship to Turkey to aid 
in bringing about the suppression of 


troubles there. 


Doubly Affiicted. 
GuTHRIE, O. T., Noy. 23.—A disastrous 
prairié fire has been raging in Pottawat- 
omie county and the Seminole reservation 


for three days, sweeping scores of farms 
of crops and buildings. A terrific blizzard 


from the north yesterday fanned the 
flames into a fierce torrent, sweeping 
everything before it. Horses and cattle 
are being caught and burned to death, and 
if the wind continues many lives will be 
lost. 


Hawaiians’ Wishes. 

HONOLULU, Nov. 23.—Minister Cooper is 
authority for the statement that Francis 
M. Hatch, the new Hawaiian minister, 
does not goto Washington to ask for a 
protectorate. This statement is made to 
refute a well-defined rumor. Mr. Hatch 
will use his best endeavors to bring the 
annexation question before the next con- 
gress, and high officials state that nothing 
else will satisfy the government. 


Conclusions of Knights, 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 28. — The Knights 
of Labor general assembly selected 
Rochester as the place for holding its next 
annual meeting. The report of the 
finance committee was approved. It had 
been expected that this might excite some 
criticism. The committee found, how- 
poet thatthe accounts were in the best of 
order.

New York, Nov. 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
review of trade says: Reaction in busi- 
ness there is none: Efforts to explain it, 
or to attribute it to this or that temporary 
influence, are all manel. Foe arent bow 
nD men now perceive ‘act, 
times noted by Dun’s review, that the 
purchases in advance of current distribu- 
tion which were made when prices were 
booming involved of necessity a season of 
halting whensthe rise stopped and until 
the actual demand for consumption has 
been measured. 

When stocks bought in advance of con 
sumption have been worked off, men will 
be able to judge what final distribution is 
to be expected, and meanwhile prices are 
depressed by the selling of quantities 
bought for speculation, by the pressure of 
stocks for which consumers have not yet 
been found, and by the idea that prices 
may go still lower. 

Products are lower, without disturb- 
ance or sign of panic. The more sober 
estimates of wheat months ago rose 50,- 
000,000 or more above the government and 
speculative guesses, and now a reputable 
estimate of 475,000,000 bushels excites lit- 
tle remark. Corn declines 34 cent further. 
Pork products also have reason for 
weakening; lard 15 cents 100 pounds, and 
pork 25 cents a barrel, 


A Diplomatic Funeral. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 23.—The funeral of 
Senor Thedim, Portugal’s minister, oc- 
curred today. At9o’clock this morning 
the remains were removed from the resi- 
dence of the deceased to St. Matthew's 
church, under a military escort, composed 
of two troops of cavalry, headed by the 
United States Marine band. At the 
church a high requiem mass was held. 
The services were attended by President 
Cleveland, his cabinet and the entire dip- 
lomatic corps. The remains will be taken 
to Lisbon by steamer from New York on 
the 30th inst. 


A Lack of Justioe. 

St. Jonn’s, N. F., Nov. 23.—The smug- 
glers whose release has been expected for 
the past few days, were offered liberty 
conditional upon paying fines propor- 
tioned to thelr sentence of imprisonment, 
but they rejected these terms, insisting 
upon an unconditional release. The au- 
thorities expected the offer would be 
eagerly accepted, and they are now afraid 
that they will be compelled to release the 
prisoners, owing to the popular clamor, 
without obtaining any fines whatever. 


Rebels All Surrounded. 

Caracas, Noy. 23.—The revolution is 
practically atan endin this republic. It 
has been principally confined to the 
mountainous district in the states border- 
ing on the northern boundary of the 
country, and has partaken somewhat of 
the character of an opera bouffe insurrec- 
tion. The rebels are completely sur- 
rounded in the mountains near Barcelona, 
a town of abou} 13,000 inhabitants, not far 
from the shores of the Caribbean sea.

Lima, Noy. 23.--In the house of repre- 
sentatives, during a discussion as to the 
advisability of the abolition of the poll tax, 
the spectators.applauded those who de- 
fended the policy of abolition and hissed 
those who favored the continuation of the 
polltax. Finally the chamber was ordered 
cleared, but the crotvd waited outside, and 
hissed and stoned various members. Last 
night an attempt was made to assault Dr.

Him tn Court 


Bostox, Nov. 25.—The long silence ot 
Burglar Barrett is at last broken, and yes- 
terday he pJaced inthe hands of a Post 
reporter a statement in reference to his 
life and his relations with Chaffey. 

He states that it is a desire to clear his 
name from all the odium that has been 
thrown upon it by Chaffey and his friends, 
coupled with a wish to clear his wife from 
any knowledge of his life in Boston, and 
to vindicate her in the eyes of the public, 
that influences him to make this confes- 
sion. 

The letter goes on tosay: “I am an Eng- 
lishman and was born in the county ot 
Staffordshire. About 20+ years ago I emi- 
grated to this country and came to Boston, 
where I lived until my arrest and im 
prisonment. I was altogether in the 
hands of my solicitor during the trial. 

“I was never in a court where a jury sat 
before. I was utterly ignorant of th 
forms of law. Idid not know that I had 
the right to address the jury on my own 
behalf without being cross-examined. My 
attorneys told me that to speak would ba 
against their wishes and advice. I did not 
speak. Now, I find that my silence has 
been construed as evidence against me. It 
was an admission that I was guilty of hav- 
ing killed Farrar, as his brothers main- 
tained I had killed him, with premedita- 
tion and _alice. 

“Inever wished to admit anything of 
the sort, and to this day maintain that I 
did not shoot James Farrar, either by ac- 
cident or design. He was shot in the 
struggle, but not by me. We were locked 
together on the ground, when I heard the 
revolver shot, and immediately knew that 
Farrar was hit, and hit fatally.” 

Barrett than reviews the testimony 
given at his trial, and claims that it was 
changed for the express purpose of con- 
victing him. He concludes his argument 
by stating that “every effort was made to 
keep me from getting even the semblance 
of a fair trial, and asa result I am where 
you see me today. 

Where Chaffey Comes In, 

“TI would like to speak in reference to 
Chaffey in his attempt to throw on me all 
the blame for his crimes. He is an Eng: 
lishman like myself and was born in Lon- 
don, and that is the only bond of unity 
that ever existed between us. My brother? 
No. Thesame mother never bore us. I 
regard Chaffey asa man cruel, vindictive 
and treacherous. It is he who threw all 
the odium on me after my arrest. During 
all my trial he pretended to be my friend, 
but was not. 

“But I will get even with him yet. I 
will do all in my power to aid the police 
in bringing him to justice. I know him 
as a burglar and a fence, and I will prove 
my statements in court. Once it was 


he burglarized the houses and obtained | 


the stuff. I never did. 

“I am confined in prison, I firmly be- 
lieve, as the result of aconspiracy on the 
part of Chaffey and others, who believe 
they can force me to yield the treasure 
which they imagine I have buried. I once 
conveyed to Chaffey the impression that I 
could find $100,000 within 10 miles of Bos- 
ton. On that he has worked, and on that 
statement he has nullified my defense, 
undermined my efforts to regain my 
liberty and debauched my advisers. 

“Allthat I want is a chance to address 
aright and fair-minded jury on my own 
behalf and show how my lawyers so des- 
perately slipped up on my case. If I can 
only secure the chance I crave I may suc- 
ceed in establishing my innocence before 
the eyes of the world and once more be a 
free man.” 

A Post reporter took the above confes- 
sion to Charles street jail, wrote a message, 
telling Chaffey of Barrett’s statement 
and offering to show it to him and said 
that it deeply concerned himself. Chaf- 
fey’s answer was: “Acting on the advicc 
of my solicitor, I have nothing to say at 
present in regard to the matter.’ 

The letter states that he has written a 
letter to the governor in relation to the 
whole matter, in which he besought a 
new trial in order to shOw his innocence, 
but he has not heard from him,

SLAUGHTER OF SEALS 


Carried on Despite Efforts to Prevent 
Ultimate Extermination, 


Needless Killing of Females 
Leaves Pups to Starve. 


Further Restrictions Must Soon Be Made Re- 
garding Breeding Grounds. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. — Information 
has reached here that the revenue cutter 
Bear, the last government vessel to leave 
Behring sea, has brought down some 
startling evidence of the effect of pelagic 
sealing upon the Alaskan herd, which 
frequents the Pribiloff or Seal islands. 

In accordance with the findings of the! 
Paris arbitration, schooners are now per-| 
mitted to hunt seals in Behring sea with | 
spears, in a zone 60 miles around the 
islands, from Aug. 1. This gives them 
about five weeks of good sealing. It was | 
thought that confining sealing schooners | 
to spears, and reducing the season te prac- 
tically five or six weeks, would stop the 
slaughter in Behring sea and allow the) 
herds to recuperate. 

This year not less than 60 schooners be- 
gan hunting in the Behring sea Aug. 1, 
and captured nearly 40,000 pelts, about 20 
per cent of which were females. This 
does not show the full extent of the in- 
jury done. The seal pups are dependent 
upon their mothers’ milk for the first four 
or five months of their existence, and with- 
out it 


Must Suffer Starvation, 

Acting under instructions of their re- 
spective superiors, both resident treasury 
officers and agents of the North American 
Commercial company made a careful 
count of the dead pups found at the close 
of the season, when the sealing schooners 
had left the sea. The census was just 
completed when the Bear left, and reached 
27,000, and does not include those in the 
last stages of starvation. 

The same conditions prevailed last year, 
bnt the count was made with less exact- 
Ness, on account of snow. It is said that 
the actual pecuniary loss to the United 
States and the commercial world by this 
needless waste of animals will reach hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, 

The United States, which has never 
allowed the molestation of breeding 
grounds or killing of females on land, 
made an effort last year to stay the 
slaughter going on by limiting the land 
killing to 15,000 immature males. It is 
questionable if, in the face of existing con- 
ditions and the reports of treasury officials, 
further restraint will be exercised, es- 
pecially as a request made last January by 
the United States to Great Britain for 
greater protection to the seals 

Has Been Practically Ignored, 

It was the attempt made by the United 
States to stop the barbarity practiced on 
the seals by seizing the schooners that 
subjected the government to claims for 
damages on the part of Canada. 

These claims, which were re-enacted 
last year by congress, are again receiving 
attention from the state department, and 
the articles of a convention providing for 
a commission to sit at Victoria are being 
considered. 

It is belleved in congressional ciroles 
that unless a treaty, which must be rati- 
fied by a two-thirds vote of the senate, con- 
fines the assessment of damages strictly to 
vessels passed upon by the Paris tribunal, 
and provides a penalty for injury on the 
part of all witnesses called by either govern- 
ment, it will suffer the same fate as did 
Secretary Gresham’s proposition to pay to 
Canada $425,000 out of hand, despite the 
fact thata number of the schooners be- 
longed to American subjects, and nearly 
three-fourths of the claims are for pro- 
spective catches of seals, 


Striking With Vengeance. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 25.—A strike is 
now going on at the Laferme cigaret fac- 
tory, the trouble growing out of the in- 
troduction of new machinery. A serious 
riot was one of the results of the strike, 
the strikers smashing the new machines. 
The dissatisfied workmen then threw the 
broken machines and the tobacco out of 
the windows. A thousand strikers were 
placed under arrest. 


Case of the Foster. 

LEWES Del., Nov. 25.—Schooner Joseph 
W. Foster arrived at the Delaware Break- 
water last night in charge of custom house 
officials. Nothing has been found to show 
any irregularity in her business. Captain 
Whealton declares that he will give up 
his vessel entirely to the care of the gov- 
ernment, and commence suit against the 
government for damages for detention. 


Lost All Her Canvas.

The Work Accomplished in About

The old waiting shed will be moved 
across to the westerly side and placed on 
the old site of the depot.

A mob over- 
powered the sheriff, took Perdue from 
him and then cut Perdue’s throat and rid- 
dled his face and body with bullets. Per- 
due leaves a wife and three grown chil- 
dren.

A MOUNTAIN SECTION. 


OBSERVATIONS OF A JOURNEY FROM 
| CHATTANOOGA TO ASHEVILLE. 


; 
4 Reversal of the Course of Emigration. 
| Views of a Native—Traces of War—An- 
other American Switzerland—Asheville 
| and Its Social Atmosphere, 
' 


[Special Correspondence.} 
ASHEVILLE, N.C., Nov. 19.—The long 
Prayed for rain was Pouring in torrents 
| Upon the red hills and filling all the 
gullies with what looked like arterial 
blood when our train pulled ont from 
| Chattanooga on the old E. T., V. and G. 
| road. At the close of the war the home 
| Coming veterans rendered these letters 
| to mean ‘*Eternal Trouble, Vexation and 
Grief, for two hours on the road then 
made one’s bones ache, and in one sec- 
| tion the cars were said to run on “‘two 
| Streaks of iron rust and the right of 
| way.”? _A little later the natives con- 
| Strued it as ‘“‘Eat Turnips, Vegetables 
and Greens,”’ as they had nothing else. 
| Flour, bread, bacon and coffee had 
| ceased with the military occupation, and 
the people had to raise a crop before 
they could rise to their old luxuries of 
corn bread, coffee and fried pork. The 
leanness of the east Tennesseean was 
proverbial in those days. Now the old 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railway is operated by the Great South- 
| ern or Piedmont Air line. Thriving cit- 
| ies and pretty villages adorn its route, 
and the people are in so much better fix 
than formerly that they actually speak 
of themselves as prosperous. 
' Trend of Emigration. 
Here one may note a curious reversal 
| of the course of emigration. In the set- 
tlement of our part of the Ohio and Wa- 
bash valleys from 1820 to 1850 there 
was a large and continuous stream of 
movers from all this mountain region. 
They came in great skiff shaped covered 
Wagons, usually six or seven children to 
| the family and seldom less than three 
| dogs. They spoke of the land they had 
| left as ‘‘no place for a poor man,’’ and 
after a few years on the black ‘‘bot- 
toms,’’ ‘‘fat wales’? and fertile up- 
lands of Indiana and Illinois they won- 
; dered how they had ever made a living 
hereabout. Soon after the war a return 
tide set in. At first avery few ventured, 
but by 1$75 there was a big movement, 
and now there are hundreds of instances 
where the sons and grandsons of the 
| emigrants of 1820-50 own the large 
| farms their ancestors had looked on as 
| attainable only by the wealthy. They 
| have found out what this soil is good 
for and how to work it. I note another 
| interesting change. In the smoking car 
| —that’s the place to take the sense of 
| the people—every one talks politics, and 
two-thirds of the talkers are Republic- 
ans. East Tennessee contains the banner

Republican county, several of them iu- 
deed, and the banner congressional dis- 
trict of the Union, and as there were 
not Democrats enough last year in the 
Second district to organize, the folks had 
their fun in running two Republicans 
for congress. John C. Houk got 13,191 
votes and the bolting candidate, Henry 
R. Gibson, got 16,125 to 632 Populists 
and 414 Prohibitionists. One county 
had but 93 Democratic votes for govern- 
or, and three others less than 200 each. 
It’s really refreshing to ride through 
here after traversing the distressingly 
unanimous regions of Georgia and Ala- 
bama. 

I was particularly struck by the re- 
marks of a native genius who looked 
about 7 feet long and 6 inches wide, but 
was probably 6 and 4 by 12 or 14, had 
an extremely peaked nose and an Adam’s 
apple as big as a hen’s egg, which rose 
and fell as he talked as if he had a false 
joint in his neck. I dare not report his 
remarks about Grover Cleveland and his 
final destiny. They were horribly ortho- 
dox. ‘‘An iron country,’’ said he, 
‘*hain’t got no use for Democrats any- 
way.. What did they ever do for the 
country when they was in before? 
And now see what a fix they’ve 
got the country into. Up our way we 
jest won't listen toa Democrat. Down 
where you've been folks go around 
grumblin about their livers and take 
blue pills and vote Democratic. Up here

Again, we 
traversed a barrow canyon and emerged 
into a lovely oval valley, which seemed 
| @ mountain walled park, through: which 
the Broad river rolled in placid volume. 
In such places it is indeed broad and 
looks navigable for large boats, but for 
the most part it is a foaming mountain 
torrent. In the last of these oval vales 
are the famous hot springs, long a place 
of resort and now quite the fashion, and 
for the remaining 40 miles to this place 
the locomotive has a hard strnggle of 
it. The descent is said to be 900 feet, 
and the gorge is iz most places so nar- 
row that very little can be gained by 
curves. The river is a continu cas- 
cade, and local scientists point to the 
old watcr lines hundreds of feet above 
us as proof that it bas through all the 
ages since the Devonian been cutting its 
channel down to the present level How 
long a time they allow for this I don’t 
know, but with its fierce current and 
grinding sand, despite the hardness of 
the rock, I suppose 1,000,000,000 years 
would do.

STONE INDUSTRY. 


Valuable Information Compiled 
by the Government. 


The Methods of Quarrying Granite 
by W. B. Smith. 


To be Followed by Blasting, Cutting, 
Polishing, ete. 


Today the Darky LEDGER begins the 
publication of a series of articles on the 
“Stone Indastry” from a very valuable 
pamphlet issuei by the government. 
by William C. Day of the Department of 
the Interior. The quotation today is from 
the eleventh census report: 

Structure of Granite in Place. 


‘*The successful and economical work- 
ing of granite quarries depends upon an 
intelligent knowledge of the structure of 
the rock and its natura] divisions in the, 
mass, as well as upon improv@l methods, 
tools, and machinery for quarrying. The 
topographical location of the quarry and 
its relation to facilities for transportation 
are important factors that affect the pro 
ductiveness and greatly modify the actual! 
cost of operations in a given place. 

“In regions of great dynamic movement, 
such as most granite localities posse-s, very 
large rock masses withoat seams or fissures 


do not occur; but these fractures, extend-| 
ing as they do in certain definite directions | 


to each other in a mass, form systems of 
inchoat joints, which divide it into roughly 
rectangular and rhombic forms, thus render- 
ing valuable assistance to the quarryman 
t is probable that the fissures were caused 
by pressure operating in certain directions 
during the origin or uplifting of the rock, 
and it is even possible for it to have been 
suffl-ient to change the molecular arrange 
ment of the component minerals. 

“* Even granites which are 
apparently vormal, and which reveal no 
traces of stratification or parallel arrange- 
ment of mica or hornbiend, are found by 
quarrymen and stonecntters to split more 
easily and with a smoother surface in one 
or more directions than in others. An un- 
equal pressure operating on the mass would 


those 


have caused certain directions or lines of 
weakness and account fer this, or it may 
bave produced the apparent rearrangement 


of the feldspar crystals, as found in few of | 


the granites. 


** In northern New England particularily | 


most of the fissures, as revealed by quarry 
openings, are slightly curved, parallel part- 


ings conform in general to the direction of | 


the slope upon which the quarry may be 
located. They produce a sheeted arrange- 
ment of the rock, which bends in ridges or 
curves in hilltops like anticlinal or 
quaquaversa! folds of sedimentary strata. 
In addition to these divisional planes there 
occur one or more systems of 
joints, the joints of each system running 
approximately parailel to each other, 


vertical 


though the systems cross at varying angles. | 


‘It is interesting to note that the direc- 
tion of easiest cleavage, called by quarry- 
men the “rift,” is parallel to the most 
numerous natural fractures, and that at 
right angles to this another direction of 


cleavage, called the “grain,” is parallel to | 


the system having the next greatest 
number of joints. When the rift of the 
rock in place is horizontal, or more nearly 
horizontal than perpendicular, it is custom- 
arily called the “lift.” The grain, al- 
though important, is not 
eminent featare, and its direction may re- 
main unknown even fora long time afier 
the quarry is opened. These systems of 


fracture, and the unequal ease of splittinug| 


in different directions, are points generally 
well understood and advantageously used 
by experienced granite workers. 

Opening the Quarry. 

“Granite quarries are nearly always 
started in natural outcroppings of the 
ledge, but as they are entirely open work- 
ings, and necessarily cover large dreas, 
considerable development work is needed 
at first and from time to time, as the 
quarry is enlarged, in stripping or clearing 


away the timber and soil and in removing} 


the weathered portions or cap rock. 
It sometimes happens, especially in the 
northeastern region, that a ledge is found 


|showing sound granite at the top, ready 
arrying, having been ground smooth | 


by glacier movement and left bire of soil; 
but usually long exposed outeroppings have 
asofier outer portion, called ‘*sap,’’ re- 
sulting chi: fly from the partial 
sition of the feldspar. 

This also occurs to a less extent along 
the seams and fissures, and where the rock 
is stained by ita 
oxidation to a brownish or reddish color. 
The sap may be merely a thin coating, 


scarcely discernible, or it may be that the} 
rock is reudered unsound for 30 feet or} 
| more in depth, as is the case with a certain | 


coarse-grained granite occarring io the 
Rocky Mountains. The observation of 
such points in the field will serve as indi- 


cations of the probable durably of the stone 
and the stability of its color.

Pretty and Desirable For a Gift. 
Cocoannt bags are useful, as all small 
bags are sure to be, and are quite differ- 
; ent from anything else of the sort To 
make one select a fine, large, well shaped 
cocoannt, split it exactly in half length- 
wise and remove allthe meat. Then 
wash the shell quite clean and bore one 
hole in the lower edge of each side quite

soft silk bag, slightly longer than the 
shell and full enough to be pretty, 
while atthe same time itis not large 
enough to be cumbersome.

THE TURKISH TURMOIL, 


Empire’s Past, Present and Future 
Discussed by Tewfik Pasha. 


Terrell Looking to Welfare 
of Missionaries. 


Order Said to Have Been Restored at Nearly 
All Points. 


(Copyrighted, 1895.] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 26.—A represen 
tative of a press association had an inter- 
view on the political situation with Tewik 
Pasha, the minister of foreign affairs. 
The pasha received his visitor kindly, and 
readily answered all the questions put tc 
him, not only on the political aspects of 
the affair, but as to administrative meas 
ures contemplated or in force. 

In brief, Tewfik Pasha assured the cor- 
respondent that everything possible was 
being done for the protection of the Amer- 
ican and other missionaries in Asia 
Minor, and that those who were desirous 
of leaving the interior could do so under 
escort. In view of the troubled state of 
the country, Tewfik Pasha suggested that 
perhaps this would be the best course to 
adopt for the present, and that the work 
of the missionaries could be resumed later 
when matters were brighter. 

The minister, however, said that the 
latest news receiyed by the government 
from the provinces was more reassuring 
than it had been for some time past. 
Everywhere, he added, on the arrival of 
the troops, order was being restored, and 
the Armenians were not being severely 
treated. 

Referring to the measures adopted by 
the government with the view of bring- 
ing about the restoration of order in Asia 
Minor, the minister of foreign affairs 
said he had no doubt the reforms would 
be strictly carried out and that the gov- 
ernment would shortly be able to an- 
nounce the complete restoration of order 
in Anatolia. He declared that the com- 


mission appointed to supervise the reform | 


was actively prosecuting its labors, and 
that the commission had already selected 
the officials who were to be appointed to 
the various posts. The names of these 
officials will be published at an early date, 
Armenians, of Course. 

As to the cause of the disturbances, 
Tewfik Pasha expressed the opinion that 
there was no possibility of doubting they 
were caused by the revolutionary com 
mittees of the Armenians, who had for a 
long time past been sending agents to 
Asia Minor, stirring the inhabitants 
against the authority of the sultan, and 
doing everything possible to bring about 
outbreaks against the local authorities, 
which, when suppressed by the latter, 
were classed as massacres, and exagger- 
ated in the grossest manner possible. 

He cited one instance in which a mob of 
Armenians attacked and killed two in- 
offensive Tarks. The Tarkish gens d’armes 
thereupon attempted to arrest the mur- 
derers. The Armenians resisted desper- 
ately, and aserious affray was the result, 
during which six Armenians were killed 
and about a dozen were wounded. Some 
time later the story was retold by the 
Armenians, and when it reached Con- 
stantinople the affair had grown into the 
massacre of about 300 Armenians in cold 
blood, with all the accompanying horrors 
which the Armenians usually decorate 
their stories of such affairs. 

As to the prospect of European inter- 
ventionin Turkey, Tewfik Pasha could 
only say that he saw no probability of 
such astep being necessary, as the powers, 
he added, were assured that the sultan 
was in earnest in doing everything possi- 
ble to restore order in Asia Minor, and 
they were not likely to do anything which 
would in any way hamper his efforts in 
this direction. 

One of the great diffculties experienced 
by the government, said the pasha, in re- 
storing order in the tronbled districts, was 
the trouble they were having in calling 
out the reserves. The government's ef- 
forts were also hindered by the state of 
Turkish finances, and by the large sums 
it was necessary to borrow in order to pro- 
vide forthe arming and equipping of the 
soldiers to be sent to the troubled dis- 
tricts. 

In conclusion, Tewfix Pasha assured his 
visitor that all the tales of alleged Rorrors 
coming from Armenia and _ elsewhere 
should be taken with a considerable 
amount of salt, as they are wholly manu- 
factured by the Armenians, or else so 
strongly colored by them as to be no 
longer recognizable even by their concoct- 
ers. 

Quiet Restored. 

No news was received from the interior 
yesterday, except from Marsovan, where 
all was quiet, though apprehension was 
felt for safety of the American mission- 
aries located at Marsovan, and the houses 
were carefully protected. 

The sultan yesterday sent a message to 
Minister Terrell to the effect that no dis- 
turbances had been reported from the An- 
atolia peninsula on Friday or Saturday, 

A report became current that the gov- 
ernor of Hadjim had threatened to burn 
the convent of the town and the barley 
fieldssurrounding. Minister Terrell there- 
upon informed the sublime porte that if 
any of the missionaries at Hadjim were 
injured tm any way, he would demand and 
obtain the governor's head. The lady 
peemcmaries were safe up to noon yester- 

y. 
A batch of official dispatches has been 
published representing that order has 
been completely restored almost every- 
where, except at Sivas, owing to the 
measures which the government has 
adopted. 

It is officially announced that several 
notables and persons in authority at Erz- 
room have apologized to Shakir Pasha for 
the disorders provoked at that town by 
Armenian revolutionists. 

The Christian bishops at Ourfa have 
telegraphed the grand vizier that their 
safety is now assured, 

The sultan has ordered that the corn 
collected in the form of tithes shall be dis- 
tributed among the needy inhabitants of 
Sivas and Kharput. 

The kernel to the present situation is 
found in the fact that the government ig 
without money. The sultan is anxious to 
stop disorders, but lacks funds with which 
to pay the troops. 

The opinion prevails in diplomatic cir- 
eles that a European conference is indis- 
pensable in the settlement of the Turkish 
question, for, although the powers have 
agreed, this agreement cannot be changed 
into action, for fear of drawing Europe 
into a dangerous Eastern situation. The 
winter snows will keep the Asiatic prov- 
inces quiet, but something must be done 
before springtime revives the excitement 


and Macedonia is brought into the move 
ment. 

Consuls estimate the loss of property as 
a result of the Diarbekir riots alone at 
$2,000,000. 

General alarm still continues here, de 
“spite reassuring reports from the provinces, 
and the wealthy Armenians sleep at the 
hotel in preference to remaining at thei 
own houses. z 

The ambassadors fear that the pacifica 
tion of the disturbed provinces will be ar 
extremely difficult task, owing to the 
probability that the measures adopted 
will not be of an impartial nature, that 
the Mussulmans will be favored by the 
Turkish officials and that the Christian: 
will be oppressed. 

Owing to the fact that the police have dis 
covered a number of revolutionary placard: 
posted in the Psamatia quarter of Stam 
bul the Armenian shops there have beer 
closed and extra precautions to prevent 
trouble are being taken. Several arrests 
have been made, and it is likely that more 
will occur before long. The police are 
striving hard to discover where the Arme- 
nian revolutionary placards are printed, 
but, so far, they have not met with suc: 
cess. 

One of the placards torn down in the 
Psamatia quarter called upon the Arme- 
nians to arm themselves, as they were 
about to be massacred, and another, 
printed in the Turkish language, stated 
that at the least sign of movement all the 
Armenians were to be slaughtered. 

As the Turkish authorities are charged 
with having taken advantage of much 
less than this in order to make an attack 
upon the Armenians, the matter was 
promptly brought to the attention of the 
British charge d'affaires, Mr. Herbert, 
who immediately informed the porte that 
he would hold the government responsible 
for any disturbance of order in the Psamatia 
quarter, taking the ground that the au- 
thorities had ample time to take all the 
precautions necossary to maintain peace 
without resorting to bloodshed. 


China’s Troubles Not Ended. 


SHANGHAI, Novy. 25.—The rebels have de- 
feated the Chinese army at, Halan, and the 
rebels are now masters of Walf the prov- 
ince of Kansuh. The rebellion in the 
province of Kansuh commenced about the 
time of the defeat of the Chinese by the 
Japanese, the imperial army being routed 
by the insurgents, who captured 11 cities. 
The government at Pekin even went so 
far as to discuss the wisdom of an appeal 
to Russia for aid in suppressing the in- 
surrection. Kansuh is the most north- 
westerly province of China, and is bounded 
on three sides by Mongolia. Reports re- 
ceived from various sources indicate that 
the Mohammedans are continually quar- 
reling with the followers of Confucius 
and Buddha, and are responsible for tae 
insurrection. 


Admiral Kirkland Home. 

New York, Noy. 25.—Rear Admiral W. 
A. Kirkland, U. 8. N., who, report says, 
has been released from the command of 
his squadron because of certain indiscre- 
tions, Wasa passenger on board La Bour- 
gogne, which arrived yesterday. Among 
other things, Admiral Kirkland is said to 
have offended the authorities at Washing- 
ton by addressing a congratulatory letter 
to M. Faure, his personal friend, after he 
had been elected President of France. The 
admiral was willing to talk upon any 
subject yesterday, but that of his ramored 
recall.

vacant land areas in the city for the benefit 
of the “dependent” class. 

The committee found conditions in Bos- 
ton very different from those in Detroit. 
The lots placed at their disposal were 
found to be small and widely scattered. 
It was found advisable to hire a tract of 
land that could be cultivated as one farm. 
A farm of 60 acres between Franklin park 
and Forest Hills cemetery was hired for 
$150, and the services of a practical farmer 
were obtained at a salary of $50 a month 
to oversee the work. 

Fifty-two applicants put in an appear- 
ance at the farm, and about one-third of 
an sore was given to each. Potatoes, 
beans, corn, turnips and cabbages were 
the vegetables principally planted. Sev- 
eral women were among the workers, and 
in most cases the lots were well cared for. 

Every applicant was pleased with the re- 
sult of his work, and they realized a 
larger profit from the harvest than they 
had anticipated. There was no trouble 
from trespassers, and 

No Jealousy Among the Holders 
becausa one was given a better lot than 
another. There was the most kindly feel- 
ing on the part of the workers, and an in- 
clination to assist one another. 

Following is the general summary of 
the committee: In summing up the re- 
sults of the undertaking, we think it has 
clearly demonstrated the fact that there 
are poor people in Boston (and doubtless 
avery much larger number would avail 
themselves of fhe opportunity another 
year) who would gladly use their unem- 
ployed time in raising potatoes and other 
vegotables. 

It has shown them what a little labor in 
their own behalf can do; thatthe value of 
what they have raised is more than they 
have been accustomed to receive yearly in 
charity, and that by their work they can 
maintain their self-respect. This is an 


important object lesson to those who are | 


in need, out of work, or faint-hearted. 

It has also shown how much can be 
raised on a small plece of ground; has 
created a desire for farming ona larger 


scale, and may be the means of inducing | 
some of the unemployed to go to farms in | 


the country. A few days’ work with 
large returns is a practical point gained 
for all, helper as well as helped.

We have got to have 
water and why not go in now. 

Councilman Phillips opposed. He did not 
believe all facts had been carefully looked 
into. It may be true that the water will 
be of superior quality but until such had 
been proven he should withhold his vote. 
We should not forget that Quincy has 
valuable rights and privileges purchased 
at too great a price which should not be 
thrown away. Ifa mistake was made, 
it was when Quincy granted a right to a 
private company. Quincy has a valuable 
plant, if reservoir can be cleaned. He did not 
oppose Metropolitan scheme but thought a 
more thorough investigation should be had 
before the Council committed itself. He 
had no patience with such a one sided 
affair. 

Councilman Adams thought as the 
matter stood we cannot gel water any- 
where else. The Legislature has cut it off 
from us. No one has shown any better 
place to get water. The only question is 
whether it is best to go in now or later. It 
was plain we would not save anything by 
waiting. If more water was needed next 
year it was better to go in. Our Water 
Commissioners report we might be able to 
get along but by taking that risk we 
place the city in a dangerous position. We 
are not justified in taking the risk of wait. 
ing. It was fair to presume estimate of 
engineers was correct. 

Councilman Bigelow asked if we pass 
this resolution, what are we to do for water 
for the next two or three years. We have 
got to make an expenditure of money for 
water. We might take the overflow or we 
might get water from Weymouth. If the 
Water Commissioners go at it in an intelli- 
gent manner we can store enough water to 
last five years, and by that time we can see 
bow this scheme turns out, 

Councilman Nickerson, did not believe 
there was a famine on hand but objected 
to laying out any money on our present 
system. He was sure the State board of 
Health would object to our enlarging our 
present supply of water or making a new 
basin. We have the figures of what it will 
cost us to goin until 1904 but can anyone 
tell us what it will cost until that time if 
we do not go in. 

Councilman Rice said the estimated cost 
until 1905 was $126,830, from which take 
what it would cost us torun our pumps, 
etc., and the net cost would be $59,600. 
By years the assessment would be :—In 
1898, $5,680; in 1899, $8,280; in 1900, 
$11,600 ; in 1901, $14,910; in 1902, $18,- 
230 ; in 1903, $21,500 ; in 1904, $23,320 ; 
in 1905, $23,320. The capacity of our 
reservoir is 840,000 gallons per day and 
the estimated consumption in 1898 would 
be 1,099,000. If we do not go in, what are 
we going to do for water ? 

Councilman Bryant said it was fair to 
presume that these estimates are on no 
better basis than those given when Quincy 
purchased her present supply. They state 
it will cost just as much to goin later as 
now butit did not strike him that way. 
The whole scheme was gotten up so that 
towns within 10 miles shall come in, bat 
upon an equitable basis when it was 
necessary. It did not seem fair thatifa 
town came in 25 years from now it should 
pay as much as though they went in now. 

Councilman Nickerson asked, if we do 
not go in, should we expend $20,000 for a 
standpipe on Third hill. 

Councilman Bryant replied he did not 
think it necessary. 

Councilman Nickerson—If we do not 
go in, can we get out of it for $56,000 in 
five years? 

Councilman Bryant,—We may have to 
pay it on the other end. 

Councilman Nickerson—We have the 
State back of us, Can anyone tell us what 
it will cost for the next five years to stay 
out? 

Councilman Adams—We will have to 
go in sooner or later and we will have to 
pay our proportional share. 

Councilman Bigelow—The chairman of 
the Water Committee told us perhaps he 
could get information from Metropolitan 
Commission that they would put a stand- 
pipe on Third hill, and supply us at once. 
If we go in we have got to get water some-

STONE INDUSTRY. 


Valuable Information Compiled 
By ihe Government, 


Biasting the Theme of Article Given 
Today, 


Lewising, the Knox System, Explo- 
sives Used, Steam Drills, Ete. 


The LEDGER continues today the report 
of the government on “Stone Industry.” 
It is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

Blasting. 

Owing to great diversity in the structure 
of the rocks classed here as granite, the 
operations of quarrying necessarily vary 
considerably, even in different openings of 
the same region. The object desired is, 
however, the same in all, namely, the re- 
moval of large rectangular blocks with the 
least outlay of time and labor compatible 
with keeping the quarry in good working 
shape and avoiding waste. Ordinarily, to 
break the rock into siz2s which can be 
handled, blasting is necessary. In doing 
this the object is to direct the force of the 
powder so that it may break the rock in 
the desired direction without sbattering 
either the piece removed or the standing 
rock, but it can be successful only when it 
is detached at the ends and bottom and 
has a chance to move outin front. As the 
rift in the rock in the majority of quarries 
approachts the horizontal the first breaks 
are obviously made either with or across 
the grain. The method most generally 
used for doing this is called ‘ lewising,”’ 
from the shape of the blast hole. A lewis 
hole is made by drilling close together boles 
about an inch and a half in diameter and 
in breaking down the partition between 
them by means ofa flit steel bar, called 
a “set.” This wide hole determines the 
direction of the required fracture. A 
** complex’’ lewis hole is the combination 
of three ordinary drill holes; a ‘‘com- 
pound” one, of four; but the latter is 
seldom used, for if a very long break is to 
be made a series of lewis holes is drilled 
at considerable distances apart, and after 
being charged are fired simultaneously by 
means of an electric battery. 

Another process occasionally used in a 
few quarries is as follows: A single round 
hole having been drilled, the explosive is 
put in, and on top of it an inverted iron 
wedge, placed between two half-rounds, is 
carefully lowered; then the tamping is 
proceeded with in the usual way. When 
tke powder is exploded, the wedge, which 
is driven forcibly up between the half- 
rounds, breaks the rock in a direction 
corresponding to its thin end. One of the 
worst results of this procedure is that con- 
siderable rock near the top of the hole is 
apt to be buffed or flaked up. 

Within a few years past, the Knox 
system of blasting rock has been intro- 
duced and successfully used with general 
satisfaction in many of the larger quarries. 
‘The results obtained are those which were 
sought for by lewising, but the process is 
safer, quicker, takes less powder, and, as 
it never shatters the rock, not only gives 
good, sound blocks as the product of the 

last, but also leaves the standing rock 
with a perfectly sound, clean face for 
future operations, A round hole is first 
drilled to the required depth, and into this 
is driven a reamer, which produces V- 
shaped grooves at opposite sides to the 
entire depth of the hole. The charge is 
then inserted, and the tamping is done in 
the usual manner, except that instead of 
driving the tamping down upon the top of 
charge an air space or cushion is reserved 
between the charge of powder and the 
tamping and as far above the charge as 
possible. The explosive has therefore the 
greatest possible chance for expansion 
before actually breaking the rock, the 
tamping being put down only to a sufficient 
depth to insure firmness of position. The 
result of this method is that the force of 
the explosive is directed in the line of the 
grooves, and no shattering of the rock oc- 
curs if it be solid, such as is common in 
ordinary blasting operations, and, as a con- 
sequence, quarrymen are enabled to get out 
stone of rectangular shape without waste 
or loss of valuable rock. 

Very large blasts or mines are sometimes 
fired in quarrying granite. A shaft is sunk 
to the required depth, and from it drifts 
are run in various directions, These 
chambers, or drifts, are then charged with 
explosives and fired. In 1887, at Granite 
Bend, Missouri, stone enough was broken 
with one blast to supply the demands of a 
firm for fifty years. The shaft, which was 


85 feet deep, had chambers ruuning in 
several directions from the bottom, and 


was charged with 32,700 pounds of black 
powder. 

The explosive used for breaking out di- 
mension stone is black blasting powder, as 
its action is somewhat slower than that of 
the various forms of nitroglycerin, and 
there is consequently less danger of shatter- 
ing the rock or of weakening it by starting 
incipient fractures, that may not be de- 
tected until it is in place in abuilding; but 
for breaking up poor stone, or for getting 
out rock regardless of size or form, giant 
powder is frequently employed. 

In a quarry having rather thin sheets and 
numerous vertical joints very good splits 
may be made with wedges driven between 
half-rounds (plug and feather) into small 
holes drilled a few inches apart along a pre- 
scribed liney every few feet a deeper hole 
of a somewhat larger dimension being 
drilled to guide the fracture; bat this pro- 
cess is chiefly used for sub-dividing the 
blocks after they had been loosened by 
powder and for initial splits in quarries 
where the drift is vertical, 

Drills driven either by steam or com- 
pressed air are in use for making blast holes 
in all the principal quarries. The drill is 
connected with the piston, which is sup- 
ported by a portable iron tripod, carrying 
the necessary appliances for regulating its 
movements, A flexible pipe conveys the 
motive power in the form of compressed 
air or steam, 

In smaller quarries these holes are drilled 
by the ‘‘jumper” drill a long, flat-edged 
steel bar, which a man holds and turns as 
it rebounds slightly after each of the swing- 
ing blows dealt it by heavy sledges. 

Steam channeling machines, common in 
large marble and sandstone quarries, are 
used on granite by a few quarries chiefly 
for making end cuts in stone of exceptional 
structure, but only to a limited extent, 
since the great hardness of granite renders 
the process very slow and expensive. 

The large blocks loosened by blasting are 
broken and split into sizes of the required 
approximate dimensions by the plug and 
feather method. The holes, which are of 
small diameter, generally not more than 
three-fourths of an inch, and a few inches 
only in depth, are made by a drill and 
hand hammer. Into each hole is in- 
serted two half-rounds or ‘ feathers,” 
tapering pieces of iron, flit on one side and 
rounded on the other, between which is 
placed a steel plug or wedge. The wedges 
are then driven in with a sledge till the 
strain is sufficient to split the rock. 

Tomorrow the article will be on cutting, 
polishing and ornamenting granite.

Cuba’s Greatest Battle. 

Ngw York, Nov. 26.—A Cuban messen- 
ger, who arrived at the Cuban junta yes- 
terday direct from the seat of the revolu- 
tion, reported that on Nov. 19 a severe bat- 
tle took place. The news has been with- 
held from newspapers. The battle oo- 
curred at Taguasco. The Spanish forces 
consisted of 10,000 men, while the Cubans 
had but about 4000. For 6 hours the oppos- 
ing forces fought, but the Spaniards were 
unab‘e to drive the Cubans back. Finally, 
General Antonio Maceo of the Ouban 
army arrived with a force of 8500 men. 
With the aid of this re-enforcement the 
Spaniards were quickly routed. General 
Aldive is reported to have been killed in 
the battle, and the total number of killed 
and wounded is placed at 600. General 
Gomez secured 700 rifles and a large 
amountofammunition. Thisis believed 
to be the heaviest battle of the revolution. 


Died With Boots On. 


Gorpsporo, N. O., Nov. 26.—Jesse W. 
Bunn, « notorious white man, widely 
known and feared throughout the county, 
was convicted of a criminal offense of an 
incestuous nature and sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment. Soon afterward 
he escaped from jail. Bunn swore that he 
would kill any oflicer that should try to 
arrest him. Last Sunday Sheriff Scott 
saw his man driving along the road with 
his wife andson. Scott called to him to 
surrender, but his only reply was a per- 
sistent effort to get his gun levelled on the 
officer. The sheriff finally fired. Bunn 
returned the fire, and then, dropping his 
gun, grabbed his pistol, but fell back dead 
before he could use it The sheriff was 
yesterday fully exonerated by the coroner’s 
jury. 


Many Killed by Explosion. 

BARCELONA, Noy. 26.—-A terrible acci- 
dent occurred yesterday at Palma, cap- 
ital of the island of Majorca, 130 miles 
south of this city. Eighty persons, most 
of whom were women, were employed in 
emptying old cartridges outside the walls 
of the town, when one of the cartridges 
exploded in some unknown manner. 
There was a large quantity of powder that 
had been taken out of the cartridges lying 
about over a large area, and this was 
ignited by the discharge ef the cartridge. 
A tremendous explosion followed. The 
bodies of 17 dead have been found, but it 
is feared that many more were killed. 
Forty persons were seriously wounded 

Newfoundland Law, 

St. Joun’s, N. F., Nov. 26.—The appeals 
made by a number of liquor sellers 
against convictions imposed by local mag- 
istrates for smuggling were sustained by 
the supreme court yesterday, the indict- 
ments being quashed. This involves 
the collapse of the whole litigation 
against smuggling, it belng felt that the 
government cannot keep certain persons 
in custody while others are at liberty. It 
is possible that the board of revenue will 
now intervene and impose fines in all 
cases, zx 

Conflicting Testimony, 

CLEVELAND, Noy. 26.—The coroner’s in- 
quest on the Central Viaduct street car dis- 
aster was resumed yesterday. J. R. Camp- 
bell testified positively that no red light 
was shown over the gates. On the other 
hand, several other witnesses swore that 
the red lights were displayed at both sides 
of the draw, according to the rules. Will- 
iam Hagen testified that he saw alantern 
thrown from the bridge into the river an 
hour after the accident occurred, 


Qutcome In Doubt. 

New York, Nov. 26.—Clarendon hall 
was crowded yesterday with housesmith 
strikers, who came for the benefit stipend 
of $5 a week allowed them by the union 
It is on an average as much as they get 
during the winter months. Seven hun- 
dred men drew $5 each. The present situ- 
ation is one of expectancy. There may be 
a general strike or there may be a general 
lockout, all depending on circumstances. 

In Gale’s Grasp. 

PirrspurG, Noy. 26.—Telegraph and 
telephone wires to the west are practically 
worthless on account of the gale which is 
sweeping over the middle states. The 
wind in many vicinities has reached a 
velocity of from 50 to 75 miles an hour. 
Rain and hail accompany the gale in most 
instances. The wires have been blown 
down on all the different routes. 


Saved His Neck. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 26.—By direction of 
the state department, United States Con- 
sul Burke, at Chihuahua, Mex., has been 
investigating the case of MacStewart, who 
was sentenced to death for murder. The 
consul reports that the sentence will un- 
doubtedly be commuted to imprisonment 
for 20 years, so this may be reduced to 
seven years by good behavior. _

THE END IS NOT YET. 


Over Fifteen Thousand Armenians 
Killed During the Past Month. 


Even the Sassoun and Moosh 
Outrages Outdone. 


Influential Persons Compelied te Place Blame 
Upon Armenians. 


Boston, Noy. 26.—The following letter 
has been received in this city from @ re 
liable correspondent in Constantinople: 

The Turks haye induced some of the 
subsidized European papers to speak of 
these crimes as Armenian outbreaks, etc. 
But the ambassadors have full reports, 
which they ought to publish, that refute 
all this, and show conclusively that the 
sultan, within a day or two after he 
signed the reform scheme, ordered the 
Armenians to be massacred in order that 
there should be no question of am Ar- 
menian majority in any of the provinces. 
The people flew upon the spoil, and so did 
not execute the sultan’s wish to the full. 
But the loss of life has been awful. More- 
over, there seems no way of preventing 
more of the sort. 

It is the most awful crime of the cen- 
tury, because it is so persistently falsified 
by its authors. Everywhere the story is 
the same; a deliberate preparation, and 
then a story sent to Europe that the Ar- 
menians attacked the inoffensive Turks 
and were reduced to order after a few had 
been killed. 

Worse times are in store for us. Europe 
is divided in counsel, and the Turks find- 
ing that nothing is done for this crime, 
will go on to extremities. 

The highest Moslem court has declared 
that the sultan cannot lawfully be re- 
strained in the exercise of his will, since 
he is the representative of God for the 
whole world. 

From 15,000 to 20,00¢ people have been 
cruelly slaughtered during the last month, 
and in consequence no less than 100,000 
persons, heretofore dependent on them for 
their daily food, are now in want. The 
coming winter will witness a vast amount 
of suffering. Itis not alone at Sassoun, 
but all over the land where these occur- 
rences have taken place. 


TRUE STORIES SUPPRESSED. 


Accounts of Massacres Too Horrible to Be 
Given to the Public. 

Lonpon, Noy. 26.—A dispatch to The 
Daily News from Constantinople, giving 
& general resume of the situation, declares 
that the recent massacres put the earlier 
outrages of Sassoun and Moosh entirely in 
the background. 

If either England, France or Russia 
should publish the stories reported offi- 
cially by their cool-headed consuls, all Eu- 
rope would stand aghast at the proof, sur- 
prised to think such things possible. 
Wherever these consuls have investigated 
matters, they have found that the accusa- 
tion that the Armenians provoked the 
riots is false. 

A correspondent of The Telegraph an- 
nounces that strenuous efforts are being 
made throughout the Armenian provinces 
to compel clergymen and prominent per- 
sons, by threats, to sign addresses to the 
sultan, declaring that the Armenians pro- 
voked all the outbreaks. It is claimed 
that the one recently from Erzroom was 
procured in this fashion. 

The correspondent of The Daily News 
at Odessa says that a private dispatch 
from the peninsula of Anatolia announces 
that the Kurds in several districts have re- 
nounced obedience to tic Turkish empire 
and declared a religious war, the extinc- 
tion of the Armenians being the ayowed 
object. 


Prompt Measures Advocated. 

Boston, Nov. 26.—The Armenian atroci- 
ties formed a subject of discussion at a 
meeting and banquet of the Congrega- 
tional club of Boston and vicinity last 
evening. Rev. Dr. E. Porter presented a 
report ofthe outlook committee, in which 
it was argued that the most summary, 
prompt and relentless measures should at 
once be pushed for bringing to an end the 
reign of terror, even though the United 
States be obliged to send an armed force, 
with General Nelson A. Miles in com- 
mand. The report expressed confidence 
in Secretary of State Olney.

UNCLE SAM INSOLVENT 


Senator Lodge Declares It Is Due to 
the Wilson Tariff, 


United States’ Loss Has Been 
England’s Gain. 


Immigration, the Turkish Question and Monroe 
Doctrine Receive Attention. 


Boston, Nov. 27.—The Republicans of 
Massachusetts last evening tendered a 
complimentary banquet to Chairman 
George H. Lyman and the officers of the 
Republican state committee. The large 
dining hall of the American House had 
been elaborately decorated for the oc- 
casion with bunting depending from the 
ceiling and sides of the room and the 
tables were brilliant with glass candelabra. 

It was intended that the affair should be 
informal, but when it became known that 
Senator Lodge, just bask from his Euro- 
pean outing, was to be present, there was 
considerable interest shown in the event, 
and every one of the 200 gentlemen gath- 
ered from all over the state were on the 
qui vive to hear what the honorable gen- 
tleman might have to say. 

And when he criticised the foreign 
policy of the present administration his 
remarks were received with unbounded 
applause. His views on tariff affairs and 
immigration were also pleasing to his 

hearers. 

W. S. McCall presided, and the speakers 
included Governor Greenhalge, Senator 
Lodge, Congressmen Barrett, Morse and 
Simpkins, Mayor Curtis, Curtis Guild, 
Jr., E. B. Hayes, G. A. Marden, G. V. L. 
Meyer, I. P. Hutchinson and other promi- 
nent party leaders. 

Previous to the banquet a reception was 
held. Congressman McCall paid a tribute 
to the worth of Chairman Lyman in the 
past campaign. 

Governor Greenhalge followed, and ex- 
pressed his gratification at the good man- 
agement, careful attention to detail and 
the lofty plane in which Chairman Lyman 
carried on the campaign, and only re- 
gretted that they did not have any enemy 
adequate to the preparation. But it was 
not the battles of '95 we were fighting, he 
said, but the battle of ’96 and the political 
battles of the next 20 years. 

Discussed Many Subjects, 

Senator Lodge was warmly received, the 
entire party rising and repeatedly cheer- 
ing. His remarks were also heartily ap- 
plauded. He said in part: “The pleas- 
antest thing about going away is the com- 
ing back, and I am especially glad that 

my home coming took place at this time 
when the, wave of Republicanism is 
spreading over the whole country. I am 
glad to be back at this time to express my 
congratulations to Governor Greenhalge, 
to Chairman Lyman and to the Republi- 
cans in general of Massachusetts, and also 
to express my hope in the re-election of a 
Republican administration to the White 
House. 

“The Democratic party appears to be 
unpopular, but in what little I have to 
say this evening I don’t purpose to linger 
among the dead or dying. People in the 
United States don’t like the Wilson tariff 
bill. Itis popular, however, in England, 
and is very popular on the continent. 
The question that I was asked most fre- 
quently while abroad was what we were 
going to do about the tariff. The town of 
Bradford, in England, has been several 
times saved by the Wilson tariff. I have 
no ill-feeling against Bradford, but would 
prefer those woolens be made in Massa- 
chusetts. 

“I don’t purpose to discuss the currency 
question at this time, for with a Republi- 
can house there is no danger; the danger 
lies in gold exports, which is owing to the 
excess of imports made possible by the 
Wilson tariff, which must be paid for in 
addition tothe natural drainage. When 
summer opened there was a revival of 
business, and Democratic organs cried the 
boom has come, with the result that the 
imports have been excessive, and at this 
moment the United States, the richest on 
earth, is insolvent. . 

“Such a condition is a disgrace. The 
people are ready to pay the debts, and do 
hot wish to live on forced loans, and the 
first duty of the government is to pass a 
bill which will give usa balance instead 
of a deficit in the national treasury, and 
if such a bill does not pass, the responsi- 
bility 

Will Rest Upon President Cleveland, 

“Immigration also demands a few words 
from me. We must legislate in regard to 
it. We have done all we can by the law 
to keep out criminals and paupers and in- 
sane persons, but more restriction is in 
my judgment needed. The intelligent re- 
striction of immigration should be one of 
the first works of congress. That which 
is mostimportant toa nation is its na- 
tional character. The great proportion of 
our people has been till within recent 
times a blending of English stock, but 
there has been a change, and careful legis- 
lation is necessary to prevent the inroads 
of any clement that will not amalgamate 
with our institutions. 

“With reference to the foreign policy of 
the United States, I will say that the true 
foreign policy is a vast one, but yet 
simple. It is to guard American citizens 
and protect American property wherever 
it may be found and to exact for Ameri- 
can citizens and the American flag abso- 
lute respect. Itis not for us to say what 
shall be done with Turkey; all that con- 
cerns us is to say that whether we are one 
of the treaty powers or not, if one of our 
citizens should be unjustly treated it 
should be the first duty of the American 
government to send the white squadron to 
Constantinople. We do say that no 
American citizen shall suffer in the anar- 
chy that Turkey is passing through, and 
we willexact the Jast reckoning even if 
American guns have to be heard on the 
streets of Turkey.” 

@be Monroe doctrine was also referted 


to by Senator Lodge. He sald: “Wa 
Want no European powers to establis’) 
new governments or take new territori: 
in this atmosphere. We do not medd'e 
with them nor do we want them to me’- 
dle with us. Today in Europe, owing to 
the vacillating of the past four years, they 
do not believe what we say, and they 
never will believe it until we put a new 
administrationin the White House.” 


Endeavorers at a Banquet. 

Boston, Nov. 27.—The completion of all 
business relating to the great Christian 
Endeavor convention held here in July 
was observed last night by a banquet at 
the Hotel Brunswick, at which the com- 
mittee of 13 sat dog, and on rising, dis- 
solved. President Clark and Secretary 
Baer were the gue’s. On this occasion 
the committee suS-chairmea and treas- 
urer made thely reports. The total re- 
ceipts were , 782.78, with contributions 
in labor and material nearly $1000 more. 
The total expenditures were $22,286.65, 
leaving a balance of $496.13. Each mem- 
ber was presented with a Christian En- 
deavor jewel badge by President Clark, 
and there were other exchanges of souve- 
nirs of the convention and speeches eulo- 
gistic and congratulatory of the members. 


A Good Move. 

Boston, Noy. 27.—Samuel W. McCall 
has been selected to introdace into the 
house of representatives the bill prepared 
by the Immigration Restriction league to 
further restrict immigration, This bill 
adds to the classes at present excluded 
from the United States: ‘All persons be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 60 who cannot 
both read and write the English language 
or some other language.” This provision 
would keep out about 20 per cent of the 
most undesirable immigrants who now 


come here. Senator Lodge has been 
selected to introduce the bill into the sen- 
ate.

Unitarian Charch has Not Suf- 
ficient Title to Extend Bounds, 


City Solicitor Recommends Mode of 
Procedure for Improvement. 


The Church to Release All Claims 
and Receive No Damages. 


City Solicitor Blackmur’s opinion on the 
land about the First church to the City 
Council is given in full below. It was 
referred to the Committee on Streets, 

Quincy, Nov. 10, 1895. 
To the Hon. William A, Hodges, Mayor 
of Quincy: ; 

DEAR Sir: In reference to the proposed 
action of the Council for the better laying 
out of the square north of the Unitarian 
church and of the streets surrounding the 
church, as outlined by the plan accompany- 
ing the order, and in answer to the ques- 
tion therein submitted to me, I beg leave 
to advise as follows: 

As to the city’s right to close up the way 
in dispute, itis my opinion that the city 
may legally do so, Concerning the ques- 
tion of the church’s title to land outside of 
the posts north of the church, over which 
the way in question runs, it is my opinion 
that the Unitarian Society has none 
sufficient to enable it to close the way 
against the public, The church has, how- 
ever, I believe, a title to land outside of the 
posts on Tempie street, also on Hancock 
street, which is now used by the public and 
is without question of value to the city. 

By the plan suggested, it is proposed to 
give to the city this land outside of the 
society’s bounds on Temple street, and 
Hancock street. If it is deemed expedient 
by the council to make the changes sug- 
gested by the plan, I would suggest as the 
proper mode of procedure to that end : 

First,—That an order be introduced by 
the Committee on Streets to relocate and 
widen Temple street, so as to take into 
such street all the land outside the society’s 
posts as they now stand, 

Second,—An order introduced by the 
same committee, widening and re-locating 
Hancock street, from its junction with 
Temple street, to a point opposite the 
fountain north of the church. 

Third,—Anu order re-locating and widen- 
ing Washington street, from Temple street, 
to the junction with Hancock street. The 
order setting forth the extent and limits of 
the portion of the square or common pro- 
posed to be taken in widening said street. 

Fourth,—An order to close up and dis- 
continue a public way north of the Uni- 
tarian Church, running south of the foun- 
tain from Washington street, nearly oppo- 
site Coddington street, to Hancock street. 

Fifth,—An order providing that the un- 
enclosed land belonging to the city, lying 
between the posts and chains north of the 
Unitarian Church, and the southerly line 
of Washington street, as re-located and de- 
fined by order above referred to, shall be 
enclosed by suitable posts and chains or 
fence, and a sum of money appropriated 
sufficient to erect the same. 

Sixth,—An order appropriating a suffi- 
cient sum of money to build a sidewalk on 
the southerly side of Washington street, 
the easterly side of Hancock street, and 
the westerly side of Temple street, as set 
forth by a plan accompanying the order. 

The Street Committee will, of course, 
award no damages, and will obtain from 
the Unitarian Church a release of all 
claims for land or damages,

STONE INDUSTRY. 


By the Government, 


ing of Granite, 


—Recent Improvements, 


of the government on ‘“‘Stone Industry.”’ 
It is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

Cutting, Polishing, and Oruamenting. 


Only a small percentage of granite in 
rough blocks as it leaves the quarry proper 
is available for use in this form. Most of 
it has to be cut tothe desired dimensions 
and brought to the degree of finish required 
for the special purposes for which it is to 
be used. Very large blocks and stone de- 
signed for uses not requiring fine finish!are 
often worked in the open air, but most 
quarries have cutting sheds erected near 
the openings, in which the blocks are 
worked into their inteaded form, These 
sheds vary from merely a rough covering 
of boards to extensive buildings. 

To produce good results great skill is 
needed by the stone cutter in the manipu- 
lation of his tools, and considerable artistic 
ability is required forthe finer kinds of 
work, From the rough work of simply 
splitting a block or rudely spalling an 
ashlar face to the artistic working of highly 
embellished and complicated statuary carv- 
ing, a knowledge of the rift and grain is 
important, as it indicates where heavy 
blows may be struck and where lighter ones 
are required, 

Owing to the great obduracy of this 
stone, and the fact that the different 
minerals composing it vary greatly in hard- 
ness, the chief work of shaping it is still 
performed by hand, probably by much the 
same process that was used by Egyptian 
stonecutters more than three thousand 
years ago. Improvements and inventions 
have, however, been made from time to 
time in hand tools, and extensive machinery 
is now in use for producing certain forms 
and kinds of finish. 

Recent improvements, — The most im- 
portant improvements of the last decade 
include the more extended adoption of 
lathes for turning and polishing columns, 
urns, etc,, and new devices in power ma- 
chinery for plain polishing. Greater econ- 
omy and speed are now obtained by the 
general use of chilled iron globules and 
crushed steel as abrasive materials and of 
the pneumatic tool for the ornamentation 
of surfaces, 

Implements for cutting. — The imple- 
ments used by stonecutters to produce 
common forms and ordinary finish are as 
follows: 

Chisel. — Various forms and sizes are 
employed in cutting border drafts, mould- 
ingsg letters, and ornamental work, 

Point.—A piece of steel bar drawn out to 
@ pyramidal end; used for ‘‘ roughing out’’ 
surfaces and removing ‘‘ bunches.”’ 

Hand drills, wedges, and half-rounds,— 
Used for splitting out blocks. 

Haod hammer.—Used in one hand for 
driving chisels, points, and drills, which 
are held and guided by the other. 

Spalling hammer.— A heavy square- 
cornered sledge, used for roughly reducing 
a block by breaking off large chips or 
spalls from the edges, thus bringing it 
closer to its intended form. 

Pean hammer.—Shaped like a double- 
edged wedge, with a handle running par- 
allel with the edges; used to remove ir- 
regularities by striking squarely upon a 
surface and wedging or bruising off small 
chips. 

Bush hammer. — Made of rectangular 
steel plates brought to an edge, bolted 
together, and attached to a long handle; 
used in the same manner as the pean ham- 
mer, but produces a smoother surface, the 
degree of smoothness depending upon the 
number of steel plates in the particular 
hammer used. These hammers, which are 
all of the same thickness, are called 4-cut 
5-cut, 6-cut, 8-cut, 10-cut, and 12-cut, ac 
cording to the number of plates used in 
their construction.

ACTED UNDER ORDERS, 


Turkish Soldiers Not Wholly to 
Blame For Recent Massacres, 


Many Hundreds Killed In the 
Marash Riots. 


Officials Think “Killing Outright Is Better Than 
Death by Famine.” 


Lonpon, Noy. 27.—The Chronicle this 
morning publishes a dispatch from its 
special correspondent at Constantinople 
giving an account of a peculiarreply made 
by the Turkish officials. 

According to the correspondent, seven 
from the Kharput district applied to the 
Constantinople authorities for informa- 
tion about the massacres said to have oc- 
curred there. The officials were forced to 
tell them that the outbreaks had been 
most serious. When the men expressed 
ahope that their families were safe, the 
officials replied: “Better that they should 
have been killed outright than that they 
should die of famine.” 

A dispatch to The Daily News says that 
a telegram has been received at Constanti- 
nople from Kharput explaining the man- 
ner in which the recent destruction of 
American mission property occurred. The 
American mission buildings at Kharput 
were set on fire separately, according to 
the telegram, in the presence of the sol- 
diers, but the college building was saved. 

A dispatch to The Times from Constan 
tinople says that the nomination of Euver 
Bey as mutessarif at Constantinople has 
produced an unfavorable impression, de 
plorable in the extreme, as the new offi- 
clalis fanatically anti-Christian and no- 
torious for his venality. 

Massacres Were Ordered. 

The Times this morning publishes an 
article written at Erzroom, dated Nov. 9. 
The correspondent says: 

“The massacre here certainly occurred 
by the order of the authorities, and this 
order must have emanated originally from 
the central authorities at Constantinople. 
Much circumstantial evidence can be pro- 
duced to corroborate this statement.” 

The correspondent then proceeds to re- 
peat a conversation which he overheard 
going on between the Turkish soldiers 
who were guarding his door. Their state- 
ments were to the effect that their officers 
had ordered them at a given signal to 
massacre the Armenians. The corre- 
spondent then continues: 

“I had been visiting at the British con- 
sulate with Mr. Chambers Sunday after- 
noon, Noy. 8, when the new outbreak took 
place. The Armenians again crowded to 
the American school. A number of per- 
sons were killed on that day, the esti- 
mates ranging from 18 to 35. The scenes 
in the cemeteries where the victims have 
been buried by the sufferers have been 
heartrending. On Noy.7I visited all of 
the ruined bazaars, going as far as Serai, 
bat during the entire journey I did not 
see a single Christian.” 


Great Bourse Opened. 

PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 27.—The annual 
banquet of the board of trade last night 
was one of the most successful affairs of 
the sort ever given in this city. The occa- 
sion may be regarded as the formal open- 
ing of the Philadelphia Bourse build- 
ing, which is said to be the greatest 
business structure in this country, if not 
in the world. Three hundred of the city’s 
representative men gathered in the hand- 
some and beautifully decorated main hall 
of the building, and after discussing the 
elaborate menu, listened to speeches from 
distinguished orators. 


Probable Disappointment in Love. 

Newark, N. J., Nov. 27.—Arlington 
Heights was the scene of a double shoot- 
ing affray yesterday afternoon which will 
result in the death of Thomas Colt, a 
photographer of New York city, and the 
possible maiming for life of Miss Carrie 
Plate, whose life Colt made a desperate, 
but futile, effort toend before he fired a 
bullet into his own head. Miss Plate ia 
25 yearsold. Colt met Miss Plate some 
years ago, and, it is stated, has been a 
frequent visitor at her home, and it is be- 
lieved that the shooting was the outcome 
of a love affair. 


Intends to Sue. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 27. — Schooner 
Joseph W. Foster, which was detained on 
suspicion of violating the neutrality laws, 
will sail for Port Tampa as soon as the 
weather becomes favorable. Captain 
Whealton will remain here and bring pro- 
ceedings against this and the Spanish goy- 
ernments for illegal detention and de 
famation of character, 


More Room Needed. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 27.—By directions 
of Assistant Secretary Hamlin, the super 
vising architect of the treasury will soon 
go to Boston and make an examination 
and report upon the question of a new ap- 
praisers’ storehouse. The present quar- 
ters are inadequate and unfitted for the 
purpose. 


In Cuba’s Behalf. 

BARCELONA, Noy. 27.—Republican lead: 
ers have decided to call a great mass meet- 
ing for the purpose of condemning the 
policy of the government in Cuba. It is 
proposed to issue a manifesto demanding 
autonomy for Cuba as a sure means of 
concluding the war on the island, 


Threats Not Carried Out. 

NEw YorK, Noy. 27.—The threat mada 
by J. B. & J. M. Cornell and by Mil- 
iiken Bros. to fill the places of 500 strik- 
ing housesmiths yesterday was not carried 


out. Hence no sympathetic strikes were 
ordered.

Harry, who had been refused a 
new trial, made several attempts to break 
jail. 


Municipal Elections. 

PROVIDENCE, Noy. 27.— There was a 
complete overturn by yesterday’s munici- 
pal election. The candidates for mayor 
were McGinnis (Dem.), Olney (Rep.), 
Clark (Ind.), Edmands (Pro.), Phienert 
(Socialist-Labor). Mayor Olney says that 
the Democrats will have a plurality of 650, 
while the Democrats claim it will exceed 
800. The independent ticket for aldermen 
and council in three Republican strong- 
holds carried the day. This indicates that 
the corporation ticket, or what is so called 
to represent the Republican politicians 
who have been long in control of city hall, 
is beaten by the independent ticket. 

FRANKLIN, N. H., Nov. 27. — E. H. 
Sturtevant, R., was elected mayor over 
C. N. Emerson, D., by 165 plurality. The 
Republicans again control the council. 

Dover, N. H., Nov. 27.—William F. 
Nason, the Republican candidate for 
mayor, was elected by 1015 votes, and four 
out of five wards elected Republican offi- 
cials, 


Gotham’s Plea For Cuba. 

NEw YORE, Nov. 27.—Cooper Union was 
crowded last night with an enthusiastic 
audience of sympathizers with the Cuban 
cause. The meeting was similar to the 
meetings recently held at Chicago, Boston 
and Washington. Letters of regret were 
read from Congressman Cummings, Goy- 
ernors McIntyre of Colorado, Culberson of 
Texas and other notable men expressing 
sympathy with the cause of Cuba. Oon- 
gressman Sulzer was the principal speaker. 
He said he was among the sympathizers 
in behalf of Cuba’s independence and 
stood ready to champion her cause in the 
congress of the United States. It was 
unanimously resolved “that we extend 
our sympathy to the Cubans in their strig- 
gle for freedom and independence, and we 
call on the congress and the President of 
these United States and request them to 
grant belligerent rights to the Cuban re- 
public.” 

A Penitentiary Riot. 

JACKSON, Mich., Nov. 27.—A desperate 
riot occurred at the state prison yesterday. 
Deputy Warden Northrup was struck on 
the head with a hammer, and is thought 
to be fatally injured. Superintendent 
Coffee of the shirt factory was beaten into 
insensibility with a club, and Foreman 
Muller was slugged. The enraged prison- 
ers also smashed a score of machines be- 
fore they were controlled. There were 100 
convicts at work in the shirt factory, but 
only eight were concerned in the riot. 
The trouble was caused by Foreman Mul- 
ler threatening to report Dick Huntley 
for not doing his work properly. Huntley 
knocked Muller down and the riot be 
came general. 


Considered Divorce Law. 


CoLumsiA, 8S. C., Noy. 27.—The state 
constitutional convention practically com- 
pleted its work last night, and a recess was 
taken until Dec. 8, when it will reassem- 
ble and ratify the constitution. The most! 
important action yesterday was the strik- 
ing out of the section allowing divorces 
granted in other states to be recognized in 
this, where the marriage took place out of 
the state, and one or both parties was not 
& native or citizen of the state.

The Bridge Between Hartford and 
West Lebanon Is Swept Away, 


Twelve Persons Had Narrow

HANOVER, N. H., Noy. 29.—The hard 
rains of the past week have raised the 
Connecticut in this section to large pro- 
portions, and yesterday the temporary 
bridge between West Lebanon and Hart- 
ford went out with a crash, and with it 
the main section of the iron bridge now 
being constructed. This leayes the two 
towns without communication, the near- 
est point at which the river can be cressed 
being about four miles distant. 

The water is so high that it is useless to 
think of even putting in a temporary 
bridge at present, while work on the new 
structure 

Will Be Out of the Question 

till another spring. The Berlin Bridge 
company, which is constructing the new 
bridge, is in a great quandary. The time 
specified in the contract for the comple- 
tion of the bridge expired Nov. 7, and by 
the specifications the company must for- 
felt $25 a day from then till the comple- 
tion of the new structure. 

The rush of waters with the bridge 
flooded the section below, and other 
bridges narrowly escaped destruction. 

A party of 12 were leaving the bridge 
when it began to yield to the current, and 
one man reached terra firma with diffi- 
culty. 

This is the second time the bridge at 
this point has been carried out within a 
year.

The entire cargo in the main 
hold consisted of 30,00C bushels of grain, 
1100 bales of cotton and 5000 bags of ootton- 
seed meal and other merchandise.

COLOSSAL STEALINGS. 


Balfour and His Right Hand Men Get 
Away With $35,000,000, 


Chief Robber Gets Fourteen 
Years’ Imprisonment. 


Two Others Get Light Sentences and Two 
Are Given Their Freedom. 


Lonpox, Noy. 29.—The courtroom was 
crowded when Jabez Spencer Balfour and 
his fellow-defendants, who have been 
twice found guilty of frauds in connection 
with the Liberator Building society and 
other kindred companies, were arraigned 
for sentence, 

The court sentenced Balfour to 18 years’ 
imprisonment—seven years for each con- 
viction. Brock was sentenced to nine 
months and Theobald to four months’ 
imprison ment. 

Wright and Dibley were discharged, the 
jury having found them not guilty. The 
remaining charges against Balfour and 
his associates were dropped. 

Robbed the Defenseless. 


On a par with the South Sea bubble and 
the Kaffir craze was the financial scheme 
so widely ruinous to confiding investors 
operated by Jabez Balfour. The losers 
through the collapse of his companies 
were literally to be numbered by hundreds 
of thousands. These were largely the 
very people who could least afford to lose— 
widows aud orphans and aged people of 
small means. They had been induced to 
invest because ‘Mr. Balfour was such a 
good man!”’ 

His father and mother had been temper- 
ance lecturers. He was a temperance 
lecturer. He wasa leader in church af- 
fairs. He looked with the strongest dis- 
approval upon theaters, music halls, 
cards, dancing and all such worldly 
things. He was, moreover, a member of 
the house of commons, where he was one 
of the most enthusiastic followers of Mr. 
Gladstone, one of the stanchest champions 
of home rule and one of the sternest re- 
provers of the house of lords for its plutoc- 
racy and its contempt for the common 
people. 

Strange as it may appear, he laid the 
foundation of his colossal scheme upon 
the ruins of various similar schemes that 
had ended in disaster. 

“The Liberator,”’ his chief concern, was 
built upon the ruins of the Alliance Na- 
tional Land, Building and Investment 
society, and the States bank anda number 
of other allied concerns known as the Al- 
liance group. 

Balfour the Controlling Genius, 

The basis of the organization was ex- 
pressed in the Latin motto: “Libera 
sedes liberum facit’’—a free home makes a 
freeman. Its name was a success; hun- 
dreds of Congregationalists were attracted 
by its prospectus, and an appeal was made 
to Nonconformist ministers: and others 
connected with temperance and religious 
societies all over the land to promote its 
beneficent objects. In 1875 another asso- 
ciation was hatched, the “Lands Allot- 
ment company,” with practically the 
same directorate and Jabez Spencer Bal- 
four as the controlling genius, 

From this period onward there was a 
reguiar succession of uety companies, In 
most of these concerns there was a regu- 
larly paid dividend of 5 per cent to the 
shareholders and 4 per cent to depositors. 
The recklessness of the financing was 
never surpassed. Balfour discovered a 
progressive Luilder named Hobbs. Such 
large amouaots were advanced to Hobbs 
that when he failed his concern was in- 
debted to the Liberator to the extent of 
$10,495,000. 

Apart from these transactions, “the 
Balfour group” were financing properties 
of a more or less speculative character all 
over the country. Though disaster ful- 
lowed these concerns from first to last, 
dividends were always foundinthe new 
subscriptions and deposits, and directers’ 
remuneration never failed. The total 
amount of ruin brought upon investo.s 
through the final crash may be reckoned 
thus: 

Liberator society, stockholders, $8,393,- 
$25. and depositors, $3,261,460; Lands Al- 
lotment company, capital subscribed, 
$8,831,030; House and Lands trust, stuck- 
holders, $360,725, and depositors, $7,06,- 
725; Building Securities company, capital 
subscribed, $1,318,675, and Hobbs & Co., 
capital subscribed, $305,810. 

These aggregate $30,289,770, a colossal 
sum. Butthere are various other ite:ns 
which, if added, would bring it up ta 
nearly or quite $35,000,000. 


Venezuela and England. 

Lonpon, Nov. 29.—A dispatch from Car- 
acas says: ‘It is officially stated that thu 
revolutionary outbreak is of no impuor- 
tance. No British ultimatum has yet 
been received, and many of the influential 
Venezuelans urge an amicable settlement. 
The government is afraid that the tender- 
ing of an apology would be equivalent ta 
recognizing the right of England to the 
disputed territory. Otherwise it is ready 
to give satisfaction.” 


Atlanta’s Greatest Day. 

ATLANTA, Nov. 29.—Yesterday was set 
apart at the exposition as Atlanta and 
South Carolina day combined, and the 
prediction that it would be the greatest 
day in point of attendance in the history 
of the show was verified. Over 100,001 
visitors were in the city, more strangers 
than were ever in Atlanta before, and 
the capacity of the turnstiles at the expo- 
sition entrances were taxed to the utmost, 


Republicans to Confer. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 20.—A caucus of the 
Republican senators will be held after the 
adjournment of the senate on Monday 
next. A sufficient number of names have 
been signed to a call to insure a caucus, 
which will consider the party policy fo: 
the coming session. 


Concerning China’s Railway. 
SHANGHAI, Noy. 29.—It is reported here 
that no railway concessions have been 
granted to foreigners in China, and that 
the Chinese government intends henve 
forth to keep the railway building in its 
own hands.

STONE INDUSTRY, 


Valuable Information Compiled 
By the Government, 


—_ 


The Cutting, Polishing and Ormament- 
ing of Granite, 


A Description of the Implement Used 
—Recent Improvements, 


The LEDGER continues today the report 
of the government on “Stone Industry.” 
It is valuable information which should be 
in the possession of Quincy manufacturers 
and granite workers: 

The size, shape, and finish of a stone 
depend upon the particular place it is to 
occupy in a building and the style of archi- 
tecture. Fronts or walls are laid ap in 
various kinds of ranges, usually designated 
as coursed range, broken range, broken 
ashlar, random range, and rubble work. 
The kind of finish given the face of the 
stone is called either bush hammered, pean 
hammered, pvinted work, or rock face, 
These may or may not havea border draft 
chiseled around their margins. Other 
kinds of finish are chiseled moldings and 
carved or polished faces, 

The usual process followed by stonecutters 
in shaping blocks may be generalized as 
follows: The block, having been split out 
to about the right size by the plug and 
feather method, is brought toa plane sur- 
face on one side, which is accomplished by 
knocking off overhanging edges and prc- 
jections with the spalling hammer or 
spalling tool. Drafts or ledges are then 
chiseled along two opposite edges. One 
draft being completed, the workman lays 
upon it a wooden strip or rule having 
parallel edges. A second rule is then sunk 
in the draft made on the opposite side until 
the two drafts are in the same plane, which 


is determined by sighting across the upper | 


edges of the rules. The whole face is then 
worked down to this plane with the tools 
necessary for the required fineness of finish, 
a straight edged being applied from time to 
time asthe work progresses. The point is 
used for removing rougher projections. 
This is followed by the pean hammer, and, 
if a smoother surface is required, it is made 
by bush hammering, the hammer having 
the fewest number of plates being used first. 


The required size of the face being marked | 


out upon this surface, the position of a 
second face may be determined by chiseling 
drafts across the ends of an adjacent sur- 
face, using for the purpose either a square 
or a level, depending upon the angle it is 
desired to make with the first face. The 
projecting rock between the drafts having 
been removed in a manner used in forming 
the first surface, a third face may be pro- 
jected. A winding surface is formed by 
using in one draft a rule or strip having its 
edges not parallel, the amount of diver- 
gence depending upon the amount of warp 
required. This rule is sunk till its upper 
edge is even with the upper edge of the 
strip, having parallel edges placed upon 
the opposite edge of the stone. 

A cylindrical surface is worked by using 
curved rules in one direction, and is not as 
hard a matter as might at first seem. Much 
difficulty is however, encountered in laying 
out and working spiral,conical, and spheri- 
cal surfaces, as it is first necessary to form 
plane and cylindrical faces on which to ap- 
ply the necessary bevels and templets.

AN AMERICAN INVENTION. 


Duryea Machine an Easy Winner In the | 
Motocycle Race. 

Cur1caco, Nov. 29.—The Charles E. Dur- 
yea gasolene motocycle finished first in 
The Times-Herald contest for prizes 
amounting to $5000. The contest was in 
every respect the most novel and the per-| 
formance of the winning vehicle the most} 
remarkable in the history of the motur 
vehicle contests. 

When the race started, the streets were 
12inches deep im snow, slush and mud. 
Six motecycles made the start, the Duryea 
of Springfield, Mass., the Morris and 
Salom electrobat of Philadelphia, the H. 
Mueller motocyele of Decatur, Ills., the R. 
H. Macey of New York, Dela Vergene| 
of New York and the Sturgis electric mo 
tocycle of Chicago. 

Thousands witnessed the fight of these 
vehicles against the 654 miles of slush 
which constituted the course from Jack- 
son Park to Evanston and return. Dur- 
yea started at 8.55 afd made the finish ai 
7.18, completing the course in 10h. 20m. 
For miles on the west side the boulevards 
were unbroken flelds of snowbanks and 
slush. 

The Morris and Salom electrobat madé 
no attempt to complete the course, bul 
made a creditable run of 15 miles. The 
Sturgis electric motocycle abandoned tha 
unqualifying after a run of 12 miles. 


Both of these electric motors made a sur-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Included in the 
report of the secretary of the interior is 
that of the Dawes commission to the five 
civilized tribes. The commission, in re- 
porting its failure to negotiate with the 
Indians, says that the conditions have 
grown worse instead of better since the 
last report. In its conclusion, the com- 
mission says: “It is, in the judgment cf 
the commission, the mperative duty of 
congress to assume at onee political con- 
trol ofthe Indian Territory. They have 
come with great reluctance to this con- 
clusion, and have sovght by all methods 
that might reach the éonvictions of those 
holding power in the territory to induce 
them by negotiation and mutual agree- 
ment to consent to a satisfactory change 
in their system of government and appro: 
priation of tribal property.” 

A Remarkable Ancestry. 

Parrs, Nov. 27.~Alexandre Dumas died 
Wednesday evening. He was born in 
Paris, July 28, 1824, and was the illegiti- 
mate son of the famous author of ‘‘Monte 
Cristo,” by a girl of obscure origin, and 
the grandson of General Dumas, who was 
himself the son of the Marquis de Paille- 
terie and a full-blooded negress of the 
island of San Domingo. Dumas, the 
younger, came naturally by his literary 
genius, since his father was the creator of 
at least 100 novels. For 20 years Dumas 
was one of the “40 immortals,’”’ as the 
members of the French Academy are 
called.

there have learned that in the massacre at 
Marash on Noy. 18, 1000 persons were 
killed. ‘Lhe Christian quarters of the 
town were burned from three points. 

A letter received here describing the 
previous massacre says that before it 
commenced the town crier ordered the 
Christians’ shops to be opened under a 
penalty for refusal. It was then the 
pillage and the murderbegan. The writer 
of this letter, who had been a pilo-Turk, 
adds that there was no sign ofeithera 
rising or resistance on the part of the 
Christians. 

The Daily News’ correspondent in Con- 
stantinople also says that the embassies 
hear from their consuls that all possibility 
of rendering assistance to the Sassounites 
who were the victims of the outrages at 
that point has been ended, and that the 
Kurds are whipping them out of existence, 
and have destroyed all the buildings 
which have been erected by the expendi- 
ture of the English relief fund. A similar 
story comes from the Van country, where 
the disturbances continue as badly as ever. 

A Vienna dispatch to the Daily Tele- 
gtaph says that the proposed naval de- 
monstration by the powers against Turkey 
is now regarded as futile as a restraining 
influence. The latest news received from 
the interior of Turkey has a depressing in- 
fluence on the diplomatic circle. Reports 
have been received that renewed attempts 
tomassacre the surviving Armenians at 
Erzroom have resulted in eight being 
killed. Some of the priests, in sheer de- 
spair, are advising their flock to save their 
lives by embracing Islam. 


THE SASSOUN HORROR, 


Stories of Turks’ Diabolical Deeds Con‘Smcd 
by Missionaries. 

BUFFALO, Noy. 29.—Misses Charlotte E. 
Ely and Mary A. C. Ely have just re- 
turned home after a long period of mis- 
sionary labor in eastern Turkey, under 
the direction of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions. 
Their absence has covered a space of 27 
years, and as soon as affairs in the dis- 
turbed districts have quieted down, they 
will return to Turkey. 

Speaking of the Sassoun massacres, a 
large part of which occurred at Moosh, 
Miss Mary Ely said: ‘The massacre was 
undoubtedly planned by the porte. The 
immediate provocation came about as fol- 
lows: The Kurds were in the habit of 
raiding the flocks of the Armenians. The 
Armenians, impoverished by repeated acts 
of robbery, banded together for the pur- 

ose of recovering their flocks from the 

urds. When the two parties met, of 
course there was fighting. Two Moslems 
were killed and several Christians, Thon 
the Kurds matilated the bodies of their 
slain countrymen. After that the corpscs 
were carried to the headquarters of the 
provincial government at Bitlisand shown 
to Vali Tahsin. ‘See what the Christians 
are doing to us!’ they exclaimed to the 
vali.” 

It was, Miss Ely declared, the Turkish 
regular soldiery who did the most of the 
killing during the massacres, while the 
Kurds stole the property. Returning to 
her narrative, Miss Ely said that after the 
first collision a series of retaliatory con- 
flicts took place. That was a year ago 
last August. Soon afterward, Tahsin 
Pasha went in person to Galigosan, a 
village in the Sassoun province, and in 
person ordered the massacre of the Arme- 
nian Christians. He wore, suspended by 
a cord around his neck, an imperial edict 
from the porte commanding him to “‘chas- 
tise’ the Christians. This was read to 
the Turkish soldiers, who had been massed 
at that place from all that part of Asia 
Minor. 

“Before the reading was completed,” 
continued Miss Ely, “‘asif unable to do- 
lay the diabolical deeds, Tahsin Pasha 
gave the order to ‘smite’ the Christians. 
Then followed a scene almost too awful 
to describe.”’ 

The returned missionaries says that it 
was hard to pick specific instances out of 
such an inferno of cruelty, but mentioned 
the following: 

“The soldiers would toss children up 
into the air and catch them on their bay»- 
nets when they came down. At other 
times, they would stand a number of chil- 
drenina row, each Turk would take a 
child by the hair, and then they would see 
which one could cut off his victim’s head 
the quickest. When Tahsin Pasha started 
outon his mission of butchery he took 
along with him a large quantity of kero- 
sene oil forthe purpose of the removing 
by fire all vestiges of the disgracciul 
work which he contemplated. This oil 
was afterward used to saturate the cloth- 
{ng of living beings, and then a match 
would be applied.” 

Atthis point Miss Charlotte Ely re- 
marked: “Isawone boy with the whole 
side of his face burned away. He told :no 
that he had been attacked by the Turks 
and then thrown on a heap of coals, being 
left for dead.”’ 

Miss Ely was asked about the treatment 
of Armenian women by the soldiers. 
“The violation of women and girls by the 
Turks was one of the commonest and one 
of the worst features of the whole horrible 
affair. In one instance scores of them 
were shut up inachurch and kept there 
all night by the soldiers. It the morning 
they were all murdered. One witness 
told me he saw the blood flow over the 
threshold of the building.” 


HOW ITALY FEELS. 


Europe Cannot Remain Exposed to Perils of 
Latent Anarchy. 

RoME, Noy. 29.—Important statements 
were made in the chamber of deputies last 
night by Premier Crispi and by Baron 
Blanc, Italian minister of foreign affairs, 
concerning questions of Italy’sinternal and 
foreign policy, and especially her attitude 
toward Turkey and incidentally her atti- 
tude to other powers. 

Regarding Turkey, the premier sald that 
the powers are in accord, and he was con- 
fident that the peace would not be dis- 
turbed. If it were disturbed, however, 
Italy would not repeat her old mistakes,

| Baron Blanc, the minister of foreign 
affairs, followed the premier with a long 
| explanation of the Italian position on the 
Turkish question. He denied that Italy 
had attempted any isolated action on this 
question, and asserted that her endeavors 
throughout had been devoted to convert- 
ing concerted action by three powers into 
concerted action by six powers. 
| While the European situation was good, 
the minister went on to say, the condition 
of affairs in the Turkish provinces re- 
mained troubled. The porte had ad- 
dressed to the powers remarks—if, indeed, 
they might not be called reproaches—hop- 
ing thereby to delay matters at the risk of 
again aggravating the situation. b 
| “The porte will commit an error, 
Baron Blanc concluded saying, “if it 
thinks the present situation can be solved 
by diplomatic discussions of past events, 
when we are face to face with the atro- 
cious deeds that have provoked universal 
horror, and with the peril of latent anar- 
chy, to an outbreak of which at any mo- 
ment Europe cannot leave herself ex- 
posed.”” 

Each foreign squadron in Turkish 
waters was a door open to civilization 
and beneficent influences to those obscure 
regions where mixed races were still de- 
prived of the guarantees promised by Tur- 
key to Europe. 

The porte would make a mistake in ex- 
ercising, even in regard to the additional 
guardships asked by the powers, the privi- 
lege accorded to it by treaties to restrict 
naval protection in the pacific interests of 
the powers.

CHECKED AS BAGGAGE, 


Corpse of an Infant Left at a Rail- 
way Station In Boston, 


Probably Killed by Being 
Roasted on a Stove. 


But Slight Chance of Unearthing the Perpe- 
trator of the Crime, 


Boston, Nov. 80.—The body of a male 
child which had been roasted alive was 
found among the cuuntiless lost or for- 
gotten packages in the checking room of 
the Union station by Superintendent 
Davis yesterday. The odor led to the dis- 
covery. The body was wrapped in two 
copies of a daily newspaper, one issued 
Sunday, Oct. 27, and the other dated 
Noy. 6, of this year. There was also an 
‘old towel and some thick wrapping paper 
wound around the corpse. The body was 
sent to station 1, and thence to Undertaker 
Tinkham's, who buried it in Mt. Hope 
cemetery at the expense of the city. 

Miss Gallagher, one of the attendants 
in the check room, femembers checking 
the package on Monday last, and gave the 
person who deposited it a tag numbered 
“S 3039." She cannot, however, recall the 
appearance of the person who left it. 

The check, though only a slight clew, 
was eagerly grasped by the police, who 
are now devoting their best energies 
toward locating the barbarous slayers of 
the little innocent. The wrappings which 
were found about the corpse were taken 
to the morgue. 

There are many strange and perplexing 
circumstances connected with this case. 
It is thought by the police that the child 

Did Not Belong In This City, 
as they have obtained a slight bit of evi- 
dence to this effect from the wrapping 
paper found about the body. 

In talking with the lady attendants at 
the parcel room in the station last night, 
areporter learned that it isa very com- 
mon occurrence to receive bundles of meat 
which were forgotten by their owners and 
not noticed by the attendants until the 
odor becomes offensive.

LANDSLIDE’S VICTIMS, 


At Least Twelve Laborers Killed and 
a Score Seriously Injured. 


Rock, Ore and Earth Swept 
Down Upon Them. 


So Badly Disfigured That Identification was 
Almost impossible. 


CarmeEu, N. Y., Noy. 30.—An accident, 
resulting in the loss of about 14 lives, oo- 
curred at the Tilly Foster mines yesterday 
afternoon. Two gangs of laborers, num- 
bering about 35 men, were working at the 
bottom when a vast weight of earth and 
rock slid with the force of an avalanche 
from the mouth of the pit to the bottom, a 
distance of 300 feet. It carried everything 
before it, and crashed over the men with 
tremendous force. Outof one gang of 11 
only five came out alive, and three of the 
other gang have been taken out dead. 

The cave-in caused the greatest excite- 
ment, but as soon as possible gangs of 
men were set to work to remove the 
bodies of those known to be under the 
mass of earth. Darkness prevented the 
continuance of the work of rescue. 

It is thought that all the men in the pit 
are Austrians, and judging from the ap- 
pearance of the bodies which have been re- 
covered, all are horribly mangled. One by 
one the unfortunates were brought to the 
surface and carried to the carpenter shop, 
where an eager and awe-stricken crowd 
looked upon the remains, 

There was some difficulty experlenced 
in identifying several of the bodies, owing 
to the terrible disfigurement they had un- 
dergone, and after that was accompHshed, 
undertakers took charge of the bodies and 
hurried them away. Just at present it is 
not actually known how many men were 
buried under the earthslide. 

The accident caused great excitement in 
the surrounding country, and soon after 
it occurred people drove into Tilly Foster 
from all sections. ‘Those who first learned 
of the disaster formed themselves into res- 
cuing bands, and under the direction of 
Superintendent Tompkins and Foreman 
Lynch set about to free the imprisoned 
men, or to recover the bodies. 

Heroic Work of Willing Hands. 

There was plenty of working room, and 
there were soon many willing hands work- 
ing desperately to clear away the wreck 
that the landslide had made at the bottom 
of the pit. One of the first to be brought 
tothe surface was Foreman Murtha. He 
was found near the top, pinned down by 
a huge piece of rock. They dug him out 
and bore him still alive to the fresh air 
above. Murtha was badly mangled, and 
his clothes were almost torn from his 
back. He was taken to his home, and he 
died 15 minutes after his arrival there. 
Murtha’s wife, along with the wives of 
the other urfortunates, stood at the top 
of the slope while the rescuers were at 
work. 

The work in the pit was necessarily 
slow, and at 5 o’clock only five bodies had 
been recovered. Then darkness shut 
down and the workers had to cease their 
search. All of the five were terribly 
mangled, the sharp edges of the rocks and 
iron tearing through their clothing and 
tearing the flesh from their faces and 
bodies. Owing to this disfigurement there 
was some difficulty experienced in identi- 
fying the killed. 

Many accidents have ocourred at the 
Tilly Foster mine, but none has been at- 
tended by so great a loss of life as this. 

During the work of rescue, as one of the 
cars was about to start on a return trip up 
the slope, a second mass of rock fell from 
the slope, killing one Italian. 

The heavy rains had opened crevices in 
many places, and during the past two 
days more than 200 tons of rock had been 
dislodged and thrown into the pit. The 
northwest wall had been examined care- 
fully as usual, but no trouble was ex- 
pected from that quarter. 

The mine is owned by the Lackawanna 
Tron and Coal company of New York and 
Scranton, Pa. Clinton Stephens is the 
contractor in charge, and the men killed 
and injured were in his employ. 


Suspected of Triple Murder. 

Paris, Tex., Nov. 80.—United States 
deputies yesterday captured two negroes 
named Hickson and Lee, in the Indian 
Territory, with the property of the mur- 
dered hunters who were found dead ina 
boat near here last Saturday. There 
seems to be little doubt that they are the 
persons who killed the two men and a 
boy, as the arms, clothes, guns and other 
belongings of the hunting party were 
found in their possession. 


Gunboat Concord Damaged. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 80.—Advices from 
China state that the United States gun- 
boat Concord was coming down the river 
from Foo-Choo, in company with the 
Monocacy, when she ran aground. She 
was hauled off, but she was seriously 
damaged, and the cement foundations of 
her engines were cracked. 


Not Ready For Argument. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Novy. 80.—Attorneys for 
Theodore Durrant occupied both sessions 
of court yesterday with the reading of the 
prisoner's affidavits, on which will be 
based a motion for a new trial. More 
affidavits will be presented before argu- 
ment of the motion is heard. 


A Change About 
Lonpon, Noy. 30.—The success of the 
experiment of landing at Plymouth in- 
stead of Southampton has led the Ham- 
burg-American Steamship company to de- 
cide to start a regular weekly service be- 
tween Plymouth and New York next 
spring. 
Beloved by Japs. 
ToKIO, Nov. 30.—Prince Kitashirakawa, 
a relative of the emperor and commander- 
in-chief of the Japanese forces in For- 
mosa, is dead. He was a man of high 
ability and greatly respected, and his 
death causes much sorrow in Japan. 


Clasping Hands.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Records but Little Change In the General 
Business Situation. 

New York, Nov. 30.—R. G. Dun & Co., 
in their weekly review of trade, say: 
Business has not improved, though there 
is very little change, except in the shrink- 
age of prices which a period of inaction 
naturally causes. After the extraordinary 
buying of the summer and early fall a 
marked decrease was inevitable, and it ts 
yet too early in most branches of business 
to judge how far the future was antiol- 
pated in purchases, 

Retail stocks are still reported full in 
nearly all branches, with delayed distri- 
bution in many on account of unfavorable 
weather. 

The movements of crops are only fair, 
both cotton and wheat being largely kept 
back in the hope of higher prices, and 
thereis a prevalent feeling that foreign 
iznports will fall off—for the last week at 
New York they were $1,200,000 less than 
last year, although for the past four weoks 
20 per cent larger than in that year. 

Exports show a Jittle gain—for the week 
of 12 per cent, and for the month about 28 
per cent, although the small outgo of cot- 
ton is still a threatening fact as respects 
foreign exchanges. 

Another sharp fallin hides at Chicago, 
taking the average of prices down to 
97.8, against 151.5 July 1, has not been fol- 
lowed by leather, which has declined only 
for grain, nor proportionately by boots 
and shoes, though men’s grain shoes are 
244 cents lower and women’s 2 cents. The 
manufacturers are getting remarkably lit- 
tle new business for the season, and many 
look for no material change until after 
Jan. 1, but shipments for four weeks of 
November have been 22 per cent less than 
last year, although taking the whole year 
to date there is still an increase of more 
than 7 per cent in cases shipped. 

The woolen business makes scarcely any 
gain, although clay worsteds are largely 
sold at the advanced prices recently made, 
and some dress goods and overcoatings at 
prices partly higher and partly lower. 

The iron market is decidedly weaker 
again, and while bessemer pig has de- 
clined to $12.85 at Pittsburg and gray 
forge to $12.25 and platts to $10.60 as 
Philadelphia, so that the average of all 
quotations is about half of 1 per cent 
lower than last week, the markets are 
really much weaker than the quotations, 
as concessions are generally given » 
manufacturers in order to secure busine 
The coke combination holds prices firm 
but it has been obliged to reduce its o1 
put to five daysin the week, so that a ¢ 
cline of 10,880 tons for the week ig 1 
corded. Offerings of copper are less 
urgent at 11 cents for lake, but tin 
weaker at 4.25 cents, because of heavy su) 
plies, while lead is a shade stronger «

Old Men and New. 

Great as the changes have been, the 
refusal to change in some states and 
districts is equally remarkable. Arkan- 
gas returns every member of the last 
congress — six Democrats. Alabama 
sends but three new men out of nine. 
Republicans, however, are contesting 
the Fourth and Ninth districts and Pop- 
ulists the Third and Fifth, with confi- 
dence of winning. Georgia returns 10 
of her 11 Democrats in the Fifty-third 
house. The Sixth district only makes 
a change—Charles L. Bradley in place 


of Thomas B. Oabaniss, who quits on 
one term. In the Seventh district, how- 
ever, W. H. Felton, an old Populist hero, 
contests the seat of John W. Maddox, 
and in the Tenth Tom Watson comes 
back again at James O. ©. Black, If 
Watson gets in, he and Brer Howard of 
Alabama can be relied upon to furnish 
the house with a circus, 

Iowa returns nine old Republicans 
and two new ones; Louisiana, five old 
Democrats and one new one, but one 
seat is contested. Maine returns her 
four Repulficans, each a leader in his 
class; Massachusetts, eight of her old 
Republicans, four new ones and one 
solitary Democrat, John F. Fitzgerald 
of Boston, who thanks heaven that con- 
tests are not favored in his part of the 
country. Mississippi returns five out of 
her seven Democrats and two new ones, 
but Missouri only 5 out of 15. Verily 
there was a flood. Texas, however, sends 
back ten of her old men—two new 
Democrats and one solitary Republican, 
George H. Noonan, from San Antonio. 
Virginia lost but one Democrat, and 
though there was a flood in Tennessee 
six of the old men come back with four 
new Republicans. From all the 28 
northern states—29 with Utah—come 
but 13 Democrats and 8 Populists, and 
the seats of four of the Democrats are 
contested. Perhaps they had better 
make it unanimons. 

Patronage. 

The first thing after swearing in and 
drawing for seats will be the election of 
officers pursuant to the choice of the Re- 
publican caucus which is to be held on 
the 80th. As to the speakership, it will 
be merely a ratification of the party 
choice of Tom Reed, but there are five 
good paying offices in the house which 
go to outsiders, and just now the figh 
for them is extremely vigorous. Of those 
officials the first by a long distance is 
the clerk, who ranks with the members, 
gets $5,000 a year and has the appoint- 
ment of 44 subordinates, Besides all 
this he has once in two years the high 
honor of making up the roll and presid- 
ing in the organization of a new house 
and is then a ‘“‘biger man than old 
Grant,’’ in the language of the lamented 
Fitzhugh. This function of the clerk is 
always important, and once in our his- 
tory was very dangerous. There are two 
candidates, both members of the Fifty- 
third house, General Thomas J. Hender- 
son of Princeton, Ils., and Alexander 
McDowell of Sharca, Pa. Of theclerk’s 
44 appointees his chief clerk and the 
disbursing clerk are considered his per- 
sonal appointments. 

Next in rank is the sergeant-at-arms, 
who gets $4,500 per year and appoints 
seven subordi- 
nates, and as & 
matter of course 
there are several 
candidates, 
among whom I 
have heard most 
of Captain 
Thomas McKean, 
Xt ) secretary of the 


national congres- 
sional Republic- 
an committee. 
Next is the door- 
- anntlins on. Beeper, who gets 
(Gressman from Texas] $3,500 and ap- 
points 156 subordinates, but this in- 
cludes 14 soldiers, who are by special 
law made permanent. So there can only 
be an appointment in case of vacaucy, 
and in the past four years there has been 
but one. He names the 83 pages, who 
are boys not under 12 years of age and 
get $2.50 per day each. 

The postmaster of the house gets 
$2,500 and appoints 19 subordinates. 
For many years it has been a question 
whether the first deputy succeeded to 
all the rights and powers of the post- 
master in case of the latter’s death or 
removal, but the comptroller has recent- | 
ly decided that in the negative, so there 
has been no postmaster of the house 
since the death of Lycurgus M. Dalton 
last spring. Last of all comes the chap- 
lain, who gets but $900 per year and 
appoints nobody. I have been told that 
the house would this year elect a color- 
ed preacher, but I don’t believe it. 

Cuba and the Revenue. 

After complete organization, what} 
subjects will the house tackle first? To} 
this the almost unanimous answer is in 
two words—Cuba and revenue. It is) 
too soon to forecast as to either. Then 
Venezuela, the Alaska boundary, the 
treatment of ex-Consul Waller in France, 
Hawaii and the whole foreign policy of 
the administration will be overhauled 
with zeal, if not with ferocity. We are 
confidently assured that president and 
cabinet will be as vigorous on foreign 
policy as congress dare be. There will 
be a big fight fora very great increase 
in the navy. Amos Cummings, who 
probably has more interest in that mat- 
ter than any other Democrat, has de- | 
clared that $50,000,000 is the very least 
we should spend per year, and several 
other Democrats advocate even more. 
General Miles wants a bigger army, 
more coast defenses and a naval militia. 
In short, both army and navy want, 
more money, a great deal more, and un- | 
der the circumstances I consider it a} 
certainty that they will get it. | 

This is the session for the regular riv- 
er and harbor bill, and it will be a big 
one. There will be a tremendous pres- 
sure made for such of the proposed ca- 
nals as can be called national works. 
The regular appropriation bills area 
matter of course, and all will be big. 
We shall have the old southern claims, | 
40,000 of them, as usual—J. Milton | 
Best & Co. of Paducah and all along | 
the shore will bring their usual over- 
whelming proofs—and of the thousands 
of claims which have been approved so 
many times a few will go through, as 
many as the honse thinks it safe to risk 
on the eve of a presidential contest. 
And is this all? No, it is but a small 
part of it. No end of new questions | 
will rise in the course of the session, 
and there is the ever present and peren- 
nial problem of the finance. Oh, there 
will be plenty of interesting and excit- 
ing material—enough to keep congress 
nntil the first of next September any- 
how, and don’t you neglect to remem- 
ber it.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Dee. 1. 
Commant by Rev, S. H. Doyle. 


Topic.—Is my heart right with God?—Prov. 
iy, 20-27. 


Is my heart right with God? This is 
& very solemn and sacred question, for 
that is always solemn which deals with 
the relation of the heart, the inward 
man with his God. It is also a search- 
ing question. It probes down into the 
real man. It goes beneath the outward 
and external coverings and surroundings 
of the man to that which is the center 
and source of his moral and spiritual 
life, as well as of his physical life. Itis, 
moreover, @ persynal question. Is‘*my’’ 
heart right with God? Such a solemn, 
searching, personal question should not 
be lightly considered or set aside. It 
should be seriously pondered by each 
one, not simply for the sake of the En- 
deavor prayer meeting, but more es- 
pecially for the sake of making and 
keeping the heart right with God. We 
may inquire: 

1. Why should the heart be right 
with God? First, because we are com- 
manded to have it so, ‘‘Keep thy heart 
with all diligence’’ is the command of 
God’s holy word itself, and its com- 
mands should be obeyed. Second, be- 
cause ‘‘out of the heart are the issues of 
life.’’ In the original this refers rather 
to the fact that happiness depends more 
upon the state of the heart than upon 
outward circumstances, but the usual 
meaning attached to the words is that

on the state of the heart depends the 
character of the man, and this is true, 
if not intended to be expressed here, and 
itis a tremendously important reason 
why the heart should be right, why it 
should be kept with all diligence. The 
outward life depends upon the inward 
life for its character, as the stream 
upon the fountain from which it flows. 
Keep the source pure and the stream 
will be pure, and it can be in no other 
way. 

2. How may the heart be right with 
God? First, God must make it right. 
“The natural heart is enmity with 
God,’’ and must be changed. God only 
can change the heart, and our constant 
prayer to Him should be, ‘‘Create in me 
a clean heart, O Lord, and renew a right 
spirit within me.’’ Second, after God 
has created the heart anew it must be 
kept with all diligence. ‘‘We must keep 
our hearts from being defiled by sin and 
disturbed by trouble; keep them as our 
jewel, as our vineyard; keep out bad 
thoughts; keep up good thoughts; keep 
the affections upon right objects and in 
due bounds.’’ 

To some the outward life may seem 
more important than the inward, be- 
cause the latter is not seen of men, but 
God sees it. He searches the inmost re- 
cesses of our hearts. They should be 
kept right with Him.

An Officer on Duty the Victim 
of Assault,

The Assailant, a German, Arrested 
and Identified,

He Was Arraigned in the Quincy 
Court This Morning.

Constable Frank X. Fruth of West 
Quincy was stabbed in the left side by Paul 
Grundinger on West street shortly after 7 
o’clock last night, the wound being quite a 
serious one and may result fatally. 

Grundinger isa German aged about 51 
years and resides on Willard street. He 
has had some trouble about furniture with 
his son-in-law, John Shatzel, and Friday 
night was at the latter’s house when the 
trouble was renewed, and Grundinger re- 
fusing to go away Shatzel went for an 
officer. 

When be returned Grundinger tried to 
pick a row with him but was unable and 
finally left the house. He had not gone 
far before he encountered Constable Fruth, 
who placed him under arrest. 

Grundinger resisted and ended by 
stabbing the officer in the left side with a 
large pocket knife, inflicting a serious 
and very painful wound. 

Grundinger then made his escape and 
went home, where he was subsequently 
arrested by Inspector McKay and officers 
Cameron and White. 

Fruth managed to drag himself to his 
home near by, and Drs, Sheahan and Dion 
were summoned, who pronounced the 
wound a dangerous one. The officer passed 

|a restless night and this morning was re- 

| ported as comfortable, although in con- 
siderable pain and he is not yet out of dan- 

In fact Dr. Dion, who now has 
charge of the case, considers it a serious 
one and thinks there is but a small chance 
for the officer. 

When seen this morning, Dr. Dion said, 
| the wound was evidently made with an up- 
ward movement. ‘The instrument had 
penetrated between the eighth and ninth 
rib and had penetrated the chest wall and 
probably entered the lower part of the left 
lung, as there was considerable hemorrhage. 
Complications might set in and in that case 
plurisy or pneumonia would result, and the 
chances of his recovery would be material- 
ly lessened. In any case he could not 
possibly be able to be out inside of three 
weeks, 

The doctor had fears of another hemor- 
rhage at any time; in which case it would 
be too late for him to identify Grundinger 
as the man who assaulted him and upon, 
the doctors advice the prisoner was taken 
to the bedside of the injured man by Chief 
Hayden and Inspector McKay where he 
was positively identified as the man who 
committed the assault. 

Grundinger bore a hard name in his own 
country before he came to America, and it 
is said that when he came it was to escape 
justice, it being alleged that he had done 
a man up.

one to be used while the old reservoir was 
being cleansed, and it would also serve to 
hold a further visible supply. With the 
two (2) we should have water to the 
amount of 340,000,000 gallons besides what 
would be taken ap by the gravelly plain 
of some fifty or more acres in extent. Say 
100,000,000 in addition or 440,000,000 
gallons. With all this in sight and the 
water shed giving about a million gallons 
daily, Quincy would be well off for water 
for quitea number of years. What this 
basin would cost I don’t know, but should 
judge that with land damages to ensure 
encroachment from house drainage $75,000 
would be ample, We ought really to own 
the whole valley above the dam, 

The question will be asked where the 
water is to come from to fill the new 
reservoir? I read once in a while that 
water is running to waste at the overflow 
weir at the reservoir and presumably a good 
deal would come from the present source. 

When the limit of supply of Town 
brook is reached and more water must be 
had, and at once, where shal! we get it? 

Among the maps presented to the *com- 
mission appointed to determine the price 
we were to pay for the water works, was 
one showing the connection that could 
be made to bring the waters of Ponkapoag 
pond into the valley of Town Brook via 
Blue Hill River. 

If the cost of the cut to be made was 
given Ido not remember it with distinct- 
ness, but it is my impression is that 
eighteen thousand dollars was the sum, 
and that, to bring all the water that the 
two water-sheds would furnish into Town 
brook valley a cut costing five thousand 
dollars won!d be required. 

Ponkapoag Pond has an area of one 
hundred fifty-eight acres according to some 
survey I have seen. If this pond was 
drawn down six feet it would give us, with- 
out doubt two hundred fifty millions 
gallons and the water, though a little dis- 
colored, is entirely free from pollution and 
would be rendered very pure by a run of 
several miles from the pond to the Quincy 
reservoir. With this supply we should 
have a visible stock of some six hundred 
millions gallons and have a water-shed of a 
thousand or more acres in addition to what 
we now have to make constant additions 
thereto. If it is said that these areas 
would not keep the lower basins filled, it 
can be replied that the amount of water 
going to waste for six monthsin the year 
below Braintree Great Pond would fill both 
the Quincy reservoirs even in the driest 
winters, Surely we should at the present 
rate of consumption have water enough in 
the two reservoirs and Ponkapoag to supply 
forty thousand people and by that time 
Boston will be supplying weil on to one 
and a quarter million of people and getting 
dangerously near ker limit much nearer 
than Quincy will be getting to hers. A

RAIDS BY CAVALRYMEN 


Horrible Atrocities Accompany De- 
struction of Armenian Villages, 


Lives of Foreigners Placed In 
Further Jeopardy 


By Unyielding Attitude of Sultan Regarding 
Extra Guardships. 


LonpoN, Nov. 30.— The Times pub- 
lishes a dispatch dated Julfa, Persia, 
which says: 

Many Armenian villages between the 
Persian borders and the city of Van have 
been destroyed by the Hamadieh cavalry. 
They probably number 46, although the 
refugees give the names of many more. 
It is impossible to obtain any reasonable 
estimate of the number of those killed, 
but all reports say that it is very large. 
The refugees are mostly going to the city 
of Van, where & massacre is eXpected 
shortly to occur. Cannon have been 
trained on the Armenian houses, and the 
treesin the streets have been cut down so 
as to give the cannon free range. 

All reports agree that the Hamadieh 
cavalry are raiding the entire province of 
Van with horrible atrocities. Many 
women have been carried off to the moun: 
tains. Thecity of Van is the only place 
left untouched by the Kurds, who are 
carryipg off quantities of sheep and cattle 
from the destroyed villages. 

The entire population of the village of 
Jurtalon, numbering 200, have been killed. 
The Hamadieh cavalry also attacked the 
Persian village of Kotomr, but were re- 
pulsed by the garrison of the fort, The 
Turkish regulars waited outside ready to 
join in the plunder. The cavalry then de- 
stroyed another small Persian village. 

Armed bands of Armenian patriots 
are crossing from Persia to the province 
of Van. A band of these from Salmas 
fought tha Hamadieh cavalry for two days 
near Serai. Many were killed on both 
sides, when the cavalry withdrew and 
plundered and destroyed Serai. Many 
Nestorians in the Dasbkolla district are 
reported killed. 

Sultan Holds Out. 


A Constantinople dispatch to The 
Times says that the diplomats there ap- 
pear less confident of carrying their point 
as to the adinission of a second guardship 
of each of the powers into the Dardanelles, 

The sultan seems to consider, the corre- 
spondent of The Times continues, that 
the fact that such a small concession is 
demanded proves that the powers are not 
in agreement on the subject, and that he 
is, therefore, safe in refusing the firman. 
Should the sultan’s opposition prevat!, 
Christians and foreigners will be placed 
in a position of great danger. Said Pasha 
again visited all the ambassadors in an 
endeayor on behalf of the sultan to dis- 
suade them from insisting upon the ad- 
mission of the second guardships. 

The unyielding attitude of the sultan on 
the question of the extra guardships is 
much commented upon by the members 
of the diplomatic corps at Constantinople, 
especially as the powers are asking only 
for the rights which they are entitled to 
under the treaties with Turkey. 

They @onsider that an increase in the 
number of guardships here is absolutely 
indispensable, as great danger to foreign- 
ers exists, and has not by any means 
passed, as the Turkish government would 
try to make the powers believe. 

It is true that steps have been taken to 
give additional protection to foreigners; 
but the constant receipt of news telling of 
the fresh massacres of Christians causes 
the utmost uneasiness, not only among 
the foreigners here, but among the Mussul- 
mans, who are naturally excited by such 
events and whose fanaticism is being 
slowly but surely aroused by stealthy re- 
ports circulated, probably at the instance 
of the palace advisers of the sultan, that 
the powers are desirous of making a nayal 
demonstration in these waters, and by so 
doing insult the sultan by ignoring his 
authority and assuming to look with con- 
tempt upon his efforts to maintain order. 
It will thus be seen that the Mussulmans 
here may be secretly aroused to making a 
demonstration when the extra warships 
enter the Dardanelles. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Stand- 
ard says that the sultan’s refusal of the 
firman for the passage of the guardships 
through the Dardanelles is due to his 
knowledge of a temporary disunion 
amongst the powers, which, it is added, 
has now been removed. This oorre- 
spondent also quotes the Constantinople 
dispatch to The Politische, which accuses 
Lord Salisbury ef a breach of confidence 
in reading the sultan’s letter to him in 
public. 

The Daily News’ correspondent at Con- 
stantinople says: All the powers remain 
united, and have refused the porte’s re- 
quest for a withdrawal of their demands 
for the passage of the additional guard- 
ships. The synod of the Greek church has 
declined to issue a declaration of content- 
ment with the Turkish administration. 

Further Treachery. 


Advices from Constantinople add to the 
sum of knowledge of the disorder and 
bloodshed with which Turkey is burdened. 

It is reportd there that fresh massacres 
have occurred in Aintab, a town situated 
on the mountain slope of Mount Taurus, 
and about 60 miles northeast of Aleppo. 
A condition of panic, it is said, continues 
throughout the villayet of Huleb, in which 
Aintab is situated. 

At Tiflis, in the Russian transcaucasia, 
itis announced from Erzroom that the 
Turkish government has appointed a com- 
mission, including some esteemed Arme- 
nians, to attend to the resticution of prop- 
erty to Arinenians who have been robbed 
in the course of the recent disorders, The 
government, it is reported, has also agreed 
to appoizt 4 commission to assist needy 
Armenians with bread and money. 

The Speaker’s correspondent at Con- 
stantinopie thinks that 10,000 persons have 
been killed in a dozen different towns 
within a week, and that is probably an 
underestimate, while the work of destruc- 
tion still continnes. All the massacres 
are the deliberate work of the palace goy- 
ernment, this correspondent affirms, and 
the simple oLject is to exterminate tie 
Christians. 

The Chronicle’s Constantinople corre- 
spondent says: Palace friends report that 
the sultan was drinking heavily during the 
past few days, which does not tend to ini- 
prove his nieatal condition. He shows 
signs of yielding to the demand for addi- 
tional dispatch: boats, 

The Vienna correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph says that an acute financial 
crisis has arisen in Turkey owing to the 
paralysis of trade, industry and bus- 
bandry, and to the outlawry caused by the 


mobilization of troops, and the sources uf 
income are so completely exhausted that 
an issue of paper currency is under con- 
sideration. 

An “Official” Account. 

The porte yesterday issued the follow- 
ing official account of the recent outbreak 
at Marash and elsewhere: “An Arme 
nian of Marash recently set fire to his own 
house, situated in the Mussulman quarter, 
in order to pfovoke a tumult and revolu- 
tion. The Armenians of Reban, in spite 
of the advice given them, attacked the sol- 
diers, who were obliged to fire in return. 
The rioters fled to Fernes and Zeitoun 
after burning their houses. On the 18th 
the Armenians of Erztoom, seelng some 
soldiers running to arrest a number of 
smugglers, wanted to close their shops. 
A panic ensued, during which five Arme- 
nians were killed and six wounded.” 


SENATOR FRYE’S NAME 


The Only One Mentioned by Republicans For 
President Pro Tem of Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 80.—There is a grow- 
ing probability that the Republicans at 
their caucus on Monday will decide to at- 
tempt to reorganize the senate on Repub- 
lican lines, and that a candidate for presi- 
dent pro tem will then be decided upon. 

Quite a number of Republicans, includ- 
ing three or four members of the steering 
committee, were at the Capitol yesterday, 
and an informal exchange of views among 
them resultedin the general adoption of 
this conclusion. There is a difference of 
opinion as to the wisdom of attempting 
more than the election of a presiding offi- 
cer in the beginning, but the preponder- 
ance of opinion is that action at that time 
will be confined to this office. If the Re- 
publican candidate succeeds in this con- 
test the Republicans then will place can- 
didates in the field for the other elective 
offices.
